MEMORIAL  OF  JAMES  L.  RIDGELY,  CONTESTING 
THE  SEAT  OF  RICHARD  GRASON,  AS  JUDGE  OF 
THE  CIRCUIT  COURT  OF  BALTIMORE  COUNTY. 

To  the  Honorable  y 

The  House  of  Delegates  of  Blaryland: 

The  memoral  of  James  L.  Ridgely  of  Baltimore  county, 
respectfully  represents,  that  he  was  at  the  election  of  the  8th 
of  November  last  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Judge  of  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  8th  Judicial  Circuit  of  the  State,  and  re- 
ceived from  the  loyal  and  qualified  voters  of  the  circuit,  a 
large  number  of  votes  for  that  ofiice;  and  that,  at  the  same 
election  a  large  number  of  votes  for  Richard  Grason  were 
placed  in  the  ballot-box,  and  he  was  declared  elected,  and 
that  before  any  commission  was  issued  to  said  Grason,  your 
memortalist  notified  the  Executive  of  the  State,  of  his  pur- 
pose to  contest  the  election  of  said  Grason. 

Your  memorialist  further  represents  that  said  Grason  is 
disqualified  under  the  Constitution  of  Maryland,  from  hold- 
ing the  office  of  Judge  of  the  said  Circuit,  in  that  he  ''has 
been  in  armed  hostility  to  the  United  States,  or  the  lawful 
authorities  thereof,"  "has  disloyally  held  communication 
with  the  enemies  of  the  United  States,"  "has  declared  his 
desire  for  the  triumph  of  said  enemies  over  the  arms  of  the 
United  States,"  and  has  by  other  acts,  given  aid  and  comfort 
to  the  enemies  of  the  United  States.  Wherefore,  your  rae- 
moralist  prays  that  said  Richard  Grason  may  be  declared  in- 
eligible to  said  office  of  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  and  the 
same  may  be  accorded  to  your  memorialist,  who  received  the 
largest  number  of  legal  votes  therefore.

EESPONSB  OF  RICHARD  GRASON, 

TO   THE 

MEMORIAL  OF  JAMES  L.  RIDGELY. 


To  the  Honorable, 

The  House  of  Delegates  of  Maryland  : 

This  Respondent,  in  answer  to  said  memorial,  would  re- 
spectfully state,  that  having  for  some  years  practiced  law  in 
Baltimore  county,  in  said  State,  and  having  been  appointed 
special  Judge  of  the  Court,  at  the  request  and  upon  the  re- 
commendation of  the  officers  of  the  Court  of  all  parties,  and 
his  name  at  the  late  election  having  been  put  forward  as  an 
independent  candidate  for  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
8th  Judicial  Circuit  of  the  State,  he  allowed  his  name  to  be 
used  for  that  office — and  having  received  a  majority  of  the 
loyal  and  qualified  votes  of  said  Circuit,  was  declared  by  the 
Judges  of  Election  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  35th 
Article  of  the  Code,  duly  elected,  who  made  their  return  ac- 
cording to  law,  that  this  respondent  having  received  the 
greatest  number  of  legal  votes  for  Judge  of  said  Circuit, 
they  did  declare,  determine  and  return  him  as  duly  elected 
as  such  Judge,  and  by  virtue  of  such  election  and  return,  he 
was  duly  commissioned  by  the  Executive  of  the  State. 

This  Respondent  would  further  state,  that  the  ^th  Judi- 
cial Circuit  of  the  State  is  comprised  alone  of  Baltimore  coun- 
ty, and  that  the  Election  above  referred  to,  was  held  under 
the  supervision  and  control  of  three  Judges  of  Election  for 
each  Election  District,  duly  appointed  by  the  Commissioners 
of  said  county,  as  required  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  State ;  and  this  Respondent  is  advised  and  believes  that 
the  Commissioners  of  said  county  are  men  ot  undoubted 
loyalty  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  as  such, 
appointed  men  only  as  Judges  of  Election  who  could  fearless- 
ly and  faithfully  discharge  their  duties  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  ;  and  he  is  informed  and  advised  that  each  of 
said  Judges,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  du- 
ties, took  the  oath  set  forth  in  the  Provisions  of  the  Code,  re- 
quiring, among  other  things,  "That  he  would  not  permit 


any  person  to  poll  at  the  said  election,  who  was  not  in  his 
judgment  qualified  to  vote  under  the  existing  provisions  of 
the  Law."  This  Respondent  would  further  stale,  that  the 
Election  aforesaid  was  held  under  and  hy  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  New  Constitution,  which  makes  it  imperative 
upon  the  Judges  of  Election  to  administer  the  oath  prescribed 
hy  the  4th  Section  of  the  1st  Article  of  said  instrument,  which 
oath  this  Respondent  cheerfully  took  himself,  and  which, 
from  the  known  loyalty  of  the  Election  Judges,  he  believes 
was  required  of  every  voter  of  the  Circuit.  That  at  said 
Election  there  were  two  party  tickets  run,  that  he  declined  to 
run  as  a  candidate  for  such  an  office  upon  the  Democratic 
ticket,  but  allowing  his  name  to  be  used  as  an  independent 
candidate  before  the  people  of  a  loyal  county  for  an  office,  ju- 
dicial and  not  political,  was  by  the  people  of  such  county 
duly  elected  to  the  same. 

The  above  is  the  result  of  an  election  held  in  the  county  of 
Baltimore,  where  the  purity  of  the  ballot  box  was  protected 
by  all  the  guards  thrown  around  it  by  the  wisdom  and  pru- 
dence of  our  Legislators,  an  election  held  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  well  known  loyal  men,  in  a  loyal 
county,  and  at  which  election  no  force  and  violence  is 
charged. 

Having  been  at  such  an  election  elected  as  Judge,  hy  the 
legal  voters  of  a  loyal  county,  and  so  certified  and  returned 
by  loyal  Judges,  and  commissioned  by  the  Executive  of  the 
State,  ^'ou  are  asked  to  declare  that  I  may  be  declared 
ineligible  to  said  office,  and  that  the  same  may,  by  your  act, 
be  bestowed  upon  another,  who  failed  to  receive  a  majority  of 
legal  votes  at  such  an  election,  and  held  under  such  atis- 
pices. 

Having  received  notice  at  the  hands  of  your  committee,  of 
the  protest  against  my  qualification,  it  becomes  my  duty,  as 
well  as  my  pleasure,  to  respond  to  the  charges  relied  upon  as 
the  ground  of  my  disqualification. 

As  a  man  devoted  to  the  integrity  of  the  Grovernment  under 
which  we  live,  and  one  who  is  not  conscious  of  having  violated 
in  the  least  the  duties  of  a  true  and  loyal  citizen,  he  denies 
each  and  all  the  charges  of  disloyalty,  and  pronounces  them 
untrue. 

This  Respondent  respectfully  asks  that,  through  your  com- 
mittee, full  opportunity  may  be  given  to  elicit  a  full  and  im- 
partial examination  of  all  the  facts,  so  that  the  record  that 
may  be  submitted  to  this  House  shall  be  of  such  a  character 
as  to  enable  the  members  thereof  to  act  understandingly  and 
conscientiously  upon  a  matter  of  such  vital  interest  to  an 
American  citizen.

Sir: — In  the  matter  of  the  contested  election  case  now 
pending  before  the  committee  on  Election  of  the  House  of  Del- 
gates,  growing  out  of  your  memorial  to  contest  my  election

Sir : — Responsive  to  your  demand  for  a  more  definite  state- 
ment of  the  reasons  of  contest  of  your  election  as  Judge  of  the 
Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  county,  &c  ,  I  hereby  notify  you 
that  I  contest  your  election  as  disqualified  to  bold  the  office 
under  the  Constitution,  for  that : 

1st.  In  April  and  May,  1861,  you  were  inarms  a;./;ainst  the 
Government  and  authority  of  the  United  States,  and  as  lieu- 
tenant of  a  squadron  or  company  of  cavalry  ;  was  actively 
engaged  in  armed  resistance  to  the  authority  of  the  United 
States  in  Baltimore  county  and  elsewhere  ;  destroying  means 
of  communication  ;  suppressing  the  American  flag,  and  set- 
ting up  some  pretended  and  unauthorized  banner  or  flajg^  of 


disloyalty  in  its  place  ;  and  doing  other  acts  insulting,  dero- 
gatory and  treasonable  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States. 

2nd.  For  that,  you  gave  aid^  comfort  and  counsel,  and  en- 
couragement, and  held  disloyal  and  treasonable  communica- 
tion with  traitors  engaged  in  hostility  to  the  United  States 
Government,  at  the  house  of  a  Mrs.  White,  in  Baltimore 
county,  and  elsewhere. 

3d.  For  that,  you  encouraged,  advised  and  urged  secession 
and  rebellion  in  Maryland ;  declaring  if  Maryland  did  not 
secede  you  would  leave  the  State,  or  words  to  that  effect. 
This,  at  Towsontown,  in  Baltimore  county,  and  elsewhere. 

4th.  For  that,  at  sundry  places  you  have  violated  the  orders, 
and  done  acts  in  opposition  to  the  military  authorities  of  the 
United  States,  and  especially  that  in  July  or  August,  1864, 
you  held  disloyal  and  treasonable  communication  with  per- 
sons engaged  in  armed  hostility  to  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  at  or  near  your  residence  in  Baltimore  county, 
and  elsewhere. 

And  I  further  notify  you  that  1  expect  to  prove  these  charges 
by  the  following  witnesses  and  others  :

Contested  election  of  Richard  Grasonby  James  L.  Eidgely. 

Committee  met  at  12  M.     Present  all  the  members. 

Milton  Whitney,  Esq.,  appeared  as  counsel  for  Eichard 
Grason,  claimant.  Henry  Stockbridge,  Esq.,  appeared  as 
counsel  for  James  L.  Ridgely,  contestant. 

Mr.  Eugene  L.  Didier,  of  Baltimore,  was  sworn  as  steno- 
graphic reporter  to  the  committee,  to  perform  the  duty  of  that 
office  well  and  faithfully  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

EXAMINATION  OF  WITNESSES. 

James  Sheridan,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  contestant,  be- 
ing duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  James  Sheriden,  I  am  in  ray  thirty- 
fourth  year,  I  reside  at  Towsontown,  and  am  a  blacksmith. 

Question.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Mr.  Grason  and  if  so, 
how  long  have  you  known  him  ? 

Answer,  I  have  known  him  four  or  five  years. 

Question.  State  any  facts  if  you  know  of  any,  tending  to 
show  that  Mr.  Grason  has  been  at  any  time  in  armed  hos- 
tility to  the  United  States  or  the  lawful  autdorities  thereof? 

Answer.  Previous  to  the  lyth  of  April,  1851,  some  time  in 
the  fall  of  1860,  there  was  a  horse  troop  organized  in  Towson- 
town, called  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards.  Mr.  Gra- 
son was,  I  believe,  a  member  of  that  company.  It  continued 
to  drill  there  from  time  to  time,  and  on  the  Saturday  after 
the  19th  of  April,  they  were  called  to  go  the  city  of  Balti- 
more; in  obedience  to  the  call  they  went. 

Question.  Did  you  see  that  company  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
19th  of  April,  in  uniform,  and  under  arms? 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question.  Who  commanded  that  company? 

Answer.   Capt.  Ridgely,  of  liampton^  I  believe. 

Question.  State  if  you  remember  any  other  officers  of  that 
company  ? 

Answer.  I  believe  Mr.  George  Carman  was  one,  and  Mr. 
Grason,  I  believe,  was  another- 

Question.  What  office,  as  you  saw  him,  discharge  the  du- 
ties, did  Mr.  Grason  occupy  ? 

Answer.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  he  has  Lieutenant. 

Question.  You  saw  him  with  them,  did  you  ? 


Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  service  rendered  or 
acts  done  by  that  company  of  which  Mr.  Grason  was  Lieuten- 
ant ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  of  any  with  the  exception  that  af- 
ter they  had  returned  from  the  city,  there  was  some  scouts  went 
up  the  road  in  the  direction  of  Cockeysville,  there  they  caught 
a  man  who  had  come  down  with  the  troops  to  Cockeysville 
and  could  not  get  any  further;  he  wandered  somewhere  from 
his  company;  they  arrested  him  and  brought  him  to  Towson- 
town;  one  of  the  members  of  the  Horse  G-uards,  Mr.  Hunt, 
arrested  him. 

Question.   What  was  done  with  him? 

Answer.  He  was  put  in  jail  there. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  they  had  ammunition  ; 
whether  their  swords  were  fit  for  use? 

Answer.  On  the  Sunday  following   the  19th  of  April,  a 

man  there   named ,  ground  their  swords  for  them  ;  I 

was  called  upon  by  some  gentlemen  of  the  company  who 
went  into  the  dining  room  of  Ady's  Hotel,  and  asked  to  shoe 
their  horses;  I  told  them  I  was  conscientiously  opposed  to 
working  upon  the  Sabbath. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  with  them  on  that  day? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say. 

Question.   How  long  were  they  under  arms? 

Answer.   One  or  two  weeks  I  suppose. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  committee.  Wljo  was  the  man  that  was 
arrested  ? 

Answer.  A  man  who  came  down  with  the  regiment  as  far 
as  Cockeysville;  the  bridges  were  burnt,  and  he  could  not  get 
any  further. 

Direct  Examination  Resumed. 

Question.  At  that  time,  or  at  any  other  time,  while  the 
company  was  under  arms,  had  they  any  flag  or  banner  that 
they  carried  ? 

Answer.  I  never  saw  any  that  they  carried  on  their  march. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  wa,s  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question,  This  company  was  organized  in  the  tall  of  1860, 
was  it  not  ? 
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Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  there  another  militia  company  organized 
in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  The  Towson  G-uards  just  previous  to  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Horse  Troop. 

Question.  You  stated  that  the  Horse  Guards  were  drilled 
did'nt  you? 

Answer.  They  were  drilled  occasionally. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  name  of  the  officer  who 
drilled  them  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Capt.  Switzer,  afterwards  Lieut. 
Colonel  in  the  U.  S.  Army  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  I  would  know  him. 

Question.  Is  he  the  one  who  was  drilling  the  Baltimore 
County  Horse  Guards? 

Answer.  I  think  so,  I  am  not  positive. 

Question.  Were  the  Towson  Guards,  also,  under  arms  any 
portion  of  this  time? 

Answer.  I  believe  not;  I  was  in  among  them  from  time  to 
time,  and  I  could  not  learn  that  they  were  under  arms.  It 
was  said  they  were  also  expecting  to  receive  orders  to  march, 
as  well  as  the  Horse  Guards;  but  I  believe  they  never  received 
any  such  orders. 

Question.  Were  they  not  in  uniform,  awaiting  and  expecting 
orders? 

Answer.  Some  of  the  officers  said  they  were  expecting  to 
get  orders,  but  the  majority  of  the  company  opposfed  the  get- 
ting of  orders. 

Question.  You  know  nothing  ahout  the  orders  the  Horse 
Guards  received,  do  you? 

Answer.  Nothing  at  all. 

Question.  Do  you  know  from  whom  these  orders  came? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Grason  went  with 
them  to  Baltimore? 

Answer.  I  will  not  be  right  positive  whether  Mr.  Grason 
went  with  them  to  Baltimore  or  not. 

Question.  What  day  was  it  that  the  company  went  to  Bal- 
timore ? 

Answer.  The  Saturday  evening  following  the  19th  of 
April. 

Question.  What  day  did  they  return  ? 

Answer.  Sunday  morning. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  with  the  company  when  it  re- 
turned? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  the  company  return. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  company  under  arms  after  that? 

Answer.  Yes,  1  did  not  see  the  whole  company  under  arms, 
I  saw  different  members  of  the  company  under  arms. 


Question.  You  spoke  of  scouts  having  gone  in  the  direction 
of  Cockeysville,  do  you  know  who  they  were? 

Answer.  Mr.  Hunt  was  one,  I  cannot  name  another. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  in  company  with  them,  at  all, 
who  went  in  that  direction? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say. 

The  cxaminaiion  of  this  loitness  tuas  here  concluded. 


George  W.  Pilson,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  contestant, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  i'oUows  : 

Question.  Give  your  name,  age^  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  George  W.  Pilson,  I  am  54  years 
old,  I  reside  at  Towsontown,  and  am  Warden  of  the  jail 
there. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.   I  think  about  six  years. 

Question.  Where  you  in  Towsontown  the  latter  part  of 
April,  and  the  early  part  of  May  1861? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  a  military  company  there, 
known  as  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards  of  which  Mr. 
Grason  was  Lieutenant? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you,  at  any  time,  see  him  in  connection 
with  that  company  in  the  vicinity  of  the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Acting  in  what  capacity? 

Answer.  I  think  he  was  second  Lieutenant. 

Question.  He  was  with  the  company  at  that  time  was  he? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  was  the  company  doing  at  that  time? 

Answer.  They  seemed  to  be  picketing  the  road,  they  rode 
about  and  received  despatches,  I  believe  from  Baltimore. 

Question.  Do  you  mean  that  they  were  doing  general  duty,  ' 
as  military,  under  arms  and  in  uniform? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  For  how  long  a  time  were  they  thus  doing  duty? 

Answer.  I  think  they  commenced  on  the  2Uth  of  April  ; 
perhaps  they  kept  it  up  for  a  week. 

Question.  Do  you  know  if  any  persons  were  arrested  by 
them,  if  so,  who  were  they  ? 

Answer.  I  think  one  was  Peter  Polk,  who  belonged  to  the 
regular  army  of  the  United  States.  I  don't  know  the  other 
person,  he  had  stripes  on,  it  appears  tome,  he  was  a  sergeant. 

Questio;i.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  Mr.  Grason  proceed- 
ing to  Baltimore,  either  Saturday  or  Sunday,  subsequent  to 
the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  Saturday  evening  they  formed  into 
line  and  went  to  Baltimore. 
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Question.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Grason  went  to  Bal- 
timore before  the  company  went,  or  with  them  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  right  sure  that  I  saw  him  with  the  com- 
pany at  all. 

Question.  Wheu  you  say  ''with  the  company  at  all,"  do 
you  mean  on  that  day,  or  at  any  time  ? 

Answer.  Him  and  Mr.  Eidgely  seemed  to  be  pretty  much 
together,  he  was  the  only  man  who  seemed  smart  enough  to 
do  the  business,  he  had  the  brains. 

Question.  To  what  Mr.  Ridgely  do  you  refer  ? 

Answer.   Charles  Ridgely,  of  Hampton. 

Question.  What  office  did  he  hold  in  the  company  ? 

Answer.  He  was  Captain. 

Question.  Did  you  say  Lieut.  Grasou  was  with  him  ? 

Answer.  Most  of  the  time  they  had  a  room  at  Mr.  Ady's; 
persons  from  Baltimore,  with  papers,  came  up  there,  got  off 
and  went  into  this  place. 

Question  hy  the  committee.  Did  you  see  any  of  the  papers  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  was  fifty  yards  off.  I  saw  them  wirti  pa- 
pers in  their  hands. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  committee.  What  kind  of  papers  were  they  ? 
Answer.  They  were  not  newspapers. 

Direct  Examination  Resumed. 

Question.  Had  that  company  any  flag  or  banner  at  that 
time  when  it  was  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  That  had  a  flag  on  the  top  of  the  hotel.  I  think 
it  was  put  up  on  Sunday  or  Monday. 

Question.  What  sort  of  flag  was  it? 

Answer.  I  am  not  sure  about  that  flag;  my  impression  was 
that  a  Palmetto  tree  was  on  one  side  with  a  snake,  on  the 
other  the  Maryland  Coat  of  Arms. 

Question.  Was  it  the  Stars  and  Stripes — the  United  States 
flag? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Where  were  the  Head  Quarters  of  this  company? 

Answer.  Ady's  Hotel,  I  should  judge. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  with  reference  to  per- 
sons of  the  Confederate  army  being  at  Towsontown  in  the 
Summer  of  1864  ? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 
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Cross-examination . 

Question.  How  long  had  that  company  of  Horse  Guards 
been  organized  ? 

Answer.  It  might  have  been  six  months,  or  perhaps  a  year. 

Question.  Was  it  organized  under  the  militia  laws  of  the 
State  of  Maryland  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  belong  to  any  military  organization  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  The  Towson  Guards. 

Question.  About  the  19th  or  20th  of  April  were  any  mem- 
bers of  the  Towson  Guards  out  in  uniform  ? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  out? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  your  company  drilling  ? 

Answer.  No,  we  used  to  go  out  at  night  and  see  what  was 
going  on.     We  watched  them  and  they  watched  us. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  with  the  company  when 
they  went  to  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  sure,  I  can't  say  positively. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grason  return  with  them.' 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  them  when  they  returned,  they  re- 
turned in  the  night. 

Question.  Did  you  at  any  time  subsequent  to  that  see  Mr^ 
Grason  with  the  compan}''  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Drilling  the  company  ? 

Answer.  No.     I  don't  think  he  ever  drilled  the  company. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  the  parlor  of  Ady's  Hotel 
at  any  time  when  Capt.  Ridgely  and  Mr.  Grason  were  there? 

Answer.   No. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  at  any  time  see  them  in  the  parlor 
together  ? 

Answer.  We  were  passing  backward  and  forward  and  we 
saw  them  come  out  together  and  we  supposed  they  went  in 
together. 

Question.  Was  that  the  public  parlor  of  the  house  ? 

Answer.  I  suppose  so. 

Question.  Was  it  the  parlor  for  the  reception  of  parties 
who  stopped  at  the  hotel  ? 

Answer.  Generally  when  ladies  came  they  went  in  there, 
when  gentlemen  came  they  were  accommodated  at  the  other 
end  of  the  house. 

Question.  How  long  did  the  flag  remain  on  the  top  of  the 
hotel  ? 

Answer.  About  two  weeks. 
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Question.  From  how  near  a  point  at  any  time  did  you  see 
the  flag  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  Harry  Gilmore  when  he  brought  it  up,  I 
think  it  was  seventy-five  feet.  He  came  from  the  direction  of 
Baltimore. 

Question.  You  stated  that  you  could  not  see  the  flag  very 
distinctly  did  you  not? 

Answer.  I  could  see  the  Maryland  Coat  of  Arms  distrnctly. 
I  am  not  sure  it  ha'd  the  Palmetto  or  not. 

Question.  Who  was  with  Gilmore  when  he  came  up  with 
the  flag  ? 

Answer.  I  think  he  came  up  alone. 

Question.  Where  were  you  when  the  flag  was  put  up  ? 

Answer.  In  our  armory,  about  fifty  yards  from  the  h  otel. 

Question.  Who  put  the  flag  up  ? 

Answer.  Harry  Gilmore,  John  Clark  and  Edwin  Hook. 

Question.  Were  you  in  the  parlor  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.   Were  you  admitted  in  ? 

Answer.  At  that  time  we  had  to  be  particular,  we  did  not 
know  what  they  were  about  and  we  had  to  look  out  for  our- 
selves; I  was  satisfied  if  anything  happened  there  might  be 
trouble  and  one  way  to  avoid  it  was  to  keep  away.  I  coun- 
selled our  men  not  to  go  there. 

Question.  Did  you  at  any  time  during  that  period  make 
application  to  go  into  that  parlor? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Were  not  members  of  your  company  over  at  the 
hotel  and  continually  passing  in  and  out  ? 

Answer.  "Yes.  I  think  four  or  five,  they  boarded  there  at 
the  time,  we  could  not  feed  them  all  and  we  sent  a  few  over 
there  to  be  boarded. 

Direct  Examination  liesumed. 

Question.  Is  the  Harry  Gilmore,  of  whom  you  have  spoken, 
the  same  who  has  been  since  so  notorious  as  the  guerilla  and 
robber  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  say  ''they  watched  us,  and  we  watched 
them  ;"  was  your  company  in  hostility  to  the  United  States  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Was  the  company  doing  any  acts  of  hostility  to 
the  United  States,  or  in  any  manner  favoring  the  rebellion  at 
that  time  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Cross-examination  Resumed. 

Question.  Where  was  Mr.  Grason  at  the  time  this  flag  was 
put  up  at  the  hotel  ? 
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Answer.  I  did  not  see  Mr.  Grason  ;  I  do  not  know  where 
he  was. 

Henry  L.  Bowen,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Contestant, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Henry  L.  Bowen  ;  I  reside  at  Tow- 
sontown  ;  am  34  years  old,  and  I  am  a  painter. 

Question.  Were  you  acquainted  with  Mr.  Grason  at  and 
prior  to  April  and  May,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  know  anything  of  a  company  called  the 
Hcrse  Guards  in  Towsontown,  in  April  and  May,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  At  the  latter  part  of  April,  and  the  early  part 
of  May,  1861,  was  it  under  arms  ;  if  so,  how  long  ? 

Answer.  It  was  for  several  days. 

Buestion.  Wiiere  was  its  head  quarters  ? 

Answer.  Ady's  Hotel,  I  should  judge. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  its  having  gone  to 
Baltimore  about  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  it  go  to  Baltimore  on  Saturday  the  20th  of 
April. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Grason  went  to  Bal- 
timore, either  with  the  company  or  before  it  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  ;  I  saw  Mr.  Grason  come  from  town 
previous  to  the  starting  ;  I  can't  say  whether  he  accompanied 
the  company  in  uniform  or  not. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  with  the  company  during  the 
week  which  followed,  at  any  time  ? 

Answer.  1  saw  him  in  uniform,  perhaps  on  that  day,  and 
I  think  on  Sunday. 

Question.  Do  you  know  if  that  company  did  any  acts  to- 
wards certain  troops  of  the  United  States,  that  came  by  the 
way  of  Cockeysville? 

Answer.  Not  from  my  personal  knowledge. 

Question.  What  was  the  company  engaged  in  doing  dur- 
ing this  time  ? 

Answer.  They  were  on  picket  duty  as  far  as  Cockeysville. 

Question.  How  large  was  the  company? 

Answer.  I  suppose  forty  (40)  or  fifty  (50)  members. 

Question.  Were  you  in  Towsontown  in  the  summer  of  1864, 
about  the  time  of  the  burning  of  Gov.  Bradford's  house  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  any  raiders  entered  Tow- 
sontown at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  whether  Mr.  Grason 
had  any  communication  with  the  rebels  at  that  time  ? 
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Answer.  I  have  not. 

Question.  State  if  you  know  any  other  acts  of  Mr.  G-rason, 
in  hostility  to  the  United  States  authorities  during  the  last 
four  (4)  years  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  of  any  at  all. 

Question.  Have  you  heard  him  at  any  time,  express  any 
sympathy  with  the  rebellion,  or  desire  the  triumph  of  the 
armies  of  the  Kebels  ? 

Answer.  I  have  never  had  a  conversation  on  that  subject 
with  Mr.  Grason.  hardly  since  the  beginning  of  the  rebellion. 
I  don't  know  anything  I  can  state. 

Question.  What  flag  was  flying  over  Ady's  Hotel  the  week 
subsequent  to  the  19th  of  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  I  think  there  was  a  State  flag  raised  on  the  Hotel 
the  Tuesday  after  the  19th. 

Question.  How  long  did  it  remain  ? 

Answer.  Several  days,  I  can't  say  precisely. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  ivas  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  When  yon  speak  of  the  State  flag  being  raised 
over  the  hotel,  do  you  mean  the  Maryland  State  flag  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  it  had  the  Maryland  coat  of  arms  upon  it. 

Question.  Did  you  belong  to  the  Towson  Guards  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  the  members  of  that  company  out  in  uni- 
form any  portion  of  that  time  ? 

Answer.  They  were  out  on  the  22d  and  23d. 

Question.   VVere  they  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   Were  you  expecting  orders  ? 

Answer.  No;  we  were  ordered  out  as  the  sherifl''s  posse. 

Question.  What  is  his  name? 

Answer.  Francis  J.  Wheeler. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  the  Horse  Guards  were 
also  acting  under  the  orders  of  Sherifi"  Wheeler  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know. 

Question.  Do  you  know  who  raised  that  flag  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer    I  was  born  there. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  as  a  resi- 
dent of  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  have  known  him  ever  since  he  has  been  there; 
he  came  after  the  court  house  was  built. 

Question.  You  have  met  him  frequently,  have  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 
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Question.  State  whether,  having  met  him  frequently,  you 
ever  heard  him  express  any  sympathy  for  the  rebellion? 

Answer.  I  have  never  heard  him  express  any  sympathy  for 
the  rebellion.  We  never  had  but  one  conversation  concern- 
in«:  the  rebellion,  that  was  in  the  early  part  of  it.  We  never 
talked  on  that  subject. 

Question.  With  other  people  have  you  ever  heard  him  ex- 
press any  sympathy  for  the  rebellion? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  having  seen  Mr.  Grason  with 
the  Horse  Guards  after  they  returned  from  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  I  think  I  saw  him  in  uniform  after  that. 

Question.  Both  those  companies  were  organized  under  the 
law  of  Maryland  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  think  so. 

Question.  Who  commanded  the  Towson  Guards? 

Answer.  Charles  R.  Chew. 

Question.  You  fix  Tuesday  as  the  day  upon  which  this  flag 
was  raised  ? 

Answer.  I  think  so;  I  visited  Cockeysville  on  Tuesday;  on 
my  return  about  sundown,  a  party  waited  on  me  to  see  if 
they  could  put  this  flag  on  our  pole;  I  objected  to  it  and  I 
think  it  was  then  raised  on  Ady's  Hotel. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  you  in  uniform  at   that 
time  ? 
Answer.  No.     I  never  turned  out  in  uniform. 

Cross-examination  Resumed. 

Question.  The  members  of  your  company  were  performing 
picket  duty,  were  they  ? 

Answer.  They  were  doing  general  duty  as  a  sheriff 's  posse, 
summoned  by  him. 

Direct  Examination  Resumed. 

Question.  State  whether  since  the  outbreak  of  the  rebellion 
you  have  ever  heard  Mr.  Grason  express  sympathy  for  the 
United  States  in  its  struggle  with  the  rebels? 

Answer.  I  have  not. 

By  the  Committee, 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say 
that  at  the  beginning  of  our  national  troubles  you  had  a  con- 
versation with  Mr.  Grason? 
3 
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Answer.  I  recollect  a  conversation,  a  simple  social  chat^  I 
don't  remember  the  character  of  the  conversation.  We  agreed 
to  differ. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  points  did  you  differ 
on  ? 

Answer.  As  political  parties  do. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  yon  know  whether  it  was 
a  question  of  Union  on  one  side  and  Recession  on  the  ot)>er? 

An.swer.  I  think  it  was  regards  the  rebellion,  whether  it 
would  he  likely  to  be  put  down,  whether  it  could  be  or  could 
not.     I  can't  trace  the  conversation  at  all. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  I  understand  your  answer 
to  be  that  it  was  in  regard  to  the  power  of  tlie  Government  to 
put  dov/u  the  rebellion,  and  not  the  propriety  of  j^ulting  it 
down  ? 

Answer.  We  differed  in  regard  to  the  mode. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  This  conversation  was  in  re- 
gard to  putting  down  the  rebellion  was  it? 

Answer.   It  was  in  regard  to  the  rebellion. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say 
that  Mr.  Grason,  in  the  course  of  that  conversation  said  the 
rebellion  ought  to  be  put  down  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  that.     We  agreed  to  differ. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Which  side  did  you  take? 

Answer.  I  am  a  Union  man. 

Question  bv  the  Committee.  Mr.  Grason  differed  with  you 
did  he  ? 

Answer.  He  differed  as  regards  certain  things. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  were  these  certain 
things? 

Answer.  The  different  issues,  Nortli  and  South. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  remember  whether  Mr. 
Grason  said  anything  in  defence  of  the  rebellion  or  in  advocacy 
of  it  ? 

Answer.  The  conversation  was  on  the  power  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  put  down  the  rebellion,  Mr.  Grason  said  he  thought 
the  South  could  not  be  conquered.  That  was  the  tenor  of  our 
conversation. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  He  was  arguing  on  the  one 
side  that  the  South  could  not  be  put  down,  and  you  that  it 
could  be  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

The  Examination  of  this  Witness  was  here  conclvded. 


J.  H.  LoNGNECKER,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  contestant, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business? 
Answer.  My  name  is  J.  H.  Lognecker,  my  age  46,  my  re- 
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Fidence  Towsontnwn,  Baltimore  county,  I  am  Clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  county. 

Question.   How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Five  (5)  or  six  (6)  years. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  in  the  latter  part  of  April  and 
the  early  part  of  May  1861? 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question,  How  was  he  en(xaged  at  the  time  in  connection 
with  what  was  known  as  the  Horse  Guards? 

Answer.  I  knew  him  as  an  officer  of  the  Horse  Guards  on 
the  20th  of  April,  1861,  and  for  a  week,  I  think,  afterwards. 

Question.  During  that  time  how  frequently  did  you  see  the 
Horge  Guards  ? 

Answer,  I  think  I  saw  them  every  day. 

Question.  Where  did  the  Horse  Guards  have  their  Head- 
quarters? 

Answer.  At  Ady's  Hotel, 

Question,  How  were  they  engaged  generally? 

Answer.  The  Horse  Guards  were  out  picketing  the  road  up 
as  far  as  Cockeysville  perhaps,  I  saw  some  of  them  near 
Cockeysville. 

Question,  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  their  having  gone 
to  Baltimore  during  that  time? 

Answer.  I  know  that  on  the  20tli  of  April  (Saturday)  they 
started  to  IJaltiraore. 

Question.  Who  were  the  officers  of  the  company  that  went 
to  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  Capt.  Charles  Ridgely  of  Hampton,  Lieut.  Mer- 
ryman,  Lieut,  Carman  and  Lieut.  Grason;  1st,  2nd  and  3d, 
as  I  named,  them. 

Qustion.  Were  all  the  offioers  with  them  at  the  time? 

Answer.  I  think  they  were, 

Qustion.  How  long  were  they  gone  as  far  as  you  remem- 
ber ? 

Answer.  I  think  they  got  back  ou  the  morning  of  the  21st, 
(Sunday.)     I  know  some  of  them  were  hack  then. 

Question,  State  any  acts  of  hostility  to  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  or  its  authorities  done  by  that  company 
during  that  time? 

Answer.  I  know  of  nothing  except  from  hearsay. 

Question.  When  did  the  company  first  come  under  arms 
on  that  occasion. 

Answer.  There  was  some  little  organization  on  the  19th^ 
(Friday,)  but  very  few  were  ahout  until  Saturday  the  20th. 
I  really  don't  know  of  any  that  were  there  on  Friday,  except 
Harry  Gilmore  and  his  brother  Howard. 

Question,  How  near  Cockeysville  did  you  say  3^ou  saw 
members  of  tliis  company? 

Answer,  There  is  a  place  called  Harris'  Shop,  ahout  fiur 
(4)  miles  from  Cockeysville,  where  I  saw  on  Sunday  morniag, 
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a  portion  of  that  company;  Dr.  Bosley  was  one  of  them  I  savr 

there. 

Question.  Were  any  forces  of  the  United  States  in  that 
vicinity  at  that  time? 

Answer.  Yes.  It  was  on  my  return  from  CockeysTille 
where  the  Government  troops  were  that  I  saw  these  men 
doing  picket  duty. 

Question.  What  were  they  doing? 

AnsR'er.  They  were  on  duty  near  that  shop,  with  their 
swords,  pistols  and  horses.  There  were  three  (3)  men.  I 
recollect  Dr.  Bosley  was  one. 

Question.  What  enemy  of  Towsontown,  or  the  county,  or 
the  country  was  there  in  that  vicinity,  against  which  they 
were  picketed  ? 

Answer.  It  was  the  troops  at  Cockeysville. 

Question.  Was  there  any  other  enemy? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Question.  What  troops  were  they? 

Answer.  Government  troops  on  there  way  to  Washington. 
They  came  as  far  as  Ashland,  and  found  the  bridges  burned 
there,  and  were  obliged  to  go  back  during  that  week. 

Question.  State  any  act  of  Mr.  Grasou,  in  giving  aid  and 
comfort,  or  in  communicating  intelligence  to  the  enemies  of 
the  United  States,  either  in  the  vicinity  of  that  time,  or  dur- 
ing the  raid  of  1864  ? 

Answer:  I  don't  know  that  I  know  of  anything  further 
than  that  during  the  raid  of  la64  ;  I  was  obliged  to  leave 
home. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  Mr.  Grason  being 
in  communication  with  the  enemies  of  the  country,  either  at 
Mrs.  White's,  or  any  other  place  in  Baltimore? 

Answer.  I  have  none,  except  that  it  was  through  ray  act 
that  he  was  arrested  once  at  Mrs.  White's. 

Question,  Who  was  at  Mrs.  White's  during  the  time  ? 

Answer.  I  only  saw  the  published  names  ;  that  was  about 
the  time  of  the  battle  of  Antietam  ;  I  was  then  acting  as 
Provost  Marshal  under  Marshal  McPhail  ;  a  message  came 
to  me  on  a  certain  evening  ;  in  consequence  of  that  message 
I  sent  a  message  to  Baltimore  to  inform  Marshal  McPhail  of 
the  news  I  had  ;  he  acted  accordingly  ;  and  the  only  knowl- 
edge I  have  after  that,  is  the  published  record,  that  certain 
parties  had  been  arrested. 

Question.  These  arrests  of  which  you  heard,  were  they  made 
by  Marshal  McPhail's  force? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  who  made  the  arrest. 

Question.  Where  were  the  head  quarters  of  this  company 
about  the  19th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  Ady's  Hotel. 

Question.  What  flag  was  floating  over  that  hotel  at  the 
time? 
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Answer.  On  the  20th,  2l8t  and  22n(l,  there  was  no  flag 
on  the  hotel,  unless  it  was  put  up  on  the  evening  of  the  22nd  ; 
we  called  it  the  rebel  flag  ;  I  believe  it  was  the  Maryland 
State  flag. 

Question,  Did  it  represent  anything  else  except  the  coat  of 
arms  of  Maryland  ? 

Answer.  I  was  not  near  enough  to  sre  it. 

Question.  You  saw  nothing  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  did 
you  ? 

Answer.  No. 

When  the  company  was  marching  to  and  from  Baltimore, 
had  they  a  flag  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  they  had  or  not. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  the  company  having  the  custo- 
dy or  transportation  of  arms  for  the  purpose  of  arming  per- 
sons against  the  United  States  ? 

Answer.    No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  Mr.  Grason  having  given  any 
enemies  of  the  country,  any  counsel  or  aid  at  any  time,  or 
expressed  any  desire  for  the  triumph  of  the  armies  of  the 
United  States? 

Answer.  I  do  not ;  except  that  he  appeared  to  act  as  coun- 
sel for  the  company  in  a  case  where  a  man  was  brought  be- 
fore me,  with  the  request  that  I  should  commit  him  to  jail  ; 
I  was  then  acting  as  magistrate  ;  which  I  done. 

Question,  Upon  what  charges  was  he  arrested  and  com- 
mitted to  jail? 

Answer.  I  made  the  entry  that  he  was  found  under  sus- 
picious circumstances  by  the  Baltimore  county  Horse  Guards, 
and  committed  to  jail. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  whether  he  was  a  soldier  of 
the  United  States  ? 

Answer.  He  represented  himself  as  such. 

Question.  What  time  was  that? 

Answer.  It  was  the  Monday  following  the  19th  of  April, 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  suspicious  things  with 
which  he  was  charged? 

Answer,  I  don't  recollect  any  conversation  that  took  place 
on  that  day  ;  but  I  know  from  the  entry  I  have  made,  and 
from  the  impression  made  upon  my  mind,  that  he  was  Ibuud 
lurking  a  good  ways  from  his  camp  ;  he  was  brought  up  by 
Hopkins  Hunt,  a  private  member  of  the  Guards. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  the  man  committed  to 
jail? 

Answer,  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  By  what  order  was  he  releas- 
ed? 
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Answer.  I  made  no  entry  of  his  release ;  Thursday  aff«r 
this  Monday,  he  was  released.  I  think  Blr.  Grason  was  there 
when  he  was  released.  He  was  released  by  orders  of  the 
company. 

Direct  Examination  Besumed. 

Question.  Had  they  authority  to  do  so? 

Auswer.  I  doubted  it  at  the  time,  but  I  had  to  act. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question.  Then  they  had  supreme  control  over  the  county? 
Answer.  I  thought  so. 


Direct  Examination  Besumed. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  this  company  made  any 
other  arrests  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not.  I  know  that  two  men  were  arrested, 
I  don't  know  by  whom  they  were  arrested  .or  their  names. 

Question,  Were  they  soldiers  of  the  United  States  ? 

Answer.  If  you  will  allow  me  to  make  a  statement,  I  can 
set  that  matter  right  before  the  committee :  there  was  two 
companies  in  Towsontown  under  arms  at  that  time,  one  was 
this  Horse  Guards  company  ;  the  other  was  an  infantry  com- 
pany, the  Towson  Guards.  One  was  looked  upon  as  a 
loyal  company,  the  other  a^^  a  disloyal  company.  On  a  cer- 
tain night,  1  think,  Sunday  night,  after  the  troops  got  to 
Cockeysville,  the  Towsen  Guards  look  two  persons  coming 
up  the  road,  with  arms  in  their  hands,  as  they  thought, 
making  their  way  up  the  road  for  some  purpose  which  was 
not  a  good  one,  and  they  arrested  them.  They  sent  for  me 
some  time  in  the  night  to  commit  them  to  jail  ;  I  went  and 
wrote  out  a  commitment,  and  left  them  in  the  hands  of  the 
company.  About  daylight  I  drove  over  to  the  armory,  but  I 
could  learn  nothing. 

Question.  Have  you  ever  heard  Mr.  Grason  express  at  any 
time,  any  desire  for  the  triumph  of  the  enemies  of  the  United 
States? 

Answer.  No  :  I  have  not. 

Question.  Have  you  ever  heard  him  express  any  desire  for 
the  success  of  secession  and  rebellion  ? 

Answer.  1  heard  very  litile  of  that  kind  of  expression.  I 
don't  know  that  I  ever  heard  anybody  express  a  disloyal 
sentiment. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  toitness  toas  here  concluded. 
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Cross-examinaiion . 

Question.  How  long  have  you  been  clerk  of  that  county? 

Answer.  Since  December  the  first,  a  year. 

Question.  You  have  resided  at  Towsontown  for  a  long 
time,  have  you  not? 

Answer.  Nearly  five  (5)  years. 

Question.  Durinj^j  that  time  you  have  known  Mr.  Grason, 
have  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes:  and  some  two  years  before. 

Question.  Has  he  not  acted  as  Special  Judge  at  TowLon- 
town  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  when  that  was? 

Answer.  Just  at  the  end  of  the  term  in  May  last,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  sickness  of  Judge  Price. 

Question.  At  other  times  he  has  been  an  active  member  of 
that  bar? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  stated  to  the  committee  that  from  the  time 
you  first  saw  Mr.  Grason  until  the  present,  you  never  heard 
him  express  any  sympathy  for  the  rebellion,  or  any  desire 
that  it  should  succeed  ? 

Answer.  No,  I  never  had  any  conversation  with  Mr. 
Grason  on  that  subject. 

Question.  You,'  of  course,  were  a  union  and  loyal  man  at 
that  time  (the  19th  of  April)  as  well  as  now? 

Answer.  I  was  considered  as  not  a  loyal  man  on  the  20th 
of  April. 

Question.  In  your  own  judgment,  did  you  not  consider 
yourself  as  a  good  a  loyal  and  true  man  then  as  now  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  there,  or  not,  a  good  deal  of  excitement  at 
that  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  there,  or  not,  considerable  difierence  of 
opinion  as  to  what  should  be  the  course  of  action  even  among 
those  who  did  consider  themselves  loyal  men  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  for  a  day  or  two  only.  I  believe  those  who 
fixed  their  position  on  the  Sunday  after  the  19th  of  April, 
stand  precisely  now  as  they  did  then  ? 

Question.  These  companies  were  organized  under  the  laws 
of  our  State,  were  they  not? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  They  were  both  under  arms,  were  they  not? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Have  you  ever  yourself  belonged  to  a  military 
company? 

Answer.  No;  except  as  honorary  member. 
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Question,  By  whom  was   Mr.    Grason   appointed   special 
Judge  ? 

Answer.  By  Judge  Alexander. 


Direct  Examination  Resumed. 

Question.  You  stated  that  the  flag  you  called  the  rebel  flag 
was  flying  from  Ady's  Hotel  through  the  week  subsequent  to 
the  19th  of  April,  1861.  Was  the  Union  flag  flying  there 
anywhere,  or  was  it  suppressed? 

Answer.  It  was  suppressed  then. 

Question.  Will  you  state  by  what  authority  it  was  sup- 
pressed ? 

Answer.  On  the  20th  day  April,  about  the  time  this  com- 
pany was  about  starting  for  Baltimore,  there  was  threats 
made  that  the  flag  would  be  torn  down.  Harry  and  Howard 
Gilniore  were  threatening  the  flag,  and  we  considered  it  would 
be  better  to  take  it  down.  And  we  did  take  it  down;  On  San- 
day  morning  when  I  heard  the  Pennsylvania  troops  were  at 
Cockeysville,  we  put  the  flag  up.  I  went  up  to  Cockeysviile  and 
stayed  about  four  hours,  and  came  back  about  two  o'clock  on  Sun- 
day afternoon,  and  found  the  worst  crowd  there  that  I  had  ever 
seen;  about  threeor  four  hundred  people,  theofi-scouringsof  Bal- 
timore; they  were  threatening  our  flag  and  saying  it  must  come 
down.  Mr.  Grason  and  myself  went  outand  entered  into  a  kind 
of  treaty  that  our  flag  should  be  taken  down,  and  we  agreed 
that  nothing  should  be  put  on  that  pole  without  our  consent; 
then  we  took  the  flag  down. 

Question.   For  whom  were  you  acting  ? 

Answer.  I  was  acting  on  behalf  of  the  National  flag. 


Cross-examination  Resumed. 

Question.  Do  you  know  from  who  these  summons  had  come 
to  take  this  flag  down  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  from  whom  they  came  except  that 
these  Giimore  boys  were  leaders  of  the  crowd,  but  I  know  that 
Mr.  Grason  and  I  talked  the  raatterover,  and  we  agreed  that 
nothing  should  be  put  on  the  pole. 

Question.  Were  these  negotiations  not  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  peace  on  both  sides  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  to  use  our  influence  with  the  parties  to  see 
that  no  violence  should  be  done,  and  to  save  the  flag. 

Question.  Were  there  not  some  parties  who  expressed  a 
fear  lest  if  you  took  down  this  flag  that  some  other  flag  would 
be  put  up  by  those  parties  from  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know. 


26^- 

Qifestion.  Did  Mr.  G-rason  say  so  far  as  he  had  the  power, 
that  the  influence  and  power  of  the  company  should  be  brought 
to  bear  to  protect  your  pole  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  on  iMonday  or  Tuesday  afternoon,  the  same 
flag  that  was  put  on  Mr.  Ady's  Hotel  was  brought  there  by 
one  of  the  Gilmore's,  and  th-ey  rasde  an  effort  to  put  it  on  the 
pole,  but  our  young  men  in  the  neighborhood  prevented  them 
from  putting  it  up. 

Question.  Was  this  at  the  time  these  rough  people  were 
there  from  Baltimore  city  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  many  do  you  think  there  was  at  that  time? 

Answer.  From  two  to  four  hundred  altogether.  They 
were  not  all  Baltimorians. 

Question.  Were  the  companies  on  duty  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes.     Both  of  them. 

Question.   Was  not  your  flag  afterwards  put  on  the  poll? 

Answer.  It  was,  and  stood  until  this  last  raid. 

Question.  Was  it  not  considered  best,  both  by  you  and  by 
Mr.  Grason,  that  to  avoid  all  fears  of  collision  the  flag  should 
be  taken  down  ? 

Answer.  Yes.     I  acted  under  that  presumption. 

The  Examination  of  this  Witness  ivas  here  concluded, 

R.  C.  McGinn,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  contestant  being 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  R.  C.  McGinn,  my  age  is  30,  my 
residence  Towsontown,  my  occupation  a  School  Teacher. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  Since  I  have  been  to  Towsontown,  better  than  two 
years. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  his  having,  since 
you  have  known  him,  held  communication  with  an  enemy  of 
the  country  ? 

Answer.  I  was  summoned  before  Col.  Woolly  last  year  to 
testify  in  the  case  of  a  gentleman  who  was  at  Towsontown  the 
night  the  rebels  entered  there  the  second  time.  I  testified 
there  to  having  been  overtaken  by  this  gentleman,  Mr.  Grif- 
fiths, between  9  and  10  o'clock  at  night,  and  asked  if  he  would 
be  likely  to  find  Mr.  Grason  at  home. 

Question.  In  consequence  what  was  done,  had  you  an  in- 
terview with  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  I  went  up  with  him  to  Mr.  Grason 's  house  and 
heard  Mr.  Grason's  voice  on  the  porch.  I  told  the  gentleman 
that  Mr.  Grason  was  there.  He  called  to  Mr.  Grason  and 
Mr.  Grason  asked  him  in.  He  replied  that  he  had  some  busi- 
ness with  him  and  declined  to  go  in,  and  I  went  on. 
4 
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Question.   Was  the  gentleman  a  stranger  to  you  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Where  did  you  next  see  him  ? 

Answer.  In  Col.  Woolley's  office.  He  was  arrested  for 
piloting  the  rebels  to  Towsontown. 

Question.  Where  did  this  conversation  take  place? 

Answer.  In  front  of  the  house.  It  was  on  the  evening  the 
rebels  entered  Towsontown  tlie  second  time,  after  the  burning 
of  the  bridges  on  the  Philadelphia  road  last  summer. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination 

Question.  You  had  a  conversation  with  this  Mr.  Griffiths, 
had  you  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   You  took  him  to  Mr.  Grason's  house? 

Answer.  He  knew  where  it  was. 

Question.  Did  you  not  go  with  him? 

Answer.  I  passed  by  Mr.  Grason's  house  with  him. 

Question.  You  went  as  far  as  Mr.  Grason's  with  him  did 
you? 

Answer.  Yes.  Mr.  Grason's  is  immediately  on  my  road 
home. 

Question.  Is  it  on  the  public  road  ? 

Answer.  It  is  on  the  plank  road. 

Question.  Did  you  stop  at  Mr.  Grason's  house? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.   Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  there? 

Answer.  Yes.     On  the  porch. 

Question.  Mr.  Grason  asked  him  to  come  in,  and  he  de- 
clined, did  he  ? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  You  don't  know  what  passed  between  them,  do 


you

Answer.  No. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Why  were  you  summoned  be- 
fore Col.  Woolly? 

Answer.  I  was  summoned  to  see  whether  it  was  the  same 
gentleman,  ana  found  he  was. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  charges  had  Col-  Wolley 
against  him  ? 

Answer.  He  was  charged  with  piloting  the  rebels  from  the 
Philadelphia  road. 
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Question  by  the  Committee    Did  you  ever  see  him  before  V 
Answer.  No  :  Mr.  Griffith  said  he  saw  the  rebels  burn  the 
bridges. 

Cross-examination  Resumed. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  became  of  Mr.  Griffith  after 
the  examination  at  Col.  Woolley's  office? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  You  say  Mr.  Grason  was  on  his  porch,  was  he 
sitting  in  his  chair? 

Answer.  I  think  he  was  standing  :  I  think  there  was  com- 
pany there.     I  overheard  him  talking. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  ivas  here  concluded. 


John  T.  Ensok,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  contestant^  being 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  John  T.  Ensor,  I  reside  at  Towson- 
town,  and  am  State's  attorney  for  Baltimore  county. 

Question.   How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  Seven  (7)  years  I  believe. 

Question.  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  circumstances  of 
a  military  company  in  which  he  was  Lieutenant,  being  in 
any  service  about  the  19th  of  April,  1861,  and  a  week  or  two 
subsequent  ? 

Answer.  I  know  Mr.  Grason  was  second  Lieutenant  of  a 
military  company  called  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards, 
and  that  this  company  from  the  19th  or  20th  of  April  was 
apparently  doing  military  duty  for  some  two  or  three  weeks. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  with  them  during  any  portion 
of  that  time,  if  so,  in  what  capacity  ? 

Question.  I  have  seen  Mr.  Grason  with  them,  and  acting 
as  one  of  the  Lieutenants  in  the  company. 

Queslion.  What  sort  of  service  did  the  company  render, 
and  what  acts  do,  during  that  time? 

Answer.  The  first  thing  I  know  of  them  doing,  I  saw  them 
on  their  road  to  Baltimore  on  the  20th  of  April.  I  think  Sat- 
urday ;  I  saw  them  going  in  that  direction.  I  saw  them 
again,  I  think,  on  the  following  day,  Sunday,  or  Monday,  in 
Towsontown.  They  were  engaged,  as  far  as  I  know,  in  pick- 
eting the  road  between  Cockeysville  and  Baltimore.-  engaged 
in  that  kind  of  service  for  about  two  or  three  weeks. 

Question.  What  enemy  was  there  at  either  end  of  that 
picket  line,  to  be  guarded  against  ? 

Answer.  At  that  time,  if  I  mistake  not.  General  Stuart 
and  General   Trimble  had  military   possession  of  the  city  of 
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Baltimore.  I  think  the  confederate  flag  was  flying  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore  on  Saturday,  and  it  seemed  to  be  in. the 
military  possession  of  those  opposed  to  the  government,  and 
to  the  passage  of  the  government  troops  throu2;h  the  city. 

Question.  Were  those  pickets  picketed  towards  that  force 
in  Baltimore,  or  did  they  extend  up  as  far  as  Cockeysville?  ^ 

Answer.  I  am  not  able  to  state  how  far  they  picketed  in 
either  direction. 

Question.  You  saw  the  company  moving  towards  Balti- 
more, did'nt  you  ? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  by  what  order  they  went  to  Balti- 
more ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  G-rason  went  to  Bal- 
timore before  they  did  or  not  ? 

Answer.  I  went  to  Baltimore  myself  on  that  day  (Satur- 
day,) and  remember  seeing  Mr.  Grason  and  Mr.  Merryman, 
if  I  mistake  not,  coming  from  Balt;more,  probably  about  the 
middle  of  the  day.  It  was  when  I  was  returning  from  Balti- 
more that  I  saw  the  company  going  to  Baltimore. 

Question.  At  that  time,  when  the  company  was  going  to 
Baltimore,  was  the  company  under  arms  and  in  uniform? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   Was  Mr.  G-rason  armed  and  in  uniform? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  go  to  Cockeysville  within  a  few  days 
subsequent  to  that  ? 

Answer.  I  went  to  Cockeysville  on  Sunday,  the  21st  of 
April. 

Question.  Was  this  picketing  in  the  direction  of  Cockeys- 
ville? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  whether  they  were  or  not.  My  im- 
pression is  that  they  hadjust  come  from  Baltimore,  and  were 
not  organized  for  that  purpose. 

Question.  At  the  time  you  saw  them  were  they  in  arms, 
and  carrying  the  flag  of  their  country  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  of  them  carrying  any  flag;  I  am 
certain  they  were  not  carry  the  flag  of  their  country. 

Question.  How  strong  a  body  of  men  was  there  at  Cockeys- 
ville, at  the  time  you  speak  of ! 

Answer.  The  force  was  reported  by  some  to  be  1500,  by 
others  to  be  2000,  and  2500,    I  think  there  was  about  2500. 

Question.  From  Pennsylvania,  were  they  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  where  those  troops  from  Cockeys- 
ville were  going  and  for  what  purpose  ? 

Answer.  They  were  Government  troops  from  Pennsylva- 
.nia  on  the  road  to  Washington.  It  was  after  the  call  of  the 
President  for  troops.  They  got  as  far  as  Cockeysville,  the 
bridges  were  destroyed  and  they  could  not  go  further. 
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Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  Mr.  Grason  at  any 
time,  giving  any  aid,  countenance,  comfort,  support  or  en- 
couragement to  persons  in  rebellion,  or  in  opposition  to  the 
United  States  Government  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  speak  of  any  particular  acts  of  Mr.  Gra- 
son only  in  connection  with  that  company. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  his,  at  any  time, 
expressing  any  desire  for  the  triumph  of  the  enemies  of  the 
United  States,  or  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  any  expression  of  Mr.  Grason 
to  that  effect. 

Question.  Have  you  ever  heard  any  statement  made  in  his 
presence  that  he  (Mr.  Grason)  had  said  so  ? 

Answer.  I  was  informed  that  Mr.  Grason  had  said  that  if 
Maryland  did  not  secede  and  go  out  of  the  Union  he  would. 
Mr.  Grason  and  myself  were  running  for  the  same  position, 
and  I  made  that  statement  at  a  public  meeting  where  Mr. 
Grason  was. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grason  have  the  ear  of  that  meeting, 
after  you  made  that  statement  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  that  he  did;  it  was  not  a  joint  dis- 
cussion. 

Question.  Did  he  at  that  time  disclaim  or  deny  the  charge 
which  you  thus  publicly  made  in  his  presence  ? 

Answer.  Not  to  me. 

[The  counsel  for  the  Respondent  objected  to  this  testimony, 
and  the  counsel  for  the  Coatestant  claimed  it  was  admissible, 
whereupon  the  Respondent  withdrew  his  objection.] 

Tlie  examination  in  chief  of  this  ivitness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  Where  was  this  meeting  held? 

Answer.  I  made  the  statement  at  a  meeting  in  Towson- 
town  and  also  at  Parktou  in  Baltimore  county. 

Question.  Was  the  Parkton  an  out  door  meeting? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.     Was  Mr.  Grason  upon  the  stand  ? 

Answer.  No,  he  was  present  at  the  meeting. 

Question.  At  the  time  when  you  made  that  remark,  are 
you  positive  that  Mr.  Grason  was  within  hearing  distance  or 
had  he  gone  some  distance  from  the  stand,  in  company  with 
Pleasant  Hunter  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  in  regards  to  the  Parkton  meeting. 

Question.  At  the  meeting  in  the  Court  House  was  Mr. 
Grason  on  the  speaker's  stand  ? 

Answer.  No. 
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Question.  It  was  at  a  meeting  of  the  Union  party,  was  it 
not? 

Answer.     Yes. 

Question.  And  Mr.  Grason,  of  course,  had  no  right  to 
participate  in  the  proceedings,  had  he  ? 

Answer.  No:  I  think  he  was  not  invited. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  that  Mr.  Grason 
heard  you  make  that  statement? 

Answer.  I  am  satisfied  he  heard  me  make  the  statement  at 
the  Court  House,  he  was  sitting  on  a  bench  in  front  of  me. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  say  Mr.  Grason  was  not 
allowed  to  participate  in  the  Union  meeting  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  say  that  he  was  not  allowed,  but  that 
he  was  not  invited  to  speak. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect,  at  the  Parkton  meeting,  that 
one  of  the  speakers  was  interrupted  upon  the  charge  of 
making  some  misstatement,  and  that  there  was  a  cry  raised 
that  they  came  there  to  disturb  the  meeting,  and  they  came 
near  having  a  row  in  consequence  of  it  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  that,  there  might  have  been 
some  interruptions. 

Question.  Did  the  Horse  Guards  own  any  flag  at  all,  or 
colors  of  any  kind  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  of  them  owning  any  flag,  whether 
they  owned  the  flag  that  floated  over  the  house  where  they 
met  in,  I  cannot  state. 

Question.  I  mean  company  colors,  from  the  time  the  com- 
pany wa^  organized  up  to  the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.  I  do  not  remember  of  having  seen  them  carry  a 
flag  during  that  time. 

Question.  You  have  been  associated  with  Mr.  Grason,  as 
member  of  that  bar,  for  how  many  years  ? 

Answer.  I  think  I  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1859. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grason  then  reside  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  knew  him  a  short  time  before  I  was  ad- 
mitted. 

Question.  He  has  acted  as  Special  Judge,  has  he  not,  in 

your  court  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Who  put  this  flag  over  Mr. 
Ady'8  Hotel? 
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Answer.  That  I  don't  know. 
Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  see  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  Yes.     I  think  it  was  a  State  flag. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  there  any  device  on  the 
other  side? 

Answer.  I  am  not  certain  about  that. 

The  examination  of  this  loitness  ivas  here  concluded. 

Christian  Gore,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  contestant,  be- 
ing duly  sworn,  testified  as  as  follow  : 

Question.  State  your  name  residence  and  occupation  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Christian  Gore,  I  reside  in  Baltimore 
county,  and  am  Treasurer  of  the  county. 

Question.  State  whether  you  have  any  knowledge  of  Mr. 
Grason  having  been,  at  any  time,  in  armed  hostility  to  the 
United  States,  or  having  done  any  acts  in  opposition  to  the 
Government  ? 

Answer.  I  know  nothing  on  that  subject. 

Question.  Have  you  known  of  his  expressing  any  desire  for 
the  secession  of  Maryland,  or  for  the  success  of  the  enemies 
of  the  country  ? 

Answer.  None. 

Question.  Have  you  ever,  in  his  presence,  heard  any  per- 
son charge  him  with  expressing  a  desire  for  the  secession  of 
Maryland  ? 

Answer.  I  was  at  Parkton  last  fall  at  a  political  meeting; 
there  I  heard  Mr.  Ensor  charge  him  upon  the  stand  with  hav- 
ing said  that  if  Maryland  did  not  secede  he  would  leave  it. 

Question.  "Where  was  Mr.  Grason  when  that  remark  was 
made? 

Answer,  I  saw  him  a  few  minutes  before  the  remark  was 
made,  standing  a  little  to  the  right  of  the  front  of  the  speaker. 

Question.  Did  he  at  the  time  or  any  time  make  a  denial  of 
this  charge? 

Answer.  He  made  none  that  I  know  of. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  tvitness  loas  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination . 

Question.  This  was  a  political  meeting,  was  it  not? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  At  which,  Mr.  Ensor  was  speaking  from  the 
stand  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  He  was  advocating  his  own  claims  to  an  office, 
for  which  Mr.  Grason  was  running  likewise  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 
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Question.  Do  you  know  where  Mr.  G-rason  was  standing  at 
the  time  the  remark  was  made  ? 

Answer.  No.     I  don't  know  where  he  was  at  the  precise 
time  ;  I  saw  him  a  few  minutes  hefore  it  was  made. 

Question.   Could  you  say  whether  he  heard  theremark? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  whether  Mr.  Grason  heard  the  remark 
or  not. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Several  years  hefore  the  war,  and  since. 

Question.  Have  you  been  frequently  thrown  in  contact  with 
him  at  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  have  never  been  greatly  in  his  company. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  been  Treasurer  of  the  county? 

Answer.  Next  fall  will  be  two  (2)  years. 

Question.  Prior  to  that  time,  did  you  hold  an  official  posi- 
tion in  Baltimore  county  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;    I   was   County   Commissioner   for   a  little 
upwards  of  three  (3)  years. 

Question.  Did  your  official  duties  call  you  frequently  to 
Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  acts  of  hostility  to  the  Uni- 
ted States  Government  done  by  Mr.  Mr.  Grason,  or  of  any 
expression  ol  sympathy  for  the  rebellion  made  by  him  ? 
.   Answer.  No. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee. — What  were  the  names  of  the 
parties  that  Mr,  Grason  and  Mr.  Eosor  represented? 

Answer.  Some  called  Mr.  Grason's  party  rebels,  and  some 
copperheads. 

Question  hy  the  Committee. — What  was  the  name  of  Mr. 
Ensor's  party  ? 

Answer.  The  Union  party. 

Cross  Examination  resumed. 

Question.  What  time  was  that? 

Answer.     The  fall  of  1863. 

Question.  You  say  some  of  the  Union  people  called  them 
Rebels,  some  Copperheads  and  some  Democrats  ? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  many  people  speak  of  them  as  Dem- 
ocrats at  that  time. 

Question.  Was  there  any  party  organization  running  in- 
dependent? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  they  had  any  regular  nomi- 
nations; I  never  heard  of  any. 

The  Examination  of  this  Witness  loas  here  concluded. 
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The  Committee  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  4  o'clock,  P.  M. 


'  4  o'clock  p.  M. 

The  Committee  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present : 
all  the  members. 

Thomas  H.  Longfellow,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  contest- 
ant, being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Thomas  H.  Longfellow  ;  I  am  thirty 
years  old,  and  a  native  of  Kent  county,  Eastern  Shore  of 
Maryland,  but  now  live  in  Baltimore  ;  am  Deputy  Grain 
Inspector  of  Baltimore  city. 

Question.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Mr.  Grasou  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  him? 

Answer.  I  was  well  acquainted  with  Mr.  Grason  at  least 
ten  (10)  years.  I  lived  in  Elkton,  Cecil  county,  from  1850, 
eight  (8)  or  nine  (9)  years,     I  knew  Mr.  Grason  at  that  time. 

Question.  Have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  within  the  last  four 
(4)  years  to  do  any  acts  of  disloyalty  to  the  Government  ? 

Answer.  Only  one  case,  that  I  know  of,  came  under  my 
observation.  On  the  28d  day  of  July  last,  on  Saturday 
morning,  I  was  at  the  Steam  Boat  wharf  just  before  she  left 
for  the  Eastern  Shore.  I  was  in  conversation  with  a  Police 
Officer  named  William  Pyles,  No.  275,  Southern  District. 
While  we  were  standing  there,  in  conversation,  I  saw  Mr. 
Grason  come  up  with  a  carpet  bag  in  his  hand.  As  he  passed 
on  the  boat^  he  handed  his  pass  to  the  guard  stationed  there 
to  receive  the  passes  ;  as  he  did  so,  Mr.  Pyles  jerked  the  pass 
from  the  guard's  hand. 

[The  Counsel  for  the  Respondent  objected  to  this  testimony: 
first,  because  he  did  not  consider  it  competent ;  secondly,  be- 
cause it  will  consume  considerable  time  to  bring  evidence  for 
the  purpose  of  showing  all  the  circumstances  connected  with 
the  transaction  ;  and  also  that  it  does  not  come  under  the 
grounds  set  forth  in  this  memorial.] 

[The  Counsel  for  the  Contestant  claimed  that  it  did  come 
within  the  ground  of  the  memorial.] 

The  committee  was  charged,  and  after  mature  deliberation, 
it  was  decided  to  admit  the  evidence. 

Answer.  The  police  officer  held  up  the  pass  and  asked  me 
if  I  was  sure  that  was  Mr.  Grason  ;  I  told  him  I  knew  it  was  ; 
that  I  was  acquainted  with  him  personally.  He  said  it  is  not 
his  name;  on  the  pass  was  the  name  of  Thomas  Jenkins. 

Question.  You  did  not  hear  or  see  Mr.  Grason  do  anything 
further  at  that  time_,  did  you  ? 

Answer.  No.  ^ 

The  Examination  in  chief  of  this  tvitness  was  here  concluded. 
5 
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Cross-examination . 

Question,  What  boat  -was  that  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  the  Steamer  Chester. 

Question.   Between  what  points  did  she  run? 

Answer.  Between  Baltimore  and  the  Eastern  Shore. 

Question.  Where  does  Mr.  Grason's  father  live? 

Answer.  I  am  not  sure  that  I  know.  I  think  in  Queen 
Anne's  county. 

Question.  Did  this  boat  stop  at  Queenstown  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  him,  at  any  time,  express 
sympathy  for  the  Eebellion? 

Answer.  I  never  did. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  him  express  himself  in  any 
way,  in  reference  to  matters  political,  since  the  outbreak  of 
the  rebellion  ? 

Answer.  I  never  have. 

The  examination  of  this  icitness  was  here  concluded. 

Henry  Konb,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  contestant  being 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow: 

Question.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence  and  occupa- 
tion? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Henry  Kone,  I  am  58  years  old,  I 
reside  at  Towsontown,  and  am  the  keeper  of  the  Court  House 
there. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Mr.  G-rason? 

Answer  Yes.  I  have  known  him  perhaps  five  (5)  or  six 
(6)  years. 

Question.  Have  you  known  him,  at  any  time,  since  the 
commencement  of  the  present  rebellion,  to  be  in  armed  hos- 
tility to  the  United  States  or  the  lawful  authorities  thereof? 

Answer.  I  saw  him  in  April  1861,  with  the  Baltimore 
County  Horse  Guards;  I  also  saw  him  on  the  Saturday  even- 
ing the  company  started  to  go  down  to  Baltimore  city.  I 
met  him  on  the  pike. 

Question.  Was  the  company  armed  and  in  uniform  at  that 
time? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  About  what  time  was  that? 

Answer.  It  was  a  Saturday  evening  in  April  1861.  I  think 
Mr.  Grason  was  2nd  Lieutenant  of  the  company. 

Question.  Did  you  see  that  company  the  following  week? 

Answer.  I  never  saw  them  in  full  company  any  more;  I 
saw  some  ones  of  them  on  the  pike,  they  had  pickets  out. 
They  were  sending  dispatches  up  and  down  the  road  through 
Towsontown.     The  Headquarters  was  at  Mr.  Ady's  Hotel. 
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Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  about  there  at  ihis 
time? 

Answer.  I  saw  him  at  different  times  along  with  the  rest. 

Question.  How  long  a  time  did  they  continue  picketing  in 
that  manner? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  exactly:  it  was  for  some  time 
after  they  came  back  from  Baltimore. 

Question.  Were  they  under  arms  all  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  there  any  hostile  force  in  the  vicinity  at 
the  time? 

Answer.  There  was  none  near  there  whatever,  except  those 
that  belonged  to  the  Horse  Guards. 

Question.  If  there  was  no  enemy  what  were  they  out  in 
arms  for  ? 

Answer.  I  understood  them  always  to  say  that  it  was  to 
oppose  the  government  troops  from  passing  through  the  city. 
The  bridges  were  burnt  and  there  was  a  considerable  number 
of  government  troops  laying  up  at  Cockeysville. 

Question.  What  flag  or  flags  were  flying  at  or  about  Tow- 
sontown  at  that  time? 

Answer.  On  Sunday,  the  21st  of  April,  the  Union  flag  was 
flying  there  on  a  pole,  and  had  been  for  some  time.  There 
was  a  good  many  men  came  from  Baltimore;  they  ordered  it 
to  be  taken  down,  there  was  a  considerable  dispute  arose  there 
before  it  was  taken  down.  At  last,  it  was  concluded  by  the 
citizens  and  the  company  that  I  think  called  themselves  the 
Tow«on  Guards,  that  the  flag  belonged  to,  to  take  it  down. 
There  was  a  man  who  swore  it  should  come  down,  and  asked 
"what  that  damned  rag  was  up  there  for."  After  the  Union 
flag  was  taken  down,  these  Horse  Guards  got  a  white  flag 
which  they  put  on  Ady's  House. 

Question.  Had  that  white  flag  any  marks  upon  it  ? 
Answer.  It  had  marks  upon  it,  but  I  cannot  say  what  it 
was. 

Question.  Is  that  organization  of  the  Horse  Guards  still  in 
existence,  or  is  it  dissolved  ? 

Answer.  No;  after  they  went  down  to  the  city  it  was  not 
in  existence  more  than  a  week;  I  have  never  seen  it  together 
since. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  Mr.  Grason  having 
had  at  any  time  any  communication  with  enemies  of  the 
United  States  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  that  I  have  any  knowledge  particu- 
larly. 

Question.  There  have  been  one  or  two  raids  through  Tow- 
sontown,  on  these  occasions,  had  he  any  connection  or  com- 
munication with  them  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  ;  I  don't  live  in  Towsontown  ;  I 
did  not  see  Mr.  Grason  out  there  at  all. 
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Question.  State  if  you  know  whether  he  has  encouraged 
secession  in  Maryland? 

Answer.  All  that  I  know  about  it  is,  that  I  heard  Mr.  Gra- 
son  say,  in  company  with  some  five  (5)  or  six  (6)  others,  as 
I  was  walking  around  them  in  the  Court  House,  that  if  the 
State  of  Maryland  did  not  go  out  of  the  Union,  he  would  ;  if 
Maryland  did  not  secede,  he  would  ;  he  was  talking  to  Mr. 
Carman,  Mr.  Boar  man  and  two  (2)  or  three  (3)  other  gentle- 
men. 

Question.  Did  you  see  that  flag  which  you  have  spoken  of, 
raised  over  Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  saw  it  put  up. 

Question.  At  that  time,  or  at  any  other  time,  did  you  hear 
Mr.  Grason  give  any  cheers  to  that  flag^  or  any  secession  or 
rebel  flag,  or  to  the  rebel  leaders  ? 

Answer.  The  Union  flag  was' taken  down  Sunday  the  21st 
of  April,  and  there  was  no  more  put  up  there  until  Monday 
the  29th  April,  if  I  mistake  not;  the  ladies  of  Towsontown 
and  the  vicinity,  agreed  that  they  would  hoist  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  again  ;  they  met  together  in  the  Odd  Fellow's  Hall ; 
the  ladies  had  the  flag  in  there  ;  there  was  addresses  delivered 
by  Mr.  Joseph  J. — and  Mr.  Yellott;  I  don't  know  what  his  name 
is  ;  they  call  him  Tip  Yellott ;  the  ladies  took  the  flag  from 
there  and  carried  it  over  to  the  pole,  and  it  was  drawn  up  ; 
when  it  got  up  some  ten  (10)  or  twelve  (12)  feet,  the  rope 
caught;  there  was  a  great  crowd  around  there  of  ladies,  gen- 
tlemen and  boys,  all  cheering  as  it  went  up  ;  when  it  hung 
down  at  Mr.  Ady's  Hotel,  which  was  about  sixty  (60)  or 
seventy  (70)  yards  from  the  pole  ;  there  was  a  number  of 
men  there,  some  fifteeen  (15)  or  twenty  (20)  stood  there  ; 
they  cheered  for  Jeff'  Davis  ;  Mr.  Grason  was  standing  in 
the  company  there  ;  he  pulled  his  hat  off",  and  swung  it 
around ;  what  he  said  I  can't  say,  whether  he  cheered  for 
Jeff  Davis  and  the  Southern  Confederacy  ;  I  can't  say  ; 
he  was  down  there  ;  he  was  one  of  the  front  ones,  standing 
out  next  to  the  company  ;  and  the  company  cheered  down 
there  for  Jeff  Davis  and  the  South  ;  I  could  hear  them  hur- 
raing ;  I  could  hear  the  name  of  Jeff  Davis. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  acts  of  similar  char- 
acter to  these  you  have  stated,  of  Mr.  Grason  ;  did  you  hear 
him  say  anything  encouraging  the  rebellion  besides  these  ? 

Answer  No  ;  not  since  that  ;  everything  has  been  quiet 
since  the  company  has  dispersed  ;  they  never  have  made  use 
of  expressions  in  the  neighborhood  like  they  did  before. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination . 

Question  when  was  this  conversation  that  you  speak  of,  at 
the  court  house  between  Mr.  Grason,  Boarman  and  others  ? 
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Answer.  I  can't  tell  exactly  the  date,  but  it  was  about  the 
time  that  this  riot  was  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.  I  can't  say 
whether  it  was  before  or  after  the  19th  of  April;  the  Legisla- 
ture was  in  session  at  that  time. 

Question.  Name  all  the  parties  you  remember  that  were 
present  on  that  occasion  ? 

Answer.   Mr.  Grason,  Mr.  Carman  and  Mr.  Boarman . 

Question.  Are  those  all  you  recollect  ? 

Answer.  All  that  I  recollect  now;  there  was  two  (2)  more, 
if  not  three  (3). 

Question.  Did  yoii  hear  the  commencement  of  the  conver- 
sation ? 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  the  close  of  the  conversation  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  that  confidently. 

Question.  State  the  connection  in  which  the  remark  was 
made  by  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  It  was  in  regard  to  the  State  of  Maryland  sece- 
ding. All  that  I  can  recollect  is  that  they  had  been  in  the 
clerk's  office,  and  were  talking  in  regard  to  the  Legislature 
having  to  pass  some  act  in  regard  to  the  State's  interest. 

Question.  All  that  you  can  recollect  is  the  simple  declara- 
tion that  you  heard  Mr.  Grason  say  what  you  have  testified 
to? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  cannot  tell  what  went  before  or  went  after, 
can  you  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  how  long  they  were  conversing 
together  ? 

Answer.   They  stood  there  some  time. 

Question.  You  don't  know  any  conditions  that  Mr.  Grason 
put  to  his  proposition,  do  you  ? 

Answer.   No. 

Question.  You  don't  know  any  conditions  upon  which  he 
stated  Maryland  ought  to  secede  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  When  he  said  if  Maryland  did  not  secede  he  would 
leave  Maryland,  it  was  in  reply  so  a  remark  of  Mr.  Carman, 
who  said  Maryland  would  have  to  go  out,  that  her  interest 
was  with  the  South,  was  it  not  ? 

Answer.  Mr.    Grason  said,   if  the  State  did  not  go  out  he 
♦would. 

Question.  Was  it  before  it  was  known  whether  the  South- 
ern States  were  to  be  allowed  to  quietly  secede  ? 

Answer.  There  were  some  of  them  had  already  seceded. 

Question.  Was  it  before  or  after  war  had  been  declared  by 
our  Government  ? 

Answer.  It  was  after  war  had  been  declared. 

Question.  Was  it  after  our  troops  had  been  called  out? 
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Answer.  Some  of  them  were  out  tlien. 

Question.  Do  you  swear  to  the  committee  that  this  conver- 
sation oecurred  as  late  as  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge^  it  was  in  April. 

Question.  What  enables  you  to  fix  it  in  the  month  of 
April  ? 

Answer.  Because  of  the  circumstances  that  transpired.  All 
the  excitement  was  in  April. 

Question.  Is  that  the  only  reason  that  enables  you  to  fix  it 
in  the  month  of  April  ? 

Answer.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  anything  that  transpired 
at  any  othea  time. 

Question.  Was  it  the  excitement  that  was  going  on  in  the 
month  of  April  that  enables  you  to  fix  the  conversation  in 
that  month  ? 

Answer.  I  know  it  was  in  April. 

Question.  You  swear  that  this  conversation  was  in  April, 
do  you  ? 

Answer.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  it  was  in  April. 

Question.  Was  the  court  in  session  at  the  time  of  this  con- 
versation ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  exactly  whether  the  court  was  in  ses- 
sion at  that  time;  I  think  not.  It  was  shortly  after,  if  it  was 
not  in  session. 

Question.  Was  there  any  court  in  session  the  day  before 
the  conversation  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say. 

Question.  Was  there  any  court  in  session  the  day  after  the 
conversation  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  that  either. 

Question.  All  that  you  recollect  is  this  one  single  remark 
made  by  Mr.  G-rason  and  Mr.  Carman  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  cannot  give  the  connection  with  which  these 
remarks  were  made  ? 

Answer.  Nothiug  further  than  what  I  have  already  stated. 

Question.  You  say  that  at  the  time  the  Union  flag  was 
flying  from  the  pole,  there  was  a  large  crowd  came  from  Bal- 
timore and  said  that  flag  must  be  taken  down  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  many  were  in  that  crowd  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know :  I  suppose  there  must  have  been 
over  a  thousand  (1,000)  persons  come  up  the  pike. 

Question.  How  many  do  you  think  were  in  the  crowd  at 
the  time  it  was  said  that  this  flag  should  be  taken  down  ? 

'Answer.   About  five  or  six  hundred  (500  or  600.) 

Question.  It  was  deemed  advisable  by  the  citizens  in  order 
to  save  a  riot,  or  any  difficulty,  to  take  the  flag  down  ? 

Answer.  They  consulted  each  other  there  :  some  swore  it 
should  not  come  down;   the   others   then    got  together  and 
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talked  the  matter  over,  and  they  concluded  sooner  than  there 
should  be  bloodshed,  which  certainly  would  have  taken  place, 
because  I  believe  they  would  have  undertaken  to  take  it  down, 
and  then  there  would  have  been  bloodshed — they  agreed  to 
allow  the  flag  to  come  down. 

Question.  The  citizens  were  divided  upon  the  propriety  of 
taking  it  down  ? 

Answer.  The  way  they  came  divided  was  this  :  some  of 
them,  I  call  secessionists,  others  Union  men  ;  the  secessionists 
wanted  it  dowQ,  the  others  did  not. 

Question.  It  was  finally  concluded  by  the  citizens  that  it 
had  better  come  down,  was  it  not? 

Answer.  They  agreed  at  last  that  it  might  be  taken  down. 

Question.  When  was  the  white  flag  put  up,  of  which  you 
spoke  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  the  same  day. 

Question.  Who  put  that  flag  up  ? 

Answer.  Harry  Gilmore  and  Edwin  R,  Hook, 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Had  this  white  flag  any  marks 
upon  it  ? 

Answer,  If  I  am  not  mistaken,  it  had  something  in  the 
middle  of  it  like,  I  can't  say  for  certain. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  what  the  State 
flag  of  Maryland  is  ? 

Answer,  I  sannot  say  that  that  was  it.  * 


Cross-  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Where  was  Mr,  Grason  when  that  flag  was  put 
up? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  where  he  was  then. 

Question.  Where  was  that  flag  put  up  on  the  29th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  On  the  pole  where  the  one  was  taken  down  on 
the  2lst.  ^ 

Question.  How  far  is  that  from  Ady's  Hotel  ? 

Answer,   About  seventy  (70)  yards. 

Question    Where  were  you  when  they  put  it  up  ? 

Answer.  I  was  standing  half  way  between  the  Pole  and 
Mr.  Ady's  Hotel,  rather  a  little  to  the  left,  in  the  pike. 

Question.  There  were  a  good  many  people  there,  were 
there  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  a  good  many. 

Question.  Where  were  they  mostly  congregated  ? 

Answer,  The  largest  congregation  was  up  towards  the  pole. 

Question.   Where  was  Mr.  G-rason  ? 
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Answer.  At  the  time  he  was  down  at  Mr.  Ady's  porch  and 
the  pavement  near  the  porch. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  Mr.  Grrason  make  any  remark? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  he  say  anything  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  him  open  his  mouth  and  swing  his  hat 
around  ;  I  don't  know  what  he  said. 

Question.  You  swear  you  saw  him  open  his  mouth? 

Answer.  Yes ;  I  do  so. 

Question.   Were  you  watching  him  particularly. 

Answer.  I  looked  down  that  way  when  they  commenced, 
and  saw  him  do  it. 

Question.  Some  had  been  hurraing  for  one  flag  and  some 
for  the  other ;  had  there  been  any  cheers  for  the  American 
flag? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  that  there  was  a  word  said^  when  it 
went  up.  After  the  flag  was  hoisted,  and  got  up  to  the  top, 
there  was  two  speeches  made,  and  there  was  cheering  at  dif- 
ferent times  while  the  speaking  was  going  on,  down  at  Ady's. 

Question.  You  say  there  was  no  cheering  for  the  American 
flag  at  all,  on  the  29th  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  There  was  cheering  by  the  pole,  and  cheering  at 
Ady's  Hotel,  on  the  same  day  that  you  raised  the  flag  upon 
the  pole,  was  there  not? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  when  it  got  some  twenty  feet  from  the  top  it 
would  not  slip,  then  those  men  down  at  Ady's  Hotel  hurraed 
for  Jeff  Davis  and  the  South  ;  and  the  congregation  that  was 
up  around  the  Union  flag,  hurraed  for  the  Union  when  the 
flag  went  up. 

Question.  Will  you  give  to  the  Committee  the  names  of  all 
you  saw  at  or  about  Ady's  when  you  say  this  cheering  took 
place  ? 

Answer.  There  was  Mr.  Grason,  Jacob  F.  Harvey,  one,  if 
not  two,  of  the  Mr.  Taylor's;  Thomas  Taylor  I  know  was 
there,  and  I  think  Crabb  Taylor  was  there  ;  John  Robinson, 
George  Yellott,  one  of  the  young  Gatchners  ;  I  think  John 
Bedford  was  there  ;  and  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  Mr. 
Boarman  and  Mr.  Carman  was  there,  and  six  (6)  or  eight  (8) 
that  I  dont  recollect  now. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  make  affidavit  as  to  this  statement 
which  you  heard  Mr.  Grason  make  in  the  court  house  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  made  a  statement  of  it. 

Question.  When  was  it  that  you  made  a  statement  of  it  ? 

Answer.  I  made  a  statement  of  it  at  different  times  to 
people. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  make  a  statement  of  it  to  Thomas 
M.  Robinson  ? 

Answer.  I  think  I  did  ;  I  don't  recollect  exactly  that  I  ever 
did,  but  it  is  quite  likely  we  have  had  a  conversation  in  regard 
to  it. 
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Question,  ts  he  a  Justice  of  the  Peace? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  make  your  statement  in  writing? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  did  not  write  it  down. 

Question.  Who  did  ? 

Answer.  Nobody  wrote  it  down  before  Mr.  Robinson. 

Question.  Who  ever  took  it  down  in  writing  when  you 
made  it  ? 

Answer.  I  think  Mr.  Ensor  did. 

Question.     Did  you  ever  make  oath  to  it  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  don't  think  I  did;  I  said  if  it  was  required, 
I  would. 

Question.  Was  it  before  or  after  it  was  taken  down  in 
writing  ? 

Answer.  It  was  after  we  put  up  the  flag. 

Question.  Can  you  fix  the  time  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  tell  exactly  what  time  it  was  ;  I  know  it 
was  some  time  after  the  flag  was  raised  ;  if  I  mistake  not,  it 
was  in  1862  ;  it  might  have  been  later  than  that. 

Question.  In  that  statement,  which  was  taken  down  in 
writing,  did  you  say  anything  about  this  cheering  and  taken 
ofi'the  hat  at  Ady's  Hotel,  by  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  not  to  my  recollection. 

Question.  When,  did  you  first  make  any  statement  to  any- 
body about  Mr.  Grason  taking  ofl"  his  hat  at  Ady's  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  ;  if  I  mistake  not,  I  remarked  the 
same  day,  that  "Grason  was  cheering  for  the  South  with  the 
rest  of  them." 

Question.  Why  did  you  not  put  that  fact  in  your  statement, 
when  it  was  written  down  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  what  was  the  reason. 

Question.  Who  was  standing  with  you  at  the  time  Mr.  Gra- 
son took  ofi"  his  hat  ? 

Answer.  I  was  standing  pretty  much  by  mysef ;  there 
were  some  about  three  (3)  or  four  (4)  feet  from  me  ;  I  don't 
recollect  who  it  was,  there  were  so  many  people  round  there. 

Question.  Do  you  know  anybody  else  about  there  that  saw 
him  take  off  his  hat  ? 

Answer.  I  could  name  three  (3)  or  four  (4.) 

Question.  Will  you  give  me  their  names  ? 

Answer.  If  I  mistake  not^  Thomas  Thompson;  two  of  the 
Miss  Hunt's,  and  one  of  my  daughters,  she  had  hold  of  the 
rope,  and  helped  to  pull  the  flag  up. 

Question.  This  Mr.  Robinson,  of  whom  you  speak,  is  he 
the  magistrate  Ibefore  whom  Mr.  Grason  sued  your  bond  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  At  the  time  when  the  crowd  near  Ady's  Hotel 
cheered,  when  you  saw  Mr.  Grason' s  mouth  open,  and  swing-

ing  his  hat,  was  there  any  cheering  for  the  Union,  or  the 
Union  flag  ? 

Answer.  No ;  that  company  did  not  cheer  for  the  Union 
flag. 

Question.  How  far  away  from  the  place  where  the  Union 
flag  was  being  raised,  was  Mr.  Grason  at  that  time? 

Answer.  About  seventy  (70)  yards. 

Question.  Was  he  in  the  midst  of  that  crowd  which  was 
cheering  for  the  rebels  ? 

Answer.  They  stood  looking  up  towards  the  flag  that  was 
going  up. 

Question.  Was  there  more  than  one  class  of  cheers  from 
that  company  ? 

Answer.  It  was  all  on  one  side. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Can  you  swear  to  the  Committee  whether  Mr. 
Grason  cheered  for  the  Union  flag,  or  not  ? 
Answer.  No. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  This  flag  the  ladies  had  given 
you,  as  it  was  going  up  some  speeches  were  made,  and  there 
was  cont,iderable  cheering,  was  there? 

Answer.  Yes.  By  the  Unionist  at  the  time  of  the  speak- 
ing, then  the  others  would  cheer  below. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Could  you  hear  what  those  be- 
low were  saying  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  Yery  distinctly,  it  was  for  Jeff  Davis. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  After  the  flag  had  got  up  to  its 
place  was  there  any  cheering  ? 

Answer.  Those  below  at  Ady's  only  cheered  once  or  twice 
afterwards.  Mr.  Ensor  and  Mr.  Ware,  were  the  two  speak- 
ers on  the  side  of  the  Union. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Mr.  Ensor  was  there  at  the  time,  was  he  ? 

Answer.  Yes.     He  was  speaking  when  they  cheered. 

Question.   Where  was  he  speaking  from  ? 

Answer.  He  was  standing  on  a  stone  pile  up  close  to  the 
pole.  He  was  facing  the  people  at  Ady's  Hotel,  where  Mr. 
Grason  stood. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 
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The  Committee  then  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow,  (Friuay, 
February  lOth,)  at  9,  A.  M. 


February  10th,  1865, 

9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Present  all  the  members  except  Mr.  Buhrman. 

Wiley  Hunt,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Contestant,  being 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Question.  State  your  name,  a^e,  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Wiley  Hunt,  I  am  47  years  old,  I  re- 
side at  Towsontown,  Baltimore  county,  and  I  am  civil  sur- 
veyor of  roads  in  that  district. 

Question.  Were  you  at  Towsontown  in  April  and  May, 
1861? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  there  any  forces  under  arms  at  Towson- 
town at  the  close  of  April  and  beginning  of  May,  1861  ? 

Answer.  All  the  forces  that  were  under  arms  were  the  Bal- 
timore County  Horse  Guards. 

Question.  Under  arms  against  what  authority  and  power? 

Answer.  They  were  in  opposition  to  the  Towson  Guards. 
We  called  ours  the  Union  men. 

Question.  Where  was  the  Head  Quarters  of  the  Horse 
Guard  ? 

Answer.   At  Ady's  Hotel. 

Question.  What  flag  waved  from  their  Head  Quarters,  if 
any  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  the  Maryland  flag,  it  was  said  to 
be  the  Maryland  flag,  I  don't  know. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  any  device  that  was  on  the 
flag? 

Answer.  I  do  not  now. 

Question.  Did  the  members  of  that  company  wear  any 
badge  or  distinct  emblem  ? 

Answer.  Some  members  of  that  company  had  a  badge. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  what  that  badge  was? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  positively.  I  recollect  seeing  a  badge 
on  some  of  them. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  that  company  of  the  Horse 
Guards  went  to  Baltimore  at  that  time? 

Answer.  It  was  so  said.  I  don't  know  anything  myself. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  they  left,  as  a  company, 
Towsontown,  at  any  time? 

Answer.  Yes. 
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Question.  In  what  direction  did  they  move? 
Answer.  Towards  Baltimore. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  in  company  with  them  at  that 
time  or  not  ? 

Answer.  That  I  cannot  say. 
Question.  Did  you  see  him  that  week? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  was  he  doing? 

Answer.  He  had  his  uniform  on,  and  was  with  them  there 
at  the  Hotel. 

Question.  What  did  the  company  do  during  the  times  they 
were  there  ? 

Answer.  I  helieve  they  were  on  the  different  roads  out 
there  picketing.  I  recollect  on  Monday,  one  of  the  company, 
Hopkins  Hunt,  brought  a  man  down  there  from  Cockeysville. 
Question.  Do  you  know  what  was  done  with  him  ? 
Answer.  He  was  taken  in  before  the  captain  in  Mr.  Ady's 
Hotel,  then  taken  over  to  Mr.  Longnecker's  and  committed  to 
jail. 

Question.  Where  is  Hopkins  Hunt  now  ? 
Answer.  He   is  either  with   the  Confederate   army  or   in 
Canada. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  the  United  States  flag  was 
taken  down  at  that  time  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Grason  was  present 
at  the  time  ? 

Answer.  He  was  out  in  the  yard  between  Mr.  Ady's  and 
the  flag  pole. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  he  had  any  agency  in 
taking  down  the  flag? 

Answer.  I  do  not  think  he  had,  because  some  one  of  our 
men  appealed  to  Mr.  Grason  about  it  coming  down,  and  Mr. 
Grason  made  use  of  the  remark  that  he  would  have  nothing 
to  do  with  it. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  flag,  that  you  say  was  over  Ady's 
Hotel,  before  it  was  put  up  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  In  whose  charge  was  it? 

Answer.  In  charge  of  Harry  Gilmore,  Richard  and  Edwin 
Hook. 

Question.  Were  they  members  of  the  Horse  Guard  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  they  officers  or  privates  ? 
Answer.  I  declare  I  don't  know.     They  were  not  commis- 
sioned officers. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  company  have  any  other  men  in 
custody  besides  those  you  have  spoken  of? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  saw  them  bring  another  man  down  the 
road. 


Question.  Do  you  know  whether  those  persons  were  citizens 
of  the  vicinity,  or  parts  of  the  forces  of  the  United  States. 

Answer.  They  said  they  belonged  to  General  Wyncoop's 
regiment  which  was  then  lying  at  Cockeysville. 

Question.  Have  you  any  personal  knowledge  of  what  be- 
came of  them  afterwards  ? 

Answer.  They  were  released  in  a  few  days  afterwards. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  loitness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination . 

Question.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Seven  (7)  years. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  been  acquainted  with  Mr. 
Grason. 

Answer.  Ever  since  Mr.  Grason  came  to  Towsontown. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  held  the   position  of  Sur- 
veyor? 

Answer.  During  the  past  three  (3)  years. 

Question.  You  were  bailiff  of  the  court  under  Judge  Price, 
were  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  occupied  that  position? 

Answer.  Nine  (9)  years. 

Question.  Are  you  bailiff  now  under  Judge  Grason? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  were  a  Union  man   on  the  19th  of  April, 
were  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  And  always  have  been  since   that  time,  and  are 
now  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  As  bailiff  of  the  court,  have  you  been  thrown  in 
contact,  a  good  deal,  with  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  repeatedly;    sometimes    almost   every   day, 
sometimes  two  or  three  times  a  day. 

Question.  Have  you  ever  heard  him  express  any  sentiment 
of  disloyalty  at  any  time  ? 
Answer.  No. 

Question.  Have  ever  heard  him  express  any  sympathy  for 
the  rebellion? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grason  run   as  candidate  for  Judge  on 
the  Democratic  ticket,  or  was  he  an  independent  candidate  ? 

Answer.  He  was  an  independent  candidate? 
Question.  You  say  you   think  Mr.  Grason  had  nothing  to 
do  with  taking  down  the  Union  flag  upon  that  occasion  ? 
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Answer.  I  heard  him  express  himself  in  that  way.  Some 
one  of  our  men  asked  him  to  interfere  and  he  said,  to  thehest 
of  ray  recollection,  that  he  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  jt. 

Question.  Were  you  present  upon  the  29th  of  April,  when 
the  American  flag  was  put  up  on  the  pole  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  was  at  the  pole  at  the  time. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  there  at  the  time? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  whether  he  was  there  or  not. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  seeing  him  there? 

Answer.  We  see  each  other  every  day. 

Question.  You  have  no  distinct  recollection  of  seeing  him 
at  the  time  the  flag  was  raised  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  him  at  that  that  time  give  any 
cheers  for  the  Southern  Confederacy? 

Answer.  No;  I  can't  say  that. 

Question.  Were  you  a  memher  of  the  Towson  Guards  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  think  my  hack  was  turned  towards  Ady's 
Hotel  when  the  flag  was  going  up. 

Question.  Did  the  members  of  the  Towson  Guards  go  in 
and  out  of  the  hotel  during  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Some  of  them  were  in  and  out,  more  or  less  every 
day. 

Question.  Was  the  parlor  of  Mr.  Ady's  Hotel  a  public  par- 
lor for  the  reception  of  visitors  generally  ? 
Ridgely  was  in   that  apartment  at  the  time  this  man  was 

Answer.  Generally  open;  the  understanding  was  that  Mr. 
brought  down.  I  don't  know  whether  any  particular  men 
were  in  there  or  not. 


TJie  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Wm.  J.  Thompson,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  contestant, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow: 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Wm.  J.  Thompson,  I  am  34  years 
old,  a  carpenter  by  trade,  and  live  at  Towsontown.  « 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Ever  since  he  has  been  in  Towsontown;  seven  (7) 

years. 

Question.  Were  you  at  Towsontown  during  the  last  half  of 
April,  and  during  the  month  of  May,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr,  Grason  was  there  at 
that  time,  or  any  part  of  it,  in  armed  hostility  to  the  United 
States,  or  the  lawful  authorities  thereof,  or  any  manner  in 
the  service  of  the  so-called  Confederate  States  of  America  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  for  the  Coafederate 
States, — he  was  in  arms  at  that  time. 
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Question.  In  connection  with  any  organization  ? 

Answer.  In  connection  with  the  Baltimore  County  Horse 
Guards,  I  believe. 

Question .  Do  you  know  whether  he  had  any  official  position 
in  the  company  ? 

Answer.  I  believe  he  was  lieutenant. 

Question  Do  you  know  whether  that  company  was  in 
armed  hostility  to  any  authority  or  power,  if  so,  to  what? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  could  not  say  positively. 

Question.  Where  was  their  head  quarters? 

Answer.  They  had  no  regular  head  quarters ;  the  gener- 
ally congregated  at  Ady's  Hotel ;  they  met  in  the  hall  for 
business.  ^ 

Question.  Was  there  any  place  there  where  the  officers  of 
the  company  had  their  rendezvous,  and  could  be  found  ? 

Answer.  They  could  find  them  generally  any  place  about 
the  hotel. 

Question.  State  what  they  were  doing  during  that  time ; 
whether  they  were  rendering  any  military  service  of  any  kind; 
if  so,  what  was  it  ? 

Answer.  On  Saturday  the  20th  of  April,  the  whole  com- 
pany left  there  to  go  to  town  ;  they  came  back  that  night ;  on 
Sunday  night  they  picketed  the  wood  from  Towsontown  to 
Cockeysville. 

Question.  Did  the  company  wear  any  badge  aside  from 
their  uniform  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  there  were  some  small  badges  worn. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  what  it  was? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  a  Southern  rights  badge,  printed  on  ribbon, 
or  something  that  way. 

Question.  Were  you  at  Cockeysville  during  the  time  when 
any  forces  were  there  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  went  there  on  Monday  morning. 

Question.  What  was  the  Horse  Guards  doing? 

Answer.  They  were  picketing  the  road  and  bringing  in- 
formation to  town. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  pretend  to  say  by  that, 
they  were  watching  the  maneuvers  of  the  troops  at  Cockys- 
ville? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  when  I  was  at  Cockeysville  ;  I  heard  Nich- 
olas, and  thinnk  Charles  Cockey,  cursing  the  troops  when 
they  passed  out  of  Cockeysville. 

Direct-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Were  they  members  of  the  Horse  Guards  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 
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Question.  At  the  time  of  tte  commencement  of  this  diffi- 
culty, what  flag  was  flying  at  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  The  stars  and  stripes. 

Question.  Was  that  subsequently  taken  down? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  other  flag  put  up  there  at  all  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  I  believe  the  Maryland  coat  of  arms  was  on 
it. 

Question.  Was  it  done  by  the  members  of  the  company  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  whether  there  was  a  device 
on  one  side,  or  both,  of  that  flag  ? 

Answer.  I  cafl't  say. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  stars  and  strips  raised  again 
after  they  were  taken  down? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   By  whoro  ? 

Answer.  By  the  ladies  ;  I  attached  the  flag  to  the  rope 
myself. 

Question.  Were  the  members  of  the  Horse  Guards  in  that 
vicinity  at  the  time  of  its  raising  ? 

Answer.  Some  of  them  were. 

Question.  Did  they  make  any  demonstration  by  cheering  or 
greeting  at  the  time  of  its  raising  ? 

Answer.  There  were  a  few  at  Ady's  Hotel  and  about  there 
at  the  time  ;  Mr.  George  Carman^  Mr.  Yollott,  Mr.  Hewey, 
and  I  think  a  good  many  others  ;  also,  that  Mr.  Grason  was 
there. 

Question.  What  did  they  do? 

Answer.  Some  one  in  the  party,  I  don't  know  who  it  was, 
hurraed  for  Jeff  Davis,  and  all  waved  their  hats  around. 

Question.  How  near  were  you  to  them? 

Answer.  Just  across  the  road,  about  twenty-five  (25)  or 
thirty  (30)  steps. 

Question.  Did  I  understand  you  saw  Mr.  Grason  at  that 
time? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  did  he  do  when  the  cheers  for  Jefi"  Davis 
were  given  ? 

Answer.  He  was  waving  his  hat  like  the  others. 

Question.  Did  he,  or  did  he  not,  cheer  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say,  there  was  so  many  voices,  I  could 
not  tell. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  there  were  any  arms  at 
that  place  besides  those  worn  by  the  company,  if  so  what  was 
done  with  them  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  They  had  rifles. 

Question.  State  where  they  got  those  rifles,  and  what  they 
did  with  them  ? 

Answer.  They  got  them  some  place  in  Baltimore,  I  can't 
say  where. 
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Question.  Did  you  see  them  brought  there  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  They  were  brought  in  Mr.  Ady's  market 
wagon. 

Question.   Did  you  subsequently  see  those  arms  anywhere. 

Answer.  I  had  several  of  them  in  my  hands.  I  saw  some 
members  of  the  company  have  them,  one  brought  one  over  to 
show  me,  they  were  Harper's  Ferry  rifles. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  finally  become  of  those  arms? 

Answer.  Some  of  them  were  collected  by  the  company 
which  was  stationed  at  the  Relay  House. 

Question.   What  company  was  that? 

Answer.  A  company  of  the  1st  Pennsylvania  regiment. 

Question.  In  whose  behalf  were  they  acting? 

Answer.  They  were  in  the  Government  service,  put  there 
to  guard  the  bridges.  After  that  regiment  was  taken  off  the 
road,  the  87th  came  down,  and  they  collected  some  pistols 
.and  sabres  belonging  to  that  company. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  any  of  those  arms  were 
obtained  at  Mr.  G-rason's  house? 

Answer.  I  think  some  of  them  were. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  Mr.  Grason  say  anything 
with  reference  to  the  secession  of  Maryland,  either  encourag- 
ing or  discouraging  it? 

Answer.  I  have  never  heard  him  express  himself  very 
much.  There  was  a  pistol  and  sabre  obtained  from  Mr. 
Grason's  house,  I  don't  know  whether  they  got  them  at  that 
time  or  not.  On  one  occasion,  I  heard  Mr.  Grason  had  said 
on  Cooper's  porch,  that  if  Maryland  did  not  secede  he  would 
go  to  Texas. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  him  say  anything  by  way  of  re-^ 
joicing  or  regretting  at  any  success  or  reverse  to  the  armies 
in  the  field? 

Answer.  I  remember  one  night,  after  the  battle  of  Bull 
Eun,  Mr.  Grason,  Mr.  Carman,  Ben.  Payne  and  I  don't 
know  how  many  others  were  on  Cooper's  porch,  and  there 
was  rejoicing  there  that  night.  I  know  they  were  very  glad 
of  it  at  the  time  and  were  rejoicing  a  good  deal. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grason  say  anything  or  take  any  part 
in  the  rejoicing? 

Answer.  No.  I  could  not  say. 

Question,  State,  if  you  know,  whether  Mr.  Grason  was 
ever  charged  at  a  political  meeting,  with  having  said,  if 
Maryland  did  not  secede,  he  would  leave  the  State  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  On  one  occasion  at  the  Court  House,  I  think 
he  did. 

Question.  State,  if  you  know,  whether  these  movements  of 
the  military,  Mr.  Grason  with  them,  were  published,  and 
known  to  the  persons  in  that  part  of  the  county  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  They  were  publicly  know. 
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Question.  State  whether  their  movements  were  announced 
through  the  public  papers  ? 

Answer.  Yes :  they  were. 

Question.  In  what  papers? 

Answer.  It  was  put  on  the  bulletin  boards-  in  Baltimore 
that  their  services  had  been  offered  and  accepted. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  it  was  published  in  the 
papers  or  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes :  In  the  Argus,  an  evening  paper,  at  that 
time  published  in  Baltimore. 

Question.  Were  the  names  of  any  person  used  in  connec- 
tion with  that  announcement  in  that  paper  ? 

[The  Respondent  objected  to  this  question,  upon  the  ground 
that  he  is  not  responsible  for  whatever  may  have  been  said 
by  the  editors  of  that  paper,  a  paper  published  in  Baltimore 
city,  and  not  in  the  county  in  which  he  resided,  as  no  evi- 
dence has  been  offered  that  it  circulated  at  all  in  Baltimore 
county. 

The  counsel  for  Contestant  contended  that  it  is  important  in 
the  contest  to  show  the  publicity  ot  these  facts  in  the  county, 
and  that  the  people  in  the  county  must  have  had  knowledge 
of  these  facts.] 

[The  Committee  decided  to  admit  the  evidence,  provided 
the  papers  can  be  found.  Mr.  Chew,  of  the  Committee, 
thought  the  non-production  of  the  paper  should  be  accounted 
for,  according  to  the  rule  of  evidence.] 

Answer.  Mr.  John  Merryman,  of  Hayfield. 

Question.  State  what  that  announcement  was,  as  near  as 
you  can  recollect  ? 

Answer.  It  was  that  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards 
had  tendered  their  services  and  were  accepted,  and  that  the 
Towson  Guards  had  gone  over  to  the  Republicans. 

Question.  Was  that  publication  in  a  regular,  or  extra,  of 
that  paper  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  remember. 

Question.    When  did  you  see  that  paper  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  on  Monday  I  saw  it;  it  was  Satur- 
day's paper. 

Question.  It  stated  that  the  Horse  Guards  had  tendered 
their  services  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  To  whom  ? 

Answer.  To  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Question.  Are  you  a  Government  detective  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Have  you  been  ? 

Answer.  I  am  a  special  officer  of  the  Government. 

Question.  At  Cooper's  porch,  when  you  were  present,  will 
you  give  the  names  of  the  parties  who  were  there? 

Answer.  I  think  Mr.  Carman  was  there,  Mr.  Grason,  Mr. 
Benjamin  N.  Payne,  I  don't  remember  exactly  how  many. 
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Question.  That  was  at  the  time  of  the  first  battle  of  Bull 
Run,  ia  1861,  was  it  not? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  have  no  doubt  about  Mr.  Grason  being  pre- 
sent at  that  time? 

Answer.  I  am  not  positive  he  was  present:  I  will  not 
swear  positively  to  anything,  but  I  think  he  was  present ;  to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge,  he  was  there. 

Question.  Do  3'-ou  think  you  are  as  certain  of  that  as  to 
anything  you  have  testified  to  to-day? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  have  no  doubt  he  was  there  ? 

Answer.   No. 

Question.  How  many  rifles  were  obtained  from  Mr.  Gra- 
son's  house? 

Answer.  One,  I  think. 

Question.  Do  you  know  that  each  member  of  the  company 
had  been  furnished  with  a  rifle  ? 

Answer.  No  :  I  dont'  know  that  each  member  of  the  com- 
pany had  been  furnished  with  a  rifle.  I  know  others  had 
them,  who  did  not  belong  to  the  company. 

Question.  Did  you  examine  one  of  those  badges  of  which 
you  speak  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  was  on  them  } 

Answer.  There  was  some  device  or  picture;  I  don't  know 
what. 

Question.  Was  it  anything  but  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  Mary- 
land ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  that  was  on  it.  I  know 
Southern  rights  was  on  it. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  such  badges  upon  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  that  I  have.  I  don't  know  whether 
he  did  or  not. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  of  the  Towson  Guards  have  that 
badge  on  ? 

Answer.  Yes.     One  member  had. 

Question.  How  many  men  did  you  see  with  that  badge  on? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  how  many  I  saw.  Every  one  of  the 
company  had  them  on  and  some  who  did  not  belong  to  the 
company.  I  think  Dr.  Thompson  had  one,  he  was  surgeon, 
and  had  a  device  or  motto  of  some  kind. 

Question.  At  the  time  of  the  raising  of  Ihe  flag  by  the 
ladies  how  many  did  you  hear  hurrah  for  Jeff  Davis,  more 
than  one? 

Answer.  There  was  some  one  started  it  and  they  all  hur- 
raed together.  How  many  was  on  the  porch  I  don't  know. 
There  were  several  there. 

Question.  You  have  testified  before  the  Grand  Jury  in  the 
last  term  of  the  court  in  reference  to  this  whole  subject  ? 
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Answer.  No.  I  was  not  questioned,  I  was  before  the 
Grand  Jury. 

Question.   Did  you  testify  in  reference  to  this  matter  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  in  reference  to  this 
matter;  they  asked  the  question  whether  I  knew  anything 
that  Mr.  Grason  had  done  a  short  time  hack.  I  told  them  I 
had  not. 

Question.  When  was  it  that  Mr.  Grason  spoke  about  going 
to  Texas  ? 

Answer.   Before  the  19th  of  April. 

Qapstion.  How  long  before  that? 

Answer.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  whether  it  was  January 
or  February,  it  might  have  been  along  about  that  time. 

By  the  Commission. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  it  after  or  before  Mr.  Lin- 
coln's election  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  Was  it  before  any  open  hostility  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   Who  was  present  then  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say.  I  think  Mr.  Pilson 
was  present.  There  were  a  good  many  in  the  crowd  one 
night,  we  had  a  Union  meeting. 

Question.  Was  it  in  the  Court  House  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was,  in  the  court  room.  I  will  not  be 
certain. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  any  body  that  was  present  be- 
sides Mr.  Pilson  ? 

Answer.  I  recollect  a  great  many  were  there,  whether  any 
present  heard  it  or  not  I  do  not  know.  I  think  he  was  talk- 
ing at  the  time  to  a  man  named  Thomas  Cradock,  who  be- 
longed to  the  company. 

Question.  What  was  the  conversation  just  previous  to  that? 

Answer.  They  were  talking  about  the  State  seceding. 

Question.  Can  you  give  any  other  part  of  the  conversation, 
what  language  they  used  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  can't  give  any  other  part  of  it.  I  think  I 
left  and  went  to  another  part  of  the  room. 

Question.  You  are  unable  to  give  the  connection  in  which 
he  stated  it.  Did  Mr.  Grason  make  the  remark  that  if  there 
was  a  peaceful  separation  of  the  States  and  Maryland  would 
not  secede,  that  he  would  leave  and  go  to  Texas  ? 
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Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  a  peaceful  separation 
or  not  ;  that  was  the  suhstance  of  it. 

Question.  That  was  be'ore  it  was  publicly  known  whether 
the  South  would  be  allow  ei  to  go  peacefully  or  not? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Before  there  had  been  any  armed  hostility  of  the 
South  towards  the  North  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  did  not  hear  Mr.  Grason  give  his  reason  why 
he  thought  Maryland  would  go  with  the  South  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  In  point  of  fact,  this  conversation  of  which  you 
speak,  was  before  the  rebellion,  was  it  not? 

Answer.  It  was  before  the  19th  of  April  ;  some  of  the  States 
had  seceded,  and  some  were  making  preparations  to  secede. 

By  the  Committee, 

Question  hy  the  Committee.   What   number  of  guns   were 
brought  up  in  that  wagon,  at  that  time  ? 
Answer.  I  think  forty  (40.) 

The  Examination  of  this  witness  ivas  here  concluded. 

James  Pennington,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Contestant, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  James  Pennington  ;  I  am  54  years 
old,  live  in  Towsontown,  and  am  a  saddler. 

Question  how  long  have  you  lived  there? 

Answer.  Six  (6)  years. 

Question.  Were  you  there  through  the  spring  and  summer 
of  1861? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  there  any  forces  there  in  arms,  in  the  lat- 
ter part  of  April  and  early  part  of  May,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  there  was  a  company  there,  called  the  Tow- 
son  Guards  ;  I  was  a  member  of  that  company.  There  was 
another  company,  called  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards; 
our  company  was  a  good  deal  older  than  that  company. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  movements  of  the  Horse  Guards, 
or  any  of  them,  subsequent  to  the  19th  of  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Where  was  the  headquarters  of  the  Horse 
Guards  ? 

Answer.  They  occupied  the  same  hall  that  we  occupied  ; 
and  likewise  Mr.  Ady's  Tavern,  together  ;  that  was  the  head- 
quarters. 

Question.  Did  they  wear  any  badge  of  distinction  ? 
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Answer.  They  did,  when  they  left,  previous  to  going  to 
BaUiraore  ;  when  they  went  to  Baltimore,  they  had  the  South- 
ern Rights  badge  pinned  to  their  coats. 

Question.   When  was  it  they  went  to  Baltimore? 

Answer.  It  was  a  little  after  the  19th  of  April ;  it  was  just 
before  General  Butler  came  to  Baltimore. 

Question.  Did  you  see  them  when  they  started  for  Balti- 
more? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  saw  them  start  off. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  G-rason  go  as  an  officer  of  the  company 
at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Grason  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  company,  but 
whether  he  was  with  them  or  not,  I  can't  say.  I  saw  Mr. 
Grason  at  other  times  drilling  there  with  them,  about  that 
time. 

Question.  How  long  did  the  company  continue  to  drill  and 
perform  military  duty  there? 

Answer.  Not  long  after  the  regiment  of  soldiers  came  to 
Cockeysville,  from  Pennsylvania. 

Question.    Do  you  know  why  they  disbanded,  or  broke  up  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know. 

Question.  What  other  service  did  they  render  or  perform 
besides  going  to  Baltimore  on  the  occasion  you  have  spoken 
of? 

Answer.  They  used  to  drill  quite  frequently  near  the  court- 
house there. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  they  went  on  military 
service  towards  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  was  the  character  of  the  service  rendered, 
did  you  understand  j^from  any  public  announcement  made 
there  ? 

Answer.  Not  to  allow  soldiers  to  go  down  that  road. 

Queation.  Was  there  any  public  announcement  to  that 
effect  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  of  any. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  movements  with  reference  to  the 
flag  at  Towsontown  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.   We  had  a  flag  there;  I  attended  to  the  Union  flag. 

Question.   Was  it  lowered  at  any  time  ? 

Answer.  They  were  ordered  to  take  it  down. 

Question.  Was  it  taken  down  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  long  was  it  before  it  was  raised  again  ? 

Answer.  'After  the  excitement  got  pretty  well  over  it  was 
raised  again. 

Question.  State  any  circumstances  that  you  remember  in 
connection  with  the  raising  of  that  flag  again  ? 

Answer.  The  ladies  had  it  in  their  hands  at  that  time; 
while  they  were  endeavoring  to  raise  the  flag  there  was  a 
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• 
ntlmber  of  men  down  at  Mr.  Ady's,  who  were  opposed  to  the 
flag  ;  they  made  some  slight  balk  in  drawing  the  flag  up,  and 
the  party  at  Ady's  they  groaned,  and  some  one  waved  a  hat. 

Question.  Can  you  name  any  of  those  that  were  there  ? 
Were  any  of  this  company  there  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  that  1  know. 

Question.  You  say  the  flag  was  greeted  with  what? 

Answer.  With  groans;  when  our  flag  was  taken  down  they 
moved  to  put  another  flag  up  called  the  State  flag. 

Question.  Were  you  at  Towsontown  during  the  rebel  raid 
of  1864? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  State,  if  you  know,  whether  Mr,  Grason  had 
any  communication  or  conferences  with  the  rebels  at  Towson- 
town at  that  time,  if  so,  what  was  done? 

Answer.  I  saw  Mv.  Grason  in  the  crowd  which  was  col- 
lected when  the  pickets  first  came  in  on  Sunday  afternoon.  A 
couple  came  first:  they  halted  about  thirty  (30)  yards  from 
my  door;  they  enquired  where  Mr.  Grason  lived;  then  Mr. 
Grason's  son  got  up  on  the  horse  behind  one  of  them  and 
went  over  to  his  house.  Shortly  afterwards  three  (3)  others 
came,  then  I  saw  Mr.  Grason  in  the  crowd,  shortly  afterwards 
they  went  over  to  Mr.  Grason's  house. 

Question.  At  that  time  were  the  rebels  moving  towards  or 
from  Philadelphia  and  Wilmington  railroad  ? 

Answer.  I  judge  about  that  time  they  were  going  over  to 
Magnolia. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  of  them  on  their  return  from 
Magnolia? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grason  at  that  time  have  any  communi- 
cation with  them  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  Mr.  Grason  at  all  on  Monday  morn- 
ing; I  saw  him  go  down  the  road  to  Mr.  Ady's  on  Monday 
evening,  when  Harry  Gilmore  came  with  the  whole  crowd, 
(one  hundred  of  them,)  they  stopped  in  the  road,  in  front  of 
my  house,  the  first  thing  1  heard  them  inquire  where  Mr. 
Grason  lived  and  then  the  wagon  which  had  Gen.  Franklin 
in,  and  another  wagon  and  another  portion  of  them  went  up 
towards  the  house,  and  the  larger  portion  remained  there  for 
two  (2)  or  three  (3)  hours. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  luas  here  concluded. 


Gross-examination . 

Question.  On  the  Monday  evening  of  which  you  speak  when 
Gilmore  was  there  with  hi^  party,  did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  at 
all  that  evening  ? 

Answer.  No. 
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Question.  About  what  time  on  Monday  evening  was  that? 

Answer.  I  suppose  it  was  about  9  o'clock. 

Question.  You  did  not  see  Mr.  Grason  at  all  that  evening? 

Answer.    No. 

Question.  To  your  knowledge,  he  never  saw  or  talked  with 
any  of  these  parties  of  which  you  speak,  that  night? 

Answer.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Question.  Gilmore  had  formerly  lived  in  the^neighborhood 
of  Towsontown,  had  he  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  About  three  (3)  or  four  (4)  miles  from  Tow- 
sontown. 

Question.  On  the  Sunday  afternoon  of  which  you  speak 
when  these  parties  came  in,  first  two  (2)  and  then  three  (3,)' 
did  they  appear  to  be  scouts  from  the  Confederate  force?'      '•''> 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  When  they  came  in,  first  two  (2)  and  then  three 
(3).  were  there  not  a  good  many  people  in  the  streets  to  see 
them,  of  all  classes  and  parties  ? 

Answer.  Most  of  those  who  were-  there  were  those  of  the 
same  party. 

Question.  How  much  of  a  crowd  do  you  think  there  was 
looking  at  them  ? 

Answer.  About  one  hundred  (100)  persons  altogether,  a 
good  many  were  females. 

Question.     Where  were  you  at  the  time  ? 

Answer.  At  my  own  home,  some  thirty  (30)  or  forty  (40) 
feet  from  the  crowd. 

Question.  To  your  own  knowledge,  had  Mr.  Grason  any 
conversation  with  these  five  (5)  men? 

Answer.  Yes.     Ijudgehehad. 

Question'.   Did  you  hear  them? 

Answer.  Of  course  I  could  not  hear  anything  said  at  that 
distance. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Where  was  Mr.  Grason  when 
he  had  the  conversation  ? 

Answer.  About  thirty  (30)  or  forty  (40)  yards  from  my 
door,  in  the  centre  of  the  road  pretty  much. 

Question  hy  the  Committee,  When  the  first  two  (2)  came 
they  inquired  for  Mr.  Grason,  and  his  son  got  on  the  horse 
with  one  of  them  and  rode  over  to  his  house  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  How  old  is  that  boy  who  got  upon  the  horse? 
Answer.  I  should  suppose  some  ten   (10)   or  eleven  (11) 
years  old. 
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Question.  Did  he  get  upon  the  horse  or  was  he  put  upon 
it? 

Answer.  I  suppose  he  was  helped  up. 

By  the  Commitlee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  stand- 
ing with  these  men,  close  by  them,  apparently  in  conversation? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.     How  many  were  standing  around  there  at  the' 
time? 

Answer.  Nearly  one  hundred  (100)  persous  in  all. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  How  many  men  were  there  in 
Confederate  uniform  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  five  (5)  on  Sunday  at  noon,  on  Monday 
there  was  nearly  two  hundred  (200.) 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  other  of  Mr.  Grason's  boys  at 
that  time? 

Answer.  They  were  both  there. 

Question.  Did  not  one  of  these  scouts  claim  to  have  known 
you  very  well  before  he  left  Towsontovvn  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you,  at  any  time,  have  any  conversation 
with  any  of  those  confederates,  either  the  first  time,  or  any 
of  the  others  ? 

Answer.  No  more  than  with  those  who  came  to  my  shop  ; 
they  merely  came  and  wanted  to  know  if  I  had  any  saddles  ;  I 
told  them  I  had  not ;  they  told  me  to  open  the  door,  and 
wanted  me  to  get  a  light ;  I  had  one  saddle  which  was  left 
there  to  be  fixed  ;  they  took  that ;  I  told  them  it  belonged  to 
one  of  their  particular  friends. 

Question.  Then,  in  point  of  fact,  you  did  hold  a  conversa- 
tion with  them  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  as  far  as  the  saddles  is  concerned  ;  I  did 
not  go  into  the  crowd  either  on  Sunday  or  Monday. 

Question.  Have  you  any  personal  knowledge  of  Mr.  Gra- 
son having  gone  out  to  get  the  boy  from  off  the  horse  of  the 
rebel  that  you  saw  him  help  on  to  ? 

Answer.  No, 
8 
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The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Thomas  Taylor,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Contestant,  "being 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  and  residence? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Thomas  Taylor;  I  reside  two  (2)  miles 
below  Towsontown. 

Question.  Were  you  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  on  the  19th 
and   20th  of  April,  1861? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  was  there  on  the  20th  of  April. 

Question.  State  briefly  to  the  committee,  what  was  the  con- 
dition of  things  while  you  were  there? 
V  Answer.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  excitement  when  I  was 
there. 

Question.  Weres,  there  men  under  arms,  and  on  a  war  foot- 
ing at  that  lime  ?  * 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  For  what  purpose,  or  against  what  power,  were 
those  men  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  I  do  not  know. 

QnestioD.  Were  you  in  Towsontown  on  either  of  those 
days  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  was  in  Towsontown  on  the  20th  and  21st, 
I  think. 

Question.  Were  there  none  under  arms  in  Towsontown  on 
these  days? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  were  they  ? 

Answer.  The  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards  and  some  of 
the  Towson  Guards. 

Question.  For  what  purpose,  or  against  what  authority  or 
p(^wer  were  they  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  positively. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  public  announcement  of  their 
purpose? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  From  who  did  they  receive  their  orders  ? 

Answer.  I  dont  know  positively. 

Question.  Who  were  the  officers  of  that  company  of  Horse 
Guards  ? 

Answer.  Capt.  Charles  Ridgely  of  Hampton  ;  Ist  Lieut. 
John  Merryman,  of  Hayfield ;  2d.  Lieut.  Mr.  Grason,  I 
think  ;  3d  Lieut.  Mr.   Carman. 

Question.  From  whom  did  that  company  receive  the  orders 
for  movements  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  dont  know. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  orders  or  dispatches  brought  to 
the  head  quarters  of  the  company  from  any  direction  ? 
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Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Col.  Kane  or  Commander  Trimble  ? 

Answer.   No. 

Question.  Where  was  the  headquarters  of  the  Horse 
Guards  ? 

Answer.  We  met  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  at  Ady's  Hotel, 
as  well  as  I  can  remember. 

Question.  Had  the  company  any  badges,  or  anything  of 
that  sort. 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  any  ;  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  I 
think  not. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  flag,  or  banner,  or  standard 
floating  from  Ady's  Hotel,  at  that  time? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Harry  Gilmore  about  there,  at  that 
time  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  he  was  a  member  of  the  company,  a  Corporal, 
I  think. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  or  Hook  have  any  banner  or 
flag  in  their  hands  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  State  wiiat  service  or  duty  the  Horse  Guards  ren- 
dered, during  the  days  they  were  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  In  the  first  place,  they  went  to  Baltimore,  on  the 
night  of  the  20th  of  April ;  ther  went  to  the  Mayor's  office, 
and  stayed  there  sometime  ;  they  received  orders  to  go  up 
town  to  quell  a  riot ;  when  we  got  up  there,  it  seemed  the  riot 
had  been  quelled  ;  it  was  perfectly  quiet ;  from  there  we  were 
ordered  to  go  down  to  the  fort ;  we  went  down  to  the  fort  and 
come  back,  then  we  were  disbanded  until  further  orders. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  tJie  Committee.  Did  the  Horse  Guards  make  any 
demonstrations  against  the  fort  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  we  made  no  demonstration  at  all  ;  we  just 
went  down  near  the  fort,  stopped  a  short  time,  wheeled  around 
and  came  right  back. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  know  the  object  of  that  visit  to  the  fort  ? 

Answer.  Only  from  what  I  heard  the  members  of  the  troop 
say. 

Question.  Was  there  any  public  announcement  of  the  pur- 
pose of  that  movement  towards  the  fort  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  with  the  company  at  the  time 
they  went  down  to  the  fort  ? 
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Answer.  I  do  not  know  positively  whether  he  was  there  or 
not ;  I  think  he  was  ;  it  was  so  dark  when  we  went  down 
there  I  could  not  see  who  was  along. 

Question.  At  what  place  was  the  company  disbanded? 

Answer.  I  think  in  front  of  the  Gilmor  House,  at  the  Bat- 
tle Monument  square. 

Question.  Were  they  together  no  more  as  a  company,  after 
that? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  When  were  they  next  together  as  a  company? 

Answer.  They  were  called  together  the  next  day,  at  Tow- 
sontown — Sunday  afternoon. 

Question.  What  military  duty  or  service  did  they  render, 
after  coming  together  at  that  time? 

Answer.  They  were  picketing  the  York  road. 

Question.  To  what  point  beyond  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  To  the  neighborhood  of  Cockeysville. 

Question.  Were  there  any  forces  or  troops  under  arms,  at 
Cockeysville,  at  that  time? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  there  was  a  Pennsylvania  regiment,  and 
some  few  of  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards  there. 

Question.  What  were  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards 
doing — were  they  the  allies,  or  were  they  in  hostility  to  this 
regiment  at  Cockeysville? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  whether  they  were  allies  or  in  hos- 
tility. • 

Question.   What  were  they  doing  there? 

Answer.  They  were  there  picketing  the  road.  I  was  there. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee,  What  were  your  orders  when 
you  went  there? 

Anstver.  I  went  there  on  my  own  accord  from  Mr.  Merry- 
man's. 
.  Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  go  in  uniform  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  Some  young  men  were  going  down  there  to 
look  at  them,  and  I  said  I  would  go. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  you  armed  at  the  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  When  you  spoke  of  going  over 
to  the  Fort,  was  it  not  generally  understood  that  you  were 
going  there  to  take  Fort  McHenry  ? 

Answer.  Not  by  me. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Then  you.  went  there  only  to 
look  at  the  Fort  and  return  ? 

Answer.  I  heard  some  of  the  members  of  the  company  say 
they  went  there  to  protect  the  Fort,  that  there  were  some 
roughs  from  town  who  were  going  to  attack  the  Fort. 
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Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  the  company  make  any  re- 
connoissance. 

Ausvver.  I  don't  know  that  they  made  any  reconoissance. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  After  returning  to  Cockeysville,  how  long  did 
you  remain  ? 

Answer.  I  was  at  Mr.  Merryman's,  I  suppose  a  week. 

Question.  How  long  did  these  Pennsylvania  troops  remain 
at  Cockeysville,  or  in  that  vicinity? 

Answer.  They  went  away,  I  think  on  Tuesday. 

Question.  In  what  direction? 

Answer.  They  went  back  up  the  railroad. 

Question.  Alter  their  retirement,  were  any  railroad  bridges 
destroyed  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  After  they  returned  some  railroad  bridges 
were  destroyed. 

Question.  By  what  forces  was  that  done? 

Answer.  By  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards,  and 
some  persons  living  in  the  neighborhood. 

Question.  Were  these  members  of  the  company  that  lived 
up  in  the  direction  of  Cockeysville? 

Answer.  One  of  the  Lieutenants  lives  not  a  great  ways 
above  Cockeysville. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  either  before  going  to 
Baltimore  or  afterwards,  orders  were  received  for  the  company 
from  either  Commander  Trimble  or  Col.  Kane? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  any  arms  were  received 
by  the  company  at  Towsontown,  other  than  their  ordinary 
pistols  and  sabres  ? 

Answer.  They  received  some  rifles. 

Question.  Do  you  know  from  whom  they  received  them? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  State,  if  you  know,  what  was  done  with  these 
rifles  ? 

Answer.  Nearly  every  member  had  one;  each  member  re- 
ceived one,  as  far  they  held  out. 

Question.  Do  you  know  for  what  purpose  these  rifles  were 
given? 

Answer.  I  suppose  for  the  purpose  of  shooting  with. 

Question.  To  shoot  at  whom  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know.  I  did  not  calculate  upon  shooting 
any  body. 

Question.  How  long  was  that  organization  of  the  Horse 
Guards  kept  up  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  exactly.  I  think  they  were  organ- 
ized in  February,  and  drilled  once  a  week,  until,  I  think,  the 
excitement  about  the  lyth  of  April; 
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Question.  How  long  after  the  19fch  of  April  ? 

Answer.  Not  long. 

Question.  State,  if  you  know,  why  the  drilling  and  the 
exercises  of  the  company  ceased  ? 

Answer.  Because  they  would  not  Jet  them,  drill  any 
longer. 

Question.  Because  who  would  not  let  them  drill  ? 

Answer.  I  suppose  the  troops  of  the  United  States  would 
not  let  them  drill  any  longer. 

Question.  What  was  done  with  the  arms  of  the  company? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  about  the  others.  I  have  got  mine 
yet. 

Question.  At  the  time  or  about  the  time  of  the  last 
drill  or  parade  of  the  company,  was  there  any  direction  given 
by  any  of  the  officers  as  to  what  was  to  be  done  with  the 
arms? 

Answer.  Yes.  Mr.  Ridgely,  of  Hampton,  told  me  and 
some  other  members  of  the  troop,  that  if  we  were  called  upon 
for  the  arms  to  give  them  up. 

Question.  Were  you  told  what  to  do  with  them  until  you 
were  called  upon  to  give  them  up  ? 

Answer.  No;  we  knew  what  to  do  with  them. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  United  States  flag  taken  down 
from  the  United  States  flag-staff  at  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  see  it  raised  after  it  had  been  taken 
down  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  was  not  there. 

Question.  Were  the  movements  of  this  company  in  the  de- 
struction of  these  bridges  done  publicly  and  openly;  and  a 
matter  of  general  notoriety  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  a  matter  of  gensral 
notoriety;  it  was  done  in  the  day  time — it  was  not  done  se- 
cretly. 

Question.  Did  you  know  Col.  Kane  by  sight,  at  that  time? 

Answer.  I  did  not  know  him  at  that  time. 

Question.  During  that  time  when  the  Guards  were  render- 
ing these  military  services,  did  they  take  any  prisoners,  if  so, 
how  many  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  but  one  prisoner  being  taken. 

Question.  State  who  he  was — was  he  a  citizen  or  a  soldier, 
a  stranger  or  a  resident  ? 

Answer.  He  was  a  stranger;  he  was  brought  to  John  Mer- 
ryman's  one  night  by  a  portion  of  the  Horse  Guardsr  They 
said  he  was  out  in  the  road  there,  they  had  been  questioning 
him,  and  he  could  give  no  correct  answer,  and  they  arrested 
him. 
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By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee. — Was  he  in  the  uniform  of  the 
United  States? 

Answer,  No:  he  was  in  citizens  dress. 


Direct-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Were  the  troops  at  Cockeysville  in  the  Unitod 
States  unitorm  ? 

Answer.  Some  were  in  uniform  and  some  I  thinks  were  in 
citizens  dress. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee. — Did  this  company,  when  they 
went  to  burn  these  bridges,  impress  the  citizens  into  their 
service  ? 

Answer.  No;  they  did  it  of  their  own  accord- 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  no  one  arrested  for  refusing 
to  assist  ? 

Answer.  No  one  was  asked. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.— Did  you  g^  as  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  company  or  as  a  company  ? 

Answer.  We  went^  I  believe,  as  a  company;  there  was 
eight  (8)  or  ten  (10)  of  them. 

The  Examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  toas  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  When  you  went  down  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  ibrt,  did  you  find  the  military  stationed  on  a  narrow  strip 
of  land  between  the  fort  and  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  I  was  told,  so;  I  was  in  the  rear — in  the  far  rear 
of  the  company,  and  did  not  see  anything  at  all. 

Question.  How  many  were  there  of  your  company  when 
they  went  down  in  the  direction  of  the  fort? 

Answer.  Nearly  all  of  them — between  fifty  (50)  and  sixty 
(60.) 

Question.   Were  thev  all  horsemen  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  ^ 

Question.  Was  it  your  impression,  at  that  time,  that  sixty 
(60)  horsemen  were  going  down  to  take  Fort  McHenry  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Was  it  not  generally  understood  that  there  was 
apprehension  that  a  mob  was  going  from  Baltimore  city  to 
attack  the  fort,  and  that  you  were  there  to  protect  it  ? 
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Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  went  there  in  obedience  to  tlie  orders  of  your 
superiors,  did  you  not? 

Answer.  Yes.     I  did  not  ask  any  questions  at  the  time. 

Question.  Had  you,  as  a  member  of  the  company,  any  idea 
of  making  -an  attack  upon  that  Fort  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  remain  on  that  neck  of  land 
between  the  city  and  the  Fort  ? 

Answer.  A  very  short  time;  we  just  wheeled  and  turned 
around  and  came  right  back. 

Question.  What  was  the  character  of  the  riot  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  anything  about  it,  only  what  I 
heard. 

Question.  You  were  sent  up  town  to  quell  a  riot,  in  what 
section  of  the  town  was  it? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  what  street  it  was  in,  I  did  not  pay 
much  attention  to  the  part  of  the  town. 

Question.  Was  there  not  a  mob  at  that  time  clearing  out 
the  gun  stores,  going  into  houses  &c.,  on  that  day  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  any,  I  did  not  get  there  until  night. 

By  the  Committee. 
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Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  it  not  generally  understood 
by  the  Horse  Guards,  the  night  they  went  down  to  Fort 
McHenry,  that  there  was  no  ammunition  in  that  Fort? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  anything  of  that  kind. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  How  many  did  you  say  assisted 
in  burning  these  bridges  ? 

Answer.  I  think  seven  (7)  men  of  the  troop. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  they  detailed  to  go  there? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  By  Whom  ? 

Answer.  Acting  under  the  order  of  John  Merryman. 

Question  by  the  Committee.    Under  charge  of  what  officer? 

Answer.  Part  of  the  time  Mr.  Merryman  was  with  us,  the 
other  part  of  the  time  we  were  acting  under  the  orders  of  Ser- 
geant Charles  R.  Cockey. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  As  a  member  of  the  Horse 
Guard,  were  you  ever  on  picket  duty  yourself? 

Answer.  No. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  saiv  you  accompanied 
the  picket  guard  down  the  road  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  but  I  was  not  on  duty. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Had  you  arms  and  uniform  on  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 
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Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Upon  your  return  from  Baltimore  did  you  re- 
main at  Towsontown  or  go  further  up  the  road  ? 

Answer.  I  went  in  the  neighborhodd  of  Cockeyeville,  on 
Sunday  night  to  Mr.  Merryman's. 

Question.  How  many  went  with  you? 

Answer.  One  half  of  the  troop  picketed  on  the  road.  I  was 
not  put  on  the  picket. 

Question-  How  many  went  with  you  to  Mr.  Merryman's 
house  ? 

Answer.  Three  (3)  or  four  (4.) 

Question.  What  day  did  they  go  out  to  burn  the  bridges? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  Monday  or  Tuesday. 
I  think  it  was  Tuesday,  after  the  troops  left;  I  think  they  left 
on  Tuesday  morning  and  the  bridges  were  burned  on  Tuesday 
night. 

Question.  Were  no  bridges  burned  when  you  got  there  ? 

Answer.  No.  There  was  a  bridge  burned  off  to  the  right 
from  Cockeysville. 

Question.  After  you  left  Towsontown  was  Mr.  Grason  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Cockeysville  or  in  that  direction  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grason  have  any  knowledge  of  the  burn- 
ing of  the  bridges  until  after  they  were  burned? 

I  don't  know  that  he  had. 

Question.  Was  there  any  understanding  about  burning  any 
bridges  before  you  left  Towsontown  for  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  No.     Nothing  was  said  about  burning  the  bridges. 

Question.  Did  you  act  under  the  orders  of  any  other  person 
in  burning  these  bridges  except  John  Merryman? 

Answer.  Only  Sergeant  Cockey. 

Question.  How  long  was  it  before  you  returned  to  Towson- 
town after  you  left  the  company  of  Mr.  Merryman  ? 

Answer.  I  was  down  there  a  day  or  two  afterwards. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  How  long  after  the  bridges  were 
burned  was  this  ? 

Answer.  About  a  week. 


Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Were  you  present  on  the  porch  or  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Ady's  Hotel  J  at  the  time  the  ladies  raised  the  flag 
on  the  29th  of  April? 

Answer.  No. 
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Question.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Kone  of  Towsontown ? 

Answer,  Yes. 

Question.  He  named  you  as  one  of  the  parties  that  were 
there  ? 

Answer.  1  know  I  was  not  there.  He  made  a  slight  mis- 
take. 

Question.  Bid  Mr.  Grason  have  any  knowledge  or  take  any 
part  whatever  in  anything  that  occurred  at  or  about  Cockeys- 
ville  or  in  reference  to  the  burning  of  the  bridges? 

Answer.  No.  He  had  nothing  to  do  with  it,  I  did  not  see  him 
there  the  whole  time. 

Question.  Were  there  any  troops  from  Baltimore  there  as- 
sisting in  the  destruction  of  the  bridges  ? 

Answer.  Not  where  I  was.  I  did  not  see  them. 

Question.  Had  they  been  there  before? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  them  ? 

(question.    How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  Ever  since  he  has  been  in  Towsontown. 

Question.  Have  you  ever  heard  him  express  any  sympathy 
with  the  rebels?    , 

Answer.   No. 

Question.  As  a  member  of  that  company  and  in  the  dis- 
charge of  your  duty  as  a  member,  did  you  consider  yourself 
in  armed  hostility  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  did  not. 

By  the  Committee, 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Then  what  was  the  object  in 
burning  those  bridges  ? 

Answer.  To  prevent  bloodshed  in  Baltimore. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  it  not  to  prevent  the  na- 
tional troops  from  passing  over  those  streams? 

Answer.  I  understood  they  burned  them  to  prevent  blood- 
shed in  Baltimore. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Then  it  was  in  hostility  to  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  that  those  bridges  were 
burned  ? 

Answer.  It  was  to  prevent  the  troops  from  coming,  but  I 
don't  suppose  the  burning  of  the  bridges  would  prevent  them 
coming  it  they  chose  to  come. 

Direct  Examination  Resumed 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grason  continue  to  be  an  officer  of  that 
company  until  it  stopped  drilling  and  disbanded. 

Answer.  Yes.     I  think  he  was. 

Question.  Since  the  outbreak  of  the  rebellion,  have  you 
ever  heard  Mr.  Grason  express  himself  in  sympathy  with  tLo 
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Government  of  the  United  States  or  desire  for  the  success  of 
the  armies  on  either  side? 

Answer.  No.  I  have  never  heard  hira  express  himself  in 
any  way. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


John  N.  Wisner,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Contestant, 
heinu;  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  occupation  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  John  N.  Wisner,  I  reside  at  Towson- 
town,  and  am  a  lawyer. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  lived  at  Towsontown? 

Answer.  All  my  Hie. 

Question.  Were  you  there  in  April  and  May  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  there  any  troops  there,  that  you  saw  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  was  the  general  business  of  those  troops  ; 
what  were  those  troops? 

Answer.  '1  here  were  two  companies  there  ;  one,  the  Balti- 
more County  Horse  Guards,  the  other,  the  Towson  Guards. 

Question.  Where  were  the  headquarters  of  the  Horse 
Guards  ? 

Answer.  At  Ady's  Hotel. 

Question.  Did  they  go  off  in  any  direction  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  them  go. 

Question.  Did  you  see  them  during  the  time  they  were  on 
duty  there,  wear  badges,  or  have  any  flag  floating  from  their 
headquarters  ? 

Answer.  They  wore  the  Maryland  State  badge,  part  of  the 
time,  and  had  a  Maryland  flag  over  their  headquarters? 

Question.  Was  the  United  States  flag  there  during  this 
time  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  part  of  the  time. 

Question.  What  became  of  it? 

Answer.   It  was  taken  down. 

Question.  How  long  did  it  continue  down  ? 

Answer.  Three  (3)  or  four  (4)  days. 

Question.  Did  you  see  it  replaced  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  By  whom? 

Answer.  It  was  by  the  ladies. 

Question.  Were  any  members  of  the  Horse  Guards  in  that 
vicinity  of  the  place  of  the  raising  of  that  flag,  at  the  time  it 
was  raised? 

Answer.   Yes  ;  at  Mr.  Ady's. 

Question.  Can  you  name  any  members  of  the  company  that 
wer.e  present  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  I  could. 
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Question.  Did  you  see  the  flag  raised? 
Answer.   I  did. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  demonstration  on  the  part  of  any 
of  the  Horse  Guards,  at  Ady's. 

Answer.  I  recollect  some  men  hissing  and  groaning. 
Question.  Was  there  any  other  demonstration  except  that? 
Answer.  Not  that  I  recollect. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  that  company  had  any 
arms  other  than  ordinary  cavalry  arms,  at  the  time  they  were 
rendering  service  ? 

Answer.  Nothing  more  than  the  cavalry  arms. 
Question.  Do  you  know  whether  they  received  any  other 
arms  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  them  with  some  rifles  after  that. 
Question.  Do  you  know  where  those  rifles  came  from  ? 
Answer.  No.  .,. 

Question.  Did  you  examine  those  rifles  so  that  you  can  tell 
the  brand  on  thera  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  had  one  in  my  hand,,  but  I  cannot  tell  the 
brand  on  thera. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  that  company  made  any 
prisoners  while  on. duty  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  many  did  you  see? 
Answer.   One. 

Question.  Do  you  know  in  what  character  or  capacity  he 
was  acting  ? 

Answer.  He  belonged  to  the  troops  at  Cockeysville,  it  was 
said. 

Question.  During  the  v.-eek  when  they  were  rendering  mil- 
itary service  there,  was  Mr.  Grason  with  them  ? 
Answer.  Yes,  I  saw  him  ^ith  thera. 
Question.  AV as  he  armed  and  uniformed? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  their  movements  public  upon  the  high- 
ways and  througVi  that  part  of  the  county  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  know  the  purpose  of  their  movements — 
was  it  of  public  notoriety  ;  what  they  were  doing,  and  for 
whom  they  were  acting  ? 

Answer.  We  understood  it  was  to  prevent  the  troops  from 
coming  to  Baltimore. 

Question.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  Towson  Guards  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  they  under  arms  ? 
Answer.  Yes.  , 

Question,  For  what  purpose  ? 
Answer.  We  were  picketing  the  road  too. 
Question.  In  co-operation  with  the  Horse  Guards,  or  in  op- 
position to  them  ? 
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Answer.  In  opposition. 

Question,  Was  your  company  a  Union  company  or  was  it 
acting  in  hostility  to  the  United  States? 

Answer.  It  was  a  Union  company. 

Question.  You  say  you  were  not  co-operating  with  the 
Horse  Guards,  do  you  not? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  loitness  tvas  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question,  Where  was  Mr,  Grason  when  the  raising  of  the 
flag  took  place  by  the  ladies  ? 

Answer.  I  could  not  say. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  there? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  recollect. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Longnecker  a  member  of  your  com- 
pany ? 

Answer.  He  was  an  honorary  member,  not  an  active  member 

Question.  Was  he  at  that  time  Editor  of  the  Baltimore 
County  American  ? 

Answer.  I  believe  so. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  waving  of  hats  at  the  time  of  the 
raising  of  the  flag  on  the  29th  of  April,  by  parties  at  Ady's 
Hotel? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  hurraing  for  Jeff  Davis? 

Answer.  I  cannot  recollect. 

Question.  Did  you  say  you  heard  some  hissing  and  groan- 
ing ? 

Answer.  Yes.     I  do  not  recollect  anything  else  at  present. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  How  far  were  you  from  the  par- 
ties at  Mr.  Ady's  Hotel  at  the  time  of  the  raising  of  that  flag? 
Answer.  Some  fifty  (50)  or  hundred  (100)  yards. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Were  you  likely  to  have  seen  Mr.  Grason  if  he 
had  been  present  ? 

Answer.  He  might  have  been  there  ;  I  can't  recollect  at 
present. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  was  your  position  on  the 
ground  that  day  ? 
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Answer.  I  was,  I  think,  on  tlie  northwestern  side  of  the 
pole,  further  from  Ady's  than  from  the  pole. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  You  were  not  too  far  to  recognize  any  one  whom 
you  know  ? 

Answer.  If  I  had  paid  particular  attention,  I  could  have 
recognized  them  of  course. 

Question.  You  heard  hissing  you  say  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  your  attention  attracted  in 
that  direction  to  see  who  the  parties  were  that  made  those  de- 
monstrations? 

Answer.  I  knew  they  came  from  the  Horse  Guards;  I  could 
not  tell  any  particular  one,  there  was  considerable  excitement 
around  there,  cheering  one  side  and  groaning  on  the  other. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  How  did  you  know  the  hissing  came  from  the 
Horse  Guards,  if  you  cannot  tell  any  persons  who  were  there? 

Answer.  I  could  see  the  Horse  Guards  there  in  the  uniform 
hut  could  not  at  present  recollect  any  one  who  was  there. 

Question.  How  many  were  there? 

Answer.   About  fifteen  (15)  or  twenty  (20)  I  suppose. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

C.  N.  Whittle,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  contestant,  he- 
ino-  duly  sworn  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  C.  N.  Whittle  ;  I  reside  at  Towson- 
town,  and  am  a  carpenter. 

Question.  Were  you  in  Towsontown  or  vicinity  in  April 
and  May,  1861? 

Answer.  I  was. 

Question.  State  what  you  saw  of  the  Baltimore  County 
Horse  Guards  and  Lieuk.  Grason  during  the  last  week  or  two 

of  April,  1861  ?  .       ^     .        ., 

Answer.  I  was  about  town  more  or  less  during  the  week 
following  the  19th  of  April;  I  saw  Mr.  Grason,  I  suppose, 
three  (3)°or  four  (4)  times,  probably  oftener;  Mr.  Grason  was 
o  commissioned  officer  in  the  Horse  Guards,  they  were  picket- 
ing the  roads  up  and  down  the  pike  towards  Cockeysville  and 
towards  Baltimore. 
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Question.  Did  they  render  any  other  military  service,  or 
go  off  on  any  expedition,  to  your  knowledge? 

Answer.  No;  -not  that  I  could  say  positively. 

Question.  Did  you  see  them  leaving  Towsontown  and  go 
off — the  company  or  any  considerable  portion  of  it  at  any 
time  ? 

Answer,  I  saw  them  leave  Towsontown  on  Saturday  after- 
noon, in  the  direction  of  Baltimore. 

Question.   Do  you  know  when  they  returned  ? 

Answer.  They  returned  Saturday  morning,  I  think  just 
abdut  daylight, 

Qiiestii)n.  Did  the  company  wear  any  distinct  badge  of  any 
kind  during  that  week,  while  they  were  on  service? 

Answer.  They  wore  the  State's  rights  badge  during  that 
week. 

Question,  Did  you  at  any  time,  hear  any  public  announce- 
ment of  their  purpose  or  object  in  being  under  arras,  or  in  50- 
ing  towards  Baltimore,  or  of  any  of  their  military  movements? 

Answer.  Captain  Charles  Kidgely  told  me  they  were  un- 
der the  orders  of  Governor  Hicks;  and  this  Harry  Gilmore, 
who  is  now  in  the  rebel  service,  told  me  they  were  going  to 
Baltimore  to  stop  the  7th  regiment  from  going  through;  Gil- 
more  was  also  a  member  of  the  company. 

Question.  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  lowering  or  raising 
of  any  flag  or  flags  at  or  near  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  know  they  lowered  our  flag  on  Sunday. 

By  ihe  Committee. 

Question  1)1/  the  Committee. — Who  do  you  mean  by  "they?" 
Answer.  This  man  Cockey;  he  was  a  member  of  the  Horse 
Guards,  and  made  himself  very  conspicuous. 
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Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  How  long  was  that  flag  down? 

Answer.  I  suppose  three  (3)  or  four  (4)  days. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  rebel  flags  or  banners  or  any- 
thiug  of  that  kind  ? 

Answer,  No;  I  saw  the  Maryland  flag,  after  it  was  raised 
on  Ady's  Hotel, 

Question.  Did  you  see  it  before  it  was  raised  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  United  States  flag  placed  on  the 
flag-staff? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question,  What  occurred  at  that  time? 

Answer.  There  was  more  or  less  excitement  at  the  time;  the 
ladies  raised  the  flag;  they  met  in  the  lower  room  of  the  Odd 
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Fellow's  Hall,  whicli  the  Towson  Guards  occupied  as  a  drill 
room;  speeches  were  made  by  Mr.  Ensor  and  Major  Yellott, 
previous  to  the  raising  of  the  flag;  during  the  speech  of  Major 
Yellott,  he  was  interrupted  and  insulted  by  his  uncle,  George 
Yellott;  after  the  speaking  was  over  the  ladies  adjourned  to 
the  pole;  some  men  went  over  to  Mr.  Ady's,  and  I  among 
them.  At  Ady's,  George  Yellott  and  his  nephew,  the  Major 
and  the  Major's  father  had  a  difficulty;  some  blows  were 
struck;  and  I  suppose  in  three  (3)  or  four  (4)  minutes  every- 
thing was  quieted  down.  They  sent  for  me  to  come  up  and 
sing  the  Star  Spangler  Banner  at  the  hoisting  of  the  flag  by 
the  ladies.  I  went  up  to  the  pole  and  sang  the  song.  In 
hoisting  the  flag  it  either  caught  or  wound  upon  the  halyards 
of  the  pole  or  the  pole  itself,  I  dont  know  which;  and  there 
was  some  groans  which  came  from  the  porch  of  Mr.  Ady's, 
but  I  can't  say  who  made  them. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  cheers  from  that  porch  which 
you  remember  of  any  kind  ? 

Answer.  N^;  I  can't  say  that  I  did. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  any  members  of  the  Horse 
Guards  that  were  there  at  Ady's  Hotel  at  that  time? 

Answer.  I  recollect  seeing  Mr.  Carman  there,  very  well, 
because  at  the  time  of  this  excitement,  John  Bonsai,  who  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Towson  Guards,  was  about  getting  into  a 
difficulty  with  Carman;  this  is  why  I  recollect  so  distinctly  that 
Carman  was  there. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  there? 

Answer.  I  have  no  positive  recollection  of  seeing  Mr.  Gra- 
son there  at  the  time. 

Question.  Do  you  know  anything  of  arms  other  than  the 
ordinary  cavalry  arms  being  supplied  to  the  Horse  Guards  ? 

Answer.  I  know  they  had  the  Harper's  Ferry  rifles;  I  don't 
know  where  they  got  them  from.  • 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee. — The  arms  you  saw  had  Har- 
per's Ferry  mentioned  upon  them,  had  they  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  they  were  from  the  United  States  manufac- 
tory. 

[The  Respondent  admits  that  the  arms  were  sent  from  the 
city  of  Baltimore  to  the  Baltimore  County  Horse   Guards.] 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  loitness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination 

Question,  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  ? 
Answer.  I  suppose  five  (5)  or  six  (6)  years. 
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Question.  Did  you  leave  the  flag  stajft'  or  pole,  when  you 
went  over  to  Mr.  Ady's? 

Answer.  No.  I  went  from  the  hall  to  Mr.  Ady's  and  from 
there  to  the  flag  pole. 

Question.  Had  the  flag  been  raised  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.   How  long  did  you  remain  at  Ady's? 

Answer.   Five  (5)  or  ten  (10)  minutes. 

Question.  When  you  went  back  from  Ady's  had  the  flag 
been  raised  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  During  the  five  (5)  or  ten  (10)  minutes  that  you 
were  at  Mr.  Ady's,  have  you  any  recollection  of  seeing  Mr. 
Grason  there  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  After  you  left  Ady's  and  went  to  the  flag  pole, 
have  you  any  recollection  of  seeing  Mr.  Grasoa  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  At  the  time  of  the  hissing  and  groning  at  Ady's 
where  were  you  standing? 

Answer.  Some  fifteen  (15)  feet  from  the  pole;  some  fifty 
(50)  yards  from  Mr.  Ady's. 

Question.  Were  you  between  the  pole  and  Mr.  Ady's 
porch  ? 

Answer.  I  was  near  the  centre  of  the  pike. 

Question.   Were  you  nearer  Ady's  than  the  pole  was  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  When  the  groaning  and  hissing  occurred,  did 
you  look  over  to  the  porch  of  Ady'y  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  How  long  was  that  groaning  and  hissing  after 
you  left  Ady's  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  Not  longer  than  about  ten  (10)  minutes. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  one  hurra  for  Jeff  Davis? 
Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  hurraing  of  any  kind? 

Answer.  No.  Only  by  us  when  we  raised  the  flag. 

Question.  Upon  what  day  was  it  that  Capt.  Ridegly  told 
you  that  Ihey  were  out  under  the  orders  of  Governor  Hicks? 

Answer.  On  the  Saturday  before  they  left  for  Baltimore. 

Question.  Have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  well,  personally? 

Answer.  Yes.  He  is  a  near  neighbor  of  mine,  he  lives 
about  eighty  (80)  or  hundred  (100)  yards  from  where  I  live. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  him  discuss  the  question  of 
rebellion  ? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  him  express  himself  in  any  way. 

Question.     Have  you  been  somewhat  intimate  with  him? 

Answer.  Yes:  more  or  less. 
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Qnestion.  Has  he  not  assisted  you  sometimes  ia  singing 
the  Star  Spangled  Banner  ? 
'■■    Answer.  Yes. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  time  was  that? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  at  the  Smedley  House  some  two 
(2)  weeks  ago,  at  an  oyster  supper  given  by  the  grand  jury. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  How  long  since  the  first  time 
you  heard  him  sing  it? 

Answer.  That  I  cannot  recollect. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Has  he  sang  it  inore  than  once  ? 

Answer.  I  think  he  has. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.     On  what  occasions? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  upon  one  occasion  when  Mr.  Gra- 
son  was  a  rr.ember  of  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  we  adjourned 
at  an  election  to  Mr.  Ady's  to  take  a  drink. 

Queslion  by  the  Ccmmittee.  How  long  ago  has  that  been? 

Answer.  I  suppose  two  (2)  or  three  (3)  years  ago. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Upon  different  occasions,  either  upon  friendly 
visits  between  your  two  families  and  at  so  'ial  gatherings,  has 
it  been  his  habit  to  sing  these  patriotic  songs,  the  Star 
Spangled  Banner,  &c. 

Answer.  Yes. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  How  many  times  between  the  Ist  January,  1861, 
and  the  1st  January,  18G5,  have  you  heard  Mr.  Grason,  that 
you  can  recollect,  sing  the  Star  Spangled  Banner,  or  any 
patriotic  songs? 

Answer.  I  just  stated,  it,  was  between  two  (2)  and  three  (.3) 
years  ago  that  I  heard  him  sing,  but,  upon  reflection,  it  is  a 
little  longer;  I  recollect  the  fact  of  the  meeting  at  Mr. 
Ady's,  after  the  adjournment  of  our  order,  as  usual,  to  get  a 
drink  and  get  something  to  eat,  and  I  recollect  Mr.  Grason 
being  there. 

Question.  Was  it  before  or  after  the  19th  of  April,  1861. 

Answer.  I  am  inclined  to  think  it  was  before. 

Question.  Can  you  recollect  any  circumstance  of  his  having 
sung  that  song  with  you,  between  the  1st  of  January,  18G1, 
and  ihe  1st  of  January,  18G5  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  cannot  recollect  any  circumstances. 

Question.  Have  you  not,  for  a  great  portion  of  that  time, 
been  absent  with  your  regiment,  in  the  iield  ? 
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Answer.  Yes ;  I  left  immediately  after  the  excitement  of 
April,  1861,  and  enlisted  in  the  2(rMaryland  three  (3)  years 
regiment  ;  I  think  it  was  in   October,    1801,   that  I  enlisted, 
and  I  was  absent  nntil  October,  1862  ;   I  was   gone  one  (I) 
year  and  three  (3)  days. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Why  did  you  leave  the  service 
belore  3'our  term  was  out? 

Answer.  My  health  would  not  allow  me  to  remain  any 
lontrer  :  I  was  discharsred  for  disability. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  go  back  to  Mr.  Ady's 
after  the  flag  was  raised  on  the  29th  ? 

Answer.  I  think  I  did. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  Mr.  Grason  there  at  that 
time  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  don't  recollect  seeing  him,  before  or  after 
the  flag  was  raised  ;  I  recollect  seeing  Mr.  Carman  and  Mr. 
Bonsai  have  a  difficulty. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  You  don't  recollect  seeing  Mr. 
Grason  when  that  difficulty  occurred  between  Carman  and 
Bonsai  ? 

Answer.  No. 


Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  You  remember  from  the  circumstance  of  there 
having  been  a  difficulty  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Mr.  Carman  was  in  the  difficulty  ? 

Answer.  The  difficulty  was  between  him  and  Mr.  Bonsai  ; 
just  a  few  sharp  words  were  exchanged  between  them  ;  no 
blows  were  struck  at  all. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

William  E.  George,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Contestant, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  Where  did  you  reside,  and  what  was  your  business 
in  April  and  May,  \m\} 

Answer.  I  resided  in  Towsontown,  and  was  a  Clerk  in  the 
Clerk's  office  of  the  County  Court. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  Horse  Guards,  of  which  Lieut. 
Grason  was  an  officer,  under  arms,  about  those  days  ? 

Answer.  I  did. 
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Question.  Did  you  see  any  flag,   other  than  the  United 
States  flas',  in  the  possession  of  that  company,  or  any  inten4- 
tions  to  plant  it  any  place  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  no  flag  in  the  possession  of  any  company, 
except  the  flag  which  was  brought  up  from  Baltimore,  by 
Harry  Gilmor,  one  of  the  members. 

Question.  What  was  done  with  that  flag? 

Answer.  He  rode  up  to  Ady's  Hotel  ;  and  there  was  con- 
siderable hurraing  as  he  advenced  ;  he  alighted  and  went  into 
the  Hotel,  the  flag  was  then  brought  out,  and  it  was  taken  up 
to  the  pole,  where  our  flag  was  ordinarily  put,  for  the  purpose 
of  putting  it  on  the  pole  ;  it  was  in  the  hands  of  Gilmor  and 
a  man  by  the  name  of  Gatchner.  I  was  over  to  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows Hall  at  the  time  ;  there  was  a  considerable  crowd,  and 
I  went  up  towards  it. 

Question.  Name  any  other  persons  you  remember  following 
Gilmor  and  Gatchner? 

Answer.  Cockey,  Crabb  Ashby,  Jim  Hanson  and  one  or 
two  others  whom  I  forget. 

Question.  Wan  Mr.  Grason  there? 

Answer.  Mr.  Grason  came  up  afterwards  ;  he  did  not  come 
immediately  with  this  crowd. 

Question.  What  was  then  done  ? 

Answer.  The  men  at  the  pole  told  them  they  could  not  put 
the  flag  up  on  that  pole  ;  I  think  Lieut.  Whittle  and  Mr. 
Ware  were  with  me  at  the  time. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  at  the  pole  while  Gilmor  and 
his  party  were  there  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Where  was  this  flag  planted  subsequently  ? 

Answer.   On  the  top  of  Ady's  Hotel. 

Question.  Where  was  the  head  quarters  of  that  company 
during  that  week  or  ten  (10)  days  ? 

Answer.  At  Ady's  Hotel,  as  far  as  we  knew. 

Question.  Did  you  have,  at  that  time,  any  coversation  with 
Mr,  Grason,  either  alone  or  in  connection  with  any  other 
persons,  with  reference  to  these  affairs,  on  these  days? 

Answer.  I  have  no  recollection  at  that  time  having  any 
conversation  with  Mr.  Grason  ;  I  had  a  conversation  with 
John  Merry  man. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  present? 

Answer.  He  was  in  the  hotel;  he  was  not  present  at  the 
time  I  was  talking. 

Question.  Was  this  conversation  public  on  the  porch  of  the 
hotel  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  passing  aboiit  there  at  the 
time  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  seeing  him  pass  where  I  was. 
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Question.  Had  the  conversation  any  reference  to  the  move- 
ments of  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards? 

Answer.  The  remark  that  John  Merryman  made  to  me 
had  a  decided  reference  in  regard  to  it ;  he  was  one  of  the 
oflScers  of  the  company. 

Question.  What  was  that  remark  of  Mr.  Merryman  ? 

(The  counsel  for  the  Respondent  objected  to  the  question  ; 
the  Respondent  objects  to  the  admissability  of  any  declare 
ations  made  by  Mr.  Merryman  out  of  his  hearing.] 

[The  majority  of  the  committee  decided  to  admit  the  evi- 
dence.] 

[Mr.  Chew  and  Mr.  Hodson,  minority  of  the  committee, 
disagree  with  the  majority,  unless  Mr.  Grason  heard  the  de- 
claration.] 

Answer.  It  was  on  Sunday  morning  the  21st  of  April, 
there  was  a  large  number  of  persons  coming  out  there  from 
Baltimore,  most  of  them  armed  ;  some  members  of  this  com- 
pany of  Horse  Guards  had  made  the  remark  about  the  flag 
should  come  down  ;  it  was  then  that  I  went  up  to  Mr.  Mer- 
ryman, and  asked  him  if  he  would  not,  on  behalf  of  the 
Horse  Guards,  and  I,  on  the  part  of  the  Towson  Guards,  do 
all  we  could  to  preserve  peace  between  those  two  companies, 
as  there  seemed  to  be  a  chance  at  that  time  of  a  collision  ; 
he  answered  me,  that  we  are  not  acting  with  them  ;  we  are 
not  with  them,  and  would  not  have  anything  to  do  with  us  ; 
that  we  would  have  to  take  care  of  ourselves. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  what  became  of  the 
muskets  that  were  sent  out  to  the  Horse  Guards  from  town  ? 

Answer.  As  far  as  my  recollection  of  these  muskets  goes, 
they  were  distributed  to  the  members  of  that  company. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  source  from 
which  they  were  gathered  and  collected? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  it  was  the  time  the  Pennsylvania  company 
was  on  the  Northern  Central  Rail  Road,  at  the  Relay  House  ; 
I  think  it  was  about  12  o'clock  one  night  ;  I  had  been  play- 
ing cards  ;  I  came  out  on  the  turnpike,  and  saw  this  company 
drawn  up  ;  I  saw  several  members  of  our  company,  and 
asked  them  what  they  were  doing  ;  they  said  they  had  come 
after  the  arms  belonging  to  the  Horse  Guards  ;  they  seached 
Mr.  Ady's  house,  and  went  to  several  places  around  the  coun- 
try and  gathered  them  up  ;  I  don't  think  they  found  any  in 
Ady's  Hotel. 

Question.  State  any  knowledge  you  have  of  any  arms  being 
obtained  at  Mr.  Grason's  house? 

Answer.  The  only  knowledge  I  have  of  it  is  that  one  of  the 
officers  went  over  to  Mr.  Grason's  house;  he  was  the  Captain 
of  the  company  that  finally  went  over  to  Mr.  Grason's  house 
and  brought  back  one  rifle.  * 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  Union  flag  raised  on  that  pole 
after  it  had  been  suppressed  for  some  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 
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Question.   State  if  you   saw  how  it  was  greeted  by  any 

members  of  the  Horse  Guards  that  you  know? 

Answer.  At  one  time  during  the  puttinej  up  of  the  flag, 
there  was  a  noise  over  at  Ady's  Hotel,  the  character  of  which 
I  don't  remember. 

Question.  Did  you  see  persons  that  you  knew,  if  so,  who 
were  they  ? 

Answer.  The  only  person  I  remember  now  was  Mr.  Gra- 
soD.  I  don't  know  who  else  was  there. 

Question.  State  if  you  know  any  other  acts  than  these 
spoken  of  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Grason,  of  any  hostility  to  the 
United  States  Government  or  the  lawful  authorities  thereof, 
since  that  time? 

Answer.  I  am  only  acquainted  with  those  in  connection, 
with  the  Horse  Guards.  I  sliortly  after  that  left.  I  was 
ordered  away. 

Question.  Where  have  you  been  most  of  the  time  since  ? 

Answer.  In  the  army. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination. 

Question.  What  was  that  noise  raised  at  Ady's  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  The  character  of  it,  I  cannot  remember. 

Question.  Where  were  you  standing  when,  you  saw  Mr. 
Grason  ? 

Answer.  Up  near  the  flag  staff. 

Question.  Where  was  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  I  cannot  exactly  tell  the  place,  whether  it  was 
outside  on  the  porch  or  inside  looking  out  of  one  of  the  win- 
dows. 

Question.  Can't  you  say  whether  he  was  on  the  porch  or 
inside  looking  out  the  window  ? 

Answer.   I  cannot  locate  the  place. 

Question.  How  was  he  dressed? 

Answer.  Indeed  I  cannot  tell. 

Question.  Who  was  with  him? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  who  they  were. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  him  say  anything? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  do  anything  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  wish  to  be  understood  as  swearing  posi- 
tively, without  equivocation,  that  you  saw  him  there  at  that 
time? 

Answer.  Y«s.  I  saw  him  there. 

Question.  You  have  no  doubt  about  that,  have  you  ? 

Answer.  No. 
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Question.  How  many  people  were  about  the  flag-staff  when 
Mr.  Grason  came  up  after  Gilmor  and  his  party  came? 

Answer.  I  suppose  there  must  have  been  some  twenty  (20) 
or  thirty  (30)  gathered  up  there. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Longnecker  there? 

Answer.  I  have  no  recollection  of  teeing  him. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  any  interview  between 
Mr,  Grason  and  Mr.  Longnecker  in  reference  to  that  flag? 

Answer.  No. 

Qtiestion.  Did  you  see  Gilmor  and  Gatchner  come  up  with 
the  flag  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  Gatchner  belong  to  the  Horse  Guards  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Who  was  with  Gilmor  when  be  came  from  the 
direction  of  Baltimore  with  the  flag? 

Answer.  I  think  he  came  up  alone;   he  was  on  horseback. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  You  say  you  did  not  know  whe- 
ther Mr.  Grason  was  standing  on  the  porch  or  at  the  window? 

Answer.  No.  I  cannot  locate  the  place. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.   Where  was  that  window  ? 

Answer.   It  was  fronting  up  the  road  towards  the  flag-staff. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  There  were  other  persons  with 
him,  were  they  not  ? 

Answer.  I  am  certain  of  that. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  he  inside  the  House? 

Answer.  I  cannot  locate  the  place  where  lie  was  standing; 
the  only  reason  that  I  remember  so  distinctly  is  because  he 
must  have  been  in  some  place  ])romii^ent  to  my  view,  the  rea- 
son I  distinguished  him  from  the  other  and  being  very  fami- 
liar with  him  also. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  You  do  not  know  whether  he 
was  standing  inside  or  outside  of  the  house  ? 

Answer.  No. 


Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Had  you  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Grason  sub- 
sequent to  your  return  from  your  regiment  in  wliich  he  ex- 
pressed any  desire  for  the  success  of  the  rebels,  or  anything  of 
that  kind  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Had  you  any  conversation  in  reference  to  the 
success  of  the  rebels  ? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 
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John  H.  Longnecker,  recalled  by  Contestant. 

Question.  You  spoke  of  the  release  of  that  })risoner  who  was 
brought  in  and  committed  to  jail,  and  that  Mr.  Grason  was 
counsel  for  the  company  when  he  was  released,  was  he  released 
unconditionally  or  conditionally,  if  so,  upon  what  condition  ? 

Answer.  He  was  released  upon  the  condition  that  he  would 
go  home,  and  have  nothing  further  to  do  with  the  army  to 
which  he  belonged;  I  recollect  that  he  made  all  manner  of 
promises  to  get  out  of  what  he  considered  a  difficulty. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  raising  of  the  Union  flag  there 
after  it  had  been  suppressed  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  think  it  was  on  the  29th  of  April. 


Bij  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  Mr.  Grason  present  when 
the  prisoner  was  released  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  Mr.  Grason  and  probably  Captain  Ridgely; 
I  think  it  was  about  the  24th  of  April. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  this  prisoner  in  your  cus- 
tody? 

Answ^er.  I  committed  hira  to  jail  at  the  command  of  the 
Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  was  the  charge? 

Answer.  I  didn't  recollect  what  was  the  charge;  I  refreshed 
my  memory  by  examining  my  docket  a  few  days  ago,  and 
found  it  was  for  being  found  under  suspicious  circumstances. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  it  a  verbal  or  written 
order  ? 

Answer.  Verbal. 

Question  by  the  ConiT^ittee.  By  whom  was  the  verbal  order 
given  for  his  commitment  or  release  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  able  to  tell. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  Captain  Ridgely  present  on 
both  occasions  ? 

Answer.  I  am  sure  Captain  Ridgely  was  there  when  the 
man  was  brought  in. 


Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  What  greeting  did  that  flag  receive  from  the 
Horse  Guards  when  it  went  up? 

Answer.  I  know  of  groans  being  given  for  the  flag,  which 
came  from  Mr.  Ady's  pavement,  from  the  crowd  in  which 
members  of  the  Horse  Guards  were;  I  am  not  able  to  tell  who 
they  were;  I  was  more  than  usually  excited  on  the  occasion; 
my  recollection  is  not  so  distinct  as  to  name  the  persons  who 


were  present.  I  recollect  very  well  tliat  there  was  a  number 
of  the  Horse  Guards  present  when  the  flag  was  put  up,  that 
is,  they  were  at  Ady's  Hotel  while  the  flag  was  going  up  on 
the  other  side  of  the  way. 


Gross-examination . 

Question.  You  were  acting  as  Provost  Marshal  at  the  time 
that  person  was  released,  were  you  not? 

Answer.  No  ;  it  was  after  that ;  I  was  then  acting  as  magis- 
trate. 

Question.  He  was  brought  before  you  as  magistrate,  was 
he  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  aware  of  the  promises  that  party 
made  in  order  to  obtain  his  release? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  they  were  made  ia  my  presence  ;  I  did  acts 
then  through  dread  and  fear,  and  not  because  I  considered  it 
my  duty  as  magistrate,  but  it  was  imposed  upon  myself,  and 
I  done  it. 

Question.  Were  there  any  papers  connected  with  that  case, 
except  the  docket  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  You  are  not  positive  that  Mr.  Grason  was  pre- 
sont  when  this  prisoner  was  released  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  think  he  was  ;  I  am  not  positive. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  him  saying  or  doing  anything 
at  the  time,,  if  he  was  present  ? 

Answer.   No. 

Question.  Where  were  you  standing  at  the  time  the  Amer- 
ican flag  was  raised  by  the  ladies  ? 

Answer.  I  was  there  ;  some  of  the  proceedings  took  place 
in  the  Odd  Fellow's  Hall  ;  I  was  there  until  the  ladies 
marched  from  there  to  the  flag  pole,  carrying  the  flag  ;  I  then 
left  and  went  to  my  house  to  tell  my  family  the  flag  was 
going  up  ;  I  got  back  and  was  within  seventy  (70)  or  eighty 
(80)  yards  when  the  flag  was  going  up. 

Question.  Where  were  you  standing  when  you  heard  the 
voice  at  Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  The  same  place  :  it  was  about  fifty  (50)  yards 
from  the  hotel. 

Question.  Were  you  in  full  view  of  Ady's  porch  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  full  view  of  the  porch  and  pavement. 

Question.  Was  that  where  the  parties  had  congregated,  of 
which  you  speak  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  this  I  can  say. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  on  that  occasion? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  of  his  being  there  now. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  cheering  at  Ady'8  ? 
11 


Answer.  1  heard  groans  and  some  cheering  ;  I  was  too 
far  off  to  understand  what  it  was  ;  I  knew  very  well  the  par- 
ties were  divided  as  they  stood. 

Question.  What  day  was  this  person  released,  of  whom 
you  speak  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  able  to  tell ;  it  appears  to  me  it  was  the 
24th  or  25th  day  of  the  month  ;  my  docket  will  show  the  day 
of  commitment,  which  was  on  the  22d,  it  does  not  show 
when  he  was  released. 

By  the  Committee. 

Questi07i  hy  the  Committee.  You  remarked  that  when  you 
were  sitting  as  magistrate,  that  you  labored  under  some  appre- 
hension, and  considered  yourself  obliged  to  do  as  you  did  ;  by 
what  force  were  you  obliged  to  do  it  ? 

Answ;er.  By  the  crowd  which  was  in  the  immediate  vicin- 
ity of  my  office. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Were  you  under  apprehension 
of  any  injury  from  the  crowd? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  did  not  stand  very  high  in  the  opinion  of 
a  good  many  of  these  men,  on« account  of  the  course  I  had 
taken  on  this  national  question,  and  I  had  some  fears. 

Question  hy  the  Committee  Was  this  party  sent  to  jail  on  a 
commitmeat  of  yours  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Mr.  Grason  was  there  as  counsel 
for  the  defendants,  was  he  ? 

Answer.   He  appeared  to  be. 

Quesiionhy  the  Committee.  Did  you  not  state  that  you  were 
not  regarded  as  a  very  loyal  man  at  that  time  ? 

Answer,  Yes. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  How  did  you  realize  this  sense 
ot  fear,  if  you  were  supposed  to  be  disloyal  ? 

Answer.  I  supposed  it  to  be  so.  I  pretended  to  be  disloyal 
from  tear;  I  am  very  glad  to  say  it  was  not  real. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Then  from  surrounding  circum- 
stances, you  were  afraid  to  express  yourself  as  you  felt? 

Answer.  Yes. 


Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  that  you  were  in- 
timidated by  the  crowd  on  account  of  the  course  you  had 
taken  in  regard  to  national  affairs? 

Answer.  Yes;  on  account  of  the  course  I  had  taken  in  my 
paper. 

Question.  Did  you  keep  files  of  your  paper? 

Answer.  Yes. 
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Question.  Have  you  them  for  that  month  now  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  This  was  either  on  the  24th  or  25th  of  April, 
that  you  experienced  this  fear,  was  it  ? 

Answer.  It  was  from  the  19th  of  April  up  to  that  time.  I 
felt  very  much  relieved  at  that  time.  I  was  very  gUid  to  get 
him  out  of  jail  on  any  rondition;  I  acted  through  fear  in  his 
commitment. 

Questioa.  Then  you  did  not  act  from  fear  in  his  release? 

Answer.  I  was  very  glad  to  do  so. 

Question.  In  releasing  this  party  were  you  actuated  at  all 
hy  fear  or  not? 

Answer.  I  am  inclined  to  think  I  was  not. 

Question.  Then  if  you  did  not  act  from  fear,  you  released 
him  upon  your  own  judgment? 

Answer.  He  was  brought  to  me  and  asked  to  be  released, 
which  I  did.  I  am  not  able  to  say  upon  what  motive  I  acted; 
then  the  excitement  had  subsided  materially. 

Question.  Did  you  release  him  because  you  thought  he 
ought  to  be  released? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  anybody  make  any  objections  to  his  release? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  of  this  loitness  was  here  concluded. 


The  Committee  then  adjourned  to  meet  on  Wednesday,  the 
15th  inst. 

[On  Wednesday,  15th  February,  the  Legislature  adjourned 
to  attend  the  funeral  of  Senator  Hicks,  at  Washington,  and 
the  Committee  did  not  sit.] 


February  16th,  1865. 

11  o'clock  a.  M. 

The  Committee  met,  all  the  members  present. 

Jacob  Shamberger,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Contestant, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  occupation  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Jacob  Shamberger,  I  reside  in  the 
6th  District  of  Baltimore  county,  am  a  farmer. 

Question.  State  if  you  have  any  knowledge  of  Mr.  Grason's 
having  been  at  any  time  in  armed  hostility  to  the  United 
States,  or  having  expressed  himself  by  act  or  w^rd  in  any 
way  in  opposition  to  the  government? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  anything  about  that;  all  that  I 
know  about   Mr.   Grason  is  that  I   met  him  at  the  Court 


House,  shook  hands  as  usual.  I  said,  "Mr.  Grason,  I  think 
^f  coming  to  see  you  and  I  hope  I  can  make  a  good  Union 
man  of  you."  He  said  I  never  could  do  that.  This  is  all  I 
remember  of  what  passed. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  luas  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

\ 

Question.  Were  you  talking  about  his  election  of  Judge  at 
that  time  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  ask  him  to  join  the  Union  party  ? 

Answer.  Not  particularly. 

Question.  Did  he  tell  you  he  could  not  join  the  Union 
party  ? 

Answer.  He  said  I  never  could  do  that;  that  is  all  he  said. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  him  express  any  sympathy 
with  the  rebels  ? 

Answer.    Never. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  When  was  this  conversation? 

Answer.  Last  fall  a  year;  Mr.  Grason  and  I  have  been  in- 
timate for  some  years. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  You  met  in  the  court  house  and 
exchanged  a  few  words,  did  you? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  said  I  have  some  notion  of  coming  over  and 
seeing  if  I  can  make  a  good  Union  man  of  you — make  you 
join  our  party.     He  said  you  cannot  do  that. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  wish  him  to  join  the 
party  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Was  your  remark  made  to  him,  and  his  reply, 
in  a  joking  manner? 

Answer.  It  was  just  what  I  have  said. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  He  was  not  willing  to  become  a 
member  of  your  party  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  ask  him  particularly. 
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Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  it  not  generally  understood 
then  that  what  was  called  the  Union  party  was  one  party, 
and  the  Democrats  another  ? 


Answer.  Yes. 


Gross-examination  resumed. 


Question.  Did  you  consider  the  reply  of  Mr.  Grason  to  be 
indicating  anything  like  hostility  to  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  ? 

Answer.  Well  I  don't  know  what  Mr.  Grason  meant; 
them  was  the  words  that  passed. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  anything  in  that  conversation 
that  he  replied  to  you,  that  he  had  been  a  Democrat,  and  edu- 
cated in  that  school  of  politicts,  and  unless  he  found  he  was 
wrong,  he  could  not  abandon  them,  and  join  any  other 
party  ? 

Answer.  T  don't  dnow;  I  cannot  recollect  anything  about 
that. 

[It  is  admitted  by  the  parties,  Contestant  and  Respondent, 
that  Mr.  Grason  was  duly  commissioned  by  the  Executive  of 
the  State,  and  qualified  as  Judge  under  the  election  now  be- 
ing contested,  as  provided  for  by  the  terms  of  the  constitu- 
tion.] 

[The  Respondent  offered  in  evidence  the  proclamation  of 
the  President,  dated  at  Washington,  the  15th  day  of  April, 
1861.] 

[The  counsel  for  the  Contestant  postponed  the  further  ex- 
amination of  evidence  for  the  Contestant,  as  several  witnesses 
were  not  present.] 

Samuel  J.  Buckman,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respond- 
ent, being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Samuel  J.  Buckman;  I  am  22  years 
old;  I  live  near  Towsontown;  am  an  agent. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  the  vicinity  of 
Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  was  born  and  raised  two  (2)  miles  below  Tow- 
sontown, and  have  resided  there  ever  since. 

Question.   How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Pretty  nearly  ever  since  he  has  been  there. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  the  occasion  of  the  raising  of 
the  United  States  flag  on  the  29th  of  April  at  Towsontown? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  was  there;  it  was  raised  when  I  got  there, 
but  I  saw  some  of  the  proceedings  afterwards. 

Question.  What  took  place  after  you  were  there? 

Answer.  Two  (2)  gentlemen  made  speeches;  Mr.  Ensor  and 
Mr.  Hare. 
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Question.  Where  were  you  standing? 

Answer  in  the  vicinity  of  Ady's  Hotel  most  of  the  time. 

Question.  On  the  porch  of  Ady's? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  there  any  difficulty  occurred  on  the  porch 
while  you  were  there  between  any  parties  ? 

Answer.  I  think  there  was,  between  Mr.  Yellott  and  his 
nephew^  I  think  it  was. 

Question.  Did  that  difficulty  occur  whilst  you  were  there? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  who  were  present  at  Ady's 
Hotel? 

Answer.  Mr.  Ady,  Mr.  Payne  and  his  son  John ;  Mr.  Wm. 
Thompson  and  Mr.  Yellott. 

Question.  Who  did  he  have  the  difficulty  with  ? 

Answer.  His  nephew. 

Question.  Was  Mr,  Grason  there  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  did  not  see  him. 

Question.  How  long  were  you  there? 

Answer.  Some  five  (5)  or  six  (6)  hours,  I  suppose;  I  left 
just  before  night. 

Question.  Was  there  any  other  disturbance  except  what 
you  have  spoken  of? 

Answer.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Question.  Was  there  any  cheering,  groaning,  or  hissing  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  mean  for  the  Committee  to  understand 
that  the  only  noise  you  heard  was  the  difficulty  between  those 
two  (2)  parties  ? 

Answer.  That  was  all  I  heard  and  saw. 

Question.  Did  that  amount  to  a  fight? 

Answer.  No  ;  only  loud  words. 

Question.  Would  you  not  have  seen  Mr.  Grason,  if  he  had 
been  there? 

Answer.  I  almost  certainly  would. 

Question.  Were  any  of  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards 
there,  in  uniform,  on  that  occasion  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  there  was  ;  I  did  not  see  any. 

Question.  Do  you  know  the  fact,  whether  or  not,  prior  to 
that  time,  they  had  ceased  to  act  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   Do  you  know  at  what  time  they  ceased  ? 

Answer.  I  think  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  week  before; 
this  was  on  Monday,  and  I  think  they  ceased  to  act  and  to 
appear  in  uniform  on  Thursday  of  the  week  before. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  loitness  toas  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  Horse  Guards  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 
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Questibh.  Did  you  se^  all  the  persons  who  were  there,  at 
Ady's  Hotel,  at  that  time? 

Answer.  Well,  I  saw  quite  a  number. 

Question.  How  many  do  you  suppose  were  there  on  the 
porch  or  pavement  in  front  of  the  porch,  at  the  time  you 
speak  of  ? 

Answer.  There  was  not  a  great  crowd  ;  I  can't  say  posi- 
tively how  many  ;  about  thirty  (30)  I  suppose. 

Question.  Were  there  not  some  members  of  the  Horse 
Guards  there  during  that  time  ? 

Answer.  There  was  not  more  than  two  (2)  or  three  (3) 
members  there.  * 

Question.  Where  was  the  flag,  at  the  time  you  came  there? 

Answer.     It  had  just  been  raised. 

Question.  At  what  time  did  you  say  this  company  ceased 
to  appear  in  uniform  ? 

Answer.  A  few  days  before  the  flag  was  raised  ;  this  was 
on  Monday,  and  the  company  ceased  to  appear  in  uniform  the 
previous  Thursday. 

Question.   What  was  their  uniform  ? 

Answer.  Blue  coat  and  grey  pants. 

Question.  Had  you  any  badge? 

Answer.  No  ;  not  to  my  knowledge. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  with  them  up  to  the  time  they 
ceased  to  appear  in  uniform  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  very  little  of  Mr.  Grason  with  them  ;  I 
don't  know  where  he  was  at  the  time. 

Question.  Was  the  company  moving  together  at  the  time 
they  were  out  rendering  service  ? 

Answer.  They  were  sent  out  to  difierent  points. 

Question.  Wiiat  was  your  point  ? 

Answer.  I  was  out  on  picket  duty  a  little  while  at  Govans- 
town,  and  above  Towsontown  a  little  piece. 

Question,  Who  was  the  lieuteoantin  immediate  command^ 
of  the  command  which  you  were  in  ? 

Answer.  1  suppose  Captain  Ridgely  was  when  I  was  below 
Towsontown,  and  Lieut.  Merryman  when  I  was  above. 

Question,  Were  you  at  the  time  of  this  flag  raising  in  the 
crowd  at  Ady's  Hotel  ?  * 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  was  near  the  porch  of  Ady's  Hotel. 

Question.  Do  you  know  how  long  after  the  hoisting  of  the 
flag,  that  you  got  there  ? 

Answer.  Not  more  than  a  few  minutes. 

Question.  At  the  lime,  was  there  any  flag  over  Ady's 
Hotel  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  did  not  see  any. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  during  the  week  they  were  out 
rendering  service  ? 

Answer.  I  think,  may  be  I  did,  the  first  part  of  the  week 
before. 


Qtiestion.  Do  jou  know  when  it  was  taken  down? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  was  not  there. 

Question.   Did  you  see  that  flag  before  it  was  put  up  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  only  recollect  seeing  it  while  it  was  flying,. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  what  was  on  that  flag?  ; 

Answer.  It  lookdd  like  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  State,  t 
suppose. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  there  was  a  device  on  both 
sides  of  it  ? 

Answer.  I  think  not. 

Question.  Are  you  prepared  to  say  positively  that  there 
was  not  ? 

Answer.  I  think  I  can  say  positively  there  was  not. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  You  told  us  you  were  a  member 
of  the  Horse  Guards,  and  that  you  had  been  on  picket  duty, 
when  you  were  asked  to  go  on  picket  duty,  who  commissioned 
you  ? 

Answer.  The  Captain  and  Lieut.  Merryman,  I  suppose. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  instructions  had  you  ? 

Answer.  To  take  orders  that  might  be  sent  from  one  post 
to  another. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  How  many  times  were  you  out 
on  picket  duty  ? 

Answer.  Two  (2)  or  three  (3)  times. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Were  you  relieved  at  the  end 
of  several  hours,  and  some  one  else  took  your  place  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Do  the  committee  understand 
you  to  say  that  you  were  in  the  crowd  at  Ady's  Plotel, 
when  the  flag  was  raised  ? 

Answer.  No;  I   arrived   there   not   many   minutes  after-, 
wards. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  of  your  knowledge 
know  that  it  had  been  put  up  many  minutes? 

Answer,  i  ascertained  that  from  the  persons  in  the  crowd. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  About  what  distance  was  the  pole  from  where 
this  crowd  stood? 

Answer.  Twenty  (20)  or  thirty  (30)  yards  I  suppose  ;  the 
pole  was  on  the  same  side  of  the  pike  that  Ady's  is,  where 
the  crowd  was,  with  a  road  running  between. 

The  examination  of  this  loitness  was  here  conduded. 
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John  Payne,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent,  being 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  ; 

Question.  State  your  name,  age  and  residence? 

Answer.  My  name  is  John  Payne  ;  I  am  23  years  old  ;  I 
reside  at  Towsontovvn. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  resided  there? 

Answer.  I  was  born  there,  and  have  resided  there  all  my 
life. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Ever  since  he  came  to  Towsontown,  six  (6)  years. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  raising  of  the  flag  by  the 
ladies  at  Towsontown  in  April,  1861? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Could  you  state  the  day  of  the  week? 

Answer.  It  was  a  week  or  two  after  the  19th  of  x\pril.  I 
could  not  state  the  day. 

Question.  At  the  time  you  speak  of,  was  there  some  speak- 
ing? 

Answer.  Yes.  Mr.  Ensor  and  Mr.  Ware  made  some  few 
remarks. 

Question.  Where  were  you  at  the  time  ? 

Answer.  I  was  sitting  on  Ady's  porch. 

Question.  How  long  were  you  there? 

Answer.  I  was  there  befare  they  came  out  of  the  hall  with 
the  flag,  until  after  the  flag  was  raised  sometime. 

Question.  Did  any  difficulty  occur  at  the  time  you  were 
there  ? 

Answer.  There  was  some  disturbance  between  George  Yel- 
lott  and  his  nephew,  Tip. 

Question.  What  did  that  disturbance  consist  of? 

Answer.  Some  loud  words,  there  was  no  blows  struck,  it 
was  all  quelled  in  a  few  minutes  after  it  was  commenced. 

Question.  Did  you  remain  there  until  after  the  parties  who 
raised  the  flag  had  left  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  They  had  left  the  pole,  the  excitement 
caused  by  this  disturbance^  caused  several  after  the  flag  was 
raised  to  come  down  there. 

Question.  During  the  time  that  you  were  there  was  there 
any  cheering  by  those  at  the  hotel  for  Jeff  Davis  and  the 
Southern  Confederacy? 

Answer.  I  did  not  hear  any.  I  was  there  all  the  time. 

Question.  Was  there  any  groaning  or  hissing  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Was  there  any  disturbance  except  that  caused 
by  this  quarrel? 

Answer.  That  is  all  I  saw  there. 

Question    Were  you  on  the  porch  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  there  during  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  not  see  hira,  he  could  not  have  beea 
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tliere  without  my  seeing  him,  I  was  on  the  porch  all  the 
time. 

Question.  Did  that  difficulty,  of  which  you  speak,  create 
more  or  less  excitement  or  disturbance? 

Answer  It  created  some  excitement  for  a  few  minutes. 

The  examination  in  cliief  of  tliis  tvUness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  How  far  were  you  from  tlie  pole  on  which  the 
flag  was  raised  ? 

Answer.  On  Mr.  Ady's  porch,  about  fifty  (50)  or  a  hun- 
dred (100)  yards  from  the  pole. 

Question.  Were  there  other  persons  about  Ady's  Hotel, 
in  Iront,  on  the  pavement  and  on  the  porch  ? 

Answer.  Some  three  (3)  or  four  (4.) 

Question.  Was  it  quiet  and  orderly  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
pole  at  the  time  you  were  there  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  there  any  noise,  disturbance  or  cheering 
there  ? 

Answer.  There  was  some  cheering  when  the  flag  was 
raised. 

Question.  Was  there  any  singing  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  whether  there  was  any  singing 
or  not. 

Question.  How  long  had  you  been  there  on  the  porch  be- 
fore that  flag  was  run  up  ? 

Answer.  I  was  there  before  the  flag  was  brought  out  of  the 
hall. 

Question.  Was  there  any  catch  or  trouble  in  raising  it  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  that  there  was. 

Question.  You  say  that  you  saw  three  (3)  or  four  (4) 
persons  about  Mr.  Ady's  porch  and  in  front  of  it,  will  you 
name  as  many  as  you  can  of  those  you  saw  there? 

Answer.  Mr.  Yellott,  Mr.  Buckman  and  myself,  I  don't 
remen)ber  who  the  others  were. 

Question.  Did  you  or  not  see  any  members  of  the  Horse 
Guards  about  there  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  any  of  them  being  there. 

Question.  Were  you  a  member  of  that  company  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  either  company  that 
was  tliere. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  there  was  any  flag  flying 
from  Ady's  Hotel,  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  No  flag  that  1  remember  ;  there  was  a  State  flag 
put  uj)  aiter  the  19th  of  April. 

Question.  Was  it  before  or  after  this  flag  was  raised  across 
the  street  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  before  ;  I  am  not  certain. 
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Question.  Do  you  remember  whether  or  not  it  was  flying 
at  the  time  this  flagj  was  raised? 

Answer.  I  do  not  remember  noticing:  it. 

Question.  Did  the  three  (8)  or  four  (4)  at  Ady's Hotel  take 
any  interest  or  part  in  that  flag  at  all  ? 

Answer.   No. 

Question.  You  say  there  was  no  cheering,  no  hissing,  no 
groaning,  no  singing? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  not  remember  any  singing  across  the 
way  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not. 

Question.  How  many  persons  were  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
flag-pole  when  the  flag  was  raised  ? 

Answer.  Twenty  (20)  or  thirty  (30)  heads. 

Tlie  examination  of  this  luiiness  ivas  here  concluded. 

Nelson  Cooper,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  iollows : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Nelson  Cooper,  I  am  49,  I  live  at 
Towsontown,  and  am  the  Post  Master  at  Towsontown,  under 
the  present  administration. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.   Since  1857. 

Question.  How  long  have  yon  known  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Ever  since  he  moved  into  the  town  ;  he  came  there 
about  1858. 

Qestion.  Do  you  recollect  the  raising  of  the  flag  by  the 
ladies,  at  Towsontown,  in  April,  1861,  opposite  Ady's  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  it  was  on  the  Monday  week  after  the  19th 
of  April  ;  the  29th  of  April. 

Question.  Where  were  you  at  that  time : 

Answer.  I  was  standing  between  Ady's  Hotel  and  the 
place  of  the  raising  of  the  flag  ;  nearer  to  Mr.  Ady's  than  to 
the  flag. 

Question.  What  occurred  while  you  were  there? 

Answer.  The  parties  had  congregated  in  the  Odd  Fellows 
Hall,  after  some  time  they  came  out ;  I  came  up  about  the 
time  the  parties  came  out  of  the  hall ;  I  stood  between  the 
gate  and  the  hall  when  the  parties  came  out,, and  they  passed 
me  with  the  flag,  and  the  other  parties  followed  on  after 
them.  After  the  flag  was  raised  there  was  hurraing  on 
account  of  the  raising  of  the  flag,  and  Mr.  Etisor,  he  got  up 
and  delivered  an  address  ;  then  I  went  up  to  bear  it. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  parties  at  Ady's  Hotel,  about., 
the  porch  and  around  there  ?  '} 

Answer.  There  was  some  parties  on  Ady's  Porch  ;  I  don't 
know  how  many,  may  be  eight  (8,)  ten  (10)  or  a  dozen. 
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Questioii.  Do  you  recollect  any  disturbance  that  occurred 
Hiere  ;  a  quarrel  between  Mr.  Yellott  and  other  parties? 

Answer.  That  was  the  second  raising  of  the  flag.  Another 
time.  There  were  two  (2)  raising  of"  flags  there,  the  first 
raising  ofthe  flag  was  the  old  flag  which  was  taken  down  on 
Sunday  after  the  19fch,  and  was  raised  on  the  Monday  follow- 
ing the  19th  of  April.  I  don't  think  there  was  any  distur- 
bance at  Ady's  place  at  that  time. 

Question.  On  this  29th  of  April  of  which  you  speak  were 
there  any  cheering  at  Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  I  did  not  hear  of  any. 

Question.  Was  there  any  groaning  or  hissing  at  Ady's  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  hear  any. 

Question.  Did  you  see  anybody  wave  a  hat? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  there? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.   Was  he  there  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  him,  I  saw  Mr.  Ady  on  the  porch, 
Mr.  Samuel  Butler,  and  I  think  Mr.  John  Butler  was  there. 

Question.  Do  you  think  Mr.  G-rason  could  have  been  there 
and  you  not  have  seen  him  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know,  I  did  not  see  him  thereat  the  time. 
I  did  not  so  particularly  notice  the  parties  on  the  porch  as  I 
did  at  the  pole  raising,  but  I  did  not  hear  any  cheering  at 
Ady's  porch. 

Question,  Were  jou  sufiiciently  near  to  have  heard  it,  if 
there  had  been  any  ? 

Answer.  I  was  nearer  the  porch  than  the  flag  raising. 

Question.  How  far  were  you  from  the  porch  ? 

Answer.  Fifteen  (15)  or  twenty  (20)  yards,  not  more  than 
that. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  who  else  spoke  besides  Mr. 
Ensor  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  there  was  any  one  else  spoke.  Mr. 
Ware  appeared  to  be  anxious  to  speak,  but  he  was  not  called 
upon.  I  did  not  come  in  time  for  the  flag  raising,  did  not 
propose  to  go  up  until  I  saw  Mr.  Ensor  going  to  make  a 
speech,  then  I  went  up.  I  think  Mr.  Samuel  Butler  went  up 
with  me. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  being  upon  your  porch  at  all, 
any  time  during  Monday,  when  the  news  of  the  battle  of  Bull 
Run,  of  1861,  was  received  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  State  all  about  it,  the  circumstances  connected 
with  it? 

Answer.  I  kept  the  post  office  there,  when  the  morning 
mail  came  up  we  got  the  papers,  everything  appeared  to  be 
favorable  to  the  Federal  army,  when  the  afternoon  paper  came 
up  Mr.  Longnecker  got  it  on  the  road,  and  brought  it  in  on 
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my  porch,  it  was  the  evening  ''Clipper,"  called  the  "Clipper 

Extra."  The  news  in  that  paper  turn  the  tables  on  ns.  Mr. 
Longnecker  read  the  news  to  us  all,  there  was  six  (6)  or  eight 
(8,)  may  be  ten  (10)  persons  on  the  porch. 

Question.   Who  was  there  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Payne,  Longnecker,  I  think  Mr.  Church  and 
Mr.  Sheridan,  there  were  others  I  know,  but  I  don't  recollect 
them. 

Question.  Do  you  know  a  man  named  William  Thompson? 

Answer.  I  know  him  well.  I  don't  recollect  whether  he 
was  there. 

Question.   Well,  what  occurred? 

Answer.  When  the  news  was  read  by  Longnecker,  that  was! 
about  all,  the  parties  did  not  stop  there  long. 

Question.  Was  there  any  rejoicing  over  the  defeat  of  the 
Federal  army  at  Bull  Run  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  hear  any.  I  think  it  was  the  other  way 
by  all  that  was  there,  I  notice  that  particularly,  some  parties 
were  there  I  might  have  expected  something,  but  I  did  not 
hear  it. 

Question.   Was  Mr.  Grason  there? 

Answer.  He  was  not  there  ;    I  am  pretty  sure  of  it. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  Mr.  Grason  having  to  leave  town 
a  few  days  prior  to  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  ? 

Answer.  I  have  no  recollectioTQ  of  it  now  ;  I  might  have  at^ 
the  time. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  his  returning  to  town  after  thy, 
battle  of  Bull  Run  from  his  home  on  the  Eastern  Shore  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  think  I  do  ;  I  recollect  during  that  sea- 
son, Mr.  Grason  was  away  several  times. 

Question.  He  was  not  on  your  porch  that  day,  was  he  ? 

Answer.  No,  I  am  sure  he  was  not  there. 

By  the  Committee.  ■ 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  say  that  you  were  not 
present  when  the  flag  went  up? 

Answer.  I  was  in  sight,  about  forty  (40)  yards  off;  I  was 
between  the  flag  raising  and  Mr.  Ady's  Hotel,  nearer  the 
Hotel  than  the  flag  pole. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  time  when  there  were  some 
scouts  come  into  Towsontown,  on  a  Sunday  evening  last  sum- 
mer? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  many  were  there  ? 

Answer.  Five  (5)  in  all ;  three  (3)  came  in  first,  and  two 
(2)  afterwards. 

Question.  State  all  that  occurred  on  that  occasion  ;  did  you 
see  Mr.  Grason  ? 
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Answer.  Yes,  I  saw  Mr.  Grason  there  ;  we  expected  them 
that  day;  we  had  heard  they  were  in  the  neighborhood  ;  all 
the  neighbors  collected  around  anxious  to  see  the  rebel  sol- 
diers^; Mr.  Grason  came  down,  looking  around,  like  the  rest 
of  us. 

Question,  Did  you  see  him  do  anything  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  him  do  anything  ;  I  recollect  Mrs. 
Albert  Carroll  came  up  with  Miss  Lemmon,  who  had  a  bro- 
ther in  the  rebel  army;  Mrs.  Carroll  was  acquainted  with  me 
and  rode  up  and  asked  me  who  they  were  and  what  they 
were  doing;  I  said  they  were  rebel  soldiers;  Miss  Lemmon 
came  up  next  and  inquired  after  her  brother,  and  found  out 
they  were  at  Cockeysville. 

Question.  Did  or  not  the  people  generally  congregate  about 
these  scouts  ? 

Answer-  Yes,  it  appeared  to  be  a  pretty  general  thing. 

Question.  Was  the  gathering  confined  to  any  particular 
class  of  people  ? 

Answer.  I  think  all  parties  were  out  as  a  general  thing. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  do  or  say  anything  to 
them  ? 

Answer.  Mrs.  Carroll  came  up  to  know  the  propriety  of 
Miss  Lemmon  going  up  to  Cockeysville,  and  asked  me  about 
the  propriety  of  her  going;  I  was  not  able  to  give  any  advice 
on  the  subject ;  Mr.  Grason  came  up  a  few  moments  after- 
w'ards,  and  Mrs.  Carroll  asked  his  advice  on  the  subject ;  he 
advised  Mrs.  Carroll  not  to  let  her  go  up,  that  is  all  the  con- 
vex sation  that  I  heard. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  time  of  the  clay  was  it  you 
had  reverence  to  in  speaking  of  the  news  of  the  battle  of  Bull 
Eun  ? 

Answer.  In  the  afternoon  about  4  o'clock,  as  soon  as  the 
evening  paper  could  get  out  from  Baltimore.  .' 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  ivitness  loas  here  concluded. 

Gross-examination. 

Question.  At  the  time  when  you  were  between  Ady's  Hotel 
and  the  flag- staff,  at  the  flag-raising,  were  you  turned  to- 
wards the  Hotel  or  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  Towards  the  flag. 

Question.  How  large  a  gathering  was  there  on  the  porch 
of  the  hotel,  and  in  front  of  it  ? 

Answer.  Seven  (7)  eight  (8)  or  ten  (10.) 

Question.  Do  you  remember  the  names  of  any  persons  be- 
sides those  you  gave  ? 
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Answer.  1  don't  remember  any  more — I  tliink  I  saw  Dr. 
Bosley. 

Question.  At  the  time  you  reached  Ady's,  had  the  flag 
reached  its  place  on  the  staff? 

Answer.  Pretty  nearly  so. 

Question.  How  far  from  Ady's  is  your  place  of  business? 

Answer.  Some  sixty  (60)  or  seventy  (70)  yards,  I  suppose 
about  two  (2)  squares. 

Question.  You  spoke  of  a  second  iiag-raising,  when  was 
that  ? 

Answer.  That  was  some  time  after  the  first;  I  do't  recollect 
how  long;  that  was  a  new  flag,  which  the  ladies  had  made  up 
by  subscription. 

Question.  Were  you  there  at  the  time  that  was  raised  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  about  at  the  time  that  flag  was 
raised  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  indeed. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  there  was  any  cheering, 
groaning,  hissing  or  any  demonstrations  of  any  kind,  at  Ady's 
when  that  flag  was  raised  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  hear  any. 

Question.  Where  were  you  at  the  time  ? 

Answer.  I  was  up  there. 

Question.  Was  there  any  speaking  at  that  time  by  any 
body? 

Answer.  There  was  speaking  at  the  hall  by,  I  think,  Mr. 
Yellott;  1  do  not  recollect  whether  there  was  any  speaking  in 
the  open  air;  there  was  a  fight  at  Ady's  porch,  and  I  went 
down  there. 


By  {he  Committee. 

Question  by  theCommittee.   What  day  was  that  ? 
Answer.  Sometime  after  the  first  raising;  I  don't  recollect 
the  day. 

Gross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  an  organization  moving  about 
Towsontown  at  that  time,  known  as  the  Horse  Guards  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  members  of  that  company  about 
at  the  time  of  the  raising  of  either  flags  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Ady,  Mr.  John  Butler  and  Dr.  Bosley  were 
members  of  the  Horse  Guards.  ^^M 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  other  members  of  the  company 
besides  those — any  officers  of  the  company  ? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  recollect. 


Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Carman  at  either  of  the  flag- 
raisings  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  seeing  him. 

Question.  How  near  to  the  Post-office  is  this  porch  of  yours 
of  which  you  have  spoken  ? 

Answer.  It  is  right  at  the  place  ? 

Question.  Was  this  news  read  in  the  Post-office  or  on  the 
porch  ? 

Answer.  On  the  porch;  I  was  on  the  porch  when  the  paper 
arrived,  and  Longnecker  got  it  and  read  it  aloud. 

Question.  Did  you  remain  on  the  porch  until  those  gentle- 
men went  away  ? 

x\nswer.  Yes;  I  think  I  was  ahout  the  last  that  went  away. 

Question.  Can  you  name  any  others  besides  those  four  (4?) 

Answer.  No;  I  cannot  recollect  any  others. 

Question.  When  those  scouts  stopped  atMr.  Pennington's, 
in  what  direction  did  they  go  ? 

Answer.  They  went  back  towards  Bosley's,  near  where 
they  came  from. 

Question.  From  what  direction  did  they  come  when  they 
returned  ? 

Answer.  When  they  first  came,  they  came  from  towards 
Bosley's,  they  afterwards  came  from  the  other  side  ;  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Grason's  house  ;  I  don't  know  which  way  they 
went. 

Question.  How  long  after  that  did  the  other  company  of 
scouts  come  ? 

-^Answer.  It  might  have  been  half  an  hour  or  an  hour. 
—  Question.  How  long  did  they  remain,  all  told  ? 

Answer.  About  an  hour  and  a  half  or  two  hours. 

Question.  How  far  from  there  to  the  place  where  they  were 
encamped  ? 

Answer.  Perhaps  three  (3)  miles. 

Question.  Did  you  go  up  to  the  encampment? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  When  you  speak  of  Mr.  Payne  being  on  the 
porch,  which  do  you  refer  to? 

Answer.  The  old  gentleman  ;  Benjamin  N.  Payne.

Question  hy  the  Committee.  In  what  direction  was  this 
encampment? 

Answer.  It  was  rather  in  a  northeasterly  direction  from 
Towsontown,  following  the  turn  pike — Dulaney's  Valley  turn- 
pike. 
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Cross-examination  resumzd. 

Question.  What  direction  is  Mr.  Grason's,  in  reference  to 
this  turnpikp  ? 

Answer.  Rather  a  westerly  direction  ;  the  other  way  from 
their  encampment. 

Question.  How  far  is  Mr.  Grason's  house  from  the  turn- 
pike ? 

Answer.  May  be  three  hundred  (300) ;  it  is  all  an 

open  lot. 

Bij  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  that 
you  were  at  Ady's  Hotel  at  the  time  the  news  of  the  first  bat- 
tle of  Bull  Run  was  announced? 
vfT    Answer.  I  was  at  my  own  porch  ;  the  news  was  read  on  my 
porch,  on  the  Monday  evening  after  the  battle  of  Bull  Run. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Mr,  Grason  was  not  there,  was 
he?  ■  .lUi  v/oa-ii  no { 

Answer.  No  ;  Mr.  Grason  was  not  there. 


Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  At  either  of  these  flag-raisings,  of  which  you 
speak,  and  at  which  you  say  you  saw  Mr.  Butler,  and  you 
think,  Dr.  Bosley  and  Mr.  Ady,  were  any  of  thera  in  uniform  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  they  had  ceased  to  wear  uniforms? 

Question,  At  any  of  these  flag-raisings,  there  was  no  mem- 
bers of  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards  in  uniform,  were 
they  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  think  not. 

The  examination  of  this  ivitness  ivas  here  concluded. 


William  T.  Buckman,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respond- 
ent, being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  William  T.  Buckman,  I  am  23  years 
old,  I  reside  at  Towsontown,  and  am  a  farmer. 

Question.  Were  you,  at  any  time  in  the  month  of  April, 
1861,  present  at  any  flag-raising  at  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  was  there  on  the  29th  of  April,  when  the  ladies 
raised  the  flag. 

Question.  iState  what  occurred  while  you  were  there? 

Answer.  I  was  at  Mr.  Ady's  porch  most  of  the  time.  I 
was  there  before  the  flag  was  raised,  I  saw  them  come  out  of 
13 
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the  Odd  Fellows  Hall  with  the  flag.  After  the  flag  was  raised 
there  was  some  speaking  at  the  pole. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  singing? 

Answer.  I  think  there  was  singing  as  well  as  I  can  recol- 
lect. 

Question.  Were  you  on  the  porch? 

Answer.  Yes.  ;  ., 

Question.  Sitting  or  standing?  ' 

Answer.  I  was  sitting  sometime  and  standing  some,  as  well 
as  1  can  recollect. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  remain  on  the  porch? 

Answer.  Until  after  the  flag  was  raised  and  they  began  to 
go  from  the  pole. 

Question.  During  that  time,  was  there  any  cheering  upon 
the  porch  or  upon  the  pavement? 

Answer.  No.  I  did  not  hear  any. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  groaning  or  hissing  at  any 
time  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  him? 

Answer.  Some  years. 

Ques^'on.  Was  he  there  at  that  time? 

Answer,  No.     I  did  not  see  him. 

Question.  You  were  there  during  all  that  time,  were  you 
not  ? 

A  nswer.  Yes.  I  was  there  from  early  in  the  morning  until 
niglit. 

Question.  Did  you  belong  to  any  military  organization? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  From  the  time  you  first  arrived  at  Ady's  Hotel 
until  you  left  it,  after  the  people  had  dispersed  from  the  flag 
raising,  did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  at  Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  ivitness  ivas  here  concluded, 

Urosk-examinaiion. 

Question.  Who  did  you  see  there? 

Answer.  It  is  hard  to  tell  all  I  seen  there,  there  was  John 
Payne,  Mr.  Carman,  as  well  as  I  can  recollect,  old  Mr.  Payne 
was  there,     I  recollect  them. 

Que.'-tion.  Can  you  name  any  one  else? 

Answer.  There  was  more  that  I  saw,  but  I  cannot  recollect 
their  names. 

Question.  How  many  do  you  suppose  you  saw  at  Ady's 
house  and  porch,  as  distinct  from  those  who  were  across  the 
way  at  the  pole  ? 


Answer,  There  •was  a  great  many,  some  dozen  or  more 
may  be. 

Question.  How  long  did  the  exercises  at  the  foot  of  the  polo 
last? 

Answer.  I  hardly  know. 

Question.  How  many  speeches  were  made? 

Answer.  Mr.  Ware  spoke,  I  think  Mr.  Ensor  spoke. 

Quest  ion.  Are  you  certain  you  saw  Mr.  Ensor  that  day 
a»y  where? 

Answer.  Yes.  He  was  there. 

Question.  Was  that  flag  run  up  without  difficulty  or  was 
there  any  trouble,  any  catch  in  putting  it  up? 

Answer.  I  believe  there  was  some. 

Question.  What  was  the  nature  of  that  difficulty  ? 

Answer.  I  could  not  tell  what  it  was  now. 

Question.  Was  there  any  demonstration  made  at  the  time  of 
that  difficulty  by  either  one  of  the  two  cro^rds  ? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  know. 

Question.  How  lonp;  a  time  did  you  say  those  exercises  at 
the  foot  of  the  pole  lasted  ? 

Answer.  It  was  over  a  half  hour. 

Question.  During  all  that  time  what  were  those  persons 
about  Ady's  porch  doing  ? 

Answer.  They  were  standing  about  there  as  well  as  I  can 
recollect. 

Question.  Was  there  any  animated  or  excited  conversation 
among  them  ? 

Answer.  Not  until  after  it  was  raised. 

Question.  Was  there,  during  all  that  time,  until  the  crowd 
dispersed,  any  difficulty,  high  words  or  anything  ot  that  kind? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Were  you  ever  present  at  Mr.  Ady's  at  the  time 
of  the  raising  of  any  other  flag  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Were  you  off  the  porch  or  the  ground  in  front  ot 
Ady's,  and  going  towards  the  flag-staff"  during  that  time? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  I  was  off"  the  porch. 

Question.  Was  there  any  cheering  at  the  foot  of  the  pole  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  At  the  time  of  this  cheering,  was  there  any  join- 
ing in  the  cheers,  or  response  of  any  kind,  by  persons  iu  the 
vicinity  of  Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  yo*  hear  in  any  way,  by  the  crowd  at  Ady's 
Hotel,  any  use  of  the  name  of  Jeff.  Davis  or  the  Southern 
Confederacy  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  know  of  an  organization  in  the  vicinity 
of  Towsontown,  at  any  time  known  as  the  Horse  Guards? 

Answer.  I  knew  there  was  such  a  company. 
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Question.  Did  you  see  them  under  arms  at  any  time? 

Answer.  I  saw  them  drill  there. 

Question.  How  long  before  the  raising  of  the  flag,  did  you 
see  them  drilling — within  ten  (10)  days  ? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  recollect. 

Question.  What  was  the  time  you  saw  them  drill  ? 

Answer.  In  the  Spring. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  there  was  some  disturbance  in 
Baltimore  about  the  19th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  them  drill  after  that  ? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  recollect. 

Question.  At  the  time  you  did  see  them  drill,  how  long  be- 
fore the  19t.h  of  April  was  it  ? 
•    Answer.  I  do  not  know. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  the  inauguration  of  Mr.  Lin- 
coln as  President  of  the  United  States  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  these  occasions,   when  you  saw  them  drill, 
take  place  before  or  after  that  inauguration  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  who  were  in  command  of  that 
company  at  the  time  you  saw  them  drill? 

Answer.  Merrymau  was  one,  Mr.    Ridgely,  of  Hampton, 
was  one;  Mr.  Grason  was  one,   Mr.  George  Carman  was  one. 

Question.  And  Harry  Gilmore? 

Answer.  Yes. 


Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.   Was  Gilmore  an  officer  or  not? 
Answer.  An  officer,   as  well  as  I  can  recollect;  I  did  not 
take  particular  notice. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Wm.  H.  Kuby,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent,  being 
sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Wm.  H.  Ruby,  I  am  34  years  old, 
reside  at  Towsontown,  and  am  editor  of  the  "Maryland  Jour- 
nal" published  there. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Ever  since  he  has  been  in  Towsontown. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Since  May  1854,  eleven  (11)  years. 

Question.  During  the  month  of  April,  1861,  where  were 
you  employed? 
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Answer.  With  Mr.  Churcli.  I  was  foreman  of  his  estahlish- 
ment. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  circumstance  of  the  raising 
of  a  Hag  by  the  ladies  on  the  29th  of  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  Was  there  a  public  advertisement  of  that  fact — 
that  it  was  to  take  place  on  that  occasion  ? 

■Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  that  there  was  an  advertisement 
of  it  before  it  was  raised  ;  after  it  was  raised  there  was  a  no- 
tice of  it  in  the  local  colums. 

Question.   When  did  that  occur? 

Answer.  The  29th  of  April. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  the  time  the  flag  was 
raised  ? 

Answer.  I  was  in  the  lower  part  of  the  building  on  the 
step  opposite  Mr.  Ady's  Hotel,  diagonally  from  where  the 
flag  was  raised. 

Question.  Were  you  there  during  the  raising  of  the  flag? 

Answer.   I  could  see  everything  that  was  going  on. 

Question.  Could  you  see  what  was  going  on  at  Ady's 
Hotel  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  was  nearer  to  Ady's  Hotel  than  I  was  to 
the  pole. 

Question.  You  were  nearer  to  Ady's  than  to  the  pole,  and 
you  were  nearer  to  Ady's  than  the  pole  was  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  speaking? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  who  spoke  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Ensor  for  one,  and  I  think  Mr.  Ware  was 
trying  to  speak,,  he  was  there. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  hearing  any  singing  ? 

Answer.  I  think  I  did  hear  a  little  singing. 

Question.  During  that  time  was  there  any  cheering  at 
Ady's  Hotel,  or  any  groaning  or  hissing  of  any  kind? 

Answer.  Nothing  of  the  kind  that  I  saw. 

Question.  Could  it  have  taken  place  without  you  hearing 
it? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  any  groaning  or  hissing  could  have 
taken  place  without  my  hearing  it. 

Question.  You  were  directly  across  the  street,  what  was 
the  distance  ? 

Answer.  Forty  (40)  or  fifty  (50)  feet,  as  far  as  the  turn- 
pike is. 

Question.  Did  vou  see  any  persons  waving  their  hats  at 
Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  there  ? 
Answer.  He  was  not  there  to  my  certain  knowledge.     I 
did  not  see  him. 
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Question.  Do  yon  recollect  last  summer  any  retel  scouts 
coming  into  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Tes. 

Question.  What  day  of  the  -week  was  it? 

Answer.  Sunday. 

Question.  About  what  time  of  the  day? 

Answer.  Some  where  along  three  (3)  or  four  (4)  o'clock, 

Question.  How  many  were  they  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  but  three  (3)  at  first ;  I  saw  two  (2)  after- 
wards ;  1  think  there  was  five  (5)  in  all. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason's  two  (2)  boys  on  that 
Sunday  afternoon? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  About  how  old  do  you  think  they  are  ? 

Answer.  From  eight  (8)  to  ten  (10)  or  twelve  (12)  years 
of  age. 

Question.  State  all  that  you  saw  ia  connection  with  those 
scouts  and  Mr.  Grason's  boys  ? 

Answer.  First  I  saw  of  the  scouts  was  in  the  rear  of  Dr. 
Tiding's  residence,  where  Mr.  Grason  lived  ;  I  saw  them  sit- 
ting on  their  horses  ;  my  attention  was  directed  towards 
them;  I  live  under  the  same  roof;  it  is  a  double  house  ;  I 
was  boarding  with  Dr.  Tidings  ;  I  saw  three  (3)  scouts  upon 
their  horses  in  the  rear  of  this  stable ;  they  did  not  get  off 
their  horses  ;  thy  were  there  about  fifteen  (15)  minutes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason's  children? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  saw  two  of  his  boys,  his  daughter,  Mrs. 
Grason,  and  I  think,  one  of  the  servants. 

Question.  Where  were  the  boys  when  you  first  saw  them? 

Answer.  In  among  the  group  that  was  assembled  there. 

Question.  Do  you  know  how  they  got  there? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  Mr.  Grason  say  anything  to  these 
boys  in  the  presence  of  the  scouts  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  don't  think  I  did. 

Question.  Where  were  you  standing  at  the  time  ? 

Answer.  I  was  there  among  the  group,  sauntering  around. 

Question.  When  you  came  out  of  the  house,  you  found 
them  there? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  don't  know  how  they  came. 

Question.  You  don't  know  how  the  boys  came  there,  do 
you? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  any  other  persons  who  were 

there  ? 

Answer.  Mrs.  Whitter  was  there  ;  she  was  living  in  the 
same  house  as  Dr.  Tidings. 

Question.  When  did  the  scouts  leave? 

Answer.  After  staying  about  fifteen  (15)  minutes,  they 
went  off  towards  Towsontown. 
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Question.  What  did  you  do  then? 

Answer.  I  returned  into  the  house. 

Question.  What  did  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Grason  do? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  what  they  did  ;  I  suppose  they  went 
into  the  house. 

Question.  State  if  anything  pass,ed  between  Mr.  Grason 
and  these  scouts? 

Answer.  The  only  remark  I  heard  Mr.  Grason  make,  was 
in  reference  to  his  brother  ;  lie  asked  one  of  tlie  scouts  if  he 
knew  his  brother  James  ;  he  told  him  he  did  ;  Mr.  Grason 
asked  him  where  he  was  last;  he  said  the  last  time  he  saw 
him,  he  was  at  Hanover  Junction  ;  Mrs.  Grason  asked  about 
some  relative  of  hers,  Randolph  Ridgely  ;  and  I  think  she 
asked  whether  they  belonged  to  Harry  Gilmer's  troop. 

Question.  Was  that  all  that  passed  between  these  parties? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  except  one  of  the  servants  gave  them  a  glass 
of  water. 

Question.  Did  they  alight  at  all  from  their  horses  ? 

Answer.  No. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  know  any  of  them  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  Mr.  Grason  appear  to  know 
any  of  them  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  that;  he  asked  one  of  the  scouts 
his  name,  he  said. 

Questio  n.  Is  this  place  behind  the  stable  an  open  lot? 

Answer.  Yes,  an  open  lot.  The  road  passes  right  in  the 
rear  of  it. 

Question.  So  passing  down  the  road  to  Towsontown  you  go 
right  past  the  stable  where  you  found  them? 

Answer  Yes,  the  stable  is  right  close  by  the  road. 

Question.  Did  they  make  any  inquiries  of  you  about  any 
relatives  of  theirs  ? 

Answer,  One  of  the  parties  asked  me  where  Lewis  J. 
Roberts  was,  I  told  him  as  well  as  I  could,  he  said  Mr. 
Roberts  was  a  cousin  of  his  and  he  would  like  to  go  and  see 
him. 

Question.  What  was  the  name  of  the  servant  who  gave  the 
glass  of  water  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  her  name. 

Question.   You  live  under  the  same  roof  with  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  circumstance  of  the  birth  of 
a  child  in  the  Spring  of  1861  ? 

Answer.  I  think  I  do. 

Question.  Was  that  before  the  battle  of  Bull  Ran  ? 
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Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  whether  or  not,  Mr.  Grason  left 
his  home  soon  after  his  wife  hecame  convalescent,  after  the 
birth  of  that  child  ? 

Answer.  Yes  he  left  his  home. 

Question.  Did  he  return  before  or  after  the  first  battle  of 
Bull  Run? 

Anssver.  It  was  after  the  first  battle. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  the  death  of  his -mother? 

Answer.  I  could  not  tell  the  day  she  died,  I  think  while  he 
was  away,  he  buried  her  while  he  was  away. 

Question.  You  know  then  that  he  left  his  home  before  the 
battle  of  Bull  Eun  and  did  not  return  until  after  the  battle 
took  place  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  he  went  away  before  and  did  not  return  un- 
til after  the  battle  took  place,  after  his  return  he  gave  me  an 
account  of  his  mothers  illness  and  death. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  his  giving  you  an  account  of 
his  hearing  the  guns  of  the  battle  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  he  said  he  heard  the  guns  from  his  father's 
place  very  distinctly,  they  listened  to  them  all  day. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination, 

Question.  How  many  of  those  scouts  did  you  say  you  saw 
there  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Five  (5.)     I  did  not  see  them  altogether  there  at 
one  time,  I  saw  tliree  (3)  and  then  two. 
■     Question.  How  long  was  it  after  the  first  three  C3)  came  be- 
fore the  other  two  (2)  came? 

Answer.  I  cannot  tell  how  long  it  was,  it  might  have  been 
an  half  hour  alter  I  saw  the  first  three  (3)  that  I  saw  the  other 
two  (2.) 

,'    Question.  How  near  to  the  house  was  it  that  you  saw  the 
three  (3)  scouts? 

Answer.  About  thirty  (30)  feet. 

Question.  Was  that  the  nearest  point  they  came  to  the 
house  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  near  to  the  house  did  the  other  two  (2) 
come? 

Answer.  They  were  not  at  the  house,  that  I  saw. 

Question.  Did  the  conversation  between  Mr.  Grason  and 
his  family  and  those  scouts  take  place  from  the  porch  or  did 
Mr.  Grason  come  down  where  the  horhes  were  standing? 

Answer.  It  took  place  in  the  rear  of  the  stable. 

Question.  Was  there  any  milk  given  to  them  while  they 
were  there  ? 
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Answer.  1  did  not  see  any  :  I  think  there  was  some  milk 
brought  out  by  a  servant  who  asked  one  of  them  if  he  would 
have  a  glass  of  milk. 

Question.  Was  the  milk  given  to  them  without  their  ask- 
ing for  it  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  their  having  been  any  encamp- 
ment in  the  vicinity  of  Towsontown  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Onl)'' what  I  heard. 

Question.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  that  you  did  not 
know  the  direction  from  which  the  scouts  came  ? 

Answer.  The  first  I  saw  of  them  they  were  there. 

Question.  In  what  direction  did  they  go  when  they  left? 

Answer.  Towards  Towsontown. 

Question.  Was  the  place  at  which  you  saw  them  at  the 
road  of  Dulaney's  valley  ? 

Answer.  It  was  the  opposite  direction. 

Question.  One  of  the  roads  runs  easterly,  and  the  other 
north-easterly  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  At  what  place  did  they  state  that  they  saw  Mr. 
Grason's  brother  ? 

Answer.  At  Hanover  Junction. 

Question.  Did  they  specify  what  Hanover  Junction, 
whether  in  Pennsylvania  or  in  Virginia  ? 

Answer.  They  did  not  specify  it. 

Question.  Did  you  say  there  were  inquiries  made  for  Harry 
Gilmor  on  that  day  ? 

Answer.  No :  there  was  inquiry  made  of  those  parties  be- 
longing to  his  company. 

Question.  Was  there  no  inquiry  made  as  to  where  their 
captain  was? 

Answer.  No  :  I  heard  one  of  them  say  he  belonged  to 
Harry  Gilmor's  company. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  more  rebels  in  Towsontown,  at 
that  time? 

Answer.  I  saw  them  the  next  day. 

Question.  How  many  did  you  see  that  time? 

Answer.  Probably  forty  (40)  or  fifty  (50.) 

Question.  Was  Harry  Gilmor  with  them? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  him  :  I  was  at  the  top  of  the  house  ; 
I  did  not  leave  the  house  ;  I  could  not  see  them  as  they  passed 
along. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Grason  remained  in 
the  house  at  the  time  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  that  I  saw  him  out. 

Question.  How  long  after  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  did  Mr. 
Grason  return  to  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  In  the  neighborhood  of  a  couple  of  weeks. 

Question.  How  long  had  he  been  gone  '? 
14 
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Answer.  I  could  not  tell  exactly:^  he  time. 

Question.  By  what  circumstance  do  you  fix  the  time  of  his 
return  as  being  before  or  after  the  battle  of  Bull  Kun  ? 

Answer.  I  recollect  the  circumstance  of  the  birth  of  a  child. 

Question.  When  did  that  take  place,  and  what  connection 
had  that  with  the  battle  of  Bull  Eun  ? 

Answer.  That  took  place  some  time  in  April. 

Question.  What  time  did  he  leave — how  long  after  the 
birth  of  the  child  ? 

Answer.  It  may  have  been  a  month :  I  could  not  tell  ex- 
actly. 

Question.  How  long  was  he  gone? 

Answer..  I  don't  know  how  long  he  was  gone. 

Question.  By  what  circumstance  do  you  connect  the  battle 
of  Bull  Run  and  the  birth  of  the  child  together  ? 

Answer.  From  the  conversation  with  Mr.  Grason  ;  he  said 
he  heard  the  guns  of  the  battle  of  Bull  Run. 

Question.  At  the  time  of  the  flag  raising  on  the  29th  of 
April,  was  your  attention  directed  chiefly  towards  the  persons 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  flag-pole,  or  to  those  at  Ady's  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  It  was  equally  divided. 

Question.  Were  they  in  the  same  direction  ? 

Answer.  The  pole  lay  to  the  left,  and  Ady's  rather  more 
in  front. 

Question.  How  many  persons  do  you  suppose  you  saw  about 
Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  A  dozen,  I  suppose  ;  probably  not  that  many. 

Question.  How  long  a  time  did  they  remain  standing  about 
there  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  ;  I  witnessed  the  carrying  of  the  flag 
out  of  the  hall ;  when  they  got  to  the  pole,  they  tied  it  fast  to 
the  rope  and  commenced  to  pull  it  up  ;  when  it  was  going  up 
I  went  up  stairs  ;  I  did  not  remain  until  it  got  up. 

Question.  You  don't  know  what  passed  after  that  time  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Can  you  name  any  persons  that  you  distinctly 
remember  among  the  crowd  at  Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  I  think  I  saw  Mr.  Roberts,  Samuel  Butler  and 
Benjamin  N.  Payne  ;  I  cannot  remember  any  one  else  now. 

Question.  Do  you  rememberMr.  Buckman,  Mr.  Carman, 
and  Mr.  Yellott  being  there  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Would  you  not  have  seen  them  if  they  had  been 
there  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know. 

Question.  Was  there,  at  the  time,  any  flag  or  banner  fly- 
ing over  that  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Had  there  been,  a  few  days  previous  ? 

Answer.  There  was  a  State  flag  on  the  house  a  few  days 
nrevious. 
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Question.  Was  that  there  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  am  satisfied  it  was  not  there. 

Question.   Did  you  at  any  time  see  both  sides  of  that  flag  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  painted  on  but  one  side. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  members  ot  the  Baltimore  County 
Horse  Guards  about  there  on  the  29th  ? 

Answer.  None  that  I  recollect,  except  Mr.  Ady. 

Question.  Had  you  seen  them  there  within  a  few  days  pre- 
vious ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  two  (2)  or  three  (3)  days  after  the  2l8t  of 
April. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee-  Did  you  ever  see  any  of  that 
company  wear  a  badge  ? 

Answer,  Yes. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  was  it  ? 

Answer.  A  badge  with  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  upon  it. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Anything  else? 

Answer.  I  cannot  recollect  anything  else. 

Questionhythe  Committee.  Was  "Southern  Eights"  printed 
upon  it? 

Answer.  I  cannot  recollect. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  You  say  Mr.  Ady  was  the  only 
member  of  the  Horse  Guards  that  you  could  recollect  there  ; 
did  he  wear  any  uniform  on  that  day  ? 

Answer.  There  were  no  uniforms  there  that  day. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  you  a  member  of  the 
Horse  Guards  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  turn  out  with  them  at 
any  time  during  the  19th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  go  to  Baltimore  with 
them  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Where  did  you  go  ? 

Answer.  To  Holliday  street  square. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  go  toward  Fort  Mc- 
Henry  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  How  near  to  the  Fort  did  you 


go 


Answer.  1  could  not  tell,  it  was  night. 
Question  by  the  Committee.  Accompanied  by  any  scout,  man 
in  uniform  or  in  citizens  dress  ? 

Answer.  No,  the  company  went  alone. 
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Question  by  the  Committee.   Did  you  see  the  Fort  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  you  an  officer  of  the  com- 
pany or  a  private  ? 

Answer.  Bugler. 

Quesion  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  ascertain  what  was  the 
purpose  in  going  to  the  Fort  ? 

Answer.  It  was  talked  among  the  privates  of  the  company 
that  the  mob  was  going  to  take  the  Fort  and  that  we  were 
go>ng  there  to  protect  the  Fort,  to  prevent  its  being  taken. 
We  went  down  and  came  right  back,  we  were  not  there  more 
than  five  (5)  minutes  altogether. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  under  whose  or- 
ders the  company  were  acting  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  whether  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  company  went  there  with  orders  from  somebody 
else  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  anything  about  those  things,  I 
only  obeyed  orders  and  went  with  them. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  You  did  not  hear  from  any  of- 
ficer of  the  company  what  their  intentions  were  in  going  to 
Baltimore  and  the  Fort,  do  you  ? 

Answer.  No,  there  was  no  announcement  made  to  the  com- 
pany. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  Mr.  Grason  with  you  at 
that  time  ? 

Answer.  The  only  officer  that  I  recollect  distinctly  was 
John  Merry  man. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  all  of  your  members  pre- 
sent at  the  time  you  were  at  the  Fort? 

Answer.  I  do  not  think  they  were  all  present. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  Mr.  Grason  with  you  when 
you  came  to  Baltimore? 

Answer.  I  think  he  was. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  think,  when  you  went 
there  that  you  was  going  to  attack  the  Fort? 

Answer.  No.  Bless  your  soul  no.  Cavalry  would  not  attack 
a  walled  fort. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  You  had  no  expectations,  as  a 
member  of  the  company,  of  going  there  to  assault  the  Fort 
yourself? 

Answer.  No. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  You  do  not  know  anything  fur- 
ther about  the  purpose  of  going  there  than  what  you  learned 
from  the  conversation  which  took  place  among  the  members 
of  the  company  ? 

Answer.  That  is  all.  I  did  not  hear  the  officers  say  any- 
thing about  it.  The  company  did  go  up  to  Eutaw  or  Howard 
street,  there  was  a  riot  there  which  was  quelled   by  the  com- 
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pany,  a  man  ran  out  of  a  house  in  his  shirt  sleeves  and  sought 
refuge  among  the  company,  after  the  riot  had  heen  quelled 
the  man  went  back  into  the  house. 


Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.     Do  you  know  what  sort  of  a  store  he  came  out 
of,  where  it  was,  whether  it  was  near  the  Lexington  market? 
Answer.  No. 


Direct  Examination  resumed. 

Question.  When  you  went  down  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  Fort  did  you  find  any  troops  stationed  there? 

Answer.  There  was  an  Infantry  company  there,  they  were 
marching  up  the  Fort  Avenue  and  the  company  wheeled  and 
came  right  back. 

Question.  You  found  the  Infantry  company  returning  from 
the  Fort,  you  then  wheeled  around  and  came  right  back  too? 

Answer,  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  infantry  that  was — whether 
it  was  the  Maryland  Guard  ? 

Answer.  I  understood  it  was  the  Maryland  Guard,  I  do 
not  know. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Were  you  off  on  picket  duty  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Where  ? 

Answer.  On  the  York  pike,  between  Towsontown  and 
Texas. 

Question  hy  the  Committee,  What  officer  put  you  on  duty  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  recollect. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  was  the  object  in  picket- 
ing that  road? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  that. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Had  you  no  special  orders  ? 

Answer.  No :  I  had  orders  to  arrest  any  suspicious  charac- 
ters going  up  and  coming  down  the  road. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Had  you  any  orders  to  arrest 
any  person  found  in  the  uniform  of  the  United  States — any 
of  those  troops  at  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  No, 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  kind  of  suspicious  persons 
do  you  allude  to  ? 

Answer.  If  a  man  appeared  suspicious  to  me,  going  along 
the  road,  I  would  ask  him  where  he  was  going  to  ;  if  he  an- 
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swered  me  satisfactorily,  I  would  let  him  pass ;  I  did  not 
arrest  any  one. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  this  before,  or  after  the 
19th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  After. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  In  case  you  had  interrogated 
any  stranger  you  met  on  the  road,  what  kind  of  reply  from 
him  would  have  induced  you  to  arrest  him  as  a  suspicious 
character  ? 

Answer.  If  a  man  gave  answers  which  I  did  not  think 
correct. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  kind  of  questions  would 
you  have  put  to  a  stranger  ? 

Answer.  I  asked  him  where  he  was  going  to  and  what  his 
business  was. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  If  you  had  arrested  a  party  as  a 
suspicious  character,  what  would  you  have  suspected  him  of? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  :  according  to  the  circumstances 
under  which  I  found  him. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Would  you  have  arrested  a  man 
suspected  of  being  a  thief? 

Answer.  I  think  I  would. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  The  road  was  not  picketed  for 
the  purpose  of  arresting  thieves,  was  it? 

Answer.  I  don't  know. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Was  that  in  the  direction  of  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  right  on  the  pike. 

Question.  How  far  is  it  from  Cockeysville  to  Towsontown 
by  the  pike  ? 

Answer.  Six  (6)  miles. 

Question.  Do  you  know  if  there  was  any  United  States 
troops  at  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  Only  from  what  I  heard. 

Question.   Was  any  persons  arrested  by  these  pickets? 

Answer.  Yes?  I  saw  a  man  who  was. 

Question.  What  were  the  suspicious  circumstances  attached 
to  him  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know. 

Question.  At  the  time  you  went  to  Baltimore,  to  Holliday 
Street  Square,  did  your  officer,  in  your  sight,  report  to  any- 
body, or  go  into  the  public  buildings  there,  to  report  the 
arrival  of  the  company  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  them. 

Question.  Did  you  know  G-ol.  George  P.  Kane  ? 

Answer.  I  knew  him  by  sight. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  there? 
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Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  know  General  Trimble? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  there  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Was  Holliday  street  intercepted  by  cannon  balls, 
chains,  &c.,  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  did  not  see  any. 

Question.  You  were  there  only  in  the  night  ? 

Answer.  It  was  night  when  I  arrived  there,  and  night 
when  I  went  away. 

Question.  Do  you  not  know  whether  your  officers  had  any 
orders  before  going  to  town  ? 

i^nswer.  I  do  not. 

Question.  Did  they  have  any  orderlies  through  whom  they 
communicated  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  don't  know. 

Question.  Were  they  with  the  company  all  the  while,  or 
did  they  leave  and  go  off? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  them  after  we  arrived  in  Holliday 
street. 

Question,  Did  you  not  see  them  go  into  the  Mayor's  office, 
or  City  Police  Marshal's  office? 
Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  not  see  any  arms  there? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  How  were  you  armed  ? 

Answer.  With  pistols  and  sabres. 

Question.  Did  the  company  have  rifles? 

Answer.  They  had   them,  but   did   not   have   them    with 
them. 

Question.  Had  they  been  distributed  before  or  after  ? 

Answer.  After;  I  think. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Col.  Kane  at  the  Head  Quarters  at 
Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  know  where  those  arms  came  from? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  who  brought  them,  they  came  in  a 
box.  I  don't  know  who  sent  them. 

Question.  What  day  did  they  come  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know. 

Question.  Was  it  before  or  after  you  went  to  town  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  tell. 


Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  the  members  of 
your  company  were  deputized  by  the  Sheriff  of  Baltimore 
county  to  act  as  his  posse  ? 
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Answer.  The  company  was  deputized  "by  the  Sheriff. 

Question.  Was  that  the  case  with  the  company  of  Towson 
Guards  ? 

Answer.  To  the  best  of  my  recollection  it  was.  I  had  a 
printed  notice  given  me  by  the  Sheriff. 

Bij  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  time  was  that  ? 

Answer.  About  the  19th  of  April. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  those  two  companies  on 
friendly  terms? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  went  into  the  armory  where  they  were, 
and  they  came  to  the  Hotel  where  we  were. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Where  was  your  Head  Quar- 
ters? 

Answer.  Ady's  Hotel;  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  Hotel. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Which  room  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Ady's  parlor. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Who  was  the  Sheriff? 
Answer.  Francis  J.  Wheeler. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  pretend  to  say  that 
the  Sheriff  deputized  you  to  go  to  Baltimore  city  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  anything  about  that;  he  deputized 
me  to  preserve  peace  and  order;  that  was  about  the  terms  of 
the  note. 


Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Was  that  order  given  to  the  members  of  your 
company  ? 

Answer.  I  suppose  the  others  got  them. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  any  other  members  got 
them  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know;  I  suppose  so. 

Question.  You  cannot  fix  the  time  when  you  got  it,  can 
you? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  burning  of  the 
bridges  ? 

Answer.  No. 
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Direct  examination  reawined. 

Question.  Did  your  company  have  any  companys  colors? 
Answer.  No;  I  never  saw  any. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  taitness  was  here  concluded. 


Sarah  A.  Whitter,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respond- 
ent, being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Question.  State  your  name  and  residence? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Sarah  K.  Whii.ter;  I  reside  at  Tow- 
sontwon. 

Question.  Did  you  reside  there  in  the  summer  of  1864? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  the  time  any  scouts  came 
into  Towsontown;  if  so,  where  were  you  residing  at  that  time? 

Answer.  I  was  residing  at  Dr.  Tidings,  in  Towsontown. 

Question.  Under  the  same  roof  with  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Will   you  state  all  that  you  saw  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  the  rebels  when  they  came  in,  back  of  my 
house,  where  they  stopped;  I  went  out  there  to  see  them,  tkey 
stayed  about  fifteen  (15)  minutes. 

Question.  Did  you  go  out  of  doors  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  went  out  where  they  were;  no  nearer. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason's  boys  there? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  saw  two  (2)  of  them;  one  eleven  (11)  the 
other  younger. 

Question.  How  did  the  boys  get  there  ? 

Answer.  I  think  they  went  up  the  road  and  came  down 
with  these  men. 

Question.  Did  you  go  out  of  the  house,  into  the  rear  of  the 
stable,  before  Mr.  Grason  came  out? 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grason  come  out  while  you  were  there? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  anything  occur  between  him  and  his  boys  ? 

Answer.  He  reprimanded  them  for  being  with  them,  and 
ordered  them  to  go  into  the  House. 

Question.  Who  was  out  there  after  Mr.  Grason  came  out, 
besides  yourself? 

Answer.  There  was  a  great  crowd  came  from  Towsontown; 
I  don't  know  who  they  were;  we  were  on  the  porch;  and  heard 
the  rebels  were  coming  and  ran  down  to  see  them;  I  was  tj 
Mr.  Grason's  side  all  the  time  he  was  there. 

Question.  Did  anything  else  occur  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  anything  more. 

Question.  Did  they  alight? 

15 
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Answer.  No. 

Question.   Where  were  they  when  you  first  saw  them  ? 

Answer.  They  had  just  arrived  at  the  back  of  the  stable 
when  I  got  there. 

Question.  The  road  passes  by  the  back  of  your  house,  does 
it  not? 

Answer.  Yes ;  the  public  road  passes  by  the  back  of  our 
stable. 

Question.  Who  occupied  the  stable? 

Answer.  Dr.  Tidings. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination. 

Question.  Did  you  first  see  the  rebel  scouts  coming  up  the 
road,  or  had  they  got  up  there  near  the  stable? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  I  saw  them  until  they  got  pretty 
near  the  stable. 

Question.  When  you  first  saw  these  sons  of  Mr.  Grason, 
were  they  on  the  horses  with  the  scouts,  or  not? 

Answer.  No ;  when  I  first  saw  them  they  were  standing 
around  the  horses. 

Question.  You  did  not  see  them  on  the  horses,  as  they 
were  coming  up  the  road  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  ;  I  cannot  say  positively. 

Question.  These  scouts  came  from  Towsontowu,  and  went 
back  the  same  way,  did  they  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  which  way  they  went. 

Question.  In  what  direction  did  they  go,  when  they  left  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember. 

Question.  When  was  it  that  Mr.  Grason  reprimanded  his 
boyH? 

Answer.  As  soon  as  he  came  out,  he  asked  the  boys  what 
they  were  doing  out  there  ;  they  told  him  they  were  out  there 
with  the  Confederate  soldiers  ;  he  said  :  "Boj^s,  go  in  the 
house,  you  have  no  business  out  here." 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  more  than  those  two  (2)  scouts? 

Answer.  T  only  saw  those  two  (2  ;)  I  don't  think  there  were 
any  more. 

Question.  Who  was  it  that  carried  out  a  glass  of  milk  to 
these  scoute  ? 

Answer.  It  was  a  servant  woman  of  Mr.  Grason's. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  there  at  that  time? 

Answer.  No  ;  that  was  before  Mr.  Grason  went  out ;  when 
the}'  first  came. 

Question.  Was  there  anything  given  them  after  Mr.  Gra- 
son got  there  ? 

Answer.  No ;  nothing. 
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Question.  Did  Mr,  Grason  make  any  inquiry  with  refer- 
ence to  his  brother  ? 

Answer.  None  at  all. 

Question.  Was  Mrs.  Grason  out  there  ? 

Answer.  She  came  out,  too. 

Question.  Did  Mrs.  Grason  inquire  after  any  person  in 
Virginia  ? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  know. 

Question.  Was  there  any  inquiry  in  reference  to  Harry 
Gilmor — whether  or  not  that  was  his  company,  or  anything 
of  that  sort? 

Answer.  There  was  some  inquiry  :  I  don't  know  anything 
about  it ;  I  think  I  heard  some  one  ask  if  Major  Gilmor  was 
in  Towsontown. 

Question.  Did  you  only  see  two  (2)  scouts? 

Answer.  Tiiere  were  only  two  (2)  there. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  Mr.  Grason  reprimand  that  servant 
for  carrying  out  the  milk  to  them  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  about  that. 

Question.  Were  you  on  the  porch  when  they  first  came  up? 

Answer.  I  was  on  the  porch  when  they  told  us  the  rebels 
had  come. 

Question.  Who  told  you? 

Answer.  Our  colored  girl. 

Question.  Where  was  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  He  was  on  his  porch.  I  started  first,  and  after  I 
had  been  there  a  few  minutes  Mr.  Grason  came  out. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concludea, 


Susan  R.  Hunt,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Question.  State  your  name  and  residence? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Susan  R.  Hunt.  I  reside  at  Towson- 
town. 

Question.  Whose  daughter  are  you? 

Answer.  Mr.  Wiley  Hunt's. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  the  raising  of  the  flag  by 
the  ladies,  on  the  2yth  of  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  was  one  of  the  ladies  that  had  hold  of  the 
rope. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Kone — Henry  Kone  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  say  to  him  or  to  any  one  in  his 
presence,  that  you  saw  Mr.  Grason  at  Ady's  Hotel  on  that 
occasion,  take  off  his  hat  and  wave  it? 

Answer.  No;  not  that  I  remember. 

Question.  Did  you,  in  point  of  fact,  see  Mr.  Grason  on  that 
occasion  ? 

Answer.   No.

Question.  Did  Mr.  Kone  ever  call  to  see  you  in  reference 
to  that  matter  of  the  taking  off  his  hat? 

Answer.  Not  until  he  came  home  last  Friday  night ;  he 
was  talking  about  it,  and  asked  if  I  remembered  it.  First,  I 
told  him  I  did,  after  I  studied  over  it,  I  told  him  I  could  not 
remember  anything  of  the  kind. 

Question.   Was  that  the  first  conversation  on  that  subject  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  did  not  see  Mr.  Grason  on  that  occasion? 

Answer.   No. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination. 

Question.  You  say  you  were  at  the  bottom  of  the  flag-staff, 
were  there  many  persons  at  Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  That  I  could  not  tell  you,  I  did  not  take  notice 
of  it. 

Question,  Can  you  name  any  persons  that  you  saw  over  at 
Ady's  Hotel,  at  that  time? 

Answer.  No.  I  cannot  name  any. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  having  heard  any  acclama- 
tions, hurras,  hisses,  or  groans,  or  demonstrations  of  any 
kind,  at  Ady's  Hotel  during  those  proceedings? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  that  flag  run  up  to  its  place  without  any 
difficulty  ? 

Answer.  There  was  a  catch  I  think,  when  it  was  part  way 
up. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  groaning  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  No, 

Question.  Was  there  any  cheering  at  any  time  during  the 
proceedings? 

Answer.  There  was  cheering  given  for  the  flag. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  more  than  one  flag  raising 
during  that  spring  ? 

Answer.  I  was  present  at  both. 

Question.  How  long  after  the  first  flag  raising  before  the 
second  took  place  ? 

Answer.  It  was  some  six  (6)  or  eight  (8)  weeks. 

Question.  How  long  had  this  flag  been  suppressed  before 
you  run  it  up  ? 

Answer.  Some  week  or  ten  (10)  days  more  or  less. 

Question.  Had  you  had  any  other  flag,  standard  or  banner 
flying  in  Towsontown  during  that  time? 

Answer.  Nothing  that  I  remember  particularly. 

Question.  Nothing  at  Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  I  think  there  was  some  kind  of  flag  flying  from 
Mr.  Ady's  Hotel.  I  don't  remember  what  it  was. 
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Question.  Do  you  recollect  having  had  any  conversation 
shortly  after  that  occurrence,  with  reference  to  the  circum- 
stance of  the  raising  of  that  flag  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  when  you  first  heard  of  any 
complaint  of  groans  being  made  ? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  anything  of  the  kind  until  this  last 
week  ;  never  heard  it  remarked  about  until  this  last  week. 


Wiley  Hunt  re-called  by  Kespondent. 

Question.  You  were  a  member  of  the  Towson  Guards, 
were  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards,  at  any 
time,  have  their  meetings  in  the  Odd  Fellow's  Hall? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  they  organized  in  there. 

Question.  The  same  place  the  Towson  Guards  had  their 
meetings  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  They  were  separate  and  distinct  organizations,, 
were  they  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  know  of  any  ill-feeling  existing  be- 
tween them  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  not  as  a  company. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  loitness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination 

Question.  When  you  say  there  was  no  ill-feeling,  do  you 
mean  that  there  was  no  sharp  political  diflference  between 
the  two  (2)  companies  ? 

Answer.  There  was  political  difference  between  some  few 
of  the  company,  as  individuals. 

Question.  About  the  19th  of  April,  what  was  the  under- 
standing with  reference  to  their  position — that  they  were  on 
the  same  side,  working  together  ; 

Answer.  I  rather  think  not. 

Question.  What  was  the  difference  between  the  two. 

Answer.  The  Horse  Guards   appeared  to  be  in  hostility  to  ' 
the  men  stationed  at  Cockeysville. 

Question.  What  was  the  position  of  the  Towson  Guards? 

Answer.  They  were  not  called  out  for  anything. 

Question.  Then  the  two  (2)  companies  were  not  acting  in 
harmony  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  They  were  not  acting  together. 
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Question.  The  troops  at  Oockeysville,  you  say,  the  Horse 
Guards  were  acting  in  opposition  to  ;  what  was  the  position 
of  the  Towson  Guards  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  We  had  pickets  out  likewise  on  the  different 
roads. 

Question.  For  what  purpose? 
Answer.  To  keep  back  any  invaders. 
Question.  Who  stationed  those  pickets? 
Answer.  Our  oiBcers  ;  Captain  Chew  and  Lieuts.  Abraham 
Rider  and  Dennis  Mathews. 

Question.  Were  you  with  them  during  that  week  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  there  at  that  time  the  same  harmony  of  feel- 
ing between  the  two  companies  as  there  had  originally  been  ? 
Answer.  Not  so  much  at  last  as  at  first. 
Question.  Did  the  Towson    Guards,  at  that  time,  receive 
any  additional  arms  and  ammunition  from  any  source  ? 

Answer.  We  got  some  cartridges  ;  Mr.  Dennis  Mathews 
went  to  town  and  brought  them  out. 

Question.  You  had  no  additional  arms  furnished  you,  had 
you  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  You  did  not  go  into  town,  at  all  ? 
Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  wear  any  secession  banners  ? 
Answer.  One  member  of  our  company  did  ;  he  did  not  con- 
tinue long  a  member. 

Question.  Did  he  join  the  Horse  Guards  ? 
Answer.  No. 

Question.  What  became  of  him  ? 
Answer.  I  don't  know. 
Question.  Who  is  the  man  you  refer  to  ? 
Answer.  Mr.  Thatcher. 

Question.  Were  any  badges  worn  by  the  other  company  at 
that  time? 

Answer.  I  think  there  was. 

Question.  Similar  to  that  which  Thatcher  put  on? 
Answer.  I  can't  say. 

Question.  Alter  putting  that  badge  on  did  he  continue  with 
j'our  company  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  he  had  one  of  our  guns. 
Question.   Did  he  parade  with  your  company  after  that  ? 
Answer.  I  can't  say  scarcely  how  long  he  did  stay  in  the 
company,  after  that. 

Question.  Are  you  sure  he  paraded  with  the  company  at  all 
after  that  ? 

Answer.  I  will  not  be  positive  ;  he  was  a  man  who  got  in 
liquor  and  troubled  us  a  good  deal. 

Question.  Did  he  not  get  in  liquor  at  the  time  he  put  on 
that  badge  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  know  lie  was  on  Saturday  evening.

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  This  Thatcher  you  speak  of  wearing  the  rebel 
badge,  is  he  not  in  the  Navy  Yard,  in  the  service  of  the  Gov- 
ernment? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  where  he  is. 

Question.  Was  there  not  another  meraber,  of  the  name  of 
George  Conner,  who  had  that  badge  on  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  tell. 

Question.  You  say  you  got  rid  of  Thatcher  because  lie  wore 
a  rebel  badge  and  got  drunk  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  tell ;  a  little  of  both. 

Question.  Did  your  company  parade  after  the  19th  of 
April? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  we  had  ever  a  full  compaLy  ;  it  has 
been  so  long  I  don't  know  the  circumstances  now. 

By  tlie  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Commitee.  What  particular  acts  of  hostility 
did  they  do  ? 

Answer.  One  or  two  men  that  belonged  to  the  regiment 
stationed  at  Cockeysville,  were  taken  up. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Were  they  in  uniform  ? 

Answer.  I  think  they  were  in  citizens  clothes  ;  there  was  a 
great  many  of  them  men  that  had  not  uniforms  on. 

Question.  Was  George  Conner  a  member  of  your  company? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Is  he  not  a  Captain  in  the  Federal  army,  now? 

Answer.  Y^es. 

Question.   How  long  has  he  been  in  the  Federal  service  ? 

Answer.  Three  (3)  years  next  August ;  he  was  wounded 
some  time  since,  down  at  the  front. 

At  3  o'clock,  P.  M.,  the  Committee  took  a  recess  until  4.30, 
P.  M. 


February  16th  1865, 

4^  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Committee  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  all  the  members 
present  except  Mr.  Valliant. 

Benjamin  N.  Payne,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Benjamin  N.  Payne,  I  am  fifty-eight 
(58)  years  old,  live  in  Towsontown  and  am  a  farmer. 
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Question.  How  long  have  you  lived  there? 

Answer.  Since  the  year  1836. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  Ever  since  he  came  there,  I  think  about  sjx  (6)  or 
seven  (7)  years. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  circumstance  of  the  raising 
of  the  flag  at  Towsontown,  by  the  ladies,  immediately  or  soon 
after  the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  day  of  the  week  was  it  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  positive,  but  it  strikes  me  it  was  the  Mon- 
day week  after  the  19th. 

Question.  Where  were  you  upon  that  occasion  ? 

Answer.  I  was  in  the  road  right  in  front  of  the  Hall  when 
the  ladies  came  out  with  the  flag;  they  carried  it  to  where  the 
pole  stood  about  a  hundred  (100)  feet;  I  then  moved  up  to- 
wards the  flag  staff,  and  staid  there  while  they  put  the  flag 
up,  and  some  time  after  it  was  up  I  stood  in  the  range  listen- 
ing to  them. 

Question.  How  far  from  Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  Nearly  opposite  the  Hotel. 

Question.  What  should  you  judge  to  be  the  distance  from 
where  you  stood  to  the  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  About  fifty  (50)  feet. 

Question-  In  full  view  of  the  porch? 

Answer.  Almost  in  front  of  the  porch. 

Question.  Was  the  speaking  after  the  flag  had  been  raised? 

Answer.  Yes,  two  speeches  were  made  after  they  raised  the 
flag.  Mr.  Ensor  and  Mr.  Ware  spoke  from  a  stone  pile  near 
the  flag  pole. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  parties  at  the  Hotel  and  about 
the  porch  ? 

Answer.  Ye.s;  some  few  were  there. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  singing  at  the  pole  ? 

Answer.  I  think  they  had  some  cheering  when  they  put 
the  flag  up,  there  was  some  difiSculty  in  getting  it  up. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  remain  ? 

Answer.  Until  they  dispersed  from  the  pole,  about  a  half 
an  hour. 

Question.  Were  you  nearer  to  the  Hotel  than  to  the  pole? 

Answer.  Yes;  a  good  deal,  the  pole  was  I  reckon  over  one 
hundred  (100)  feet. 

Question.  Erom  the  time  that  you  first  went  there  until 
after  they  had  dispersed  and  you  left,  was  there  any  cheering, 
groaning  or  hissing,  at  or  near  Ady's  porch  ? 

Answer.  No;   I  think  if  there  had  been  anything  I  should 
have  heard  it — I  have  no  recollection  of  anything  of  the  kind. 
Question.  Do  you  think  it  would  have  been  possible  for  it 
to  have  taken  place  without  you  hearing  it  ? 
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Answer.  It  must  have  been  very  moderate  if  I  could  not 
have  heard  it.  I  was  listening  to  the  speakers  who  were 
three  times  as  far  from  where  I  was. 

Question.  Did  you  know  of  anybody's  taken  their  hats  off 
and  waving  them  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  nothing  of  the  kind. 

Question.  When  did  you  first  hear  that  there  was  any  groan- 
ing and  hissing  and  hurraing? 

Answer.  Not  until  ten  days  ago. 

Question.  How  far  is  your  residence  from  the  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  Three  (3)  or  four  (4)  hundred  yards;  can  walk  it 
in  five  (5)  minutes. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  seeing  Mr.  Grason  upon  that 
occasion  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  recollect  some  gentlemen  who  were  about 
the  porch;  Mr.  George  Yellolt,,  John  Yellott,  John  Yellott's 
son,  who  is  a  captain  in  the  army,  and  another  son  of  his,  Mr. 
Carman.     I  do  not  recollect  seeing  Mr.  Grason  there  at  all. 

Question.  Was  there  not  a  disturbance  between  Mr.  Yel- 
lott and  other  parties  ? 

Answer.  There  was  a  little  disturbance  but  it  was  over  in  a 
minute;  there  was  a  blow  or  two  struck;  Captain  Yellott  had 
his  shirt  torn  off. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  being  on  the  porch  of  Mr. 
Coopers  on  the  Monday  following  the   battle  of  Bull's  Run  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  was  there. 

Question.  Mr.  Cooper  is  Postmaster  under  the  present  ad- 
ministration, is  he  not? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  there  in  the  afternoon  of  that  day  ? 

Answer,  I  do  not  know. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  of  tlie  news  coming  in  of  the 
defeat  of  the  Confederate  army  ? 

Answer.  We  had  that  news  in  the  forenoon,  about  eleven 
(11)  o'clock  at  Ady's  porch  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howard  came 
along  and  asked  if  I  had  an  extra;  then  I  heard  of  the  defeat 
of  the  Federal  army,  from  that  time  until  late  in  the  evening 
1  was  not  at  the  Post-office,  it  might  have  been  from  (iO)  ten 
o'clock  in  the  morning  until  five  (5)  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
that  I  was  not  at  Mr.  Cooper's. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  being  there  after  (5)  five  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know. 

Question.  Did  you  know  Mr.  Wm.  Thompson? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  on  Mr.  Cooper's  porch  that 
day? 

Answer.  I  have  no  recollection  of  it. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  there  that  day  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  he  was  not  in  Baltimore  county  ;  he  was  not 
there  for  a  week  or  two  afterwards.

Question.  Did  you  state  that  Mr.  Grason  was  not  in  Tow- 
sontown  on  the  Monday  following  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  know  he  was  not  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  long  was  he  absent?    . 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  ;  it  was  certainly  a  week  or  two 
after  the  battle  of  Bull  Run. 

Question.  At  any  time  upon  that  Monday,  either  in  the 
presence  of  Mr.  Cooper,  the  Post  Master,  or  near  his  porch, 
or  in  the  presence  of  other  parties  there,  did  you  see  any  re- 
joicing over  the  defeat  of  the  Federal  army? 

Answer.  i?fo  ;  never  heard  any  one  rejoice  over  it  there  or 
no  where  else,  I  believe. 

Question.  You  knew  the  company  called  the  Baltimore 
County  Horse  Guards,  did  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  saw  them  drilling  often  in  the  field  :  I 
believe  the  Spring  before. 

Question.  Did  you  know  of  their  leaving  Towsontown  for 
Baltimore  on  Saturday  night  the  20th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  was  there  when  they  leit. 

Question.  On  the  Saturday  night  after  they  left  for  Balti- 
more, did  you  make  any  arrangement  with  Mr.  Longnecker 
to  go  after  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  we  arranged  to  go  down  to  the  city  to  visit 
them  there  ;  one  of  my  boys  belonged  to  that  company  ;  my 
wife  was  very  much  distressed,  and  wanted  to  go  into  town 
to  see  her  son  William  ;  I  said,  to  pacify  her^  that  I  would  go 
the  next  morning,  and  Mr.  Longnecker ;  we  agreed  to  go  to- 
gether at  (7)  seven  o'clock  the  next  morning,  but  by  that 
time  the  boys  had  come  home,  and  we  never  went. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination . 

Question.  At  the  time  of  this  flag-raising  of  which  you 
have  spoken,  how  many  persons  were  standing  about  Ady's 
porch,  and  the  crowd  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  porch  ? 

Answer.  Really,  I  do  not  know  ;  there  might  have  been 
from  (8)  eight  to  (15)  fifteen  ;  there  was  no  crowd. 

Question.  You  only  remember  those  that  you  have  named 
as  the  persons  that  were  there  at  the  time,  do  you  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  do  not  think  there  could  have  been  more 
than  (15)  fifteen. 

Question.  Was  your  attention  more  particularly  directed 
towards  the  persons  at  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  Yes ;  my  face  was  turned  in  that  direction  ;  I 
could  see,  without  turning  my  head,  both  places. 
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Question.  You  do  not  remember  having  seen  Mr.  Grasou 
there,  do  you  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  cheers  of  any  kind,  or  demon- 
stration of  approval  or  disapprovalamongthecrowdat  the  hotel? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Were  you  there  about  half  an  hour? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  During  all  that  time,  what  were  those  persons 
at  Ady's  Hotel  doing  ? 

Answer.  They  were  standing  about ;  they  had  a  little  row  ; 
that  was,  I  think,  when  the  flag  was  going  up ;  perhaps 
when  it  was  up. 

Question.  Did  you  notice  while  the  flag  was  going  up  it 
caught? 

Answer.  Yes  :  there  was  some  diflSculty. 

Question.  At  that  time  was  your  attention  directed  towards 
the  flag  or  the  persons  at  Ady's  ? 

Answer.  I  was  attending  to  the  persons  at  Ady's. 

Question.  You  saw  this  company  at  the  time  it  started  for 
Baltimore,  did  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   Was  Mr.  Grason  with  them  at  the  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes :  he  was  with  them  a  while  before  they  did 
start. 

Question.  In  uniform? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Can  you  state  whether  or  not  any  considerable 
portion  of  them  wore  badges  of  any  kind  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  :  I  remember  seeing  some  men  with 
badges  on  :  I  remember  seeing  Mr.  Davis  with  a  badge. 

Question.  What  kind  of  a  badge  was  it? 

Answer.  It  had  on  Southern  rights. 

Question.  Was  that  that  day  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was — it  might  have  been  after  that — 
the  next  week. 

Question.  How  long  was  that  company  under  arms  at  that 
time? 

Anssver.  Not  long. 

Question.  During  that  time  or  any  portion  of  it  where  was 
their  headquarters  ? 

Answer.  That  is  more  than  I  can  say,  if  they  had  any 
head  quarters. 

Question.  Where  did  the  officers  seem  to  be — head  quar- 
ters from  the  saddle  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know.  I  was  not  out  there  till  late  in 
the  evening. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  what  flag  was  flying  over 
Ady's  Hotel  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  None  at  that  time.  I  saw  a  flag  some  days  after- 
wards with  the  Maryland  coat  of  arms  on  it. 
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Question.  Did  you  see  it  ? 

Answer,  Yes  :  I  saw  it  as  it  was  carried  up  the  road. 

Question.  Who  carried  it  ? 

Answer.  One  of  the  Gilmor  boys. 

Question.  Was  it  Harry  ? 

Answer.  I  will  not  be  certain. 

Question.  You  are  confident  that  you  were  not  on  Mr. 
Cooper's  porch  between  (10)  ten  and  (4)  four  o'clock  on  the 
day  the  news  of  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  was  received? 

Answer.  Yes. 


By  the  Committee, 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  say  you  got  that  extra 
in  the  morning? 

Answer.  About  the  middle  of  the  day  ;  I  think  about  (11) 
o'clock.     I  am  sure  I  had  it  before  (12j  o'clock. 

Queslion  hy  the  Committee.  On  the  Monday  morning? 

Answer.  Yes. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was   here  concluded. 

William  Bowen,  called  as  a  witness  for  Eespondent,  being 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  folJows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation? 

Answer.  My  name  is  William  Bowen,  I  am  (35)  thirty- 
five  years  old  ;  I  reside  at  Towsontown,  and  am  a  stone  ma- 
son. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  Towsontown? 

Answer.  I  was  born  there. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Ever  since  he  has  lived  there. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  the  circumstance  of  the  raising 
of  the  flag  on  the  29th  of  April,  at  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  recollect  there  was  one  raised,  but  I  was  not 
present  at  the  time. 

Question,  Do  you  recollect  one  Sunday  afternoon  last  sum- 
mer when  some  rebel  scouts  were  in  Towsontown? 

Answer.  I  do. 

Question.  State  what  you  saw  of  them? 

Answer.  I  was  down  in  the  town,  I  saw  three  of  them  ride 
in  on  the  new  pike  called  the  Dulaney's  Valley  pike;  I  left 
the  town  and  went  up  to  my  house  to  tell  the  women  that 
the  rebels  were  come  in  the  town. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason's  boys  that  afternoon ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  State  all  about  it  will  you  ? 

Answer.  I  came  out  into  the  yard  and  they  came  up  the 
road  right  past  my  house,  these  three  men,  one  of  the  boys 
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was  on  a  horse  with  one  of  them;  1  heard  one  of  them  ask 
how  far  it  was  to  Mr.  Roberts,  he  was  told  it  was  two  and  a 
half  (2^)  miles,  he  said  if  it  was  that  far  I  will  not  go.  They 
then  rode  up  behind  Dr.  Tiding's  stable. 

Question.  Did  the  boys  ride  up  on  a  horse  with  them  to  the 
stable  ? 

Answer.  One  of  them  did. 

Question.  Did  you  see  what  occurred  when  they  reached 
the  rear  of  the  stable? 

Answer.  They  stopped  there  and  some  one  brought  out 
something  to  drink.  My  house  is  distant  (150)  one  hundred 
and  fifty  yards  from  Dr.  Tidings.  I  was  standing  in  my 
yard. 

Question.  Where  were  they  when  you  first  saw  the  boy 
upon  the  horse? 

Answer.  Going  along  the  road  past  my  house. 

Question.  How  long  did  they  stop  at  the  stable? 

Answer.  I  think  (15)  fifteen  or  (20)  twenty  minutes. 

Question.  Who  was  present  there  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  Mrs.  Witter,  a  lot  of  children  around  and 
Mr.  Ruby,  that's  all  I  know. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mrs.  Grason? 

Answer.  I  think  I  saw  Mrs.  Grason,  I  am  not  certain,  I 
know  I  did.  not  see  Mr.  Grason. 

Question.  You  do  not  know  what  passed  between  Mrs. 
Grason  and  the  boys  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  could  not  hear  from  my  house. 

Question.  Did  you  belong  to  any  military  organization  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  was  a  member  of  the  Towson  Guards. 

Question.  Were  you  out  on  duty  at  any  time  during  this 
period  ? 

Answer.  No.    I  cannot  say  that  I  was. 

Question.  Was  your  company  out  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  was  down  there  among  them  but  never 
was  out  at  night.  I  was  not  very  well  at  the  time.  On  Mon- 
day the  Sheriff  summoned  me  to  assist  in  keeping  peace  and 
order. 

Question.  Who  was  the  Sheriff? 

Answer.  Francis  J.  Wheeler. 

Question.  Did  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Gaurds  at  any 
time  occupy  the  same  hall  that  you  did  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  they  rented  it  from  our  company. 

Question.  Did  you  know  of  any  ill  will  or  bad  feeling  ex- 
isting between  the  two  companies  as  companies  ? 

Answer.  No;  not  as  companies.  There  was  some  between 
some  few  members. 

Question.    The  Commissioners  of  Baltimore   county  who 
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were  elected  at  the  last  election,  are  they  understood  to  be 
loyal  Union  men  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  the  judges  of  the  election  supposed  to  be 
loyal  Union  men  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  the  last  election  ? 

Answer.  I  was  in  my  district  the  ninth  (9.) 

Question.  Was  the  oath  required  of  every  voter  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  did  not  see  any  body  vote  without  taking 
the  oath. 

Question.  You  are  a  member  of  the  Union  party  are  you 
not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Ttte  exammaiion  in  chief  of  this  witness  wo^s  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  that  the  Towson 
Gruards  and  the  Horse  Guards  occupied  the  same  building 
during  the  week  that  followed  the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.  Not  that  week. 

Question.  At  what  time  then  ? 

Answer.  From  the  time  they  were  first  organized  until 
that  time. 

Question.  Which  left  then? 

Answer.  The  Horse  Guards. 

Question.  Where  did  the  Horse  Guards  have  their  head- 
q[uarter?  during  the  following  week  ? 

Answer.  At  Ady's  Hotel;  there  was  a  portion  of  the  Tow- 
son  Guards  that  were  on  duty  who  boarded  at  Ady's  too. 

Question,  Was  this  room  you  spoke  of  large  enough  to  drill 
in? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  the  Horse  Guards  drill  in  it  ? 

Answer.  No;  they  used  it  to  hold  meetings  in. 

Question.  How  often  ? 

Answer.  They  rented  it  for  once  a  week. 

Question.  Up  to  what  time  did  they  continue  to  occupy  it  ? 

Answer.  Up  to  that  time. 

Question.  Ever  after  that  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  think  not. 

Question,  How  far  is  your  residence  from  Dr.  Tidings' 
stable  ? 

Answer.  I  suppose  from  (100)  one  hundred  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty  (150)  yards;  I  do  not  think  it  is  over  one  hundred 
(100)  yards. 

Question.  Do  I  understand  that  you  could  see  the  scouts  as 
they  were  stopping  at  Dr.  Tidings'  stable  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 
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Question.  Did  1  understand  you  to  say  that  did  not  see 
Mr.  Grason  there  at  all? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  him  then. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  at  all? 

Answer.  I  baw  him  the  next  evening. 

Question.  How  many  men  were  there  when  you  saw  him 
the  next  day  ? 

Answer.  Three;  afterwards  all  the  others  came  down;  it 
was  (f)  three  quarters  of  an  hour  after  the  first  came. 

Question.  Did  you  know  any  of  those  men  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  At  what  place  was  it  that  you  saw  Mr.  Grason 
with  them? 

Answer.  About  (300)  three  hundred  yards  from  his  house 
where  the  roads  fork. 

Question.  Did  you  speak  of  your  own  knowledge  when  you 
said  the  Commissioners  and  the  Judges  of  election  of  Balti- 
more county  were  loyal  men  ? 

Answer.  As  far  as  1  know  they  are. 

Question.  Do  you  know  all  the  Judges  in  the  county  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  all  in  the  county;  I  know  all  in  my 
district. 

Question.  Are  you  personally  acquainted  with  all  the  Com- 
missioners ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  You  do  not  speak  then  of  your  own  personal 
knowledge  in  reference  to  them — when  you  speak  of  them 
being  loyal  ? 

Answer.  No;  they  are  considered  loyal  and  called  Union 
men. 


Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  You  say  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards  left 
the  Hall  that  week,  do  you  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Could  they  make  it  their  headquarters  when  the 
Towson  Guards  were  constantly  there  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question..   Was  it  on  that  account  they  left  your  hall? 

Answer.  I  suppose  that  was  it;  our  men  staid  there  at 
night. 

Question.  When  you  saw  Mr.  Grason  with  the  three  (3) 
men  of  which  you  spoke  at  the  forks  of  the  road,  was  there  a 
crowd  assembled  around  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  pretty  much  every  one  of  the  pLice  was  there: 
meu;,  women  and  children  of  all  parties;  members  of  the  Tow- 
son  Guards  and  Horse  Guards. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  do  or  say  anything  ? 

Answer.  No. 
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Gross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  talk  with  them  ? 
Answer.  I  did  not. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Were  you  near  enough  to  hear 
any  conversation  ? 

Answer.  I  was  in  the  crowd  myself  as  one  of  the  party,  the 
only  man  I  heard  say  anything  was  a  man  named  John  Ward, 
he  told  me  one  of  the  men  was  his  own  cousin.  I  saw  Mr. 
Ady  go  to  Mrs.  Sheely's  store  and  get  a  hat  and  give  it  to  one 
of  them. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Do  you  think  you  were  as  near  to  these  rehels  as 
Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  He  was  in  the  same  place  as  I  was  while  I  was 
there. 

Question.  And  had  about  as  much  to  do  with  them  as  he 
did? 

Answer.  Yes,  so  far  as  I  recollect  I  was  standing  there  and 
looking  at  them. 

Question.  Was  this  Mr.  Ady  who  went  and  got  a  hat  for 
one  of  the  scouts  the  same  who  was  a  member  of  the  Horse 
Guard  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

The  examination  of  this  loitness  was  here  concluded. 

Joseph  L.  Bowen,  called  as  a  witness  fof  respondent  being 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Joseph  L.  Bowen,  live  at  Towson- 
town,  am  a  stone  mason  and  am  (29)  twenty-nine  years  old. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.   All  my  life. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  been  acquainted  with  Mr. 
Grason  ? 

Answer.  About  (5)  years. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  circumstance  of  the  raising 
of  the  flag  at  Towsontown  on  the  29th  of  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Do  not  recollect  the  day,  recollect  the  raising  of 
the  flag.  It  was  soon  after  the  19th  of  April.  I  do  not  recol- 
lect how  lonsr.

Question.   Was  it  raised  by  the  ladies  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  present  ? 

Answer.  I  was. 

Question.  Where  were  you  standing  ? 

Answer.  I  was  very  near  Mr.  Ady's  porch. 

Question.  Were  there  any  speeches  made? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  By  whom? 

Answer.  By  Mr.  Ensor  and  Mr.  Ware. 

Question.  Were  there  any  singing  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  Lieutenant  Whittle  sang  I  think  the  Star 
Spangled  Banner. 

Question.   Were  you  standing  beside  the  Hotel  ? 

Answer,  Before  the  flag  was  raised  I  was  right  to  the  porch 
of  the  Hotel,  when  the  flag  was  raised  I  was  near  the  pole. 

Question.  Was  there  any  difficulty  in  raising  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  whether  it  caught  or  not. 

Question.   Was  there  a  difficulty  upon  Ady's  porch  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  George  Yellott  and  Major  Yellott  had  some 
difficulty  there,  I  saw  them  holding  each  other  there. 

Question.  Were  you  there  before  they  came  out  of  the  hall 
with  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  No,  but  I  followed  Major  Yellott  from  the  hall, 
he  and  Mr.  George  Yellott  had  a  fracas  about  something. 

Question.  Did  you  come  out  of  the  hall  before  the  flag  was 
raised. 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  were  standing  very  near  the  porch  of  Ady's 
Hotel,  were  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  I  went  there  when  the  fracas  was.  I  return- 
ed to  the  pole  and  remained  there  until  the  flag  was  raised. 
I  went  to  Mr.  Ady's  afterwards,  remained  until  the  company 
dispersed. 

Question.  From  the  time  you  were  first  there  until  the 
time  they  dispersed  and  had  left,  was  there  upon  the  porch 
at  Ady's,  any  cheering  for  Jeff  Davis  and  the  Southern  Con- 
federacy, or  any  groaning  or  hissing  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  never  heard  anything  of  the  kind. 

Question.  During  that  time,  did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  about 
tkere  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  did  not. 

Question.   Were  you  sufficiently  near  to  hear  any  cheers  ? 

Answer.  I  was  right  up  to  the  porch ;  and  when  the  flag 
went  up  I  was  (30)  thirty  yards  off,  sufficiently  near  to  hear 
anything  of  the  kind,  if  there  had  been  ;  if  there  had  been, 
I  would  have  heard  it. 

Question.  When  did  you  first  hear  of  any  groaning  or  his- 
sing of  having  taken  place  at  that  time  ? 
17 
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Answer.  I  never   heard  of  it  at  all  until  this  trial  com- 
menced. 

Question.  Did  you  belong  to  any  military  organization  ? 
Answer.  Yes  ;  the  Towson  3-uards. 
Question.  You  belong  to  the  Union  party,  do  you  not  ? 
Answer.  Yes;  I  consider  myself  a  Uaion  man. 
Question.  Have  you  always  acted  with  that  party  ? 
Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  Towson  Guards  at 
that  time? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  occupy  the  same  room  as  the  Baltimore 
County  Horse  Guards  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  they  rent  the  room  from  you? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you   ever  know  of  any  ill-feeling  existing 
between  the  two  companies  as  companies  ? 
Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  it  suggested  or  talked  about, 
that  they  were  about  the  19th  to  the  21st  of  April,  watching 
each  other  or  acting  in  opposition  to  each  other  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  it  ;  I  do  not  know  that  there  was 
any  ill-fe4ing  ;  I  saw  the  Horse  Guards  come  and  talk  to  the 
Towson  Guards  at  the  time. 
Q,uestion.  Were  the  Towson  Guards  on  duty  ? 
Answer.  Part  of  the  time. 
Question.   Did  they  receive  ammunition  ? 
Answer.  Yes  ;  they  received  some  cartridges. 
Question.  Who  procured  them  ? 
Answer.  Lieutenant  Matthews,  I  think. 
Question.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Kone  ? 
Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  converse  or  talk  with  him  ;  is  he  a 
neig!ib.)r  of  yours  ? 

Ans  ver.    He  lives  in  the  town. 

Quc'.Ntion  Do  you  know  Mr.  Thompson,  the  Government 
Agent? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   Have  you  frequently  seen  him? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did   you  ever  hear  any   one  mentioning  about 
the  groaning  and  hissing  at  all  before  this  trial  commenced  ? 
Answer.  No  ,  never  heard  a  word. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination . 

Question.  Was  the  flag  of  which  you  spoke  of  having  been 
raised,  a  new  or  old  flag? 
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Auswer.  A  new  one,  I  think. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  flag-raising  that 
took  place  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  before  that. 

Question.  How  long? 

Answer.  Not  very  long. 

Question.  Was  that  flag-rising  of  which  you  now  speak, 
after  the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.   Both  of  them  were  after  the  19th  of  April. 

Question.  This  of  which  you  have  been  speaking  was  the 
last  of  the  two,  was  it  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  were  present  when  the  first  of  the  two  flags 
was  raised,  were  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes, 

Question.  Did  anything  transpire  at  that  time? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Were  there  any  persons  about  there  at  the  time 
the  flag  was  raised,  standing  near  Ady's  porch  .^ 

Answer.  There  were  some  persons  on  Mr.  Ady's  porch  ;  I 
cannot  name  any  who  were  there. 

Question.  Do  you  know  any  persons  who  were  there  at  the 
time  the  last  flag  was  raised,  besides  the  Messrs.  Yellott  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  Mr.  Carman,  Mr.  Batters  and  Mr.  Ady. 

Question.  At  which  of  these  two  flag-raisings  were  most 
people  about  ? 

Answer.  I  think  at  the  first. 

Question.  Was  that  a  time  of  some  considerable  excitement? 

Answer.  No  ;  there  was  not  much  excitement. 

Question.  Immediately  after  the  19th  of  April,  or  soon  after 
that  day  was  the  Union  flag,  which  had  previously  been  upon 
that  pole,  suppressed  or  taken  down? 

Answer.  It  was  taken  down  the  Sunday  following  the  19th 
of  April. 

Question.  About  how  long  between  that  and  the  raising  of 
the  Union  flag,  again  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say. 

Question.  In  the  interval  was  there  any  flags  flying  at 
Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  a  flag  at  Mr.  Ady's  Hotel. 

Question.  Were  there  some  pretty  decided  Union  men  at 
Towsontown,  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  /x 

Question.  Was  there  not  among  these  men  pretty  general 
regret,  pretty  decidedly  expressed  regarding  the  suppression 
of  that  flag  ? 

Answer.  I  think  they  took  it  down  themselves. 

Question.  Was  there  any  regret  at  the  suppression  of  that 
flag,  which  was  pretty  decidedly  expressed,  during  the  time 
it  was  down  ? 


Answer.    Yes  ;  I  suppose  many  regretted  it  coming  down. 

Question.  Did  not  those  persons  who  regretted  its  suppres- 
sion, take  a  very  lively  interest  in  the  flag  which  was  subse- 
quently put  up  ? 

Answer.  Some  of  them  did. 

Question.  Did  those  parties  cheer  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  there  any  persons  gathered  around  the  flag 
or  Ady"s  Hotel,  whom  you  recognized  as  disloyal  men,  and 
sympathisers  withe  the  rebels  ? 

Answer.  Some  belonged  to  the  Horse  Guards  ;  I  do  not 
know  whether  they  were  rebels  or  not. 

Question.  Were  there  any  on  Mr.  Ady's  porch  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  recognize  any  at  that  time. 

Question.  The  first  time  that  flag  was  put  up,  did  they 
express  any  approbation  or  disapprobation  at  the  raising  of 
the  flag  ? 

Answer.  Approbation. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  cheering  for  Jeff  Davis  and 
the  Southern  Confederacy,  at  the  time  of  the  first  flag-raising? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Where  were  you  standing  when  the  first  flag 
went  up  ? 

Answer.  Near  the  pole. 

Question.  Did  that  flag  go  up  without  any  difficulty,  or  did 
it  catch  ? 

Answer.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Question.  Was  your  attention  chiefly  directed  towards  the 
flag,  or  to  the  crowd  at  Ady's? 

Answer.  At  that  time  it  was  directed  towards  the  flag. 

Question.  How  long  a  time  intervened  between  the  two  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say. 

Question.  You  are  certain  in  was  the  second  raising  when 
this  difficulty  at  Ady's  occurred? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  there  most  of  the  weeks  succeeding  the 
19th  of  April? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  Horse  Guards  often  during  that 
time? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  they  on  duty? 

Answer.  On  Sunday  I  saw  them  picketing  the  road  near 
Cockeysville. 

Question.  How  near  to  the  troops  at  Cockeysville  was  their 
most  advanced  picket  ? 

Answer.  About  four  (400)  or  five  (500)  hundred  yards. 

Question.  How  frequently  were  the  pickets  stationed  along 
the  road  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  just  remember  that,  I  know  there  was 
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one  on  the  hill  before  you  turn  off  to  go  down  to  John  Wells 
and  another  one  at  Texas  and  one  a  mile  above  Towsontown. 

(Question.  Were  those  piclcets  that  were  stationed  there 
acting  in  co-operation  with  the  troops  at  Cockeysville  or  in 
hostility  to  them? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  what  their  object  was. 

Ciuestion,  What  officers  did  you  see  in  that  direction? 

Answer.  I  saw  Charles  Cockey,  I  believe  he  was  an  officer, 
I  do  not  know  of  what  rank;  I  saw  the  Surgeon  of  the  com- 
pany, Dr.  Tidings,  did  not  see  any  more  to  my  knowledge. 

Question.  You  saw  nothing  as  if  they  were  rendering  as- 
sistance to  the  troops  at  Cockeysville  did  ? 

Answer,  They  were  standing  looking  over  towards  them. 

Question.  Do  you  know  anything  with  reference  to  their 
having  received  arms  or  ammunition  during  that  week? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  You  do  not  know  from  what  source  ammunition 
was  sent  to  that  company  ? 

Answer.  No. 


Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  How  far  were  these  pickets? 

Answer.  I  could  not  say  exactly,  about  a  mile  and  a  quar- 
ter apart. 

Question.  How  many  together  ? 

Answer.  I  only  saw  two  at  one  place. 

Question.  What  is  the  distance  from  Towsontown  to 
Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  Seven  (7)  miles. 

Question.  That  would  make  about  how  many  picket  sta- 
tions ? 

Answer.  Four,  (4,)  I  saw  four  (4)  pickets  on  the  road. 

Question.  Four  (4)  pickets  a  mile  and  a  half  a  part? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  them  make  any  demonstration  of 
hostility  on  this  regiment  at  Cockeysville? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.   Were  the  Towson  Guards  doing  picket  duty  ? 

Answer.   Yes:  part  of  them  were. 

The  examination  of  this  loitness  was  here  concluded. 

Joshua  A.  Parlett,  called  as  a  witness  for  Respondent 
being  duly  sworn  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Joshua  Parlett,  I  am  twenty-six  (26) 
years  old,  I  reside  at  Towsontown  and  am  a  hlacksmith. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  resided  there  ? 

Answer.  I  was  raised  there. 
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Question.  How  lona:  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  Ever  since  he  moved  there. 

Question .  Do  you  remember  the  raising  of  the  flag  at  Tow- 
son  town  by  the  ladies  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.    What  day  was  that  ? 

Answer.  The  flag  was  raised  upon  two  occasions. 

Question.  Do  you  know  about  what  time  the  first  was 
raised  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  the  Monday  week  after  the  19th 
of  April. 

Question.  About  how  long  after  that  was  there  a  second 
raising  ? 

Answer.  It  was  not  long  :  enough  to  wear  the  first  one  out. 

Question.  The  first  flao^-raising  on  Monday,  was  the  rais- 
ing of  the  old  flag,  and  the  second  flag-raising  was  the  rais- 
ing of  a  new  one,  was  it  not? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.    Were  you  present  at  the  first  flag-raising  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Where  were  you  standing  ? 

Answer.  I  was  in  the  hall  before  they  raised  it,  when  they 
marched  out  to  the  p"le,  I  went  along  with  them,  and  stood 
there  until  the  flag  was  raised. 

Question.  Were  you  one  of  the  company? 

Answer.  Yes :  I  was  there,  assisting  and  taking  part  in 
the  ceremony. 

Question.   Where  did  you  remain? 

Answer.  At  the  pole  until  it  was  raised,  and  they  had 
pretty  well  all  gone. 

Question.  Was  there  any  speaking? 

Answer.  Yes  :  Mr.  Ensor  spoke  ;  Mr.  Ware  made  a  few 
remarks. 

Question.  Was  there  any  singing? 

Answer.  Yes  :  Lieut.  Whittle  and  the  ladies — I  helped 
myself. 

Question.  What  did  you  sing? 

Answer.  The  Star  Spangled  Banner,  and  the  Ked,  White 
and  Blue. 

Question.  Then  where  did  you  go? 

Answer.  I  went  to  my  work  after  that. 

Question.  Did  you  remain  there  until  the  company  had 
dispersed  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  your  hear  any  cheering  for  Jeff  Davis  and 
the  Southern  Confederacy,  or  any  groaning  or  hissing  at  Mr. 
Ady's  porch,  or  about  there? 

Answer.  No:  I  heard  nothing  of  the  kind. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  complaint  made  by  any  of 
your  companions  and  friends  that  such  had  taken  place  ? 
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Answer.  No. 

Question.   Was  it  mentioned  or  talked  of  at  that  time? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  anything  of  it. 

Question.  Were  you  one  of  the  parties  that  got  this  flag- 
raising  up^  and  assisted  at  it  ? 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question.  If  there  had  been  such  cheering  and  hissing  and 
groaning,  were  you  likely  to  have  heard  it  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :   unless  it  had  been  very  low. 

Question-  Were  you  present  at  the  second  flag-raising  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  take  any  part  in  that  ? 

Answer.  No  :  I  had  just  come  from  my  shop,  and  was 
anxious  to  hear  Mr.  Yellott  speak,  but  when  I  got  there  he 
had  just  finished  ;  he  went  over  to  Mr.  Ady's,  and  he  and  his 
uncle  got  into  a  little  spree  there,  I  run  over  to  see  what  was 
going  on. 

Question.  Had  the  flag  been  raised  then  ? 

Answer.  No :  the  ladies  had  not  got  there  ;  Mr.  Yellott 
had  finished  his  speech  and  gone  out. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  remain  at  Mr.  Ady's  ? 

Answer.  Until  everything  was  quiet  and  the  parties  had 
dispersed. 

Question.  Was  there  any  cheering  for  Jeff  Davis  and  the 
Southern  Confederacy,  or  hissing  and  groaning,  at  that  time 
at  Ady's  hotel  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  At  what  time  did  you  hear  it  mentioned,  or 
spoken  about,  that  there  had  been  any  groaning  and  hissing? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Pennington,  Mr.  Thompson, 
and  Mr.  Kone  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  I  know  them  all  three. 

Question.  When  did  you  first  hear  it  spoken  of,  or  com- 
plained about,  or  in  any  way  talked  of,  that  there  had  been 
any  groaning  and  hissing  at  Ady's  hotel^  at  either  of  the 
flag-raisings  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  of  it  until  this  case  was  brought  up. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  any  of  your  associates,  who 
were  engaged  with  you  in  the  raising  of  the  flag,  making  any 
such  complaint  ? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  anything  of  it  by  any  one  until  this 
case  was  brought  up. 

Question.  Did  you  belong  to  any  military  organization  ? 

Answer.  I  belonged  to  the  Towson  Gruards. 

Question.  Were  you  upon  duty  during  the  week  of  excite- 
ment in  April  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  upon  duty  as  a  member  of  the  Towson 
Guards? 

Answer.  I  was  on  picket  duty. 
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Question.   Where  were  you  stationed  ? 

Answer.  At  the  6th  mile  stone;  I  had  charge  of  a  squad  of 
the  Towson  Guards  there. 

Question.  How  many  men  did  your  squad  comprise  ? 

Answer.   Five  (5). 

Question.   Where  is  the  6th  mile  stone? 

Answer,  About  a  mile  below  Towsontown — towards  Bal- 
timore. 

Question.  What  were  your  orders? 

Answer.  To  let  no  suspicious  persons  pass  at  all. 

By  tJie  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Who  were  supposed  to  be  sus- 
picious persons  ? 

Answer.  Those  persons  coming  out  from  Baltimore;  I  know 
we  used  to  stop  every  person  that  came  up  the  road. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  questions  did  you  put  to 
them  ? 

Answer.  We  asked  them  where  they  were  going,  what 
their  business  was,  &c. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  How  long  were  you  stationed  at  that  place  ? 

Answer.  Three  (3)  nights  in  succession. 

Question.   W  hich  nights  were  they  ? 

Answer.  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday  nights  of  the 
week  after  the  19th  of  April. 

Question.  Not  the  week  of  the  19th,  were  they  ? 

Answer.  No;  the  week  after. 

Question.  With  these  five  (5)  men? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Your  orders  were  to  let  no  suspicious  persons 
pass,  under  those  orders  did  you  stop  anybody  and  refuse  to 
let  them  pass  ? 

Answer.  We  stopped  everybody,  but  let  them  all  pass. 

Question.   From  whom  did  you  have  your  orders? 

Answer.  I  got  mine  from  the  captain. 

Question.   Do  you  know  under  Avhose  orders  he  was  acting? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  At  that  time  had  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  order- 
ed your  company  to  act  as  his  posse? 

Answer.  He  had  deputized  all  the  members  of  the  compa- 
ny to  keep  the  peace. 

Question.  Was  that  before  your  company  had  gone  on 
picket  duty  ? 
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Answer.  No;  the  company  had  been  out  before;  I  was  not 
out  before  that  time;  they  held  me  on  Sunday  night,  and 
woukl  not  let  me  pass;  I  was  going  home  up  the  road  from 
towards  the  city;  I  had  been  out  taking  a  little  round  to  my- 
self. 

Question.  Do  you  know  from  whom  your  superior  officers 
in  your  company  received  their  orders  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  do  not. 

Question.  Were  those  nights  the  last  nights  any  of  your 
company  were  on  picket  duty  ? 

Answer.  I  think  our  company  was  discharged  on  Sunday 
morning;  I  was  on  picket  duty  Saturday  night. 

Question.  At  the  time  of  the  first  flag  raising,  were  you  at 
the  foot  of  the  flag-staff  ? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  About  how  far  from  Ady's  porch  ? 

Answer.  One  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  yards. 

Question.  Did  you  take  any  particular  notice  of  the  persons 
gathered  on  or  about  there  at  the  time  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  Can  you  name  any  persons  who  were  there  at  the 
time  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot. 

Question.  Did  anything  that  was  done  there,  or  any  noise 
that  was  made  there,  attract  or  fix  your  attention? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Aside  from  the  persons  who  were  in  the  quarrel, 
can  you  name  any  persons  who  were  there  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  Mr.  Hunt,  Carman,  Dr.  G-ermon  and  Wes- 
ley Germon,  and  more  that  I  do  not  just  now  remember. 

Question.  At  either  of  the  flag-raisings,  did  you  see  Judge 
Payne  there  ? 

Answer.  I  think  he  was  at  the  second. 

Question.  Was  there  any  excitement  at  the  first  flag  rais- 
ing? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Had  the  national  flag  been  suppressed  prior  to 
that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  it  had  been  suppressed  ;  if  it 
was,  it  was  suppressed  by  its  own  party. 

Question.  Had  it  been  suppressed,  or  taken  down  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  For  how  long  a  time  ? 

Answer.  It  was  taken  down  on  Sunday,  and  put  up  on 
Monday  of  the  following  week. 

Question.   Why  was  it  taken  down  ? 

Answer.  It  was  taken  down  because  of  parties  who  were 
there  from  Baltimore :  it  was  thought  advisable  to  take  it 
down. 

Question.   Who  were  those  parties  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say.

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Question.  Did  you,  at  any  time  during  that  week,  see  Col. 
Kane,  in  connection  witli  any  ofl&cers  of  the  Horse  Guards  ? 
Answer.  I  did  not. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  there  any  speaking  at  the 
pole,  except  upon  the  one  occasion,  which  you  refer  to  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  about  the  second;  I  was  not  out  there. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  There  had  been  speaking  in  the 
hall,  by  Mr.  Tellott,  had  there  not. 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  that 
you  saw  the  flag  go  up,  at  the  second  raising  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  did  not  hear  any  speaking  at  that  time,  did 
you? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was   here  concluded. 

The  Committee  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow,  Friday, 
morning,  February  17th,  at  10  o'clock. 


February  17th,  1865, 

10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Committee  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present, 
all  the  members. 

Nelson  Cooper,  recalled. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  When  did  you  first  hear  of  any 
hissing  and  groaning  at  the  raising  of  the  flag  at  Towson- 
town  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  think  I  heard  any  talk  of  that  until  this 
case  came  up  ;  last  week  was  the  first  time  I  ever  heard  any- 
thing about  it. 

Question  hy  the  Bespondent.  The  people  of  Towsontown 
generally  visited  your  place,  and  congregated  there  as  the 
post  office  of  the  village  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  pretty  generally  so. 

Question.  You  never  heard  it  mentioned  (the  hissing, 
groaning  and  cheering)  upon  any  occasion  ? 

Answer.  Not  until  last  week.  I  never  heard  of  it  until 
after  some  parties  came  home  from  Annapolis. 

Question.  Who  were  those  parties  ? 

Answer.  The  witnesses  in  this  case. 
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Question  hy  Contestent.  Have  you  frequently  heard  the  in- 
cident of  the  flag  raising  talked  over  and  discussed? 

Answer.  Not  so  much  so  until  lately. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  hear  anything  of  it, 
the  week  of  the  flag  raising  or  soon  after,  did  you  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  heard  nothing  of  it  until  last  week. 

Joshua  A.  Paklett,  re- called. 

Question  hythe  Committee.  Do  you  know,  whether  or  not, 
Mr.  Grason  was  present  at  Ady's  on  the  occasion  ot  the  first 
flag  raising  you  spoke  of  yesterday  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  do  not. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  he  present  on  the  second 
occasion  you  spoke  of? 

Answer.  No.  I  don't  think  he  was,  because  I  was  there  at 
the  porch  myself  and  did  not  see  him  there. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Where  were  you  at  the  first 
time? 

Answer.   At  the  pole. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Could  you  not  have  seen  him 
from  the  pole  ? 

Answer.  I  suppose  I  could,  if  I  had  been  looking  there. 
There  was  very  few  at  the  house  at  that  time. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  pass  by  Ady's  to  go 
to  the  pole? 

Answer,  Yes.  I  did  not  see  Mr.  Grason  there. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  do  you  mean  by  the 
second  time,  the  29th  ? 

Answer.  After  the  raising  of  the  29th  I  cannot  tell  exactly 
how  long. 

Gross-examination  hy  Contestant. 

Question ,  Can  you  undertake  to  specify  all  the  persons 
who  were  present  at  Ady's  porch  at  either  of  these  flag  rais- 
ings ? 

Answer.  I  could  not  specify  all.  I  believe  I  could  if  it  had 
not  been  so  long  a  time,  some  were  there  I  was  not  very  well 
acquainted  with. 

Question.  Was  your  attention  directed  chiefly  to  those 
about  Ady's  or  at  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  Ady's. 

Question.  What  attracted  your  attention  to  them  rather 
than  to  the  flag  raising  ? 

Answer.  Because  there  was  a  little  fuss  kicked  up  over 
there. 

Question.  Did  that  last  during  all  the  time  of  the  flag  rais- 
ing? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  that  at  both  times  ? 

Answer.  Second  time. 
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Question.  At  the  first  time  was  your  attention  directed  to- 
wards Ady's  or  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  The  flag. 

Question.  Was  that  fuss  which  was  kicked  up,  the  one  be- 
tween the  Messrs.  Yellot. 

Answer.   Yes, 

Question.  Did  that  continue  during  all  that  time  ? 

Answer.  That,  and  between  other  parties,  there  was  a  muss 
between  Mr.  Tellot's  father  and  Mr.  German. 

Question.  How  long  did  these  two  difficulties  last? 

Answer.  Fifteen  (15)  or  twenty  (20)  minutes. 

Question.  During  the  interval  between  the  first  and  second 
what  was  your  attention  directed  towards  ? 

Answer.  Ady's. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Which  was  the  nephew  of  the 
two  Mr.  Yellott's? 

Answer.  George  Yellott  was  "Tip"  Yellott's  uncle. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Were  you  under  the  Sheriff's 
orders  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  None  of  us  were  at  that  time. 

Wm.  Bowen,  re-called. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  You  stated,  yesterday,  in  re- 
ference to  the  rebel  scouts,  that  Mt-.  Ady  went  into  Mrs. 
Sheeley's  store  and  bought  a  hat  and  gave  to  one  of  these 
scouts.  State  who  went  to  the  store  with  Mr.  Ady,  and 
what  took  place  ? 

Answer.  I  was  standing  in  the  road,  and  Mr.  Ady  said  to 
one  of  the  men  :  "go  in,  the  store  is  open  now,  you  can  get 
a  hat  as  well  as  I  or  any  one  ;"  he  started  towards  the  store; 
Mr.  Ady  met  Mrs.  Sheeley's  son  ;  he  came  across  with  the 
key  ;  he  and  Mr.  Ady  went  into  the  store,  and  the  scout  fol- 
lowed them. 

Question  by  Respondent.   What's  the  son's  name  ? 

Answer.  William  Sheeley  ;  he  is  a  clerk  in  his  mother's 
store. 

Question.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  scouts  threat- 
ening to  break  Mrs.  Sheeley's  store  open,  unless  they  could 
purchase  some  hats  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not. 

Question.  Where  is  William  Sheeley  now  ? 

Answer.  In  Towsontown. 

Charles  Yellott,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age  and  residence? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Charles  Yellott ;  I  am  24  years  old, 
and  reside  in  Baltimore  county. 
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Question.  You  are  lately  from  the  army,  are  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  have  been  out  about  three  (3)  months  ;  I 
was  mustered  out  on  the  25th  of  last  October  ;  I  was  three 
(3)  years  and  two  (2)  months  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States. 

Question,  What  rank  did  you  hold? 

Answer.  First  Lieutenant  for  the  most  part  of  the  time. 

Question.   In  what  regiment  ? 

Answer.  First  Potomac  Home  Brigade. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  any  flag-raising,  at  Tow- 
sontown,  during  the  spring  of  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   Were  you  there  at  both  flag-raisings? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  was  present  at  the  one  which  took  place 
about  the  last  week  in  July,  or  the  1st  or  2nd  week  in  August. 

Question.  Was  that  the  raising  of  the  flag  which  had  been 
procured  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  procured  by  the  ladies,  I  think. 

Question.  Could  you  tell  whether  it  was  before  or  after  the 
battle  of  Bull  Kun  ? 

Answer.  After  the  battle  of  Bull  Run. 

Question.  You  were  not  present  at  the  first  raising  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Where  were  you  standing  at  the  time  of  the  rais- 
ing of  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  Within  about  ten  (10)  to  fifty  (50)  yards  of  Mr. 
Ady's  Hotel  ;  standing  in  difl'erent  places — moving  about 
from  place  to  place  ;  I  was  nearer  to  Ady's  than  to  the  flag- 
pole during  most  of  the  time  I  was  in  the  Turnpike  in  front 
of  Ady's,  in  sight  of  the  flag-pole,  which  stood  parallel  with 
Ady's,  I  think. 

Question.  How  long  were  you  there  ? 

Answer.  Two  (2)  hours. 

Question.  Were  you  there  during  the  entire  time  of  the 
raising  of  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  was  among  the  first  to  come  and  the  last 
to  leave. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  G-rason  present  upon  that  occasion  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  believe  he  was;  I  did  not  see. him; 
likely  I  would  have  noticed  him  if  he  had  been  there;  more 
than  probably  I  would. 

Question.  Upon  that  occasion  did  you  hear  any  cheering 
or  Jefl'  Davis  and  the  Southern  Confederacy,  or  any  groans 
for  hisses  at  or  about  Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  did  not  hear  a  whipper  of  anything  of  the 
kind,  and  do  not  think  there  could  have  been  any,  and  I  not 
to  have  heard  it. 

Question.  How  soon  after  that  did  you  leave  and  enter  the 
service  ? 

Answer.  I  entered  the  service  in  September  following  ; 
about  a  month  or  six  weeks  afterwards. 
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Question.  From  that  time  up  to  the  present,  when  did  you 
first  hear  of  any  groaning  or  hissing  having  taken  place  at 
Ady's  Hotel? 

Answer.  I  did  not  hear  of  it  until  a  couple  of  days  ago, 
until  this  trial  has  been  going  on. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  of  any  such  thing  having  occurred 
at  either  flag-raising,  until  this  time  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  did  not. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  ivitness  was  here  concluded. 

Gross-examination . 

Question.  Were  the  circumstances  attending  the  raising  of 
the  second  flag  a  good  deal  talked  of  in  the  Potomac  Home 
Brigade  ? 

Answer.  No  :  there  were  very  few  men  in  the  regiment 
from  that  place. 

Question.  Did  you,  during  that  interval^  hear  the  incidents 
attending  the  flag-raising  much  discussed  between  the  time 
they  were  raised  and  the  last  fortnight  ? 

Answer.  No  :  I  did  not. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  If  such  demonstrations  had  oc- 
curred, don't  you  think  you  would  have  been  likely  to  have 
heard  of  them  ? 

Answer.  I  conscientiously  believe  if  there  had  been  any- 
thing of  the  kind  I  would  have  heard  of  it;  almost  every  one 
there  would  have  heard  of  it — it  would  have  amounted  to  a 
fuss  or  a  riot. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Then  you  were  not  down  at  Mr. 
Ady's  when  this  flag-raising  took  place  ? 

Answer.  Part  of  the  time  I  might  have  been  forty  (40) 
yards,  part  of  the  time  within  speaking  distance. 

Question  by  the  Committee,  Your  attention  was  more  at- 
tracted towards  the  flag-raising  than  to  Mr.  Ady's  house, 
was  it  not  ? 

Answer.  It  was  attracted  towards  the  whiskey  there  at 
Ady's  house.  I  expected  if  there  had  been  any  fuss,  that 
would  be  where  it  would  be. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  You  were  not  there  at  all,  any  where  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  raising  of  the  first  flag  ? 
Answer.  No  :  I  was  not  in  the  village. 

Tlie  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 
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E.  F.  Churcii,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent,  be- 
ing duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business? 
Answer.  My  name  is  E.  F.  Church,  I  am  45  years  old,  I 
reside  at  Towsontown,  I  am  a  printer,  and  have  published  a 
paper  there  for  fifteen  (15)  years. 

Question.  Do  you  hold  any  official  position  in  the  county? 
Answer.  I  am  Revenue  Inspector  of  the  United  States  for 
the  second  and  fifth  districts. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  resided  at  Towsontown  ? 
Answer.  About  twelve  (12)  years. 
Question.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason? 
Answer.  Ever  since  he  removed  there. 
Question.  Were  you  present  at  either  of  the  flag-raisings 
which  took  place  at  Towsontown  in  the  spring  and  summer 
of  1861? 

Answer.  I  was  present  at  the  flag-raising  of  the  29th 
April. 

Question.  You  are  able  to  fix  the  day  of  that  flag-raising 
as  the  29th  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  State  all  the  circumstances  attending  the  flag- 
raising  of  the  29th  of  April. 

Answer.  I  heard  the  ladies  were  going  to  put  the  flag  up, 
and  went  to  the  hall  where  the  flag  was.  There  was  a  meet- 
ing there  :  Mr.  Suter  made  a  speech  ;  then  the  flag  was  car- 
ried out  by  the  ladies,  and  I  followed  them  to  the  pole;  it 
was  put  on  the  rope  and  hauled  up.  Mr.  Ensor  and  Mr. 
Ware  made  a  speech  at  the  pole. 

Question.  Where  were  you  standing  ? 
Answer.   Pretty  near  the  pole. 

Question.  Were  you  nearer  to  the  pole  than  to  Ady's  hotel? 
Answer.  Between  the  flag  and  the  hotel. 
Question.  Were  you  in  full  view  of  Ady's  porch  ? 
Answer.  Yes  :  it  was  right  behind  me  when  I  was  looking 
towards  the  pole. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  present  ? 

Answer.  I  think  not :  I  have  no  recollection  of  having  seen 
him. 

Question.  State  whether  upon  that  occasion  you  heard  any 
cheering  for  Jeff  Davis  and  the  Southern  Confederacy,  or  any 
groans  or  hisses  at  or  about  Ady's  hotel  ? 

Answer.  I  certainly  did  not  hear  any;  I  remember  there 
was  some  men  on  the  porch. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  a  disturbance  of  any  kind  ? 
Answer.  No. 

Question.   Did  you  see  any  persons  waving  their  hats  ? 
Answer.  No;  there  was  some  around  the  pole  who  did. 
Question.  How  far  is  your  office  from  the  hotel  ? 
Answer.  It  is  directly  opposite  Ady's. 
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Question.  Do  you  know  a  man  named  Louis  Roberts  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  Does  the  Joppa  road  lead  from  Towsontown  to 
Louis  Roberts  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Where  is  your  office  ? 

Answer.  Over  Sheeley's  store;  nearly  opposite  Ady's. 

Question.  At  that  time  were  you  conducting  a  public  jour- 
nal? 

Answer.  Yes;  the  "Baltimore  County  Advocate." 

Question.  Was  your  office  more  or  less  visited  by  the  in- 
habitants of  that  neighborhood  on  business  connected  with 
your  paper  ? 

Answer.  I  was  brought  in  contact  with  the  people. 

Question.  State  when  you  first  heard  of  any  cheering  for 
Jeff.  Davis  or  the  Southern  Confederacy^  or  groans  and  hiss- 
ing at  or  about  Ady's  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  think  I  ever  heard  it  until  recently — 
since  this  trial  commenced. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  did  you  ever  hear  about 
hissing  or  groaning  ? 

Answer.  I  recollect  one  man  was  there  cheering  for  Jeff. 
Davis;  I  do  not  remember  who  he  was. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  time  was  that  ? 

Answer.  Somewhere  in  the  year  1861;  no  reference  to  any 
of  these  flag  raisings. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  that  done  about  Ady's 
Hotel? 

Answer.  He  started  on  horseback  from  there,  and  went 
cheering  down  the  road;  he  was  drunk;  whether  he  had  been 
in  the  house  or  not,  I  do  not  know. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  You  are  satisfied  you  were  pres- 
ent in  the  hall  before  the  flag-raising  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  followed  after  them. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  observe  any  one  par- 
ticularly at  Ady's  ? 

Answer,  There  might  have  been  from  six  (6)  to  a  dozen 
men  there;  I  could  not  say  who  they  were. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  You  did  not  remember  seeing 
Mr.  Grrason  there  ? 

Answer.  I  have  no  recollection  of  his  being  there. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Why  did  the  ladies  hoist  this 
flag — why  did  not  the  gentlemen  hoist  it  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say;  it  was  said  that  the  ladies  were  go- 
ing to  put  up  the  flag;  well  I  don't  know  what  the  reason 
was;  I  suppose  a  patriotic  motive  on  the  part  of  the  ladies. 
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Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  there  any  intimidation  on 
the  part  of  the  gentlemen  in  that  vicinity  on  the  29th  of 
April  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  there  was  any  fear  of  molestation  at 
the  time;  I  think  there  was  an  idea  that  if  the  ladies  put  it 
up  it  would  be  more  likely  to  stay  up. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  The  gentlemen  had  not  courage 
enough  and  the  ladies  had  ? 

Answer.  It  was  intended  that  the  ladies  should  have  all 
the  honor  of  putting  the  flag  up,  and  the  gentlemen,  of  course, 
stood  back,  it  was  the  ladies  doing,  putting  up  the  flag  at 
that  time. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  it  appear  to  be  the  general 
impression  in  Towsontown  that  it  would  be  safer  for  the  la- 
dies to  do  it  than  the  gentlemen  ? 

Answer,  The  gentlemen  gave  it  "aid  and  comfort;"  I  think 
it  was  about  the  time  the  ladies  ''Relief  Association"  was 
formed,  and  the  ladies  took  it  in  hand;  Mrs.  Sheeley,  Mrs. 
Thompson  and  the  ladies  who  took  a  particular  part  in  the 
formation  of  that  society. 


Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Were  there  any  demonstration  of  violence  to- 
wards the  speakers  or  those  who  sang  on  that  occasion  ? 

Answer.  Not  at  all. 

Question.  Were  you  present  upon  a  Sunday  evening  last 
summer  when  an;f  rebel  scouts  came  into  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Will  you  state  what  you  saw  upon  that  occasion? 

Answer.  I  saw  them  there  and  was  close  to  them. 

Question.  How  many  were  there  ? 

Answer.  I  think  altogether  there  was  five  (5,)  there  was  a 
large  crowd  around  them  of  men,  women  and  children,  the 
whole  populace  seemed  turned  out. 

Question.  Was  there  any  distinction  of  party  by  those  who 
were  present  in  that  crowd  of  men  or  were  all  parties  there  ? 

Answer.  I  judge  there  were  men  of  all  parties,  some  men 
probably  standing  back  who  did  not  seem  inclined  to  talk  to 
them. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  there? 

Answer.  Yes.  At  one  time. 

Question.  What  occurred  between  them  ? 

Answer.  One  time  during  the  day  two  (2)  of  them  came 
down  and  one  said,  "I  want  to  get  into  this  printing  office,  if 
I  cannot  get  in  I'll  break  the  door  open."  I  opened  the  door 
and  he  followed  me  up.  After  they  came  down  one  of  them 
wanted  to  get  into  the  store,  and  said  he  must  go  into  that 
store,  he  wanted  to  make  some  purchases  and  if  he  could  not 
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get  in  he  would  break  the  door  open.  He  asked  me  where 
the  lady  was  who  kept  the  store  and  said,  ''it  she  has  any 
friends  here  they  had  better  get  the  keys."  Mr.  Grason  came 
up  and  I  asked  him  if  he  could  not  use  some  influence  to  in- 
duce them  not  to  destroy  her  property,  he  said  he  would  if  he 
saw  any  occasion  for  it,  afterwards  he  said  he  had  not  seen 
any  occasion. 

Question.   Was  the  store  broken  open? 

Answer.  They  afterwards  got  the  key  and  got  what  they 
wanted. 

Question.  Was  the  store  plundered  or  did  they  pay  for 
what  they  got  ? 

Answer.  They  paid  for  what  they  got,  they  bought  nothing 
but  a  slouch  hat. 

Question.  Mrs.  Sheeley  was  conducting  the  business  herself 
at  that  time,  was  she  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  She  was  not  there  herself,  her  son  came  over. 
I  heard  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Grason  talking  with  them  in  front  of 
the  store.  Mrs.  Grason  asked  one  of  them  if  he  knew  Kan- 
dolph  Ridgely,  her  nephew.  I  think  he  said  he  did,  then  she 
asked  him  if  he  knew  James  Grason,  he  said  ''yes,  he  belongs 
to  the  Chesapeake  Artillery."  Mr.  Grason  then  came  up  and 
asked  something  about  him,  after  that  Mr.  Grason  went  away. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  not  you  hear  what  that  con- 
versation was? 

Answer.  Yes,  it  was  about  his  brother  who  is  in  the  South- 
ern army,  he  asked  in  relation  to  his  health,  where  he  was  at 
that  time  and  how  he  was  getting  along.  Then  Mr.  Grason 
walked  away,  it  was  while  the  scout  was  arguing  about  get- 
ting into  the  store  that  Mr.  Grason  came  up. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Why  did  you  think  that  Mr. 
Grason  would  have  greater  influence  than  yourself? 

Answer.  I  had  an  idea  that  he  would  be  more  likely  to 
have  being  that  he  had  a  brother  in  the  service,  and  considered 
him  more  in  sympathy  with  the  rebels,  than  us  Union  men, 
who  held  aloof  from  them. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Then  it  was  supposed  that  Mr. 
Grason  was  in  sympathy  with  the  rebels  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  1  don't  know  whether  that  would  be  the  conclu- 
sion, my  impression  was  ^hat  he  would  have  more  influence 
than  myself. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  liim  express  any  sympathy 
with  the  rebellion  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  I  ever  did,  I  never  had  any  conver- 
sation with  him  on  the  subject. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 
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Cross-examination . 

Question.  You  have  spoken  of  this  flag-raising  of  the 
29th  of  April  ;  that  jou  do  not  remember  having  seen  Mr. 
Grason  there  at  that  time — do  you  remember  whether  you 
had  seenMr.  Grason  about  there  a  few  days  previous  to 
that? 

Answer.  Really,  1  cannot  say. 

Question.  In  the  interval,  between  the  19th  of  April  and 
that  day,  did  you  see  anything  of  a  company  known  as  the 
Horse  Guards  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  had  seen  considerable  of  them. 

Question.  Had  you  seen  Mr.  Grason  in  company  with 
them  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  he  was  a  Lieutenant  of  the  company. 

Question.  Were  they  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  They  were,  for  a  time. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  the  circumstance  of  their  going 
to  town  ? 

Answer.  I  was  in  town  all  that  day — the  20th. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  in  town  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  In  company  with  whom? 

Answer.  John  Merryman. 

Question.  What  hour  of  the  day  was  that  ? 

Answer.  About  the  middle  of  the  day.  I  was  coming 
down  North  street,  and  saw  them  in  a  buggy  ;  they  turned 
down  towards  Holliday,  about  Woodward's  stables. 

Question.  Were  they  going  towards  Towsontown  or  from  it? 

Answer.  They  would  be  going  towards  Towsontown. 

Question.  Did  you  observe  whether  they  came  out  of  the 
street  that  runs  right  from  Holliday  street  near  the  Police 
headquarters? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  them  come  into  North  street. 

Question.  How  long  was  that  before  the  Horse  Guards  went 
into  town  ? 

Answer.  I  should  say  that  was  the  middle  of  the  day  ;  the 
omnibus  started  at  4  o'clock,  and  when  I  got  five  (5)  miles 
from  the  city,  I  met  the  company  coming  in  under  arms. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  with  them  at  the  time  you  met 
the  company  going  in  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  believe  so. 

Question.  Can  you  name  any  persons  that  you  saw  about, 
in  the  vicinity  of  Ady's  porch,  or  in  the  road  near  the  porch, 
at  the  time  of  the  flag-raising  ? 

Answer.  Not  now. 

Question.  Can  you  name  any  incidents  that  transpired  at 
Ady's  porch,  or  in  the  vicinity,  at  that  time? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  don't  remember. 
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•    Question.  Was  your  attention  directed  chiefly  to  that  porch 
or  to  the  place  where  the  flag  was  being  raised  ? 

Answer.  My  attention  was  directed  towards  the  flag. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  How  long  after  the  19th  of  April 
was  the  last  time  you  saw  Mr.  Grason  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Really,  I  don't  know  how  long  that  organization 
was  kept  up. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Do  you  recollect  seeing  him  in 
Towsontown  between  the  19th  and  the  29th  of  April? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  he  was  there  every  day  after  they  came  back 
from  the  city. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  When  was  the  last  time  you 
recollect  seeing  him  there,  between  the  19th  and  29th  of  April? 

Answer.  I  think  he  was  there  until  the  organization  was 
disbanded  ;  he  left  there,  but  I  cannot  recollect  the  time  of 
his  going  away. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  You  say  your  attention  was  directed  to  the  flag- 
raising,  were  you  one  of  the  party  raising  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  I  was  a  kind  of  hanger  on  to  the  party. 

Question.  Were  you  sufflciently  near  to  Ady's  Hotel  to 
hear  any  cheering  if  it  had  taken  place  ? 

Answer.  It  would  not  have  been  very  loud  cheering  unless 
I  heard  it. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  print  a  paper  in  Tow- 
sontown in  1861 ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  was  the  reputation  of  that 
Horse  Guards  in  conjunction  with  the  Union  troops  or  in  op- 
position to  them? 

Answer.  Yes;  rather  in  opposition  to  them. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  that  the  general  impres- 
sion there  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  any 
acts  of  hostility  an  the  part  of  that  company  ? 

Answer.  I  considered  the  members  of  the  company  burn- 
ing the  bridges  were  acts  of  hostility  to  the  government. 
Mr.  Grason  had  nothing  to  do  with  this  burning. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Do  you  remember  whether  the 
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members  acted  on  their  own  responsibility  or  by  orders  of 
their  officers  ? 

Answer.  They  appeared  to  be  subject  to  the  command  of 
their  officers  as  far  as  I  saw  them. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  it  known  that  the  Horse 
Guards  burned  the  bridges  ? 

Answer.  There  is  no  doubt  about  that. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  these  Horse  Guards  wear  a 
badge  of  any  kind  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  so  after  they  put  their  uniform  on, 
there  were  badges  worn  in  Baltimore  upon  the  19th  of  April, 
it  seemed  to  me  that  every  body  had  one  on. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  l)id  you  see  members  of  the 
Horse  Guards  wear  any  particular  badge  ? 

Answer.  The  Maryland  badge  was  worn.  I  recollect  Mr. 
Grason  and  Mr.  Merry  man  had  badges  on  their  coats  when  I 
met  them  in  the  street. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  kind  of  badge  did  they 
wear? 

Answer.  By  their  general  appearance,  it  was  the  coat-of- 
arms  of  Maryland.  I  had  one  in  my  pocket,  they  were  given 
around  freely.  I  did  not  put  mine  on;  I  gave  it  to  General 
Wyncoop^  to  show  him  what  was  going  on  in  Baltimore. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  see  any  Union  men  at 
that  time  wearing  these  badges  ? 

Answer.  Some  that  are  called  Union  men  now. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Can  you  name  any  of  them  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  acquainted  with  the  city  people;  there 
were  very  few  in  the  county,  a  couple  of  our  men  who  went 
to  Eeistertown,  came  back  with  badges,  that  are  Union  men 
now;  the  badge  that  I  spoke  of  was  the  coat-of-arms  of  the 
State. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Has  Mr.  Grason,  since  April, 
1861,  been  co-operating  with  the  Union  party  or  in  opposi- 
tion to  it,  what  has  been  his  stand  ? 

Answer.  He  has  not  not  been  co-operating  with  it. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  You  never  considered  him  a 
Union  man  at  Towsontown,  did  you? 

Answer.  When  a  candidate  for  State's  Attorny  he  was  on 
the  other  ticket  ? 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  he  elected  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Ensor  was  elected. 

Question  hy  the  Committee,  Had  that  badge  which  was  worn 
at  that  time  anything  else  but  the  coat-of-arms  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  ? 

Answer.  I  think  the  Horse  Guards  wore  the  Maryland 
badge,  their  buttons  had  the  Maryland  coat-of-arms  on,  the 
flag  that  was  raised  on  Ady's  had  the  Maryland  coat-of-arms 
on;  I  could  not  see  anything  else,  if  there  was  anything.  It 
was  very  small. 
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Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  You  say  tliat  you  saw  two  men  from  the  county 
come  down  with  badges  on,  they  were  Union  men  last  No- 
vember at  the  time  Mr.  Grrason  was  elected  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  evidence  have  you  of  that  ? 

Answer.  One  of  them  is  Provost  Marshal  under  the  Gov- 
ernment; they  acted  with  the  Union  party. 

Quesiton  by  the  Committee.  How  did  they  vote  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know;  one  of  them  is  in  the  army  now;  he 
has  been  badly  wounded;  he  is  a  pretty  good  man. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  What  is  his  name  ? 

Answer.  Lieut.  Conner  of  the  7th  Maryland. 

Question,  You  say  Mr.  Grason  run  as  candidate  for  State's 
Attorney,  did  he  run  as  independent  candidate  or  party  can- 
didate ? 

Answer.  I  can't  tell  that;  I  think  they  all  came  out  as  in- 
dependent without  a  convention,  in  opposition  to  the  Union 
nomination,  and  Mr.  Grason  was  candidate  for  State's  Attor- 
ney, and  Mr.  Carman  for  Clerk;  they  had  no  candidates  for 
the  ;Legislature,  just  for  county  officers;  Mr.  Ensor  was  the 
regular  nominee. 

Question.  There  was  no  organization  that  you  know  of  in 
opposition  ? 

Answer.  No  public  organization. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  General  Wyncoop  did  with 
that  badge  which  you  gave  him  ? 

Answer.  No;  he  was  in  command  of  the  forces  at  Cockeys- 
ville;  I  went  over  there  to  see  the  soldiers  and  gave  it  to  him. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Had  that  badge,  which  you  saw  worn  in  addi- 
tion to  the  coat-of-arms  of  Maryland,  the  words  the  Southern 
Rights  or  the  Southern  Confederacy  ? 

Answer.  I  would  not  like  to  say  now:  some  had,  but  I  don't 
know  about  that  badge  of  mine;  I  took  it  more  as  a  curiosity 
than  anything  else. 
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By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  see  any  badge  about 
that  time  with  Southern  Rights  on  it? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  think  there  were  badges  of  that  kind;  there 
were  not  many  of  them  in  the  county.  Those  men  who  wore 
the  badges  were  considered  Union  men  ever  since  the  19th  of 
April. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  answer  the  question  of  the  committee  as 
to  the  Unionism  of  these  two  men  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  tell  the  private  opinions  of  these  two 
men;  one  of  them  is  Provost  Marshal,  the  other  is  in  the  Union 
army.     Wm.  Thompson,  one  of  them  is  the  Provosb  Marshal. 

Question.  What  badge  did  Mr.  Thompson  wear  on  that  oc- 
casion ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  the  coat-of-arms  of  Maryland. 

The  examination  of  this  ivitness  was  here  concluded. 


Louis  H.  Wheeler,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  ; 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Louis  H.  Wheeler;  I  am  31  years 
old;  reside  in  Towsontwn;  and  am  a  lawyer. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Since  August  1857. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  been  acquainted  with  Mr. 
Grason  ? 

Answer.  Since  September  or  October  1857. 

Question.  What  is  your  native  place? 

Answer.  Vermont. 

Question.  Were  you  in  Towsontown  during  the  week  of  the 
19th  of  April,  1861,  and  the  week  preceding? 

Answer.  I  was. 

Question.  Was  your  father  there  on  a  visit  to  you  about 
that  time  ? 

Answer.  My  father  arrived  the  week  following  the  19th  of 
April. 

Question.  Where  did  he  come  from  ? 

Answer.  From  North  Carolina ;  he  came  through  in  the 
last  line  of  boats  that  ran  through  when  the  rebellion  broke 
out :  he  had  been  South  for  his  health  ;  he  lived  in  Vermont. 

Question.  How  long  did  your  father  remain  with  you  on 
that  occasion  ? 

Answer.  I  think  not  more  than  (3)  days;  it  is  my  impres- 
sion that  he  arrived  in   Towsontown  on  Tuesday  after  the 
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the  26th  of  April. 

Question.  Did  your  father,  or  did  you  yourself,  in  behalf  of 
your  father,  make  any  application  to  the  commander  of  the 
Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards  for  a  pass  ? 

Answer.  I  did  ;  on  Thursday  afternoon,  the  26th,  I  went 
to  see  Captain  Ridgely,  at  Ady's  hotel  ;  I  saw  him  in  the 
parlor,  and  told  him  my  father  was  there,  very  feeble  indeed, 
and  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  get  home  to  Vermont ;  that  I 
was  afraid  he  might  have  some  trouble  in  passing  through  the 
military  lines.  Captain  Ridgely  demurred  at  it,  and  said  he 
would  like  to  consult  some  of  his  officers,  and  called  in  Mr. 
Grason  and  Mr.  Carman.  I  think  they  talked  about  it  for  a 
moment ;  then  he  said  he  had  no  authority  to  give  passes, 
that  his  company  were  acting  only  as  conservators  of  the 
peace,  and  that  no  quiet  citizen  passing  on  the  road  would  be 
interfered  with  by  any  of  his  men.  I  had  been  up  at  the 
camp  at  Cockeysville,  for  the  purpose  of  sending  letters  North  ; 
then  I  had  not  been  interfered  with,  but  I  was  afraid  that 
going  up  with  baggage  we  might  meet  with  some  trouble. 
I  was  one  of  the  deputy  Sheriffs  at  the  time. 

(Question.  Did  you  belong  to  any  military  organization  ? 

Answer.  Not  at  that  time  :  when  the  Horse  Guards  first 
organized,  I  was  a  member  ;  I  left  however,  in  two  or  three 
(2  or  3)  weeks  ;  I  never  uniformed  or  paraded  with  them. 

Question.  Why  did  you  leave  the  company  ? 

Answer.  It  was  owing  to  my  financial  condition,  the  ex- 
penses being  about  $50,  and  I  did  not  feel  like  going  to  that 
expense.  I  did  not  want  to  turn  out  except  in  uniform,  and 
it  cost  too  much. 

Question.  Are  you  now,  and  have  you  been,  at  all  times, 
a  Union  man,  and  acted  with  the  Union  party  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  I  never  acted  with  any  party  but  the  Union 
party,  except  during  the  last  election,  I  was  a  McClellan 
man  ;  it  was  the  only  Democratic  meeting  I  ever  was  in. 

Gtuestion.  Did  your  father  leave  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes :  we  went  from  Towsontown  to  York,  and 
met  with  no  molestation.  We  stopped  at  Cockeysville  for 
some  time.  There  was  a  German  Company  of  Horse^  from 
Baltimore,  stationed  at  Cockeysville  at  that  time,  acting  with 
the  Horse  Guards. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  other  troops  there  from  Balti- 
more city  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Since  the  commencement  of  our  national  trou- 
bles have  you,  from  time  to  time,  had  conversations  with  Mr. 
Grason  in  reference  to  the  war  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  repeatedly  ;  one  reason  I  talked  with  him 
was  because  I  had  relations  in  the  Federal  army  and  he  had 
a  brother  in  the  Southern  army. 
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(Question.  Had  you  a  conversation  with  him  about  the  time 
the  Southern  States  seceded  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  both  before  and  after  they  seceded;  I  think 
about  the  time  of  the  attack  on  Fort  Sumpter. 

Question.  During  the  conversation  about  that,  what  was 
the  opinion  expressed  by  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  He  thought  they  liad  no  grounds  to  secede,  but 
was  very  much  opposed  to  it.  I  know  when  that  Palmetto 
flag  was  hoisted  on  the  court  house,  he  was  very  much  op- 
posed to  it,  and  exerted  his  influence  against  it ;  that  was 
just  about  the  19th  of  April  ;  it  was  put  up  as  a  joke,  I  be- 
lieve. 

Question.  Were  the  conversations  which  you  had  with  him 
frequent  ? 

Answer.  Quite  frequent  at  that  time.  I  was  more  inti- 
mate at  Mr.  Grason' s  house  than  with  any  other  family  in 
the  neighborhood,  I  used  frequently  to  go  to  his  office  and 
talk  with  him  on  Sunday,  his  office  is  in  his  house. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  at  any  time  hear  him  express  any 
sympathy  with  the  rebels  ? 

Answer.  I  never  have. 

Question.  As  a  Union  man  yourself,  did  you  look  upon 
him  as  a  loyal  man,  from  your  conversation  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  that  is  a  man  who  does  not  talk  against  the 
Government  and  always  acted  with  the  Government.  Mr. 
Grason,  to  my  certain  knowledge  never  did  anything  to  the 
contrary. 

Question.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  that  he  expressed 
to  you  his  disapprobation  at  the  course  of  the  Southern  States 
in  seceding,  and  that  in  his  judgment  they  had  no  grounds 
for  it  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  he  thought  it  was  hasty  and  that  they  had 
no  proper  grounds  for  it. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  loas  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination. 

Question.  Are  you  acquainted  with  John  Merry  man  and 
George  Carman,  of  whom  you  spoke  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  I  know  them  both. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  if  you  had  a  conversation  with 
George  Carman  about  our  national  affairs  ? 

Answer.  To  the  best  of  my  recollection,  I  never  have. 

Question.  Through  the  week  that  followed  the  19th  of 
April  did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  frequently? 

Answer.  Not  very  frequently. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  at  all? 

20 
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Answer.  Yes,  I  saw  him  at  Ady's  Hotel  when  I  went  there 
for  that  pass.     I  saw  him  in  uniform  once. 

Question.  When  you  say  you  never  saw  him  do  any  act 
against  the  Government,  do  you  wish  to  say  that  he  did  not 
do  anything  that  week. 

Answer.  He  was  out  in  uniform  with  the  company  during 
that  week. 

Question.  Were  they  under  arms? 

Answer.  Those  with  whom  he  was  were  under  arms  and  he 
was  also  under  arms. 

Question.  Do  you  regard  the  company  he  was  in  as 
loyal  ?  » 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question .  What  did  you  suppose  to  be  the  purpose  of  thus 
arming  and  uniforming  ? 

Answer.  I  understood  they  were  acting  as  conservators  of 
the  peace. 

Question.  Conservators  of  the  peace  against  a  lot  of  disturb- 
ers of  the  peace  ? 

Answer.  Against  any  disturbers  of  the  peace  that  might 
arrive. 

Question.  From  whom  did  they  anticipate  a  disturbance  of 
the  peace  ? 

Answer.  From  stragglers  from  Baltimore  on  account  of  the 
riot  there  and  the  exaggerated  accounts  of  the  the  number  of 
troops^  ranging  from  2,000  to  3,000. 

Question.  Was  it  generally  considered  that  the  troops  at 
Cockeysville  were  disturbers  of  the  peace  against  whom  those 
censervators  were  acting? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  it  was  anticipated  that  the  troops  at 
Cockeysville  would  kick  up  a  riot,  but  it  was  anticipated  that 
if  they  came  to  Baltimore  it  would  create  bloodshed. 

Question.  Were  those  men  to  conserve  the  peace  by  pre- 
venting those  troops  from  going  to  Baltimore? 

Answer  I  don't  know  whether  they  were  or  not.  I  don't 
think  they  had  any  orders  to  stop  those  men,  there  was  about 
twenty  (20)  Horse  Guards  to  3,000  of  them. 

Question.  What  knowledge  have  you  of  the  orders  under 
which  those  Horse  Guards  were  acting  ? 

Answer.  None  except  from  heresay. 

Question.  When  you  went  to  Cockeysville  on  either  of  those 
occasions  did  you  see  the  Horse  Guards  picketing  the  road  to- 
wards those  troops  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  frequently  were  there  pickets  stationed  ? 

Answer.   At  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter. 

Question.  About  how  many  of  them  between  that  point, 
Towsontown  and  Cockeysville? 

Answer.  Really  I  cannot  say,  my  impression  is  that  I 
passed  not  more  than  five  (5)  or  six  (6)  on  the  road. 
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Question.  It  was  your  understanding  that  this  troo^^^j  of 
Horse  Guards  was  acting  as  conservators  of  the  peace  under 
the  authorities,  and  in  coojunction  with  the  conservators  of 
the  peace  in  Baltimore  at  that  time? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  know  anything  of  the  arms  and  ammu- 
nition which  was  furnished  to  the  Horse  Guards  at  that 
time? 

Answer.  No. 

Questions  At  the  time  you  went  to  York  with  your  father, 
were  the  pickets  still  stationed  along  the  road. 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  they  stationed  there  also  at  the  time  you 
first  went  there  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  the  first  time  I  went  up  to  the  camp,  I  spoke 
to  John  Merryman  and  asked  whether  there  would  be  any 
difficulty  in  going,  he  said  no. 

Question.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  that  you  had  re- 
peated conversations  with  Mr.  Grason  on  the  political  attitude 
of  the  country  since  these  troubles  ? 

Answer.  I  have. 

Question.  Have  you  ever  heard  him  express  himself  as  to 
the  policy  which  Maryland  ought  to  pursue  in  1861  and 
1862? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  him  express  his  opinion  that 
Maryland  ought  to  secede  and  join  her  fortune  and  position 
with  that  of  Virginia  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  never  have. 

Question.  What  has  been  the  opinion  expressed  by  him  in 
regard  to  the  course  which  Maryland  ought  'to  pursue  ? 

Answer.  That  it  was  folly  and  madness  for  Maryland  to 
secede  now  or  at  any  former  time,  but  if  the  country  was 
divided,  that  the  commercial  and  financial  interest  of  Mary- 
land would  throw  her  with  Virginia.  I  have  always  con- 
tended against  that  as  I  did  not  think  so. 

Question.  At  the  time  the  Lagislature  was  in  session  at 
Frederick,  did  you  hear  him  express  any  opinion  in  reference 
to  the  resolutions  adopted  there  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  conversing  on  that  subject. 

Question.   With  reference  to  the  public  safety  bill? 

Answer.  No.  I  do  not  think  I  ever  had  a  conversation 
about  that. 

Question.  With  reference  to  sending  commissioners  to 
Montgomery  and  Kichmond  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  With  reference  to  any  of  the  measures  bearing 
upon  the  rebellion  which  were  passed  by  that  General  As- 
sembly ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  think  I  did.  I  went  north  just  after  the 
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19tli  of  April,  and  was  gone  ten  (10)  days,  and  Mr.  Grason 
was  gone  part  of  that  summer..  Then  I  went  north  during 
July  and  stayed  six  (6)  weeks  or  two  (2)  months. 

Question.  By  whom  was  that  Palmetto  flag  raised  on  the 
Court  House  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know;  the  first  I  saw  of  it  was  one  morn- 
ing about  9  o'clock,  some  one  hallowed  to  me  to  look  at  the 
Court  House  steeple.  I  looked  up  and  this  thing  was  stick- 
ing from  the  steeple;  it  was  taken  down  in  an  hour,  then  an- 
other was  put  up. 

Question.  What  time  was  it  that  these  flags  was  raised  on 
the  Court  House 

Answer  I  think  it  was  on  Tuesday  the  23d  of  April.  I 
am  pretty  certain  it  was  the  day  my  father  arrived  from 
North  Carolina.  I  know  it  made  me  pretty  angry  and  I  was 
excited  a  good  deal  until  I  found  it  was  intended  as  a  joke. 
There  was  a  flag  of  a  similar  character  at  the  Liberty  Engine 
House,  in  Liberty  street,  Baltimore. 

Question.  Have  your  opinions  and  position  as  a  Union  man 
been  pretty  well  known  and  understood  at  Towsontown  from 
the  commencement  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  do  not  think  they  have  ;  I  think  they  have 
been  by  Mr.  Grason  ;  we  had  some  pretty  warm  discussions 
on  the  subject ,  we  did  not  agree  as  to  the  future  of  Maryland 
in  the  event  of  a  separation  of  the  country  ?  we  agreed  in 
reference  to  secession. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  loas  here  concluded. 

Egbert  L.  Rogers,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Robert  L.  Rogers  ;  I  am  about  38 
years  old  ;  I  reside  in  Baltimore  city,  and  am  a  lawyer — a 
member  of  the  Baltimore  bar. 

Question.  Have  you  been  an  officer  and  member  of  the  bar 
of  the  Baltimore  county  Court  ? 

Answer.  Under  Judge  Price  I  was  Commissioner  of  that 
Court. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  hold  the  position? 

Answer.  From  the  time  of  the  election  ot  Price  up  to 
the  time  he  left  the  bench  ;  I  was  one  of  the  appointees  of 
Price. 

Question.  Have  you  practiced  more  or  less  at  the  Baltimore 
county  bar  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Are  you  a  native  of  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  I  was  born  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  but  most  of 
the  early  portion  of  my  life  has  been  passed  in  Baltimore 
county. 
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Question.  What  18  your  present  official  position  ? 

Answer,  Auditor  of  the  city  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore, 
appointed  by  Judge  Alexander. 

Question.  As  an  official  of  the  Baltimore  county  Court,  and 
as  a  member  of  that  bar,  have  you  since  the  commencement 
of  the  national  difficulties,  been  frequently  thrown  into  con- 
tact wth  Mr.  Grason,  and  had  conversations  with  him  in 
reference  to  these  difficulties? 

Answer.  The  contact  and  intercourse  I  have  had  with  Mr. 
Grason,  had  been  more  frequent  at  the  commencement  of 
these  troubles  than  laterly  ;  I  had  conversations  in  reference 
to  these  difficulties  in  the  early  part  of  the  troubles. 

Q,uestion.  Are  you  now,  and  have  you  been  since  the  com- 
mencement of  our  national  troubles,  a  loyal  man,  a  Union 
man  ;  have  you  supported  the  Union  party  or  otherwise  ? 

Answer.  My  convictions  have  been  that  the  dignity,  integ- 
rity and  power  of  this  government  must  be  asserted  through 
the  length  and  breadtTi  of  the  Republic ;  these  being  my 
convictions,  I  have  lived  up  to  them  to  the  letter,  to  the  best 
of  my  humble  ablility. 

Question.  These  were  your  sentiments,  and  continued  to  be 
up  to  the  present  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  vote  for  Mr.  Lincoln  or  McClellan  ? 

Answer.  I  voted  for  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  did  everything  I 
could  to  procure  his  election,  considering  him  to  be  an  Amer- 
ican in  every  sense  of  that  term — just  the  man  I  wanted  to 
be  elected. 

Q,uestion.  State  the  views  that  were  expressed  by  Mr. 
Grason,  in  the  interviews  you  had  in  reference  to  our  na- 
tional troubles  ? 

Answer.  At  the  time  when  our  national  difficulties  and 
troubles  commenced,  I  had  from  time  to  time,  conversations 
with  men,  particularly  in  my  own  profession,  and  among 
them  Mr.  Grason  ;  I  was  desirous  of  knowing  the  opinions  of 
such  a  man  ;  the  result  of  the  conversations  I  have  had  with 
Mr.  Grason,  impressed  me  with  the  conviction,  that  he  was 
to  be  classed  among  men  who  were  loyal  to  the  Government ; 
these  were  the  impressions  made  upon  my  mind. 

Question.  Did  he,  or  not,  in  those  conversations  disapprove 
the  action  of  the  Southern  States,  in  seceding  from  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Answer.  He  disapproved  of  them,  or  I  should  have  regarded 
him  as  a  traitor  or  tory  ;  I  should  have  set  him  down  as  a 
tory  and  traitor  to  the  Government. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  You  know  that  he  disapproved 
of  the  secession  of  the  Southern  States  ? 
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Answer.  He  has  distinctly  affirmed  it  to  me. 
The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  How  soon  after  tlie  19tli  of  April  did  your  first 
conversation  with  Mr.  Grason  take  place  ? 

Answer.   It  is  impossible  for  me  to  fix  it. 

Question.  Can  you  say  whether  it  was  a  month,  six  weeks, 
or  a  year  ? 

Answer.  It  seems  to  me  it  was  somewhere  about  the  time 
when  men  were  shaky  on  this  subject. 

Question.  About  that  time  was  the  last  conversation  you 
had  with  him  on  this  subject  ? 

Answer.  I  have  not  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  G-rason 
on  the  subject  for  a  year  or  two  ;  I  have  had  no  conversation 
since  I  have  thought  the  government  was  established  on  a 
lasting  foundation. 

Question.  How  many  conversations  had  you  in  all? 

Answer.  Three  or  four. 

Question.  Was  your  position  distinctly  declared,  and  well 
understood  by  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Distinctly. 

Question.  Had  you  any  conversation  with  him  in  the  pres- 
ence or  hearing  of  any  persons  whom  you  recognize  now  to  be 
disloyal  ? 

Answer.  I  had  a  conversation  in  the  presence  of  several 
persons  that  I  suspected  of  squinting  amazingly  in  the  direc- 
tion of  disloyalty. 

Question.  Did  you  gather  Mr.  Grason's  position  chiefly 
from  his  acquiescence  in  what  you  have  said  of  his  opinion  ? 

Answer.  My  impressions  were  derived  from  what  he  said  at 
that  time  ;  he  expressed  himself  as  hostile  to  secession. 

Question.  Can  you  name  any  persons  who  were  present  at 
that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  think,  at  one  time,  young  Thompson,  who  after- 
wards went  and  joined  the  southern  army  ;  there  were  several 
other  parties  whom  I  do  not  recollect ;  I  paid  very  little  atten- 
tion to  them  ;  Mr.  Grason's  position  made  me  desirous  of 
hearing  him  ;  I  wanted  to  know  what  his  opinions  were ;  the 
impression  made  upon  me,  was,  that  he  would  be  found  true 
to  the  flag.  I  recollect  speaking  to  persons  in  my  office  from 
Baltimore,  who  I  thought  would  be  likely  to  be  indoctrinated 
with  this  thing  of  secession,  and  they  said  to  me  :  "Rogers, 
you  find  Grason  all  right,  for,  being  a  half  Yankee  yourself, 
you  find  him  to  be  a  whole  made  Yankee."  This  tended  to 
confirm  me  that  he  was  all  right.  I  don't  know  anything  about 
his  acts  ;  I  can  only  tell  the  impression  made  upon  my  mind. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 
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William  A.  Van  Nostrand,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Res- 
pondent, being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  William  A.  Van  Nostrand,  I  am  46 
years  old  ;  I  reside  at  107  south  Eden  Street,  Baltimore,  and  I 
am  a  shipsmith. 

Question .   Have  y  ou  been  Marshal  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  from  the  10th  of  March  1862,  to  the  last  of 
March  1864 — about  two  (2)  years. 

Question.  Were  you  acting  under  the  military  authorities 
in  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  was  Provost  Marshal  of  the  Middle  De- 
partment for  fifteen  (15)  or  eighteen  (18)  months. 

Question.  You  were  acting  in  that  capacity  when  General 
Dix  was  there,  were  you  not  ? 

Answer,  Yes;  I  first  acted  under  General  Wool  then  un- 
der  General  Schenck. 

Question.  You  acted  as  Provost  Marshal  both  under  Gener- 
eral  Wool  and   General  Schenck,  did  you? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect,  at  any  time,  going  into  Balti- 
more county  to  the  house  of  Mr.  John  White,  if  so,  state  all 
the  circumstances  connected  with  it  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  in  the  Fall  of  1862,  I  received  in- 
structions from  General  Wool;  I  proceeded  to  the  house  of 
Mr.  White,  a  short  distance  beyond  Cockeysville,  My  in- 
structions were  to  arrest  a  party  that  was  arming  and  drilling 
for  some  disloyal  purpose — to  arrest  them  and  bring  them  to 
Baltimore,  and  I  did  so;  I  carried  out  the  order. 

Question.  Who  did  you  take  with  you  ? 

Answer.  Some  twenty  (20)  or  twenty-five  (25)  men. 

Question.  Will  you  state  what  you  found  ; 

Answer,  I  found  a  large  gathering  there  of  ladies,  gentle- 
men, children  and  babies;  I  arrested  all  the  males  and  brought 
them  to  the  city. 

Question.  Was  it  a  war-like  gathering? 

Answer,  It  was  nothing  more  than  a  social  gathering — a 
party  or  something  of  the  kind,  nothing  that  looked  to  me  like 
a  war  gathering,  demonstration  or  drill;  the  neighbors  for 
several  miles  around  with  their  wives  and  children  were  there. 

Question.  Before  you  reached  the  house,  did  you  see  the 
house  lighted  up  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  the  house  stood  on  a  hill,  and  it  was  lighted 
up. 

Question.   Was  the  house  generally  illuminated  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  throughout. 

Question.  Was  it  a  dancing  party  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  they  were  dancing  at  the  time  I  entered. 

Question.  Did  you  find  Mr.  Grason  there? 
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Answer.  I  presume  Mr.  Grason  was  there;  I  had  no  ac- 
quaintance with  the  gentleman  at  the  time. 

Question.  What  did  you  do  with  the  males  you  arrested? 

Answer.  I  brought  them  to  the  Central  Station. 

Question.  How  many  did  you  arrest? 

Answer.  I  forget  the  exact  number;  I  think  somewhere 
upwards  of  twenty  (20). 

Question.  What  was  done  with  them  afterwards  ? 

Answer.  They  were  released  shortly  after  the  General  ar- 
rived the  next  morning. 

Question.  Did  you  have  any  charges  against  them? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Was  there  any  evidence  furnished  against  any  of 
them? 

Answer.  Nothing  more  than  a  letter  received  from  the  county. 

Question.  Do  you  know  from  whom  that  letter  was  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  would  rather  not  state  who  it  was;  Marshal 
McPhail  gave  it  to  the  General. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Longnecker  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  have  no  acquaintance  with  him;  I  know  him 
by  sight. 

Question.  Was  the  letter  written  by  him  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination 

Question.  Did  you  take  names  of  those  you  arrested  at  that 
time  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Can  you  give  them  ? 

Answer.  I  can  give  some  few  of  them;  there  was  Mr. 
White,  the  proprietor  of  the  house;  John  Merryman,  of  Hay- 
field,  and  James  Buchanan. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  was  the  party  engaged  in 
when  you  entered  the  house  ? 

Answer.  Some  were  dancing  and  some  sitting  around. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

'Question.  Do  you  know  whether  any  intelligence  of  your 
approach  had  been  given  to  them  before  you  arrived  ? 

Answer.  None  at  all. 

Question.  Did  you  give  any  knowledge  of  your  approach 
before  you  entered  the  room  ? 
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Answer.  No  :  I  entered  the  building  and  stood  at  the  par- 
lor door  before  a  person  about  the  house  was  aware  of  it. 

Question.  Was  there  any  investigation  or  examination, 
before  the  release  was  given  by  Geaeral  Wool  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   What  sort  of  examination  ? 

Answer.  The  parties  were  taken  before  the  General ;  no 
witnesses  were  brought;  the  General  asked  me  how  they 
were  engaged,  what  my  opinion  was,  etc.  I  said  it  was 
merely  asocial  gatliering.  He  then  asked  me  why  I  brought 
them  in.  I  informed  the  General  that  I  was  sent  by  an  order 
of  his,  and  I  executed  it ;  I  had  no  discretionary  puwer  given 
me  ;  if  my  memory  serves  me,  the  General  wrote  an  oath  or 
obligation  to  which  they  subscribed.  I  think  he  wrote  an 
obligation  that  they  would  give  no  assistance  to  the  Southern 
Confederacy  and  obey  the  laws  of  the  country  :  I  will  not  be 
positive. 

Question.  You  think  then,  there  was  a  parol  given  ? 


Answer.  Yes. 


By  the  Committee. 


Question  hy  the  Commiftee.  General  Wool  asked  you  the 
question  how  the  party  was  engaged  ? 

Answer.  Yes :  how  they  were  engaged,  and  what  my 
opinion  was. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  know  the  persons  that  you  arrested — 
do  you  know  whether  any  of  them  were  in  any  way  connected 
with  the  rebellion  of  the  South,  or  any  on  a  visit  to  that  vi- 
cinity at  the  time  ? 

Answer.  No :  there  was  but  one  of  the  party  that  I  had 
ever  seen  before  ;  that  was  Mr.  Merryman. 

Question.  Was  the  arrest  made  under  the  impression  that 
it  was  a  festival  or  company  given  tofpersons  from  the  South? 

Answer.  I  went  there  under  the  impression  that  it  was  an 
armed  party  of  men  drilling  for  some  disloyal  purpose. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  After  your  statement  to  the  General  of  the  facts 
connected  with  the  gathering,  do  you  recollect  whether  or 
not  he  instructed  you  to  apologise  to  the  ladies  for  having 
disturbed  them  ? 

Answer.  He  instructed  me  to  send  out  a   communication 
exonerating  them,  which  I  done. 
21  "' 
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Question.  You  surrounded  the  house  so  nobody  could  get 
out,  did  not  you  ? 

Answer.  No  one  escaped  from  the  house — not  a  soul. 

The  examination  of  this  ivitness  ivas  here  concluded. 

Wm.  R.  Penniman,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
"being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Question.  State  your  Dame,  age,  residence,  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  William  R.  Penniman,  I  am  nearly 
44  years  old,  I  live  at  263  Madison  street,  and  am  a  hardware 
merchant. 

(Question.  Are  you  a  relative  of  Mr.  John  White  ? 

Answer.  None. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  a  gathering  at  Mr.  White's 
house  the  night  spoken  of  by  Mr.  Van  Nostrand  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  your  wife  with  you  ? 

Answer.  My  wife  was  stopping  at  Mr.  White's  at  the  time 
with  two  or  three  of  the  children. 

Question.  When  did  you  go  out  ? 

Answer.  I  went  out  in  the  afternoon  before  this  arrest  took 
place. 

Question.  Were  you  invited  there  ? 

Answer.  No  :  I  went  out  by  accident ;  my  wife  and  chil- 
dren being  there,  I  went  out  two  or  three  times  a  week  to 
pay  a  visit  there  ;  I  did  not  know  there  was  to  be  a  party 
there  when  I  went  there. 

Question.  What  was  the  character  of  that  gathering,  who 
were  there  ? 

Answer.  Near  Mr.  White's  there  is  three  or  four  families 
living  very  nearly  in  sight,  the  Worthingtons,  John  Merry- 
man,  the  Alberts,  and  the  family  of  the  Matthews.  They 
had  some  fruit  and  one  of  Mr.  White's  servants  played  on 
the  violin,  and  there  was  some  dancing.  It  was  a  sort  of  sur- 
prise party  and  fruit  supper  for  the  little  children.  I  believe 
there  was  one  or  two  other  persons,  Mr.  Grason  and  some 
others  from  Towsontown,  I  was  not  acquainted  with,  the  bal- 
ance of  the  people  were  collected  from  those  four  or  five  houses 
in  sight.  We  laughed,  talked  and  danced  until  about  12 
o'clock,  when  the  police  officers,  armed  with  pistols  rushed 
in  and  alarmed  the  women  and  children  considerably,  they 
looked  around  and  everybody  was  very  much  confused.  I  knew 
Mr.  Van  Nostrand,  we  (the  gentlemen)  had  a  talk  about  the 
matter  and  I  went  to  Mr.  Van  Nostrand  and  remarked  that 
he  could  see  what  the  thing  was,  that  somebody  had  been 
■  playing  humbug  upon  the  Government  and  proposed  that  he 
should  go  home  and  let  the  thing  go.  Mr.  Van  Nostrand 
said  his  orders  were  peremptory  to  bring  every  one  he  found 
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there  to  General  Wool.  I  suggested  whether  that  meant  the 
women  and  children.  He  said  no,  he  would  use  that  discre- 
tion. He  took  everything  in  the  male  line  from  fourteen 
years  and  up.  We  went  to  the  Station  House  and  stayed 
there  very  uncomfortably  until  10  o'clock  the  next  morning 
when  we  were  marched  up  to  General  Wool,  I  think  Mr. 
John  S.  Gittings  was  there  at  the  time,  General  Wool  seemed 
to  think  that  a  very  considerable  outrage  had  been  perpetrat- 
ed upon  very  quiet  and  innocent  people.  He  asked  no  ques- 
tions that  I  heard.  He  remarked,  "Gentlemen,  I  understand 
this  thing  is  a  mistake  and  you  have  been  subject  to  some  in- 
convenience," and  he  regretted  that  we  were  brought  there  at 
all  and  implied  that  Marshal  Van  Nostrand  had  discretionary 
power,  but  the  Marshal  corrected  him.  The  General  request- 
ed us  to  apologize  to  the  ladies  for  the  inconvenience  they  had 
sustained,  and  we  were  released. 

Question.  You  say  the  children  of  those  families  of  the 
neighborhood  were  there  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  I  was  dancing  with  a  young  lady  of  eight  (8) 
at  the  time. 

Question.  Had  you  any  notice  before  you  saw  the  police  in 
the  house? 

Answer.  Not  the  slightest,  the  police  understood  the  thing 
thoroughly. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination. 

Question.  Were  you  acquainted  with  all  the  persons  who 
were  at  the  party  ? 

Answer.   Not  all. 

Question.  State  whether  they  were,  to  your  knowledge,  ex- 
pecting a  party  of  persons  there  from  the  south  side  of  the 
Potomac,  who  were  temporarily  stopping  in  the  neighbor- 
hood ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Were  there  any  political  badges  or  emblems  of 
any  kind  worn  by  any  part  ot  that  party  ? 

Answer,   No. 

Question.  Were  there  any  toasts  drank  to  any  person  in  the 
course  of  that  entertainment  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  No  toasts  to  Jeff  Davis  or  the  Southern  Confed- 
eracy ? 

Answer.  Nothing  that  had  any  political  shape.  If  I  re- 
member right  Mrs.  General  Stoneman  was  there. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  her  loyalty  ? 
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Answer.  No,  I  don't  think  any  one  would  come  before  Mrs. 
Stoneman  and  drink  the  health  of  Jeff  Davis. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Ends  Smedley,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Kespondent,  be- 
ing duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Enos  Smedley,  I  am  60  years  old,  re- 
side at  West  Chester,  Pa.,  and  am  a  farmer. 

Question.  Are  you  the  owner  or  have  you  been  the  owner 
of  the  Smedley  House  at  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Have  you  been  more  or  less  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  generally  go  there  every  three  (3)  months  and 
stay  a  week  at  a  time. 

Question.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  have  known  him  ever  since  he  moved  to 
Towsontown. 

Question.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Mr.  James  L.  Ridgely? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  Towsontown  at  the  time 
there  was  a  flag  put  on  the  Court  House? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  was  the  character  of  that  flag? 

Answer.  It  was  a  white  piece  of  muslin,  representing  a 
palmetto  tree  with  a  serpent  wound  around  it. 

Question.  When  was  that? 

Answer.  I  was  there  from  Friday  until  the  next  Wednes- 
day, I  think  at  the  time  Fort  Sumter  was  taken,  I  got  home 
just  before  the  riot  in  Baltimore.  It  was  during  that  visit  that 
the  circumstances  of  the  flag  occurred.  Mr.  Grason  and  I 
were  talking  down  in  the  bar  room  of  the  house  and  some 
parties  came  in  carrying  this  flag.  They  were  talking  about 
it  and  were  likely  to  have  a  fight  over  it.  Mr.  Grason  turned 
round  to  thera  and  spoke  to  them  in  pretty  strong  terms  for 
carrying  an  emblem  of  that  kind,  and  said  if  it  was  the  em- 
blem of  the  devil  they  wish  to  raise,  it  was  all  well  enough, 
but  for  his  own  part,  he  never  wished  to  see  any  change  in 
the  flag. 

Question.   Was  it  put  up  after  that  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  they  ever  got  it  up  again. 

Question.  At  the  commencement  of  our  national  difficulties 
up  to  the  present  time,  what  have  been  your  political  associa- 
tions ? 

Answer.  Before  the  difficulties  commenced,  I  was  a  Re- 
publican, ever  since  the  commencement  of  our  difficulties  I 
have  been  a  Union  man,  I  have  acted  with  the  Union  party 
and  voted  that  ticket  all  through. 
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Question.  Including  Mr.  Lincoln,  at  the  last  election? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Had  you  at  any  time  in  Towsontown  or  at  any 
other  place,  a  conversation  with  Mr.  James  L.  Ridgely  in 
relation  to  the  aspect  of  our  political  affairs  and  in  relation 
to  our  national  difficulties,  growing  out  of  the  secession  of 
the  Southern  States  ? 

This  question  was  objected  to  by  the  counsel  for  the  Con- 
testant. 

The  point  was  then  argued  before  the  Committee  as  fol- 
lows : 

Mr.    Whitney,  Counsel  for  Respondent. 

The  respondent  offers  this  testimony  for  the  purpose  of  test- 
ing the  standard  of  Mr.  Ridgely's  loyalty  as  regulated  by  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  under  which  this  committee  are 
acting  in  examining  into  the  contested  election  case  now  be- 
fore it.  The  15th  section  of  the  4th  Article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion provides  if  in  any  case  of  an  election  for  Judges,  the  Clerks 
of  the  Courts  of  Law  and  Registers  of  Wills,  the  opposing 
candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Governor  to  order  a  new  election,  and  in  case  of 
any  contested  election  the  Governor  shall  send  the  returns  to 
the  House  of  Delegates,  who  shall  judge  of  the  election  and 
qualification  of  the  candidates  at  such  an  election.  Now  if 
the  committee  will  consider,  they  will  perceive  that  the  fram- 
ers  of  the  Constitution  did  not  intend  by  delegating  this  au- 
thority to  the  House  of  Delegates,  that  they  were  to  put  upon 
trial  any  particular  party  or  person,  but  that  in  case  of  a 
contested  election,  and  the  returns  being  sent  to  the  House  of 
Delegates,  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  House  of  Delegates  to 
inquire  into  and  judge  the  election  and  qualification  of  the 
candidates  at  such  election,  not  of  any  particular  candidate, 
but  all  the  candidates  at  such  election,  and  I  apprehend  that 
the  committee  will  readily  perceive  the  object  in  thus  clothing 
the  House  of  Delegates  with  that  power,  because,  suppose 
in  point  of  fact  it  should  turn  out  that  there  was  a  disloyal 
county  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  object  ol  the  framers  of 
this  Constitution  was  to  purge  our  Judiciary  of  disloyal  men, 
not  to  effect  the  rights  of  any  particular  man,  but  to  keep  the 
Judiciary  clearly  and  distinctly  free  from  the  taint  of  disloy- 
alty; now  let  us  suppose  that  there  is  a  county  in  the  State  of 
such  disloyal  character  as  to  present  two  or  three  candidates 
for  the  Judgeship,  and  suppose  one  of  these  three  candidates 
should  be  elected  and  returned  to  the  Governor  as  elected,  a 
man  loyal  to  the  Government  should  come  here  and  say  that 
that  man  was  disqualified  ou  account  of  his  disloyalty  ;  as  a 
Union  man,  as  a  man  true  to  the  Government  of  the  country, 
he  has  a  right  to  make  the  contest  against   that  man    upon 
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those  grounds.  Suppose  that  contest  thus  made  comes  hefore 
the  House  of  Delegates,  and  the  committee  in  its  investiga- 
tions should  find  from  the  evidence  that  each  of  these  candi- 
dates was  disloyal  to  the  Government,  what  would  be  the  duty 
into  the  loyalty  of  each  and  all  of  these  candidates,  and  if  you 
of  this  committee  ?  Would  it  not  be  their  duty  to  inquire 
found  that  the  people  of  that  county  had  not  voted  for  a  man 
that  was  loyal  to  the  Grovernment,  not  only  the  party  that  had 
been  returned  elected  but  the  other  two,  would  it  not  be 
within  your  power,  and  would  it  not  be  your  duty  to  asser- 
tain  from  the  evidence  in  that  case  the  facts,  and  if  you  found 
no  man  voted  for  worthy  of  that  position,  or  in  other  words, 
you  found  each  and  every  one  of  the  candidates  supported  by 
the  people  of  that  county  disqualified  on  account  of  their  dis- 
loyalty, could  you  avoid  such  conclusion — could  you  avoid  in 
the  discharge  of  your  duty,  making  such  report  to  the 
House  of  Delegates  that  there  was  no  candidate  suppor- 
ted that  was  loyal,  and  that  a  vacancy  existed.  Then 
it  would  be  a  question  for  the  Executive  to  fill  that 
vacancy  by  a  man  who  was  qualified  by  his  loyalty  to 
the  Government  and  country,  and  therefore  they  have  care- 
fully inserted  in  the  Constitution  that  you  should  inqure  into 
the  election  and  qualification,  not  only  of  the  party  whose 
election  is  contested,  but  that  you  shall  inquire  into  the  election 
and  qualification  of  the  candidates  at  such  election.  Now 
what  says  this  memorial?  This  memorial,  gentlemen,  not 
only  asks  that  Eichatd  Grason^  whose  election  is  contested, 
shall  be  declared  disqualified  on  account  of  his  disloyalty, 
but  that  the  same  office  may  be  accorded  to  your  memoralist, 
who  received  the  largest  number  of  legal  votes,  therefore  this 
memoralist  asks  you  to  place  him  in  the  position  that  you  are 
called  upon  to  vacate  in  your  action  in  reference  to  Mr.  Gra- 
son.  We  now  propose  to  show  and  contest  the  loyalty  of  Mr. 
Ridgely,  one  of  the  candidates  at  that  election,  and  we  have 
the  same  right  to  shew  that  Mr.  Ridgely,  on  account  of  his 
disloyalty,  is  not  entitled  to  a  seat  upon  that  bench  as  they 
claim  that  Mr.  Grason  shall  be  disqualified  for  the  same  rea- 
son, audit  would  be  a  monstrous  wrong,  upon  our  rights,  if 
men  are  to  come  here  and  testify  to  our  loyality,  and  when 
we  propose  to  test  theirs,  our  lips  shall  be  sealed,  it  is  upon 
that  ground  that  we  claim  to  put  in  this  evidence  as  to  the 
loyalty  of  each  and  everyone  of  the  candidates  that  was  voted 
for  at  that  election,  if  there  was  more  than  one.  We  only 
confine  our  inquiry  to  the  loyalty  of  Mr.  Ridgely  who  claims 
to  have  been  voted  for  at  that  election;  who  claims  his  seat, 
not  by  the  popular  vote  of  Baltimore  county,  but  who  claims 
his  seat  by  the  disqualification  of  his  opponent  on  account  of 
his  disloyalty. 
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Mr.  Stockhridge,  Counsel  for  the  Contestant. 

With  most  of  the  positions  and    the  general  scope  of   the 
argunaent  of  the  Counsel  for  the  Respondent,  I  take  no  issue; 
I  recognize  the  right  of  the  Respondent,  or  any  other  person 
interested  in  the  contest  to  raise  the  question  which  he  now 
proposes  to  raise,  and  ask  the  committee  and  House  of  Dele- 
gates to  decide  that  question,  but  I   do  most  expressly  deny 
the  power  or  the  right  of  the  Respondent  or  any  other  person 
to  raise  that  question,  unless  it  be  done  in  proper  form  and 
in  such  a  manner  that  the  Contestant  whose  '  ights  are  to  be 
affected  by  it  has  notice  of  the  fact,  that  he  may  be  prepared 
to  meet  the  issue  that  is  presented.     Now  what  is  the  ques- 
tion before  the  committee  ?   ■  The  memorial  was  sent  to  the 
House  of  Delegates  and  referred  to  the  committee  ;  that  me- 
morial set  forth  in  general  terms  the  grounds  of  the  contest ; 
the  reason  why  it  was  claimed  that  the  Respondent  was  dis- 
qualified, and  that  denial  was  filed  and  also   referred  to  the 
committee.  He,  the  Respondent,  claimed  it  as  his  right  before 
he  was  put  upon  his  trial  upon  the  issue  that  is  presented  that 
the  Contes^^ant  should  disclose  to  him  the  specific  grounds  and 
reasons  of  the   contest,  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  by 
whom  it  was  proposed  to  be  sustained.     Now   what  is  the 
issue  presented?   upon  that  issue  was  joined — upon  that  ques- 
tion only  the  question  of  the  position  of  the  Respondent  to 
keep  the  ofiice.     Look  through  the  bundle  of  papers  referred 
tOj  is  there  any  question  raised  in  these  papers  that  refers  to 
the  qualification  of  the  Contestant  ?    Is  there  anything  Avhich 
gives  him  any  information  that  the  question  of  his  own  quali- 
fications was  to  be  brought  before  this  committee;  it  gives 
him  no  hint  of  any  purpose,  intention  or  thought  to  call  in 
question    his   qualification    for   the   office,    you   find   none. 
While  therefore  I  do  not  deny  to  call  in  question  his  qualifi- 
cations, I   insist  before  the   committee  it  must  be  done  in 
proper  form,  and  that  before  it  can  be  done,  some  issue  must 
be  presented  by  which   he  shall  be  informed  of  the  question 
raised  against  him.     The  issue  which  has  been   presented,  is 
the  single  one  of  the  qualifications  of  Mr.  Grason,  the  Re- 
spondent. 

Mr.  Ridgely  is  not  informed  of  the  raising  of  this  question, 
and  could  not  be  prepared  to  meet  that  issue  because  it  is  not- 
presented  to  him  to  meet.  When  it  is  presented  in  proper 
form,  Mr.  Ridgely  will,  with  the  greatest  cheerfulness,  meet 
that  issue.  He  does  not  shrink  from  that  investigation,  he 
does  object  upon  a  surprise  being  sprung  upon  him  when  no 
notice  or  hint  that  this  question  of  disqualification  was  to  be 
raised;  he  insists  that  it  is  fair  and  right  for  the  Respondent, 
when  the  question  of  his  qualifications  were  brought  before 
the  committee,  it  is  fair  and  right  for  the  Contestant  to  ask 
whether  his  qualifications  are  to  be  called  into  question.     Mr. 
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Grason  received  so  many  votes,  he  was  commissioned  a  Judge 
of  the  Court.  Why,  because  the  presumption  was  that  he  had 
the  qualifications,  and  the  same  presumption  refers  to  the 
Contestant  of  the  seat,  my  argument  therefore  is  entirely 
outside  of  the  position  taken  by  the  Counsel  of  the  Kespon- 
dent,  I  say  before  he  can  ask  that  question,  he  must  put  that 
point  in  issue ;  when  he  does,  then  we  shall  be  prepared  to 
answer  it. 

Mr.  Whitney,  Counsel  for  Respondent. 

My  friend  upon  the  other  side,  I  have  thought  upon  one  or 
two  occasions  during  this  examination  has  seemed  somewhat 
to  loose  sight  of  the  respective  positions  which  the  parties 
occupy  in  this  case;  we  are  here  acting  so  far  as  we  are  con- 
cerned upon  the  defensive;  Mr.  Ridgely  has  brought  these 
proceedings  against  us,  he  is  presumed  to  have  examined  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  and  the  provision  in  that  Constitu- 
tion to  come  here  and  institute  these  proceedings,  and  it  is  to 
be  presumed  that  Mr.  Ridgely  in  asking  to  be  placed  in  that 
office  well  knew  that  he  must  come  here  with  clean  hands  to 
come  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Constitution.  Now, 
gentlemen  of  the  committee,  whilst  Mr.  Grason  is  interested 
in  this  matter  and  whilst  too  Mr,  Ridgely  is  interested,  Mr. 
Grason  is  interested  as  Mr.  Grason  and  Mr.  Ridgely  is  in- 
terested as  Mr.  Ridgely,  but  this  committee  have  interests 
and  rights  to  look  after  independent  of  Mr.  Grason  and  Mr. 
Ridgely,  and  these  rights  are  the  interests  of  the  State  and  it 
is  not  for  this  committee  to  confine  themselves  to  the  question 
whether  Mr.  Grason  shall  be  judge  of  the  court  or  whether 
Mr.  Ridgely  shall  be  judge  of  the  court,  but  it  is  for  this 
committee  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  here  and  in  view 
of  the  object  to  be  accomplished,  to  see  that  no  disloyal  man 
or  man  who  has  been  in  armed  hostility  to  the  United  States 
that  comes  within  the  terms  of  these  disqualifications  what- 
ever, has  a  seat  upon  that  bench,  and  the  committee  may 
disagree  with  the  views  entertained  by  the  Contestant  and 
disagree  with  the  views  entertained  by  Mr.  Grason,  and  say 
gentlemen  we  have  a  duty  to  perform  over  and  above  your  in- 
dividual interests  in  this  contest.  Although  this  investiga- 
tion is  carried  on  in  your  names,  the  main  object  is  in  behalf 
of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  the  constitu- 
tional provision  as  laid  down  by  the  fraraers  of  that  instru- 
ment. 

This  memorial  is  filed  in  this  House  of  Delegates.  Mr. 
Grason  could  have  remained  silent  and  not  have  appeared 
before  this  committe  at  all,  if  he  had  seen  proper.  That 
would  have  not  afi'ected  the  duties  of  this  committee,  so  far  as 
they  are  concerned,  it  would  have  been  equally  the  duty  of 
this  committee,  if  duty  it  is,  under  the  constitution,  to  have 
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proceeded  with  this  investigation.  For  what  purpose?  to 
find  out  whether  Mr.  Grason  was  qualified  or  not  ?  not  at  all. 
It  was  to  find  out  whether  either  of  the  candidates  voted  for 
by  the  people  of  Baltimore  county,  at  that  election,  was  qual- 
ified for  that  office.  So  that  if  Mr.  Grason  had  not  appeared 
before  you  at  all,  it  would  have  been  your  duty  not  to  have 
inquired  into  his  qualifications,  but  to  have  inquired  into  the 
qualifications  of  the  candidates  that  were  voted  for  at  that 
election.  Such  would  have  been  your  duty,  if  Mr.  Ridgely 
had  not  appeared  before  you.  But  when  Mr.  Ridgely  comes 
before  you  and  asks  you  to  place  him  in  that  pooicion,  it  be- 
comes your  duty  to  inquire  into  the  matter  ;  the  constitution 
makes  it  your  duty — the  constitution  makes  it  imperative 
upon  you,  to  inquire  into  the  loyalty  of  Mr.  Ridgely,  as  well 
as  Mr.  Grason.  If  Mr.  Grason  had  entered  into  a  compact 
with  Mr.  Ridgely,  that  would  not  have  excused  any  question 
that  regards  his  disloyalty.  No  action  of  Mr.  Grason  can 
relieve  you  of  the  obligation  resting  upon  you,  to  discharge 
the  whole  duty  ;  and  that  whole  duty  is  to  inquire  into  the 
election  and  qualification  of  each  of  the  parties  that  was  sup- 
ported for  that  position.  We  come  here — we  are  here,  before 
this  committee  to  answer  the  charges  against  us.  Suppose  we 
stop  there;  if  you  have  any  cause  to  believe  any  other  candi- 
date supported  at  that  election,  for  Judge,  disloyal,  can  that 
relieve  you  from  the  discharge  of  your  duty,  and  empower 
you  to  neglect  to  inquire  into  the  qualifications  of  any  other 
candidates?  It  is  a  duty,  in  other  words,  for  the  committee, 
independent  of  the  parties  who  were  immediately  before  them, 
contesting  the  title  of  Mr.  Grason  to  this  seat,  now  these 
charges  are  preferred  against  us,  when  Mr.  Ridgely  comes  be- 
fore this  committee,  and  asks  at  their  hands,  that  he  shall  be 
installed  in  that  office,  the  presumption  is  that  he  comes  with 
clean  hands  ;  he  knows  what  it  is  necessary  for  this  commit- 
tee to  be  satisfied  of — he  knows  that  it  is  incumbent  upon 
him  to  satisfy  this  committee,  and  this  House  of  Delegates, 
that  he  has  the  qualifications  provided  for  under  this  consti- 
tution, before  he  seeks  to  disrobe  Mr.  Grason  here.  To  say 
that  a  man  who  has  been  supported  as  a  candidate  for  Judge, 
under  this  constitutional  provision,  and  comes  here  with- 
charges  of  disloyalty  upon  his  opponent,  and  claims  to  be  in- 
stalled into  his  seat  on  account  of  disloyalty,  to  say  that  he  is 
taken  by  surprise,  when  the  question  of  his  loyalty  is  to  be 
tested — to  say  that  he  is  ignorant  of  the  constitution  under 
which  he  was  voted  for,  and  under  which,  he  claims  a  seat 
upon  that  bench,  as  his  right  under  this  constitution  ;  there 
is  no  surprise  to  any  man,  to  say  that  he  is  to  be  called  upon 
here  to  test  the  question  of  his  loyalty.  My  friends^  upon  the 
other  side,  say  we  called  for  the  specifications.  We  did 
call  for  them.  Did  these  specifications  say  that  we  haa 
cheered,  and  hurraed,  and  waved  our  hats  at  Ady's  Hotel  ? 
22 
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Did  these  specifications  state  that  we  had  obtained  a  pass,  im- 
properly, to  go  to  the  Eastern  Shore  ?  Did  these  specifica- 
tion tell  us  that  we  were  in  consort  with  a  disloyal  company 
at  Mr.  White's  house  ?  Nu.  We  are  as  much  taken  by  sur- 
prise at  the  introduction  of  that  testimony,  as  the  counsel  of 
the  other  side  can  be  surprised  at  the  result  of  the  specifica- 
tion commenced  upon  their  side.  There  should  be  no  sur- 
prise about  this  matter  by  the  gentlemen  contesting  this  elec- 
tion, we  ask  that  this  inquiry  should  be  made  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution.  I  am  satisfied  that  neither  Mr. 
Eidgely  nor  Mr.  Grason  have  a  right  to  narrow  the  scope  of 
that  duty  which  devolves  upon  you.  You  cannot  relieve 
yourself  of  any  responsibility  by  any  course  of  action  which 
they  may  enter  into.  I  suppose  no  agreement  could  limit  the 
scope  of  this  duty,  and  change  the  character  of  the  responsi- 
bility resting  upon  this  committee. 

The  objection  sustained,  the  majority  of  the  committee 
decide  that  the  evidence  is  inadmissable  as  offered  by  the 
counsel  for  the  Eespondent.  Mr.  Chew  and  Mr.  Hodson  the 
minority  disagree  with  that  opinion. 

Mr.  Chew,  of  the  committee,  asked  the  witness  the  Ee- 
spondent's  question,  upon  the  grounds  that  Mr.  Ridgely,  the 
Contestant,  in  his  memorial  asked  to  be  accorded  this  office 
for  the  reason  that  his  opponent  is  disqualified  to  hold  the 
office  by  reason  of  his  disloyalty,  and  I  further  consider  the 
loyalty  of  the  memorialist  in  his  prayer  to  this  petition,  is 
involved  in  this  inquiry,  and  a  question  which  this  committee" 
are  bound  to  inquire  into  under  the  constitutional  provision 
relating  to  this  contested  election. 

The  majority  of  the  committee  refuse  to  allow  Mr.  Chew 
the  right  to  ask  that  question. 

The  Committee  adjourned  until  February,  28th  at  10 
o'clock,  A.  M.

The  Committee  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present, 
all  the  members. 

Henry  Griffin,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Henry  Griffin  ;  I  am  48  years  old, 
I  live  in  E.  Baltimore  street,  I  am  a  butcher. 

Question.   Where  did  you  reside  last  summer? 

Answer.  In  Harford. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  time  of  the  raid  of  the  rebels 
into  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 


Question.  Were  you  taken  before  Col.  Woolley  and  ex- 
amined ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Upon  what  charge? 

Answer.  I  was  charged  with  having  guided  the  rebels. 

Q,U8tion.   What  was  the  result  of  that  examination  ? 

Answer.  I  was  released  until  called  for. 

Question.  On  your  return  from  Col.  WooUey's  office  did 
you  pass  through  Towsontown? 

Answer.  No. 

Q-uestion.  Where  were  you  when  the  raiders  came  into 
Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  In  Towsontown. 

Question.  Had  you  been  taken  prisoner? 

Answer.  Yes,  by  Major  Gilmor,  at  Magnolia.  Before  we 
got  to  the  Harford  road^  a  little  boy  that  we  met  told  Gilmor 
there  was  cavalry  at  Bishop's.  Major  Gilmore  was  then 
riding  with  me  in  the  buggy,  and  leading  his  horse;  he  told 
me  to  get  out  of  the  way,  I  considered  that  I  was  discharged. 
I  then  went  over  to  Mr.  Bishop's  and  asked  him  if  I  could 
get  to  the  city,  he  told  me  if  I  got  in  I  could  not  get  out  any 
more,  it  was  then  after  night.  I  stood  there  about  twenty 
(20)  minutes,  in  this  time  Major  Gilmor  came  up  with  his 
army.  I  was  talking  with  Mr.  Bishop  a  long  time,  I  told 
him  after  awhile,  that  I  thought  I  would  go  to  Towsontown 
as  I  had  some  business;  I  went  there  and  put  up  at  Ady's 
Hotel;  I  had  my  horse  fed,  eat  my  supper  and  after  standing 
on  the  pavement  for  awhile,  I  went  up  to  see  Mr.  Grason,  I 
had  some  business  with  him.  I  went  up  to  Mr.  Grason's 
and  found  him  sitting  on  the  porch,  I  did  not  know  which 
was  Mr.  Grason's  house,  and  as  I  was  going  up  the  platform 
I  met  a  gentleman  and  asked  him  if  he  knew  where  Mr.  Gra- 
son lived,  and  he  showed  me  the  house;  I  called  Mr.  Grason 
out  and  asked  him  if  he  would  not  attend  to  my  business. 
He  said  he  would  attend  to  it  and  I  left  him. 

Question.  What  was  that  business? 

Answer.  I  had  a  case  in  the  Court  of  Appeals.  Mr.  Wil- 
liams was  attending  to  it  for  me,  he  said  he  could  not  go  to 
Towsontown  and  recommended  me  to  get  Mr.  Grason  to  at- 
tend to  it  for  me. 

Question.  Did  you  know  the  party  of  whom  you  inquired 
the  way  ? 

Answer.  No.  ,  ,) 

Question.  Did  you  walk  along  with  him  some  distance?  i; 

Answer.   Maybe  about  one  hundred  (100)  yards. 
Ciuestion.  Did  he  go  with  you  as  far  as  Mr.  Grason's  House? 
Answer.  Yes;  he  showed  me  his  house  and  kept  on  up  the 
street.  ,    ..,,,.., 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grrason  give  the  reason  why  your  case 
had  not  been  tried  ? 
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Answer.  Yes;  he  said  he  had  not  come  up  from  the  Court 
oi  Appeals  ? 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  loas  here  concluded. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  time  was  this  you  are 
speaking  of? 

Answer.  One  Monday  night  last  summer;  I  don't  remem- 
ber the  month;  it  was  the  time  that  Gilmor  was  over  at  Mag- 
nolia. 


Cross-examination . 

Question.  Where  were  the  rebels  at  the  time  you  were  at 
Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  left  them  at  Bishops. 

Question.  In  what  direction  were  they  moving  ? 

Answer.  They  told  me  that  there  was  cavalry  alter  them. 
I  then  jumped  into  my  buggy  to  go  to  Towsontown. 

Question.  Did  Gilmor  ride  in  your  buggy  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  first  met  him  at  Magnolia.  I  had  a  lot  of 
cross-ties  that  had  been  delivered  to  the  railroad,  and  hearing 
that  they  were  burning  up  everything,  I  went  over  there  to 
try  to  save  some  of  them;  when  I  got  there  I  seen  the  ties 
were  all  on  fire,  and  the  freight  house  burned. 

Question.  Had  you  known  Gilmore  before  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  never  saw  him  before. 

Question.  Did  you  stay  in  Towsontown  until  the  next 
morning  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  rebels  go  through  there  on  their 
way  ? 

Answer.  I  had  not  been  in  Towsontown  an  hour  before  the 
rebels  came  through;  after  I  left  Mr.  Grason  I  saw  them,  I 
stood  on  Mr.  Ady's  pavement  the  whole  time  they  were  there; 
it  was  the  same  night  1  arrived  in  Towsontown. 

(Question.  Did  they  go  by  Mr.  Grason's  house  while  you 
were  there  ? 

Answer    No. 

Question.  Where  had  you  this  conversation  with  Mr.  Gra- 
son— was  it  on  the  porch? 

Answer.  I  called  him  off  the  porch. 

Question.  Why  did  yon  call  him  ofi"  the  porch  ? 

Answer.  There  were  some  ladies  there;  I  did  not  want  them 
to  know  what  I  had  to  say;  I  wanted  to  have  a  private  con- 
versation about  it. 
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By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  How  many  rebels  did  you  see  that 
night  while  you  were  standing  at  Ady's  porch  ? 

Answer.  A  whole  crowd  were  there;  I  don't  know  how  many. 

The  examination  of  this  tvitness  was  here  concluded. 


Egbert  T.  Baldwin,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow: 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Robert  T.  Baldwin,  I  reside  in  Bal- 
timore; I  am  an  oyster  packer. 

Question.  Were  you  spending  the  summer  of  1864  in  Tow- 
sontown  ? 

Answer,  Yes;  last  summer. 

Question.  Were  you  thereat  the  time  of  the  raid  into  Tow- 
sontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  it  was  on  the  10th  and  11th  of  July;  I  think 
Monday  and  Sunday;  we  first  heard  of  their  being  in  the 
neighborhood  on  Sunday;  and  we  heard  that  on  Monday  they 
had  gone  over  towards  the  Philadelphia  road;  they  returned 
from  there  on  Monday  night,  if  I  recollect  right. 

Question.  State  if  at  that  time,  you  called  upon  Judge 
G-rason  to  go  with  you  to  look  for  your  children? 

Answer.  On  the  night  that  they  returned  from  the  Phila- 
delphia road,  having  G-eneral  Franklin  in  pursuit  on  Monday 
night,  there  was  some  firing  in  the  road  and  a  skirmish  took 
place,  creating  a  good  deal  of  excitement  about  the  Smedley 
House,  where  my  family  was  boarding,  and  I  became  anxious 
about  my  children.  I  found  my  two  (2)  daughters,  my  son 
I  could  not  find;  I  was  told  that  he  had  been  walking  with 
some  girls,  one  of  them  Judge  Grason's  daughter,  and  that 
probably  he  had  gone  to  Judge  Grason's  house.  After  hear- 
ing that  I  went  to  Judge  Grason's  in  quest  of  them.  Mrs. 
Grason  first  came  to  the  door,  I  inquired  whether  the  children 
were  there.  She  said  they  were  not,  and  supposed  that  they 
were  at  the  Smedley  House  passing  the  evening.  Then  the 
Judge,  hearing  my  voice,  came  forward  and  said  he  had  re- 
mained quietly  at  home,  as  the  girls  had  gone  down  to  the 
Smedley  House.  I  then  said:  "Judge,  suppose  you  go  with 
me,"  and  we  went  down  into  the  road  where  the  cavalry  were 
drawn  up.  After  inquiring  and  passing  along  some  distance, 
we  at  length  found  the  children,  and  told  them  we  wanted 
them  to  go  home.  I  told  my  son  his  mother  was  very  anxious 
about  him.  The  children,  as  a  matter  of  course,  were  anx- 
ious to  stand  looking  at  these  people,  and  it  required  a  little 
authority,  which  Judge  Grason  exercised.  He  said  to  his 
daughter  and  the  other  girls:  "this  is  not  a  proper  place  for 
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yon,  you  must  return  with  me,"  which  they  did.  I  then 
went  back  very  near  to  Judge  Grason's  house;  I  left  him  very 
near  his  house.  He  went  in  his  house  and  I  returned  to  the 
Smedley  House. 

Question.  Then  it  was  at  your  request  that  he  went  out ; 
you  brought  him  out  of  his  house  to  look  for  the  children  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  he  seemed  to  be  rather  desirous  of  staying 
in  his  house. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


R.  Edwix  Hook,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Qaestion.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  R.  Edwin  Hook ;  I  am  31  years  old  ; 
no  business  at  present ;  have  been  clerk  to  the  Sheriff  of 
Baltimore  county  for  several  years  past  ;  I  reside  in  Balti- 
more county. 

Question.     What  was  your  business  in  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Clerk  to  the  Sheriff  of  Baltimore  county. 

Question.  "Who  was  the  Sheriff? 

Answer.  Francis  I.  Wheeler. 

Question.  Where  is  he  now? 

Answer.  I  heard  he  was  in  Martinsburg,  agent  for  Adams' 
Express  Company. 

Question.  You  were  clerk  for  Mr.  Wheeler  at  the  time  of 
the  troubles,  on  or  about  the  19th  of  April,  1861,  were  you 
not? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  State  whether  to  your  knowledge,  he  deputized 
any  persons,  if  so,  who,  to  act  as  conservators  of  the  peace  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  remember  he  deputized  a  number  ;  I 
cannot  mention  any  particular  persons  ;  he  gave  a  printed 
form. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  he  gave  those  to  members 
of  the  military  companies  there  ? 

Answer.  I  think  he  did  ;  I  think  they  were  all  furnished 
with  them. 

(The  council  for  Respondent  here  showed  the  witness  a 
printed  paper,  and  asked  him  to  state  whether  that  was  the 
form  in  which  they  were  printed.  The  witness  identified  the 
paper  as  the  same  as  those  issued  by  the  sheriff.) 

The  counsel  for  the  Respondent  then  offered  this  paper  in 
evidence,  which  was  marked  "Exhibit  A." 
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•'EXHIBIT  A." 

Sheriff's  Office, 
TowsoNTowN,  Md.,  April  22d,  1861. 

Mr.  Richard  Grason  : — Reposing  entire  confidence  in  your 
prudence,  determination  and  integrity,  I  hereby  summon  and 
depute  you  as  Deputy  Sheriff  for  Baltimore  county,  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  peace  and  order,  and  the  protection  of 
property  and  the  citizens  of  the  county  in  their  Constitu- 
tional rights. 

You  will  also  at  once  arrest  any  person  showing  a  disposi- 
tion to  riot,  or  interrupt  any  person  or  persons  in  their 
Constitutional  right,  or  for  any  violation  of  the  laws,  and 
have  them  held  to  bail  or  committed.  For  so  doing,  this  shall 
be  your  sufficient  authority. 

F.  I.  WHEELER, 

Sheriff  of  Baltimore  County. 

Question.  You  stated  that  you  think  this  was  issued  to  the 
members  of  both  of  the  military  companies  at  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Wheeler  a  member  of  either  one  of  the 
companies  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  he  was  a  member  of  the  cavalry  company. 

Question.  Still  he  issued  these  orders  to  the  Towson 
Guards,  equally  with  his  own  company  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  know  of  any  feelings  of  hostility 
existing  at  the  time  between  those  two  companies  as  com- 
panies ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Were  you  present  when  the  flag  was  put  over 
Ady's  hotel? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  By  whom  was  it  put  up  ? 

Answer.  By  Harry  Gilmor,  a  young  man  named  Clark, 
and  myself :  we  were  all  three  (3)  together. 

(Question.   Who  brought  it  there  ? 

Answer.  Gilmor.     I  think  he  got  it  from  Baltimore. 

(Question.  What  flag  was  it? 

Answer.  A  piece  of  white  muslin  with  the  Maryland. coat 
of  arms  upon  it. 

(Question.  Nothing  else  ? 

Answer.  There  was  nothing  else  on  it. 

Question.  Did  you  see  it  before  it  was  put  up  r 

Answer.  Yes.     I  had  hold  of  it. 

Question.  Had  any  other  parties  anything  to  do  with  put- 
ting up  that  flag? 

Answer.  No. 


Question.  What  day  was  it  put  up  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  in  the  afternoon  ;  I  cannot  say 
what  day,  somewhere  in  the  week  following  the  excitement 
of  the  19th  of  April  ? 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  other  parties  present  when  it 
was  put  up  ? 

Answer.  No  :  the  flag-pole  was  on  top  of  the  house.  I  do 
not  think  there  was  any  one  on  the  house  except  the  three  (3) 
I  have  mentioned. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  G-rason  there  at  the  time  it  was  put  up? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  he  was. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  ivitness  was  here  concluded. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  How  long  did  that  flag  remain  up? 

Answer.  I  cannot  tell :  it  seems  to  me  it  did  not  remain  up 
more  than  one  day  and  night.  I  think  it  came  down  the 
same  night  it  was  put  up  :  it  may  have  remained  longer. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  say  you  helped  to  put 
it  up  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  help  to  put  it  up  ;  I  was  on  the  top  of 
the  house  when  it  was  put  up.  I  might  have  taken  hold  of 
the  ropes. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  there  any  other  flag  put 
up  at  Ady's  ahout  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  remember. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  was  the  idea  of  putting 
up  a  Maryland  flag  instead  of  the  flag  of  our  country  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  what  the  object  was. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  As  you  participated  in  it,  I 
thought  perhaps  you  had  some  knowledge  on  the  subject? 

Answer.  I  had  no  motive  :  I  put  it  up  because  it  was  there. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  You  were  a  member  of  the  Horse  Guards  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

(Question.  Did  you  go  to  Baltimore  with  them  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

duestion.  Was  it  after  that  company  went  to  Baltimore 
that  flag  was  put  up  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  I  think  it  was. 

Question.  Did  the  company  at  the  time  of  going  to  Balti- 
more wear  any  badges,  insignias,  or  anything  of  the  kind, 
aside  from  their  uniform  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  think  most  of  the  members  had  a  badge. 

Question.  What  sort  of  badge  was  it  ?  ■<'''i  /wv/kiiA 
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Answer.  It  was  a  badge  with  the  Maryland  coat  of  arms 
on  it. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  G-rasou  goto  town  with  the  company? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  he  wear  one  of  those  badges  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  he  did  or  not,  1  did  not 
take  any  particular  notice  who  had  them. 

Question.  Did  you  know  where  those  badges  came  from? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  that  company  went  to 
town  because  ordered  there  or  because  its  officers  volunteered 
its  services  ? 

Answer.  I  understood  they  were  ordered  there,  i  have  no 
more  knowledge  on  the  subject  than  what  I  received  in  con- 
versing witli  the  members  generally. 

Question.  Did  you  continue  with  them  during  the  week? 

Answer.  Yes;  pretty  much,  I  attended  to  my  business  in 
the  meantime. 

Question.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  that  there  was 
cordiality  and  good  feeling  between  your  company  and  the 
Towson  Guards  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  They  associated  together,  mixed  together  and 
dined  together. 

(Question.  Were  they  understood  by  the  members  of  the 
companies  as  agreeing  politically  at  that  time,  or  disagreeing? 

Answer.  I  don't  know. 

Question.  During  the  week  that  you  were  there  rendering 
service,  was  Mr.  Grason  with  you  most  or  all  of  the  time? 

Answer.  I  think  he  was. 

Question.  Discharging  his  duty  as  an  officer  of  the  com- 
pany? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  a  statement  by  the  company  or  by 
the  officers  of  the  company,  that  it  was  their  purpose  to  stop 
the  northern  soldiers  from  going  to  Washington,  to  prevent 
the  Yankees  from  going  to  Washington,  or  any  statement  of 
that  kind  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  When  were  those  circulars  authorizing  those 
persons  to  act  as  deputy  Sheriffs  first  issued  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  tell  on  what  day  they  were  issued  ;  I 
think  very  soon  after  the  excitement  broke  out. 

Question.  Do  you  know  at  whose  suggestion  they  were 
issued  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not.  Mr.  Wheeler  issued  them  without  my 
knowledge  ;  I  don't  know  anything  about  it. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  disturbance   of  peace   and 
order  were  anticipated  which  induced  him  to  issue  them?  Had 
there  been  any  resistance  to  the  laws  there  which  the  civil 
authorities  could  not  control  ? 
23 
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Answer.  No  ;  the  exeitement  in  Baltimore  on  the  19th 
generally  spread  all  over  the  country.  I  suppose  he  did  it  in 
anticipation  of  something  of  the  kind. 

Question.  Where  were  the  Head  Quarters  of  the  Horse 
Guards? 

Answer.  Mr.  Ady's  Hotel,  they  were  principally  there. 

Question.  Can  you  say  when  that  company  was  disbanded 
finally? 

Answer.  No.  I  don't  know. 

Question.  About  how  long  after  these  occurrences? 

Answer.  Indeed  I  do  not  remember,  it  could  not  have  been 
a  very  great  while. 

Question.  Did  you  see  nothing  at  all  between  those  two  (2) 
companies  which  looked  like  a  sharp  disagreement  of  feeling  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Was  it  not  understood  distinctly  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  company  that  the  Towson  Guards  were  Union 
men  and  the  others  were  not? 

Answer.  No.  I  don't  think  so,  T  never  understood  so. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Col.  Kane  at  Ady's  during  that 
week  you  were  on  service  there? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  see  General  Trimble  or  any  aid  of  his  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  do  not  know  General  Trimble.  I  did  not 
hear  of  either  of  them  being  there. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  your  company  seem  to  be 
acting  in  conjunction  with  the  Towson  Guards  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  they  were  together  every  day,  eating  and 
drinking  together. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  they  all  under  arms  for 
the  same  purpose  ? 

Answer.   I  understood  so. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  whether  these  or- 
ders of  the  Sheriff  were  issued  to  the  Towson  Guards  ? 

Answer.  I  think  all  of  them  were. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  they  act  under  those  or- 
ders? 

Answer.  I  suppose  they  did. 

Question    by  the    Committee.    Were  the  Towson    Guards 
picketed  along  the  road  as  the  Horse  Guards  were  ? 

Answer.  Not  so  far,  because  they  were  infantry  and  we 
were  cavalry  ;  they  were  picketed  around  the  country  at 
night. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  was  the  object  of  that 
road  being  picketed  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know.  I  suppose  to  keep  up  a  kind  of 
communication  between  the  city  and  the  county. 
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Question  by  the  Committee  Was  not  the  road  picketed  iiom 
Towsontown  in  an  opposite  direction  from  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  above  Towsontown,  between  Towsontown 
and  Cockeysville. 

Question  hj  the  Committee.  That  was  not  to  keep  the  com- 
munication between  Towsontown  and  Baltimore  was  it  ? 

Answer.  I  said  between  tbe  county  and  Baltimore,  not  be- 
tween Towsontown  and  Baltimore. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  you  on  picket  duty  at  any 
time? 

Answer.   Yes,  twice. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Where  were  they  stationed  ? 

Answer.  The  first  time  T  was  up  as  far  as  Texas,  near 
Cockeysville,  one  afternoon  for  two  (2)  or  three  (3)  hours. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  were  your  instructions  ? 

Answer.  I  had  none.  I  went  there  and  sat  on  the  fence. 
and  came  back  when  my  time  was  up. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  time  ? 

Answer.  Two  (2)  or  three  (3)  hours. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  have  your  arms  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  What  officer  stationed  you  there? 
Answer.    I  don't  remember.     I  was  sent  out  as  several 
others.     I  don't  know  that  I  had  any  special  instructions. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  remember  any  other 
duty  your  company  was  performing  other  than  keeping  up 
the  communication  spoken  of? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  that  there  is  anything  else. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Communication  between  the  city 
and  county  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  You  have  no  knowledge  why  it 
was  desirous  to  keep  up  that  communication  ? 

Answer.  There  were  some  soldiers  up  above  Cockeysville, 
who  came  down  there,  and  there  was  great  excitement;  crowds 
coming  up  from  Baltimore,  and  the  soldiers  were  stationed 
along  the  road  to  prevent  a  disturbance. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Disturbance  between  whom? 

Answer.  Any  disturbance  that  came  in  their  way. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Among  the  people  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  great  crowds  coming  out  the  roads  all  the 
time  ;  I  suppose  they  were  stationed  there  to  act  under  the 
orders  of  the  Sheriif. 
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Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  there  any  apprehension  of 
any  trouble  between  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  and  the  citizens 
of  the  county  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  ;  there  was  no  telling  what  might 
take  piaffe. 

Question  hythe  Committee.  Then  you  had  no  instructions  to 
watch  the  troops  stationed  near  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  had  not  when  I  was  sent  out  there. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  have  one  of  those  orders  to  act  as  deputy 
sheriff? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  I  had  ;  I  was  acting  under  general 
principles  ;  I  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Sheriff,  at  the  time;  I 
may  have  had  one  ;  I  don't  remember;  I  have  not  got  it  now. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Where  did  you  say  the  Sheriff 
was  now  ? 

Answer.  I  think  at  Martinsburg  ;  I  understood  he  was  act- 
ing as  agent  for  Adams'  Express  Company. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  remember  how  many 
times  you  drilled  after  the  company  returned  from  Baltimore? 

Answer.  No;  I  never  took  any  memorandum  of  any  drills 
or  parades. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  the  company  drill  at  all, 
after  its  return  from  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say  that  it  did. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  they  ever  meet  again,  as  a 
company,  after  their  return  from  Baltimore? 

Answer.  I  think  they  met  together  after  that  ;  I  cannot 
recollect  the  day  ;  I  don't  know  whether  I  was  out  on  parade 
after  that  ;  I  think  the  company  was  convened  together  once 
after  that. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  say  you  were  present  on 
the  29th  of  April,  when  the  flag  was  raised  by  the  ladies  ? 

Answer.  I  think  I  was  ;  I  have  a  faint  recollection  of  being 
in  the  road  ;  I  think  I  came  from  the  office  at  the  time  the 
flag  was  being  taken  out ;  there  were  two  (2)  flags  hoisted,  I 
think;  I  don't  know  which  I  saw. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Where  were  you  during  the  time  the  flag  was 
being  raised  ? 

Answer.  1  think  I  was  in  the  road,  when  the  flag  was 
raised  ;  I  am  not  sure.     I  might  have  been  at  Ady's  Hotel. 
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By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  Mr.  Grason  there  that 
day  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  seeing  him. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  How  long  after  that  time  did 
that  company  drill  last — were  they  in  uniform  after  the  rais- 
ing of  that  flag? 

Answer.  They  had  been  on  picket  duty  the  week  before ; 
I  think  the  flag  was  raised  two  (2)  weeks  after  the  19th  of 
April  ;  I  think  the  company  had  thrown  off  the  uniform  before 
that  time  ;  I  think  they  did  appear  once  after  that ;  I  think 
they  met  to  go  to  town  for  a  law-parade,  but  they  did  not  go. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  there,  or  not,  an  opinion 
generally  prevailing  and  expressed  in  the  company  of  Horse 
Guards,  questioning  the  right  of  the  government  to  pass  troops 
through  our  State  down  to  Washington  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  what  the  general  opinion  was. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  hear  it  the  subject  of 
conversation  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  think  I  never  did. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  You  don't  know,  then,  whether 
there  was  such  an  opinion  prevailing  thereupon  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  do  not. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  You  don't  know  whether  this 
opinion  was  the  general  sentiment  of  the  company,  as  you 
heard  it  expressed^  that  the  government  had  no  right  to  coerce 
the  seceded  States,  and  compel  them  to  remain  in  the  Union? 

Answer,  No  ;  I  don't  know  that  there  was  any  such  opin- 
ion entertained  by  the  company. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  it  the  general  sentiment  of 
the  company  that  the  government  had  no  such  right? 

Answer,  I  don't  know  that  I  ever  heard  it  discussed. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  not  some  of  the  citizens  of 
Baltimore  complain  of  the  paasage  of  the  Union  troops 
through  the  city  as  a  great  outrage  ;  that  the  Constitutional 
rights  of  the  people  of  Baltimore  were  outraged  by  the  pas- 
sage of  those  troops  through  the  city  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  think  there  was  by  some  people. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  it  not  that  sentiment 
which  was  the  occasion  of  the  riot  in  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  I  suppose  it  was. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Do  you  know,  or  not,  whether 
it  was  that  sentiment  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  there, 
that  induced  them  to  call  out  the  military  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  That  is  impossible  for  me  to  tell. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 
Question.  During  the  raising  of  that  flag,  of  which  you 
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have  spoken,  did  you  hear,  from  persons  around  Ady's  Hotel, 
any  hissing,  or  cheers  of  any  kind  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  hear,  at  any  time,  when  that  company 
was  together,  in  the  presence  of  its  officers,  any  cheers  or  ex- 
ultations or  shouts^  in  behalf  of  Jeff  Davis,  the  Southern 
Confederacy,  the  rebellion,  &c.  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  nothing  abusive  of  the  Yankee 
Government,  the  Black  Republican  Government,  or  any 
demonstratiou  on  the  part  of  Gilmor,  or  any  members  of  that 
company  ! 

Answer.  No  ;  I  don't  remember  that  I  ever  did. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  ivas  here  concluded. 

Joseph  H,  Audoun,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Joseph  H.  Audoun  ;  I  live  in  Balti- 
more ;  I  am  Judge  of  the  Orphan's  Court  of  Baltimore  city. 

Question.  Did  you  occupy  that  position  in  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question.  State  what  knowledge  you  have  of  any  conveyance 
of  any  orders  from  Governor  Hicks  to  Gen.  Steuart,  com- 
mander of  the  militia,  in  relation  to  the  calling  out  of  the 
military  on  that  occasion  ? 

Answer.  Upon  the  adjournment  of  the  Court  at  one  o'clock 
on  the  19th  of  April^  1861,  I  met  Col.  William  Stewart,  im- 
mediately in  front  of  the  Court  House  ;  he  called  to  me  to  go 
with  him  ;  he  seemed  to  be  somewhat  excited  ;  not  knowing 
what  the  difficulty  was,  I  followed  him  up  St.  Paul  street 
some  distance  ;  we  turned  into  an  office  there  ;  after  getting 
there,  I  found  it  was  the  office  of  General  Steuart ;  from 
the  remarks  made  by  General  Steuart,  I  supposed  he  had  mis- 
understood the  order  previously  given,  and  he  requested  Col. 
Stewart  to  go  out  and  say  to  the  people,  that  he  was  not  in 
his  bed,  but  was  there  to  discharge  his  duty  ;  the  reply  of 
Col.  Steuart  was,  that  he  was  not  there  for  that  purpose,  but 
was  there  as  aid  to  Governor  Hicks  ;  that  the  Governor  de- 
sirerl  him  to  issue  an  order  to  call  out  the  military  to  put 
down  riot  and  insurrection,  which  he  said  he  would  do. 

Question.  Did  you  accompany  Col.  Stewart  to  any  place  ? 

Answer.  I  went  back  with  him  to  the  Fountain  Hotel, 
where  he  reported. 

Question.  To  whom? 

Answer.  To  Governor  Hicks. 

Question.  What  did  he  report  ? 

Answer.  The  statement  that  he  had  made  to  General 
Steuart. 
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Question.  Was  that  approved  of  by  the  Governor? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  any  remarks  made  by  the  Gov- 
ernor. 

Question.  He  reported  to  the  Governor  that  he  had  com- 
municated his  order  to  General  Steuart? 

Answer.  Yes, 

Question.   Was  Col.  Stewart  one  of  the  Governor's  aids? 

Answer.  I  am  not  able  to  say  except  from  his  statement 
made  to  General  Steuart,  he  said  he  was  his  aid.  Perhaps  it 
would  be  better  to  state  what  seemed  to  be  the  difficulty:  it 
had  been  reported  that  the  General  was  home  sick  in  bed 
and  was  unable  to  discharge  his  duty.  He  was  ragino;  and 
swearing  about  such  reports  being  in  circulation_,  when  Col. 
Stewart  came  in.  He  said  he  was  not  there  for  the  pur230se 
of  carrying  out  the  orders  of  Governor  Hicks. 

Question.  At  or  about  that  time  was  there  an  organization 
in  Baltimore  city  known  as  the  Minute  Men  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  it  was  a  political  organization. 

Question.  Where  was  its  head  quarters  ? 

Answer.  In  Baltimore  street,  opposite  Holliday. 

Question.  What  was  the  name  of  the  organization,  what 
was  it  known  to  be  composed  of  ? 

Answer.  It  was  composed  of  Union  men,  I  know  of  no  other 
name  than  that  of  "Minute  Men." 

Question.  Were  they  or  not,  in  hostilit}  to  those  who  sym- 
pathized with  the  Southern  movement  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  that  there  had  been  any  show  of 
hostility,  it  was  looked  upon  as  an  organization  which  had 
been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  electing  John  Bell  to  office. 

Question.  During  the  time  of  those  troubles  on  the  19th  of 
April  did  they  remain  at  their  head  quarters  ? 

Answer.  Certainly. 

Question.  For  what  purpose  ? 

Answer.  For  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  Union  element 
of  Baltimore  city. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  at  any  time  during  those  trou- 
bles whether  they  raised  the  State  flag  from  their  head  quar- 
ters ? 

Answer.  It  was  raised  there;  thrown  out  of  the  window,  I 
think. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  tJie  Committee.  Do  you  know  whether  it  was  the, 
act  of  the  association  or  of  one  or  two  individual  members?     " 

Answer.  I  am  unable  to  say. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  whether  any  of  its' 
members  had  anything  to  do  with  throwing  out  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  Only  from  hearsay,  nothing  from  my  own  personal 
knowledge. 
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Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Do  you  know  how  long  it  remained  there  ? 
Answer.   I  do  not. 

Question.  Were  you  a  member  of  that  organization  ? 
Answer.    I  was  not. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witfiess  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination . 

Question.  Where  is  General  Steuart  of  whom  you  speak? 

Answer.  I  can  only  give  you  what  report  says,  not  of  my 
own  knowledge;  report  says  he  is  in  the  Southern  Confed- 
eracy ? 

Question.  How  long  is  it  since  you  have  seen  Gen.  Steuart 
in  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  I  have  not  seen  him  since  the  day  I  saw  him  in 
his  office,  on  the  19th  of  April,  1861, 

Question.  Prior  to  that  time  were  you  in  the  habit  of  seeing 
him  frequently  ? 

Answer.  Quite  often. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  any  orders  issued  by 
Governor  Hicks  on  or  about  that  day  ? 

Answer.  None  other  than  that  which  I  have  stated  of  the 
party  professing  to  be  his  Aid-de-Camp. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  flag  of  which  you  have  spoken 
as  having  been  thrown  from  the  window  of  the  association 
called  "the  Minute  Men  ?" 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  For  how  long  a  time  ? 

Answer.  For  one  day. 

Question.  What  day  was  that? 

Answer.  To  the  best  of  my  recollection  it  was  the  19th  of 
April. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  see  it  subsequently  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  see  that  organization  under  arms 
on  any  occasion  whatever? 

Answer.  I  never  saw  them  under  arms. 

Question.  What  did  you  say  was  the  purpose  under  which 
General  Steuart  was  told  to  call  out  the  militia  ? 

Answer.  For  the  purpose  of  suppressing  riot  and  insurrec- 
tion. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  whether  there  were  any 
rioters  in  the  city  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Only  from  report. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Atwood  Blunt,  called  as  a  witnesH  lot  the  itewpondeut, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  foHows  : 

Ciuestion.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Atwood  Blunt,  I  am  41  years  old,  I 
reside  in  Baltimore  county,  I  am  a  farmer. 

Question.  How  long  have  resided  there? 

Answer.   About  twelve  (12)  years. 

Question.  Are  yon  acquainted  with  Mr.  James  L.  Ridgely? 

Answer.   I  am. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  him? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  that  I  could  bring  it  to  my  recol- 
lection exactly  how  long.  I  became  acquainted  with  him  in 
the  early  part  of  my  residence  in  Baltimore  county,  three  or 
four  years  after  I  came  there  to  live,  I  presume  about  eight 
or  nine  years. 

The  counsel  for  the  Respondent,  here  oifered  the  paper 
which  was  marked  "Exhibit  B." 

"EXHIBIT  B." 

The  Respondent  offers  to  prove  by  Atwood  Blunt,  a  com- 
petent witness,  that  he  was  drafted  in  the  first  draft  in  the 
year  1862,  and  consultcl  James  L.  Ridgely,  the  Contestant, 
as  to  what  witness  had  better  Ho  ;  that  said  Ridgely  advised 
the  witness  he  had  better  leave  his  home  and  get  out  of  the 
way,  and  that  he,  said  Ridgely,  had  made  preparations  for 
his,  Ridgely' s  sons,  to  pursue  the  same  course  in  the  event  of 
their  being  drafted  ;  that  witness  never  either  directly  or  in- 
directly communicated  this  conversation  to  said  Respondent, 
nor  does  he  know  in  what  manner  he  became  aware  of  it,  as 
the  witness  regarded  it  as  confidential  between  himself  and 
Mr.  Ridgely,  and  mentioned  it  to  no  one  outside  of  his  own 
family. 

The  minority  of  the  committee  thought  the  testimony  of 
this  witness  was  admissable  for  the  same  reasons  that  they 
thought  the  testimony  of  Enos  Sraedley  was  admissable. 

Lemuel  Offutt,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow: 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Lemuel  Offutt,  I  am  sixty  years  old, 
I  reside  in  Baltimore  county,  second  Election  District;  I  am  a 
farmer. 

Question.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Mr.  James  L.  Ridgely? 

Answer.  I  have  known  him  thirty  (30)  years. 

Question.  Hnw  long  have  you  resided  in  Baltimore  county? 

Answer.  I  came  there  in  1832. 

The  counsel  for  the  Respondent,  here  offered  the  paper 
marked  "Exhibit  G." 
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•'EXHIBIT  C." 

The  Respondent  offers  to  prove  by  Lemuel  Offatt,  a  com- 
petent witness,  that  shortly  after  the  19th  of  April,  in  the 
year  1861,  he  had  a  conversation  with  the  Contestant,  James 
L.  Ridgely,  near  witness'  house  in  Baltimore  county  in 
regard  to  the  National  troubles,  at  which  time  and  place 
said  Ridgely  said  to  witness,  that  the  slaves  in  the  Southern 
States  were  much  better  off  in  their  present  condition  than 
they  could  be  in  any  other;  that  they  were  well  clothed  and 
had  gold  watches  in  their  pockets,  and  that  he,  said  Ridgely, 
would  cast  his  lot  with  Virginia  and  go  as  that  State  went. 
The  Respondent  further  offered  to  prove  by  said  Offutt,  that 
he  was  present  at  a  conversation  between  Atwood  Blunt 
and  said  Ridgely  shortly  after  said  Blunt  was  drafted  in 
the  year  1862,  in  which  said  conversation,  said  Ridgely 
advised  said  Blunt  to  leave  home  and  go  South,  and  that  in 
the  event  of  the  sons  of  said  Ridgely  being  drafted,  he  said 
Ridgely,  had  made  preparations  to  send  them  South. 

The  minority  of  the  committee  thought  the  testimony  of 
this  witness  admissable,  for  the  same  reasons  that  they 
thought  the  testimony  of  Enos  Smedley  was  admissable. 

Counsel  for  the  Respondent. — The  witness  Thompson,  hav- 
ing testified  before  the  committee  that  he  saw  it  published  in 
the  Baltimore  "Argus"  on  Saturday  the  20th  of  April,  that 
the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards  had  tendered  their  ser- 
vices, and  that  the  Towson  Guards  had  gone  over  to  the  Re- 
publicans, and  that  the  names  of  Mr.  Merryman  and  Mr. 
Grason  were  mentioned  in  that  edition,  and  the  counsel  for 
the  Respondent  objecting  to  the  introduction  of  that  testimony 
and  the  counsel  for  the  Contestant  stated  that  he  had  made 
diligent  search  for  the  files  of  the  paper,  and  that  it  could 
not  be  found,  the  Respondent  now  proposes  to  present 
to  the  committee  files  of  the  "Republican  and  Argus,"  for 
April  1861,  and  would  ask  Mr.  Thompson  or  the  counsel  for 
the  Contestant,  to  point  out  the  article  to  which  he  refers. — 
We  now  offer  in  evidence  files  of  the  Baltimore  County  Advo- 
cate for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  the  second  flag  raising 
spoken  of  by  tlie  witnesses,  was  upon  the  first  day  of  August 
1861.  The  date  ot  the  paper  is  Saturday,  August  3d,  1861, 
and  Mr.  Church,  who  was  the  editor  of  the  paper,  stated  that 
there  was  a  notice  of  it  appeared  in  the  paper.  The  counsel  for 
the  Respondent  read  the  following  extract  from  the  paper: 

Flag  Raising : — The  flag  that  for  some  time  passed,  has 
been  streaming  from  the  tall  mast  in  this  place,  having  be- 
come somewhat  the  worse  for  wear,  a  splendid  new  flag  has 
been  recently  purchased,  the  amount  being  freely  contributed 
by  a  number  of  our  Union  friends.  On  Thursday  afternoon 
last,  it  was  raised  to  its  position  "by  the  committee  of  ladies. 
Before  it  was  raided  J.|Israel  Yellott,  Esq.,  made  an  eloquent 


and  patriot  address  in  the  Odd  Fellow's  Hall,  which  vvas 
listened  to  by  a  large  concourse  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  of 
the  village  and  its  vicinity. 

Wm.  B.  Lyons,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent,  be- 
ing duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow: 

Question.  State  your  name  and  residence? 

Answer.   My  name  is  Wm.  B.  Lyons,  I  live'  in    Baltimore. 

Question.  Have  you  beea  Deputy  Marshal  for  Baltimore 
city? 

Answer.  Yes;  under  Marshal  Van  Nostrand. 

Question.  Were  you  in  Baltimore  during  the  Spring  of 
1861? 

Answer.  I  was. 

Question.  Were  you  in  the  military  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   What  military  organization  were  you  a  member  of? 

Answer.  Baltimore  City  Gruards;  I  was  3d  sergeant  of  the 
3d  company. 

Question.  Were  you  upon  duty  during  any  portion  of  these 
troubles  ? 

Answer.   Yes;  on  the  19th  and  20th  of  April. 

Question .  Was  the  military  of  the  city  called  out  generally  ? 

Answer.  They  were,  I  believe. 

Question.  What  duty  did  you  perform  ? 

Answer.  I  was  met  by  the  captain  of  one  of  our  companies, 
and  told  that  the  Union  men  were  being  murdered,  and 
the  Minute  Men's  Headquarters  attacked;  he  wanted  me  to 
put  on  my  uniform  and  immediately  to  go  to  the  armory.  I 
did  80,  and  stayed  there  until  Saturday  morning;  I  then  went 
home  and  returned  again  on  Sunday  morning,  and  stayed 
there  until  2  o'clock;  after  that  I  took  my  uniform  off,  and 
have  never  put  it  on  since. 

Question.  Was  the  military  generally  under  arms? 

Answer.  They  were. 

Question.  Under  what  orders  ? 

Answer.  I  could  not  say. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  troops  being  sent  to  Fort 
McHenry?  • 

Answer.  Not  to  my  knowledge;  I  was  not  present. 

Question.  Where  were  you  on  Saturday  night  the  20th? 

Answer.  Home  in  bed. 

Question.  On  what  day  were  you  met  on  the  street  by  the 
captain  ? 

Answer.  On  Friday,  the  19th;  I  was  met  by  Captain  Jo- 
hannes. 

Question.  Was  Captain  Johannes  under  arms? 

Answer.  Yes;  he  is  now  in  the  army;  Lieut.  Col.  of  the  8tli 
Maryland  Regiment. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  wUrieas  was  here  coriduded. 
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Cross-examinatio  n . 

Question.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  tliat  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  Minute  Men  was  attacked? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  there  any  foundation  for  that? 

Answer.  I  don't  know. 

Question.  Do  3'^ou  know  whether  they  put  out  the  Maryland 
flag? 

Answer.  I  understood  they  did  ,  I  don't  know  ;  I  know  the 
American  flag  was  taken  in  by  James  L.  Parr,  the  President 
of  the  Association. 

Question.   Why  ? 

Answer.  He  was  waited  on  by  several  citizens  of  Baltimore, 
and  I  think,  Marshal  Kane,  who|said  that  it  was  creating  a 
good  deal  of  disturbance  in  the  city,  and  requested  him  to 
take  it  in.  Mr.  Parr  consulted  me  on  the  subject;  1  had 
nothing  to  say  about  the  matter.  He  then  said  :  "I  will 
take  the  responsibility,"  and  took  it  in  ;  whether  there  was 
a  State  flag  put  out,  I  am  not  clear  ;   it  strikes  me  there  was. 

Question.  You  had  no  interview  with  Col.  Kane  on  the 
subject,  had  you  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question,  Why  did  you  lay  aside  your  uniform,  and  cease 
to  come  out  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  know  exactly  the  orders.  I  did  not 
like  the  tendency  things  were  taking. 

Question,  What  was  the  tendency  things  were  taking  that 
you  did  not  like?  * 

Answer.  I  could  not  say  positively.  I  did'nt  think  they 
suited  my  views. 

Question.  What  were  your  views? 

Answer.  They  were  moving  against  the  government — the 
attack  on  the  troops  was  against  my  views  ;  the  taking  down 
of  the  American  flag,  and  substituting  any  other  flag,  was 
against  my  views.  I  frequently  asked  the  Colonel  of  our  regi- 
ment what  our  duty  was  ;  he  could  not  tell  me,  and  I  thought 
the  best  thing  I  could  do  was  to  stay  at  home  and  keep  out 
of  it. 

Question.  What  organized  forces  were  there  in  or  about  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  in  hostility  to  which  any  of  these  organiza- 
tions could  act? 

Answer.  I  did  not  know  of  any. 

Question.  Was  there  believed  to  be  any  forces  approaching 
the  city  ? 

Answer.  There  was  believed  to  be  a  force  at  Cockeysville, 
or  in  that  neighborhood  ;  what  was  their  purpose,  and  where 
they  were  going,  I  am  unable  to  say. 

Question.  Was  there  not,  to  your  knowledge,  a  general  be- 
lief in    reference    to  their  direction,    and    what   they  weie; 
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whether  they  were  the  friends  of  the  government  or  its  ene- 
mies? 

Answer.  They  were  believed  by  me  to  be  friends  of  the 
government. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  troops  having  come 
to  the  city  from  different  counties  of  the  State,  at  that  time  ; 
if  so,  do  you  know  the  purpose  for  which  they  came  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  there  was  some  ;  I  cannot  say  where  they 
came  from. 

Question.   Where  was  the  armory  of  the  City  Guards  "^ 

Answer.   Corner  ot  Baltimore  and  Gay  streets. 

Question.  Can  you  tell  what  company  was  in  Apollo  Hall 
the  21st  of  April  ? 

Answer.  The  Law  Greys.     It  was  their  armory. 

Question.  Who  was  directing  the  military  movements  as 
far  as  you  saw.  Who  was  the  military  commander  of  the 
city  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  My  knowledge  of  them  was  very  limited  ;  I  looked 
up  to  Col.  Warner,  who  was  my  Colonel  ;  he  is  now  dead. 

Question.  Who  was  the  second  in  command  ? 

Answer.  Major  Parks. 

Direct  xamination  resumed. 

Question.   Were  you  Deputy  Marshal  of  the  Minute   Men  ? 
Answer    Yes  :   Assistant  Marshal.     I  was  one  of  the  first 
who  organized  the  Association. 

The  examination  of  this  ivitness  was  here  concluded. 

David  E.  Woodburn,  called  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow: 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  David  B  .Woodburn;  I  reside  in  Bal- 
timore; I  am  agent  for  the  P.  W.  &  B.  R.  R. 

Question.  Were  you  in  Baltimore  in  the  Spring  of  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  connected  with  any  military  organi- 
zation ? 

Answer.  Yes;  the  Baltimore  City  Guards. 

Q,uestion.  What  position  ? 

Answer.  I  had  command  of  Company  D.  The  regiment 
was  afterwards  reorganized  and  I  was  Colonel. 

Question.   Were  you  on  duty  during  that  time? 

Answer.  On  the  19th  of  April;  I  was  at  the  depot  at  the 
time  the  difi&culty  happened.  I  heard  that  there  was  a  good 
deal  of  excitement  up  town;  1  started  up,  when  I  got  as  far 
as  Gay  street  I  met  Col.  Warner,  who  said  the  armory  had 
been  threatened  by   th«  mob;  he  requested   me  to  get  my 
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uniform  and  go  to  tlie  armory  for  the  protection  of  our  pro- 
perty. When  I  got  up  to  the  armory  the  military  had  all 
gone  round  in  Calvert  street;  I  joined  them  there  and  remain- 
ed some  hour  or  two.  We  were  then  ordered  back  to  the 
armory  and  informed  in  case  our  services  were  required,  the 
alarm  would  be  given  by  the  ringing  of  bells.  That  was  the 
evening  of  the  19th  of  April. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  remain  on  duty? 

Answer.   Off  and  on  tor  a  week  or  ten  days. 

Question.  Were  the  military  under  arms  at  the  same  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  there  was  four  companies  kept  under  arms 
for  a  week  or  ten  days;  one  company  of  the  City  G-uards,  one 
of  the  Maryland  Guards,  a  German  Rifle  Company  and  a 
company  of  the  Law  Greys;  all  under  the  command  of  Major 
Parks. 

Question.  Who  had  the  general  command  of  the  militia  at 
that  that  time  ? 

Answer.  General  Steuart. 

Question.  At  that  time  was  the  military  of  the  city  gener- 
ally out  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  believe  so. 

Q-uestion.  Did  you  perform  any  special  duty  at  that  time? 

Answer.  We  did  on  Sunday,  the  21st  of  April.  On  Sun- 
day a  note  was  received  by  Col.  Warner  from  Mr.  Harris, 
who  had  a  store  on  Pratt  street,  he  was  afraid  the  mob  were 
going  to  break  into  his  store,  and  he  requested  Col.  Warner 
to  send  some  of  the  company  there  to  protect  it.  We  went 
down  and  remained  there  until  about  four  o'clock.  Nobody 
came  there  to  make  any  disturbance;  we  were  relieved  by  an- 
other company  of  City  Guards  and  we  returned  to  the  armory. 

Question.  What  was  the  general  understanding  as  to  the 
duty  you  were  to  perform  while  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  We  were  called  together  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
pressing any  riot  that  might  occur  from  whatever  cause  it 
might  be. 

Question.  Did  you  consider  yourself  in  armed  hostility  to 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  consider  it  was  your  duty  to  give  any 
aid,  assistance  and  comfort  to  the  enemies  of  the  United 
States  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Are  not  a  great  many  of  those  men  who  were  in 
arms  at  that  time,  now  in  the  army  of  the  United  States  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  they  not  at  that  time  known  as  Union 
men? 

Answer.  Yes,  some  of  the  principle  ones;  Col.  Johnson, 
now  Brigadier  General,  was  out  during  the  whole  time  under 
arms;  we  were  together  the  greater  part  of  the  time. 
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Question.  Did  you  know  of  any  apprehended  attack  upon 
Fort  McHenry  by  any  mob  or  crowd  of  people  ? 

Answer.  None  that  I  know  of. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  troops  being  sent  down  to 
protect  the  Fort  ? 

Answer.  Not  of  my  own  knowledge. 


The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination. 

Question.  About  the  19th  of  April,  1861,  was  there  any 
open  hostility  to  the  Government  or  authority  of  the  United 
States  ? 

Answer.  I  believe  there  was. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  any  forces  of  the 
United  States  were  interfered  with  in  their  passage  through 
the  city. 

Answer.  There  was. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  any  men  opposing 
those  forces  were  injured,  wounded  or  killed  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  any  myself;  I  learned  there  was,  I 
saw  stones  thrown  at  them,  I  don't  know  of  any  one  being 
injured  down  there. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  By  whom  was  that  opposition 
offo'  ed  to  the  troops  ? 

Answer.  By  a  parcel  of  people  about  the  city,  ready  for 
anything  to  get  up  an  excitement,  none  of  the  military  com- 
panies that  I  saw. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  the  military  under  arms  at 
that  time  ? 

Answer.  Not  at  the  time  this  riot  took  place,  we  were  or- 
dered out  that  afternoon,  there  was  no  occasion  for  them  pre- 
vious to  the  attack. 


Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Who  did  you  say  was  in  command  of  the  City 
Guards  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Lieut   Col.  Warner. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  he  received  any  orders 
from  any  higher  authority  ? 

Answer.  He  received  orders  from  Governor  Hicks,  General 
Steuart  and  the  Police  Commissioners. 
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Question.  You  went  to  the  armory  previous  to  the  ordering 
out  of  the  troops? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  For  what  purpose  did  you  gather  the  men  to  go 
for  arms  ? 

Answer.  To  protect  our  property  at  the  armory. 

Question.  From  what  persons  did  you  anticipate  an  attack? 

Answer.  From  the  same  party  that  made  the  attack  upon 
the  troops.  They  wanted  to  attack  the  armories  and  get  arms 
and  we  were  called  out  to  protect  them. 

Question.  Was  tkere  not  two  sides  to  that  question  that 
day  about  the  passage  of  the  troops  ? 

Answer.  There  appeared  to  be  a  division  among  them,  both 
the  military  and  the  people. 

Question.  Then  part  of  the  troops  were  under  arms  for  the 
purpose  of  putting  down  riot,  do  you  know  for  what  purpose 
the  others  were  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  I  can't  say.  I  know  there  was  a  division  among 
the  men  with  regard  to  the  passage  of  the  troops.  Some  of 
them  were  opposed  to  them  coming  through  and  others  were 
in  favor  of  it. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  any  under  arms  were  com- 
bined for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  passage  of  United 
States  troops  ? 

Answer.   No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  upon  your  road  any  means 
of  passage  were  interfered  with  ? 

Answer.  There  were. 

Question.  Do  you  know  by  what  authority  and  by  whom 
those  bridges  were  interfered  with? 

Answer.  General  Trimble  had  command  of  the  party  that 
went  out. 

Question.  Were  they  military  or  civil  ? 

Answer.    Both. 

Question.  Who,  during  the  days  that  followed  the  19th  of 
April,  had  command  of  the  military  in  the  city  of  Baltimore? 

Answer.  General  Stewart  was  chief  in  command. 

Question.  Can  you  name  any  other  person  ? 

Answer.  General  Egerton. 

Question.  For  how  long  a  time  was  General  Stewart  in 
chief  command  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say. 

Question.  Do  you  know  by  whom  the  general  orders  con- 
trolling the  troops  were  issued — what  names  were  signed  to 
them  ? 

Answer.  No :  I  did  not  see  any  ;  we  received  our  orders 
from  Col  Warner. 

Question.  Do  you  know  under  what  authority  or  order,  the 
party  who  destroyed  the  bridges,  were  acting  ? 

Answer.  No  :  I  don't  know  by  whom  they  were  sent. 
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By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Co'mm.ittee  Do  you  know  whether  any  of 
these  military  who  took  part  in  hurning  the  bridges  were  men 
of  different  political  views  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  what  their  views  were;  the  party 
that  wag  with  General  Trimble  belonged  to  the  Maryland 
Guard. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  see  General  Trimble  subsequent  to  that 
in  the  city  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  he  rendering  any  sort  of  military  service, 
if  so,  what? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  military  service  or 
not;  he  appeared  to  be  very  busy  distributing  arms  about  to 
parties  ;  I  do  not  know  who  they  were. 

Question.  State  what  knowledge  you  have  of  his  location 
now,  or  any  time  since  then .'' 

Answer.  He  has  been  down  South,  what  he  is  doing,  I 
cannot  say. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Answer.   Do  you  know  of  any  parties  who  were  engaged 
in  the  destruction  of  those  bridges,  that  have  since  held  high 
office  in  the  army  of  the  United  States  ? 
Answer.  None  that  I  know. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  of  any  who  have 
since  joined  the  army  of  the  United  States  ? 

Answer.  None  that  I  saw  engaged  in  the  destruction  of 
the  bridges. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do   you  know  anything  of  the 

destruction  of  the  bridges  on  the  Northern  Central  Kailroad  ? 

Answer.  I  only  know  of  those  on  the  Philadelphia  road. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  loas  here  concluded, 

Andrew  Sterrett  Ridgely,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Re- 
spondent, being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow  : 
Question.  State  your  name  and  business  ?

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Answer.  My  name  is  A.  Sterrett  Ridgely,  and  I  am  a 
member  of  the  Baltimore  bar. 

Qaestion.  You  know  Mr.  Grason  very  well  don't  you  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  he  is  a  brother-in-law  of  mine,  Mr.  Grason 
married  my  sister. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  having  seen  Mr.  Grason  in  Bal- 
timore on  or  about  the  19th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  On  the  19th  of  April,  the  day  of  what  I  deemed  a 
most  unjustifiable  attack  upon  the  Massachusetts  troops — I 
had  been  occupied  all  the  forenoon  in  my  office  ;  about  (12) 
twelve  or  (1)  one  o'clock  just  after  the  attack,  almost  at  the 
time  of  the  attack,  I  came  down  to  the  street  and  found  the 
wildest  excitement  prevailing.  I  went  down  towards  Market 
street  for  the  purpose  of  enquiring  into  the  particulars  of  it, 
there  I  learned  of  the  attack  that  had  been  made  upon  the 
Massachusetts  troops  :  about  the  same  time  I  heard  of  the 
death  of  young  Davis,  of  the  firm  of  Pegram,  Paynter  and 
Davis.  Mr.  Davis  seemed  to  have  been  very  well  and  ex- 
tensively known  in  the  city  at  the  time,  and  his  death  to- 
gether with  those  of  the  Massachusetts  soldiers,  produced  a 
great  excitement.  I  do  not  think  I  ever  witnessed  a  wilder 
state  of  excitement  than  that  which  prevailed  on  that  oc- 
casion, there  were  various  reports  in  circulation  in  regard  to 
other  troops,  and  various  opinions  expressed  as  to  what 
should  be  done  in  order  to  prevent  bloodshed  in  our  city  ; 
everybody  seemed  to  be  apprehending  a  riot  and  a  regular 
seen  of  bloodshed  in  our  city.  I  remember  in  the  midst  of 
this  excitement  meeting  near  the  Bank  of  Baltimore,  Mr, 
John  Merryman,  of  Baltimore  county,  who  had  something  to 
do  with  a  troop  of  horse  in  that  county,  he  was  talking  to 
one  or  two  gentlemen  and  I  joined  the  circle,  he  turned  to 
me  and  said  a  plan  had  occurred  to  him  by  which  to  prevent 
any  more  troops  to  come  to  the  city  of  Baltimore.  I  asked 
him  what  it  was,  he  said  ;  if  twenty  men  would  join  him  he 
would  go  and  destroy  some  of  the  bridges  leading  to  the  city. 
I  said  :  Merryman  does  your  object  partake  of  the  character 
of  a  police  movement  and  is  for  the  purpose  and  sole  })urpose 
of  preventing  bloodshed,  and  suspending  the  movements  of 
those  trooyts  temporarily  until  this  excitement  subsides.  I 
really  think  it's  the  wisest  proposition  I  have  heard  to-day 
(for  there  is  very  little  wisdom  that  was  said  on  that  occa- 
sion) they  were  in  the  greatest  excitement,  everybody  seemeU 
to  be  apprehending  bloodshed  and  a  general  scene  ot"  riot  and 
confusion  in  town,  it  was  at  the  same  time  reported  that  there 
were  many  armed  troops  on  their  way  to  the  city,  I  was  ap- 
prehensive that  if  they  were  permitted  to  come  into  the  city 
there  would  be  butchery  in  the  streets. 

I  have  always  been  a  Union  man  of  the  most  unconditional 
character,  and  have  always  considered  that  the  right  of  the 
troops  to  pass  through  the  city  in  obedience  to  the  call  of  the 
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Government  could  not  be  questioned  by  any  sane  man,  out 
thought  any  measure  which  would  allay  the  existing  excite- 
ment and  prevent  bloodshed,  was  wise  and  in  accordance 
with  that  view,  so  expressed  myself  to  Mr.  Merryman,  and 
asked  him  if  that  was  his  object,  he  said  to  me  it  was  solely 
so,  and  suggested  that  inasmuch  as  I  agreed  with  him  that  I 
should  be  one  of  the  number,  that  I  declined,  I  told  him 
whilst  I  approved  of  the  suggestion  if  literally  carried  out  in 
the  manner  proposed,  I  would  have  no  indisposition  to  join 
him  in  the  undertaking,  but  because  I  did  not  know  to  what 
else  it  might  lead,  I  had  limited  it  to  one  object  to  prevent 
bloodshed  and  universal  scene  of  riot,  at  that  moment  Robert 
McL^ne  came  up  and  the  conversation  was  reported  to  him, 
he  suggested  to  Merryman,  that  he  should  go  down  to  the 
Mayor's  Office  and  make  the  suggestion  there  and  act  if  they 
acted  at  all,  on  authority  and  not  take  it  on  their  own  re- 
sponsibility. That  was  the  first  suggestion  about  burning 
the  bridges.  Immediately  afterwards  my  brother-in-law  Mr. 
Grason  came  up  and  knowing  that  he  was  from  the  county, 
and  feeling  myself  exceedingly  solicitous  that  he  should  be 
all  right  at  that  time,  and  on  that  occasion  I  told  him  of  the 
conversation  between  myself  and  Mr.  Merryman.  I  told  him 
of  my  qualified  approval  of  it. 

I  did  not  know  Merryman  well  enough  to  put  myself  under 
his  guidance  at  a  time  like  this.  I  told  Mr.  Grason  I  had 
declined  myself  to  go  and  as  he  will  probably  apply  to  his 
friends  and  acquaintances  to  accompany  him^  I  have  no 
doubt  you  will  be  spoken  of  on  that  subject  and  I  hope  you 
will  not  join  him  because  people  are  very  much  excited,  it 
may  lead  to  something  which  you  do  not  anticipate.  I  well 
remember  his  replying  that  he  certainly  would  not,  that  he 
agreed  with  me  that  it  was  better  not  to  do  it,  that  he  was 
going  to  do  nothing  that  could  be  construed  into  an  act  of 
hostility  against  the  government,  because  I  put  it  upon  that 
ground.  I  remember  distinctly  I  was  particularly  anxious 
to  see  Mr.  Grason  was  not  led  away,  we  differed  in  politics, 
he  was  a  democrat  and  I  was  a  whig,  and  I  thought  if  any- 
thing could  be  done  wrong  it  could  be  done  by  a  democrat, 
and  I  was  anxious  to  see  that  he  was  right,  he  said  that  he 
did  not  intend  to  do  anything  that  would  partake  of  hostility 
to  the  government.  I  think  upon  that  occasion,  the  right  of 
the  troops  to  pass  through  was  discussed  between  us  and  the 
impression  on  my  mind  was,  that  he  conceeded  the  right  of 
the  government  to  order  the  troops  through  the  city  at  that 
time.  From  that  day  until  a  long  time  afterwards  pending 
these  troubles,  I  took  Grason,  being  a  man  of  some  prominence 
in  the  county,  and  one  in  whom  I  felt  an  interest  personally 
on  account  of  his  position,  also  the  interest  of  a  brother-in- 
law.  I  talked  with  him  upon  these  troubles  on  several  occa- 
sions to  satisfy  myself  that  he  was  one  who  would  not  do  any- 
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♦hing  that  parteek  of  the  character  of  disloyalty,  and  to  find 
out  whether  he  was  acting  in  accordance  with  what  my  views 
were.  We  differed  politically  on  a  good  many  questions, 
and  so  far  as  m}'  own  knowledge  of  him  goes,  I  have  sought 
to  inform  myself  upon  the  suhject,  he  distinctly  represented 
himself  to  me  as  a  man  disposed  to  do  nothing  that  is  hostile 
to  the  government,  he  talked  upon  all  occasions  as  like  a 
loyal  citizen  of  the  State  of  Maryland  and  the  United  States. 

Question.  What  was  the  general  understanding  as  to  the 
ohject  of  the  destruction  of  those  bridges,  to  prevent  the  pas- 
sage of  these  troops  through  Maryland,  to  prevent  their  being 
murdered  in  the  streets  of  BaUimore? 

Answer.  I  never  myself  knew  by  whom  those  bridges  were 
burned,  whether  it  was  done  by  order  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sioners or  not.  I  had  at  the  time,  being  a  Union  man,  dif- 
fered with  the  Police  Commissioners  not  having  joined  the 
reform  movement  after  they  got  into  opperation,  besides  the 
party  made  a  good  many  attacks  through  the  courts  and 
otherwise  and  I  declined  defending  them  in  the  city  courts, 
so  that  at  the  time  of  this  affair,  I  was  in  no  sort  of  association 
with  them,  and  after  the  19th  of  April  I  did  not  volunteer  to 
go  into  their  counsel  and  was  not  invited  and  was  not  ac- 
quainted with  their  movements.  I  think  it  not  at  all  un- 
likely, the  first  suggestion  of  the  burning  of  the  bridges^ 
emanated  upon  the  occasion  I  have  alluded  to,  by  John 
Merry  man.  I  said  to  him  as  emphatically  and  almost  verba- 
tim, Merryman,  if  your  object  is  solely  to  prevent  the  coming 
of  these  troops  into  town  now  and  during  this  excitement  to 
prevent  bloodshed,  if  it  is  a  peace  movement  it  is  the  wisest 
suggestion  I  have  heard,  when  he  asked  me  to  go  with  him  I 
declined,  because  I  did  not  know  what  else  would  come  of  it. 
I  did  not  know  how  far  I  could  trust  Mr.  Merryman  or  those 
in  association  with  him,  then  a  little  while  afterwards  when 
Grason  came  up  the  subject  was  broached  again.  I  under- 
stood him  to  say  that  he  would  do  nothing  in  hostility  to  the 
government. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  loas  here  concluded. 


William  P.  Smith,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  Were  you  a  detective  of  the  city,  at  any  time? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  under  Marshal  Van  Nostrand. 

Question.  Were  you  in  Baltimore  on  the  T9th  of  April, 
1861? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  difficulties  occur  at  the  depot  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  saw  the  commencement  of  it ;  I  saw  the 
riot  on  Pratt  Street. 
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Question.  1  believe  you  were  one  of  the  witnesses  against 
those  parties  who  were  indicted  for  treason  ? 

Answer.   Yes  ;  some  twenty  (20)  of  thenj. 

Question.  You  spent  some  time  in  identifying  the  parties, 
did  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  Will  you  state  whetheT  or  not  about  Saturday 
or  Sunday  following  the  19th  of  April,  you  know  of  an  or- 
ganization of  any  mob  or  any  party  of  men  in  Baltimore  for  the 
purpose  of  attacking  Fort  McHenry? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  there  was  such  a  crowd  got  up. 

Question,  Do  you  recollect  what  day  it  was  ? 

Answer.  It  was  Saturday  night,  the  20th,  the  next  day  af- 
ter the  riot. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  route  they  intended  to  take  ? 

Answer.  They  did  intend  going  down  the  Fort  road,  at 
first,  but  they  found  military  stationed  there  and  did  not  go, 
they  came  down  to  the  Point  for  the  purpose  of  getting  boats 
and  crossing,  but  they  never  got  across. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  military  that  was  stationed 
on  the  neck  of  land  between  the  city  and  the  Fort  ? 

Answer.  I  understood  it  was  the  City  Guards  ;  I  am  not 
certain . 

Question.  Did  you  know  of  an  organization  known  as  Minute 
Men  ? 

Answer.    Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  Maryland  State  flag  over  their 
quarters  ? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  in  cliief  of  this  loitness  loas  here  concluded. 
Cross-examination. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  there  were,  on  the  19th  of 
April,  any  men,  in  armed  hostility  to  the  government  of 
the  United  States  ? 

Answer.  They  organized  some  companies  after  that  riot, 
but  they  did  not  have  any  uniforms  on. 

Question.  Was  there  any  attack  upon  the  troops  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  there  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  the  Massachusetts  troops  and  Philadelphia 
troops. 

Question.  Were  those  attacks  made  by  men  who  were 
armed  ? 

Answer.  They  had  pistols  and  stones  ;  some  of  them  had 
guns  ;  they  took  the  guns  away  from  some  of  the  soldiers,  and 
who  was  killed  was  killed  by  his  own  gun. 

Question.  There  were  men  in  armed  hostility  to  the  forces 
of  the  United  States  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 
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Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason,  at  that  time? 
Answer.   No  ;  I  did  not  see  him  in  the  city  at  that  time. 

•  By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Who  were  those  armed  men  who 
were  opposed  to  the  passage  of  the  troops  ? 

Answer-  Nearly  all  the  rowdies  in  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Any  members  of  the  military 
organizations  ? 

Answer.  No. 

The  Examination  of  this  loitness  loas  here  concluded. 

Andrew  Sterrett  Ridgely,  re-called  by  Respondent. 

Question.  Do  you  recognize  this  as  the  signature  of  G-en- 
eral  Steuart  ? 

The  counsel  for  the  respondent,  here  submitted  the  follow- 
ing letter  : 

[Copy.] 

Headquarters  Light  Division, 

Baltimore,  April  2 2d,  1861. 

Sir: — You  will  follow  the  retreating  Pennsylvania  troops, 
and  report  to  me  whether  any  detachments  of  them  have  been 
left  at  any  point  on  the  railroad  within  the  limits  of  Maryland. 
You  will  destroy  all  the  bridges  at  intervals  of  one  or  two 
miles  between  Cockeysville  and  the  State  line.  It  has  been 
suggested  to  me  that  the  destruction  of  the  bridge  at  Parkton, 
about  twenty  miles  from  Baltimore,  will  be  sufficient,  as 
there  are  no  important  bridges  beyond  that  place. 

Very  respectfully,

[Signed.]  G.  H.  STEUART, 

Major  General. 
To  Captain  C.  H.  Ridgely, 

Commanding  Troops. 

P.  S.  You  are  on  no  account  to  commit  or  permit  any  hos- 
tile act  against  the  retreating  troops,  but  if  you  find  they  are 
intrenching  themselves  or  marching  back  towards  Baltimore, 
you  will  do  nothing,  but  inform  me.  Your  communication 
of  this  morning,  inclosing  Captain  Balluflf's,  has  been  re- 
ceived. 

Answer.  I  am  not  very  familiar  with  General  Stuart's 
hand-writing — I  have  corresponded  with  him  and  received 
communications  from  him,  and  that  looks  to  me  like  his  sig- 
nature. 
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The  Counsel  for  the  Respondent  here  ofiered  the  following 
House  and  Senate  Documents  : 

DOCUMENT  A. 

Message  of  Governor  Hicks  to  the  Legislature  of  Maryland, 
April  25th^  ]301,  from  page  four  to  page  six  ;  the  Mayor's 
Message,  page  thirty-one;  page  sixteen  of  the  Correspondence; 
telegram  of  Grovernor  Hicks  to  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore. 

These  are  offered  to  show  the  purpose  of  the  destruction  of 
the  bridges. 

Counsel  for  the  Contestant :  If  it  be  offered  as  evidence  to 
prove  the  i'act  that  such  a  communication  was  sent  to  the  Le- 
gislature, it  is  not  objected  to  for  that  purpose,  but  if  it  be 
offered  as  proof  of  the  fact  alleged  in  many  communications, 
it  is  excepted  to  as  incompetent  to  establish  such  facts. 

Andrew  Sterrett  Ridgely,  recalled  again  by  Respondent. 

Question.  Do  you  know  anything  further  in  reference  to 
the  action  of  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Police,  and  Governor, 
about  calling  out  the  troops  at  that  time,  in  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  Governor  Hicks,  and  had  a  conversation 
with  him  on  one  or  two  occasions.  On  the  19th  of  April  I 
went  down  to  the  Mayor's  office  with  young  Reverdy  Johnson, 
for  the  purpose  of  putting  ourselves  at  the  disposition  of 
Mayor  Brown;  there  I  met  Governor  Hicks,  Mayor  Brown, 
and  a  number  of  other  gentlemen  in  consultation  upon  the 
state  of  affairs.  I  was  there  but  a  few  minutes  when  the 
committee  sent  for  the  Governor  to  accompany  him  to  the 
stand  in  order  to  address  the  mob  that  was  assembled  in 
Monument  square.  The  only  other  occasion  on  which  I  saw 
the  Governor,  was  the  evening  prior  to  the  assembling  of  the 
Legislature.  The  Governor  sent  for  me,  and  offered  me  the 
position  of  Secretary  of  State,  which  Partridge  had  resigned, 
which  I  declined. 

Question.  What  occurred  at  the  time  the  Mayor  and  Gov- 
ernor were  in  consultation  ? 

Answer.  There  was  some  resolutions  which  had  been  pre- 
pared to  be  submitted  to  the  mob  ;  there  was'  some  points 
which  I  did  not  like.  I  thought  they  were  ill-judged,  and  I 
told  Brown  so,  and  he  afterwards  tore  them  up  and  threw 
them  under  the  table. 

Question.  You  called  with  other  Union  men  to  tender  your 
services  to  Brown  didn't  you  ? 

Answer.  We  thought  that  Brown  had  acted  boldly  and 
well  in  protecting  those  troops,  and  we  went  for  the  sole  pur- 
puse  of  offering  our  physical  services  to  him.  • 
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By  the  Gommitte 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  say  you  accompanied  the 
Governor  to  the  stand  where  he  made  a  speech  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  hear  his  speech  ? 

Answer.  I  heard  it  indistinctly. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Will  you  state  the  general  course 
of  his  remarks  ? 

Answer.  There  were  several  speeches  made,  the  Governor 
did  not  accompany  the  Mayor  to  the  meeting  in  the  first 
place,  the  Mayor  went  up  and  I  went  with  him,  he  addressed 
the  crowd  and  was  followed  by  "William  Preston,  Teackle 
Wallis,  and  there  were  some  three  or  four  speeches  made  to 
the  mob,  which  was  in  a  very  good  humor.  I  said  to  some  one 
if  any  person  would  get  up  and  make  the  proper  sort  of  speech 
there  would  be  little  difficulty  in  dispersing  the  mob.  Mc- 
Lane  stepped  forward  and  said  if  I  would  have  him  introduced 
he  would  do  it;  I  had  my  views  in  regard  to  McLane,  and 
said  if  I  could  trust  you  if  you  will  do  it  properly  I  will,  at 
which  McLane  was  ibtroduced  and  made  a  speech,  saying: — 
That  the  Governor  and  Mayor  had  been  in  consultation  and 
what  the  Mayor  had  said  was  approved  of  by  the  Governor. 
Your  Governor  is  in  the  city  and  at  hand  if  you  desire  to  see 
him,  he  will  be  most  happy  to  appear  before  you  and  endorse 
what  we  have  said.  The  crowd  gave  a  hurrah  for  the  Gov- 
ernor and  said  yes;  he  then  moved  that  Mr.  Eidgley  and 

Mr.  — -,  should  be  appointed  a  committee  to  wait  on  the 

Governor.  I  suppose  they  appointed  me  because  I  was  opposed 
to  this  movement.  I  had  told  McLane  that  I  opposed  to  go- 
ing and  bringing  the  Governor  up.  I  thought  it  was  ill- 
judged,  then  they  substituted  some  one  else  for  me.  I  then 
went  down  to  the  Mayor's  ofl3.ce  to  let  the  Governor  know  what 
had  taken  place,  he  had  his  hat  in  his  hand  and  asked  me  if  I 
thought  it  was  desirable  he  should  go  up.  I  told  him  that  I 
was  appointed  upon  the  committee  but  I  declined  to  act.  He 
then  sat  down  and  said  he  would  not  go.  I  afterwards  told 
him  he  had  better  go;  he  went  and  I  accompanied  him;  he 
made  a  speech  there  which  was  reported  in  the  papers. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  parts  of  that  speech  did 
you  hear  and  recollect? 

Answer.  I  would  find  some  difficulty  in  repeating  what  the 
Governor  did  say.  Just  as  he  took  the  stand  the  Maryland  flag 
which  had  been  hoisted  at  another  part  of  the  platform  I  saw 
them  passing  it  down  as  I  thought  to  put  over  the  Gov- 
ernor's head;  I  was  afraid  he  would  yield  to  the  confusion 
and  riot,  and  my  attention  during  his  speech,  was  more  at- 
tracted by  what  passed  between  these  parties  than  what  he 
said.  I  think  I  heard  the  Governor  say  he  was  opposed  to 
coercing  his  sister  States;  I  heard  every  other  speech  that  was 
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made,  with  more  distinctness  than  the  Grovernor's.  I  advised 
him  to  say  very  little,  because  1  was  afraid  that  those  in  po- 
litical hostility  to  him  would  avail  thetnst'lves  of  this  occasion 
to  create  a  riot — that  was  the  only  reason  why  I  opposed  his 
going  at  all. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  he  not  say  anything  in  re- 
ference to  the  passage  ot  the  troops  through  the  State — what 
was  the  proper  plan  to  be  pursued  in  the  then  existing  excite- 
ment ? 

Answer.  I  think  he  spoke  of  his  opposition  to  any  attempt 
to  coerce  the  South  by  military  force. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  loitness  luas  here  concluded. 

Cross-  examination . 

Question.  Did  Mr.  G-rason  go  with  you  to  the  Mayor's 
office? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  with  you  at  the  meeting  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  him  that  day  after  the  conversation 
which  I  have  told  yon. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  the  Governor  state  on  that 
occasion  that  he  approved  of  the  course  which  had  been  pur- 
sued by  the  Mayor  and  other  authorities  ? 

Answer.  I  judge  from  the  Governor's  manner;  it  was  subse- 
quently stated  the  whole  action  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
had  been  approved  of  by  the  Governor.  During  my  presence 
in  the  Mayor's  office  I  heard  Mayor  Brown  read  two  resolu- 
tions in  regard  to  the  passage  of  the  troops  through  the  city. 
We  said  to  him,  Mr.  Mayor,  we  have  heard  of  your  conduct 
of  the  morning,  and  we  think  the  citizens  ought  to  stand  by 
you,  and  we  have  come  to  put  ourselves  at  your  disposal.  He 
said,  very  well,  gentlemen,  I  am  glad  to  see  you — I  am  going 
up  there  to  offer  these  resolutions.  The  Governor  was  sitting 
by,  and  could  readily  have  heard  the  resolutions  which  the 
Mayor  read  in  the  office.  As  soon  as  they  were  read — there 
were  features  in  them  which  I  considered  ill-judged,  and  so 
said.  The  gentleman  who  was  sitting  by,  said  he  had  been 
in  consultation  wnth  the  Governor  some  four  or  five  hours, 
and  thought  it  very  strange  that  we,  who  had  not  been  pres- 
ent until  the  last  moment,  should  come  down  and  object.  I 
simply  replied  that  I  had  not  come  down  to  give  advice,  but 
simply  to  offer  my  physical  services  to  the  Mayor.  The  Mayor 
then  turned  and  read  the  resolutions  to  William  Brune  and 
his  brother,  John  Brown,  of  New  York,  now  dead,  who 
26 
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agreed  with  us.  Mayor  Brown  then  destroyed  the  resolutions 
and  went  off. 

Question  by  the  Committee  What  was  done  with  that  State 
flag? 

Answer.  It  had  heen  hoisted  upon  the  stand;  it  was  upon 
the  rear  platform.  I  thought  they  wanted  to  commit  him  to 
some  doctrine  of  State's  rights. 


Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Was  there  any  stand  ? 

Answer.  No;  they  spoke  from  the  terrace  of  the  court  house; 
I  do  not  think  there  was  any  other  flag. 

Question.  Were  there  any  cheers  for  Jeff  Davis,  at  that 
time? 

Answer.   Quite  likely. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  hear  Mr.  E.  Louis 
Lowe's  speech  on  that  occasion  ? 

Answer.  I  think  the  only  speeches  made  there  that  day, 
were  made  by  Brown,  Preston,  Wallace,  McLane,  and  the 
Governor. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  remember  the  display 
of  the  State  flag  by  any  one  in  the  rear  of  the  platform  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  remember  seeing  but  this  one  State  flag. 

Questionby  the  Committee.  Do  you  remember  that  flag,  and 
the  character  of  the  remarks  made  by  the  speaker,  upon  the 
display  of  that  flag  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  remember. 


Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  ever  having  seen  that  flag 
raised,  before  that  week  ? 

Answer.  I  canoot  particularize  when  I  have  seen  it,  but 
my  impression  is  that  I  have  frequently  seen  the  State  flag 
flying. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Valentine  B.  Clements,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respon- 
dent, being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Valentine  B.  Clements,  I  am  thirty- 
one  years  old  ;  I  reside  in  Queen  Anne's  county,  Maryland, 
and  am  a  farmer. 
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Question,  How  far  from  Mr.  Grason's  father's  family  do 
you  live  ? 

Answer.  About  five  miles  ;  I  live  on  an  Island  ;  Wye, 
Paca,  or  some  call  it  Bowly's  Island.  It  has  no  particular 
name. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  time  and  the  circumstance 
of  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run  ? 

Answer.  I  do. 

Question,  Do  you  recollect  seeing  Mr,  Grason,  about  that 
time? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Say  when  you  first  saw  him  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  him  either  on  Monday  or  Tuesday  after  the 
battle  of  Bull  Run,  at  Mr.  George  Bryan's,  about  a  half  a 
mile  from  my  house,  I  saw  Mr.  Richard  Grason's  brother's 
boat  at  George  Bryan's,  and  I  went  over  there  and  met  Mr. 
Grason  at  George  Bryan's  house. 

Question.  Do  you  know  how  long  he  had  been  upon  the 
Eastern  Shore,  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  positively. 

Question.  Do  you  know  anything  about  his  mother  having 
died? 

Answer.  She  died  about  two  weeks  after  I  saw  him. 

Question.  Were  you  at  the  funeral  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Richard  Grason  after  that  date? 

Answer.  Yes,  several  times  during  the  week.  I  saw  him 
the  first  day  we  got  the  news  of  the  battle  of  Bull  Run,  about 
ten  o'oclock  in  the  morning. 

Question.  Could  Mr.  Grason  have  come  from  Baltimore 
that  morning,  by  the  boat? 

Answer.  No  :  the  boat  arrives  about  twelve  o'clock — be- 
tween eleven  and  twelve. 

Question.  How  far  did  you  see  him  from  the  steamboat 
wharf? 

Answer.  About  eight  or  nine  miles.  It  would  have  been 
impossible  for  him  to  have  left  Baltimore  that  day. 

Question.   Do  you  recollect  seeing  him  before  that  time? 

Answer.  No  :  I  had  not  been  to  Mr.  Grason's  house  be- 
fore. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  last  summer? 

Answer,  Yes :  I  saw  him  at  his  fathers'  house,  and  I  met 
him  several  times  in  Queenstown. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  month  it  was? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  seeing  him  the  day  after  he  was 
released  in  Baltimore.  I  saw  him  the  morning  he  landed, 
and  afterwards  at  his  father's  house  that  same  day. 

Question.  That  is  to  say  you  saw  him  at  the  steamboat 
landing  after  he  arrived  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 
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By  the  Committed,

Answer.  Yes. 


Question    by  the    Committee.    Did    the  steamboat  land   at 
Queenstown  ? 


Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Had  his  father  been  ill  at  that  time? 

Answer.  I  think  he  had  been  sick  before  that. 

Question.  Do  you  know  how  long  he  remained  on  that 
visit  to  his  father  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  ;  as  well  as  I  recollect  he  remained  a 
week. 

Question.  How  far  from  Mr.  Grason's  house  was  the  land- 
ing? 

Answer.  Three  miles  or  three  miles  and  a  half. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  ivitness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  At  the  time  you  met  Mr.  Grason  in  the  summer 
of  sixty-one  had  you  heard  of  the  battle  of  Bull  Kun  before 
you  met  him  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.   Did  you  hear  of  it  wliile  you  were  together? 

Answer.   No. 

Question.  When  did  you  first  hear  of  it  ? 

Answer.  Two  or  three  hours  afterwards. 

Question.  How  often  did  the  boat  come  from  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  Twice  a  day,  when  there  is  two  boats  running. 

Question.  How  do  you  fix  this  day  as  being  Monday  or 
Tuesday  of  the  week  ? 

Answer.  Because  I  remember  it  was  the  very  day  I  heard 
of  the  Battle  of  Bull  Run,  which  was  i'ought  on  Sunday,  and 
we  heard  the  news  on  Tuesday  afterwards.  I  remember  per- 
fectly well  it  was  the  day  I  heard  of  the  battle. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  of  the  result  of  the  battle^  or  merely 
that  there  had  been  a  battle  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  a  Baltimore  paper  three  hours  afterwards, 
telling  the  result  of  the  battle. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  it  might 
have  beeu  on  Monday  that  you  saw  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Either  Monday  or  Tuesday,  it  was  not  later  than 
Tuesday. 

TJie  examination  of  this  tvitness  ivas  here  concluded. 
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George  L.  Bryan,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow: 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  George  L.  Bryan,  I  reside  on  Wye 
River,  about  eight  miles  from  Queenstown  and  am  a  farmer. 

Question.   Are  you  acquainted  with  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  have  known  him  twenty  years,  I  am  well 
acquainted  with  his  family. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  seeing  him  about  the  time  of 
the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run  in  1861  ? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  State  all  the  ciycumstances  connected  with  it? 

Answer.  I  saw  him  on  Saturday  before  the  fight  on  Sunday, 
I  rode  from  Queenstown  with  his  brother  and  saw  him  the 
Tuesday  following  at  my  house. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  after  that  ? 

Answer.  Well,  I  cannot  be  positive.  I  saw  him  at  his 
mothers  funeral. 

Question.  When  was  that? 

Answer.  That  was  about  the  last  of  July,  she  died  on  29th 
of  July  I  think,  and  was  hurried  on  the  31st  of  July. 

Question.  You  saw  him  then  on  Wednesday  did  you  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  time  of  the  day  did  you  see  him  on  Wed- 
nesday the  31st  ? 

Answer.  Between  ten  and  twelve  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  after  that? 

Answer.  No  I  am  not  positive,  I  was  at  his  father's  house 
both  before  and  after  and  at  the  time  of  the  services. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  after  his  mother  had  been 
buried  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  time  was  it  when  you  left  there  ? 

Answer.  Between  one  and  two  o'clock  he  was  then  there. 

Question.  What  time  does  the  boat  leave  Queenstown  to 
come  to  Baltimore? 

Answer.  That  season  of  the  year  she  leaves  not  earlier  than 
twelve  or  one  o'clock. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  whether  the  boat  left  on  that 
day  or  not  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not? 

Question.  You  do  not  remember  how  long  he  remained 
after  his  mother's  funeral? 

Answer.  No.  I  could  not  say. 

Question.  Where  did  you  see  him  last  after  his  mother's 
funeral  ? 

Answer.  I  could  not  be  positive  about  that. 

Question.  Where  were  you  on  Sunday  the  day  of  the  bat- 
tle of  Bull  Run? 

Answer.  At  my  house.

U,uestion.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  oa  that  day  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  saw  him  the  day  before  near  his  father's 
gate,  and  saw  him  Tuesday  following  at  my  house.  I  think 
it  was  Tuesday. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  G-rason  at  his  father's  during 
last  summer  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  think  he  was  at  my  uncle's  during  the 
last  summer. 

Q.uestion.  Do  you  know  how  long  a  time  he  was  down  on 
the  Eatern  Shore  ? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Gross-examination 

Question.  By  what  circumstances  do  you  fix  that  interview 
as  having  taken  place  the  Saturday  before  the  battle  of  Bull 
Run? 

Answer.  I  met  him  on  the  road  Saturday,  we  beard  the 
news  I  think  Monday  or  Tuesday  afterwards.  He  was  at 
my  house  one  of  those  days. 

Question.  Had  you  met  him  before  that  Saturday  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  don't  think  I  had. 

Question.  You  fix  Saturday  not  by  anything  that  tran- 
spired that  day,  that  was  the  Saturday  before  the  battle  of 
Bull  Run  was  it? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  far  was  he  from  his  father's  house  ? 

Answer.  He  was  not  more  than  five  hundred  yards.  1 
live  about  five  miles  from  his  father's  house. 

The  examination  of  this  ivitness  luas  here  concluded. 

James  M.  Lestee,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  occupation  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  James  M.  Lester,  I  reside  in  Balti- 
more, and  am  a  merchant. 

The  Respondent  offers  to  prove  by  this  witness  that  James 
L.  Ridgely,  the  Contestant  in  this  case,  voted  in  the  fourth 
ward  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  November,  1863,  and 
claimed  his  residence  in  the  city  at  that  time,  and  continued 
to  claim  his  residence  in  Baltimore  city  up  to  February,  1864, 
and  offers  the  evidence  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  the 
Contestant  is  disqualified  to  hold  the  ofiice  of  judge  of  the 
eighth  judicial  circuit  under  the  constitutional  provision  which 
requires  one  year's  residence  in  the  circuit. 

The  counsel  for  the  Contestant  objected  to  the  admission  of 
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this  testimony  and  the  objection  was  sustained  by  the  major- 
ity of  the  committee. 

Question.  Did  you  afterwards  at  any  time  go  to  Wash- 
ington in  behalf  of  Mr.  Ridgely  ? 

Answer.  I  went  to  Washington  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Ridgely, 
about  the  first  of  January  1864. 

Question.  Did  he  or  not  at  that  time  claim  his  residence  in 
Baltimore  city  ? 

The  counsel  for  Contestant,  objected  to  that  question. 

The  counsel  for  Respondent  proposes  to  prove  that  at  that 
time  Mr.  Ridgely,  claimed  his  residence  in  Baltimore  city.— 
Objection  sustained. 

The  following  testimony  was  offered  subject  to  the  decision 
of  the  committee. 

Answer  to  the  last  Question.  I  so  understood  it. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Are  you  sure  that  was  the  time, 
December  1863,  or  January  1864  ? 

Answer.  It  was  after  our  election  :  the  Baltimore  county 
delegation  went  to  Washington  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Ridgely — it 
must  have  been  the  closing  up  of  December  towards  January, 
that  we  went  down  to  Washington  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Ridgely, 
to  get  him  replaced  in  his  office  as  Collector  of  the  Internal 
Revenue,  he  had  been  displaced  and  we  went  down  to  see  the 
President,  to  get  him  to  replace  him. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  composed  the  district  ? 

Answer.  A  portion  of  Baltimore  county  ;  a  portion  of  Bal- 
timore city,  and  Harford  county. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Who  were  the  committee  com- 
posed of? 

Answer.  Delegation  of  the  House  of  Delegates  from  Balti- 
more county. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  belong  to  the  delega- 
tion ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  I  was  a  member  of  the  delegation  and 
accompanied  them  to  Washington. 

Counsel  for  the  Respondent. — The  Contestant,  Mr.  Ridgely, 
at  that  time  whose  former  residence  had  been  within  the 
Revenue  district,  at  the  time  spoken  of  by  the  witness, 
claimed  to  be  a  resident  of  Baltimore  city,  having  voted  in 
the  fourth  ward  which  would  bring  him  within  the  revenue 
of  second  Congressional  district. 

Cross-examination . 

Question.  Was  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue,  then  re- 
quired by  law  to  reside  in  the  district  ? 
Answer.  Not  that  I  know. 
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Question.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Ridgely 
as  to  his  residence  ? 

Answer.  I  had. 

Question.  Where  was  that  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  near  his  own  residence  in  the 
county. 

Question.  Did  I  understand  you  that  he  had  a  town  and 
county  residence  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  long  had  he  resided  in  the  county? 

Answer.  About  twenty  years  perhaps. 

Question.  You  were  doing  business  in  town  at  that  time, 
and  representing  Baltimore  county  in  the  Legislature,  were 
you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  vote  in  Baltimore  city 
during  that  time. 
Answer.  No. 

The  Examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

The  committee  then  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  morning 
at  10  o'clock.

The  Committee  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  present  all 
the  members. 

E,.  R.  BoARMAN,  called  as  a  witness  for  Respondent,  being 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  ? 

Answer,  My  name  is  R.  R.  Boarman,  I  reside  at  Towson- 
town,  am  thirty  years  old,  and  am  a  member  of  the  bar  there. 

Question.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Henry  Kone,  who  tes- 
tified in  this  case  ? 

Answer.  I  am. 

Question.  Mr.  Koue,  testified  that  you  were  present  at  the 
flag  raising  by  the  ladies  at  Towsontown,  were  you  there  ? 

Answer.  No  :  the  first  time  I  had  not  paid  particular 
attention  to  the  difierent  flag  raising,  the  first  time  I  was 
either  in  Bel-Air,  Harford  county,  or  My  Lady's  Manor  in 
Baltimore  county. 

The  first  time  I  saw  that  flag,  was  when  I  drove  in  witb  a 
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gentleman,  as  we  approached  Towsoutown,  he  ob.served  it 
and  said  the  flag  was  replaced  on  the  pole.  My  recollection 
is  distinct  on  that  matter.  As  to  the  second  time  spoken  of 
here,  I  do  not  know  the  dates  at  all  ;  if  it  was  in  August,  I 
went  to  Cape  May  about  the  middle  of  July,  and  did  not  re- 
turn until  the  middle  of  August^,  I  was  gone  some  two  or 
three  weeks.  I  certainly  was  not  at  either  the  flag  raisings, 
and  have  no  knowledge  of  anything  of  the  kind  having  taken 
place.  I  am  not  positive  about  my  being  to  Cape  May,  but  I 
left  town  to  go  there.  I  think  1  left  the  latter  part  of  July. 
I  have  no  recollection  as  to  the  time  the  flag  was  raised,  but 
I  went  away  the  the  latter  part  of  July  and  did  not  return 
until  the  middle  of  August.  I  have  no  recollection  at  which 
of  the  flag  raisings  I  heard  of  a  fight  between  one  of  the 
members  of  the  bar  there,  and  his  nephew  ;  this  was  told  to 
me  after  my  return.  I  was  out  of  town  at  the  time  it 
happened. 

Question.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  present  at  the 
Clerk's  office  at  any  time  when  a  conversation  was  had  in 
which  Mr.  Grason  took  part,  and  at  which  Mr.  Kone  came 
up  at  any  time  during  the  conversation  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  some  time  in  March  preceding  the 
April  of  1861,  before  th^  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  I  was 
in  the  Court  House,  I  think  during  the  session  of  the  Court  ; 
Mr.  Kone  brings  us  our  mail  over,  and  my  recollection  is  not 
distinct  whether  he  was  returning  with  the  mail  or  not,  but 
I  recollect  his  coming  into  the  office  while  we  were  there,  we 
were  talking  politics,  discussing  the  question  of  separation, 
supposing  such  a  thing  should  take  place  ;  we  were  looking 
to  what  would  become  of  the  country  in  case  there  should  be 
a  separation  and  in  particular  what  would  become  of  the  Bor- 
der States,  and  Mr.  Grason  said,  that  Maryland  located  as 
she  was,  with  her  tributaries  passing  through  the  other 
States,  in  case  there  was  a  separation,  with  her  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road  passing  through  Virginia,  and  that  Nor- 
folk, in  case  of  the  separation  would  become  the  great  com- 
mercial emporium  of  the  South,  and  the  southern  trade  which 
had  formerly  supported  Baltimore  to  a  great  extent,  and  the 
commercial  interests  of  Maryland  would  be  broken  up  in  case 
of  a  separation  ;  looking  at  it  in  that  point  of  view,  he  said 
he  would  either  leave  the  State  or  secede.  Mr.  Kone  came 
into  our  office  during  the  time  of  the  conversation. 

Question.  How  long  was  Kone  there? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  ;  I  think  when  he  in  most  of 
the  conversation  was  over  ;  he  certainly  did  not  hear  the  be- 
ginning ot  it,  or  the  middle  of  it ;  we  had  pretty  nearly  con- 
cluded our  conversation. 

Question.  Do  you  think  that  was  before  any  armed  hos- 
tility ? 

27 
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Answer.  Yes  ;  I  feel  pretty  sure  of  it ;  my  recollection  is 
that  it  was  in  March,  that  the  session  of  the  Court  was  then 
pending. 

.  Question.  Had  that  conversation  any  reference  to  any  re- 
bellion ? 

Answer.  No  ;  the  whole  conversation  predicated  upon  the 
supposition  that  there  would  be  a  separation  of  the  States  ; 
supposing  there  was  a  separation  of  the  States,  our  conversa- 
tion was  entirely  predicated  upon  that,  looking  to  the  inter- 
est of  these  Border  States,  what  would  become  of  us  ;  I  think 
we  agreed  that  in  case  the  States  that  had  rebelled,  that  Bal- 
timore and  Norfolk  should  be  built  up  as  the  commercial 
tributaries  of  Maryland,  pass  through  those  rebellious  States, 
the  great  arteries  of  commerce  would  be  cut  off,  and  our  State 
considerably  damaged  thereby,  and  Maryland  depreciated 
commercially  if  such  a  thing  should  happen,  but  as  to  leav- 
ing the  State  I  do  not  know  whether  I  ever  concurred  in 
that. 

Question.  Was  it  known  at  that  time  whether  or  not  the 
States  would  be  allowed  to  separate  peacefully  ? 

Answer.  Well,  no  ;  it  was  not  known  what  action  would 
be  taken. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grason  express  any  sentiments  of  dis- 
loyalty or  any  hostility  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  None  that  I  head. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

By  the  Committee 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  he  not  say  if  Maryland  did 
not  secede  that  he  would  leave  ? 

Answer.  If  in  case  of  a  separation,  there  was  a  division  of 
the  country  and  Maryland  was  attached  to  the  North,  he 
would  leave  and  secede  from  Maryland  ;  he  did  not  say  he 
would  go  South,  he  did  not  say  where  he  would  go. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  there  any  thing  said  in  re- 
gard to  the  Potomac  being  the  boundary  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  recollect  that  something  was  said  that  the 
Potomac  river  should  be  the  boundary  in  case  of  a  separa- 
tion. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  I  understood  you  to  say  the 
conversation  was  based  upon  a  peaceful  separation? 

Answer.  I  do  not  think  it  was  said  how,  it  was  a  case  of  a 
separation  of  the  States,  tliere  was  no  hostility  spoken  of,  a 
great  many  person  believed  that  the  States  would  be  allowed 
to  go  quietly  ;  a  great  many  contended  that  if  there  was  a 
separation  of  the  States,  the  Potomac  should  be  the  boundary, 
then  he  would  leave  or  secede. 
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Question  hy  the  Committee.  He  did  not  say  he  would  go 
South  did  he  ? 

Answer.  Well,  no  ;  most  persons  thought  there  would  be 
permission  for  the  States  to  go  without  a  fight,  I  know  a 
great  many  persons  entertained  these  views. 

/  Cross-examination. 

Question.  In  that  conversation  did  Mr.  Grason  give  any  ot 
these  reasons  which  you  now  give  why  Maryland  should  go 
with  the  South  ? 

Answer.  To  the  best  of  my  recollection  he  said  Maryland 
would  be  damaged  in  case  of  a  separation,  if  she  did  not  go 
with  the  South. 

Question.  Was  that  before  or  after  the  inauguration  of 
Mr.  Lincoln  ? 

Answer.  After,  I  think. 

Question.  Do  you  know  how  many  States  had  seceded 
then? 

Answer.  I  could  tell  without  reference  to  the  his.ory  of  the 
country. 

Question,  When  he  said  that  he  would  leave  or  secede  did 
he  not  say  that  he  would  go  to  Texes  ? 

Answer.  Not- to  my  recollection,  my  recollection  is  that  he 
used  no  such  words,  I  think  he  used  the  word  secede. 

Question.  Were  you  iu  Towsontown  during  the  week  fol- 
lowing the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.  Part  of  the  time. 

Question.  When  did  you  leave  ? 

Answer.  I  went  to  Harford  on  Wednesday  or  Thursday 
before  the  excitement  in  Baltimore,  on  the  19th  of  April,  I 
came  back  to  Bel-Air  on  Sunday,  there  I  ascertained  that 
Judge  Price  would  not  hold  any  court  on  Monday,  and  I 
came  back  to  Towsontown  on  Monday  the  22d  of  April. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  then  remain  there  ? 

Answer.  I  think  on  Tuesday  I  went  to  Baltimore  and  was 
there  several  days. 

Question.  When  did  you  return  to  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  After  two  or  three  days. 

(Question.  When  did  you  next  leave  Towsontown? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect. 

Question.  During  which  of  these  absences  was  the  flag 
raised  of  which  you  speak  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect,  my  only  recollection  of  the  rais- 
ing of  a  flag,  was  on  my  return  from  Bel-Air,  and  my  Lady's 
Manor.  I  cannot  specify  the  day,  my  recollection  is  that  it 
was  when  I  returned  either  from  Baltimore  county  or  Har- 
ford, my  first  knowledge  of  the  flag  was  seeing  it  elevated 
upon  the  pole. 

Question.  Had  that  flag  been  taken  down  ? 
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Answer.  Yes;  it  had  iDeen  taken  down  on  Sunday.  I  think 
it  was  down  when  I  returned,  the  only  recollection  I  have  of 
a  flag  after  that  is  seeing  it  when  I  came  to  Towsontown. 

Question.  Was  there  any  other  flag  flying  at  that  time 
from  Ady's  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  I  think  there  was,  I  do  not  know  what  it  was,  I 
took  but  little  part  in  the  excitement. 

Question.  Were  you  a  member  of  any  military  organiza- 
tion ? 

Answer.  I  had  attached  myself  to  the  Baltimore  County 
Horse  Gruards,  but  I  never  drilled  with  them^  nor  was  I  ever 
at  any  of  their  meetings.  When  I  came  to  town  I  found  so 
much  excitement,  that  my  impression  was  that  mankind  had 
gone  crazy. 

Question.  Who  else  was  present  at  this  conversation  in  the 
Court  House  ? 

Answer.  I  think  Mr.  Carman  was  also  present. 

Question.  Were  you  then  and  since,  and  are  you  now  a 
Union  man  ? 

Answer.  I  have  always  called  myself  so.  I  recognize  the 
Constitution  as  the  land  mark.  When  I  came  to  Towson- 
town, I  found  every  body  was  in  a  state  of  excitement,  every 
body  there  was  at  sea,  in  fact  crazy,  there  was  certainly  a 
mania  of  some  kind  produced  by  this  excitement;  I  told  them 
so,  there  were  Union  men,  have  always  been,  those  were  the 
men  who  were  there  under  this  excitement,  who  now  condemn 
me  for  advocating  the  policy  which  I  advocated  then. 

I  had  no  gun  on  my  shoulder  on  that  day,  or  any  other 
day,  but  I  saw  a  great  many  who  had,  whom  I  talked  with 
on  that  day,  who  to-day  differ  very  much  with  me  in  senti- 
ment though  I  don't  think  I  have  changed  at  all. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Have  you  ever  been  arrested  by 
the  authorities  of  the  United  States  for  disloyalty  ? 

Answer.   No. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Have  you  been  charged  with 
any  acts  of  disloyalty  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  never  heard  any  charges  against  me. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Caleb  S.  Taylor,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow: 

Question.   State  your  name  and  residence. 

Answer.  My  name  is  Caleb  S.  Taylor,  I  reside  in  Balti- 
more county,  near  Towsontown. 

Q-uestion.  Where  did  you  reside  in  the  month  of  April, 
1861. 
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Answer.  In  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Henry  Kone,  of  Towsontown,  the 
party  who  testified  here  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  In  his  testimony,  he  said  that  you  were  on  the 
porch  of  Ady's  Hotel,  at  the  time  of  the  flag  raising  by  the 
ladies,  were  you  there  ? 

Answer.  No;  that  statement  is  not  correct, 

Q,uestion.  State  where  you  were  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  At  that  time  I  was  in  Baltimore.  I  was  living  in 
Baltimore,  I  was  clerk  in  the  Exchange  Bank. 

Question.  Were  you  at  Towsontown  at  all  during  those 
troubles  ? 

Answer  I  was  at  Towsontown  twice  during  the  excitement, 
but  it  was  at  night  each  time. 

Question.  Did  you  go  from  Baltimore  to  Towsontown? 

Answer.  Once  I  went  from  Baltimore  to  Towsontown,  the 
next  time,  I  came  out  to  my  father's  on  the  Hillen  road,  and 
I  went  with  him  to  Towsontown.  On  my  way  up  there  on 
the  21st  of  April,  I  was  stopped  by  two  (2)  members  of  the 
Towson  Guards.  It  was  dark,  and  as  soon  as  they  found  out 
who  I  was,  they  let  me  go  by. 

Question.   What  were  they  doing  ? 

Answer.  Picketing  the  Hillen  road. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  they  were  picketing  that 
road  for? 

Answer.  I  do  not. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hij  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  the  names  of  the 
parties  that  were  picketing  that  road? 

Answer.  I  think  one  was  Sylvester  Brown_,  I  cannot  recol- 
lect who  the  other  was,  I  knew  them  both  at  the  time. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  You  say  you  were  in  Baltimore  during  the  week 
following  the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.  I  was  living  in  Baltimore  until  about  the  middle 
of  May,  when  I  came  out  to  my  father's. 

Question.  Did  you  know  at  that  time,  the  Headquarters  of 
the  Minute  men  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  on  Baltimore  street,  opposite  Holliday. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  Maryland  State  Flag  exhibited 
from  their  Headquarters  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  I  think  I  saw  it  two  (2)  days,  I  am  confi- 
dent I  saw  it  one  day  ;  it  may  have  been  longer. 
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Question.  "Were  you  a  member  of  any  military  organiza- 
tion ? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  Minute  men  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Were  you  in  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  Minute 
men,  at  that  time? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  any  members,  if  so  who, 
were  at  or  about  their  rooms,  during  the  time  that  flag  was 
there  ? 

Answer.  No  :  I  cannot  say  that  I  do. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  of  those  men,  at  or  about  their 
Headquarters,  under  arms  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Are  you  a  brother  of  Mr.  Taylor  who  testified 
here  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  Thomas  H.  Taylor. 

Question.  Have  you  other  brothers  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  How  did  you  know  that  the  men  who  stopped 
you  were  members  of  the  Towson  Guards  ? 

Answer.  From  the  fact  that  I  knew  all  the  members  of  the 
Towson  Guards.  If  they  had  been  the  Horse  Guards,  they 
would  have  had  their  horses  there. 

Question.  You  knew  from  the  fact  that  they  were  on  foot? 

Answer.  Yes  :  they  were  on  foot,  I  knew  them. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  Horse  Guards  at  Towsontown 
the  week  following  the  19th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  Were  did  you  see  them  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  them  when  they  first  came  to  town  ;  they 
stopped  in  front  of  the  City  Hall  in  Holliday  street. 

Question.  Can  you  tell  who  was  in  command  of  the  com- 
pany at  that  time  ? 

Answer.   Captain  Charles  Ridgely. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  there  ? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  What  Lieutenants  did  you  see  there? 

Answer.  Mr.  Carman  and  Mr.  Merryman. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  seeing  Mr.  Grason  there. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  they  were  there  as  volun- 
teers, or  came  because  called  for  ? 
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Answer.  I  don't  know  anything  about  the  source  they  re- 
ceived orders  from,  nor  through  whom. 

Question.  Can  you  tell  whether  they  carried  any  banner 
or  flag,  or  wore  any  badges  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  seeing  any  flag  or  any  badge. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  day  of  the  week  was  it 
that  you  were  arrested  by  those  Towson  Guards  ? 
Answer.  I  think  it  was  Monday  the  22nd  of  April. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Were  they  in  uniform  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Dennis  M.  Matthews,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respond- 
ent, being  duly  sworo,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Dennis  M.  Matthews,  I  reside  in  Bal- 
timore county  ;  I  am  a  farmer. 

Question.  Where  were  you  during  the  excitement  of  the 
19th  April,  1861? 

Answer.  I.  was  at  home,  on  my  place. 

Question.  Were  you  a  member  of  any  military  organization? 

Answer.  I  was  a  member  of  the  Towson  Guards. 

Question.  What  rank  do  you  hold  ? 

Answer.  First  Lieutenant. 

Question.  Were  you  on  duty  at  any  time  during  those 
troubles  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  State  when  you  first  went  on  duty? 

Answer.  I  cannot  state  the  precise  time  ;  on  Saturday  after 
the  19th  of  April,  I  received  a  note  from  the  Secretary  of  our 
company  notifying  me  to  come  to  Towsontown,  and  bring 
my  uniform.  I  did  so.  This  was  on  Saturday  afternoon  ;  I 
went  down  ;  as  I  got  to  Towsontown,  the  Horse  Guards  were 
about  moving  off  towards  Baltimore.  I  found  a  good  deal  of 
excitement  ;  a  great  many  members  of  the  Towson  Guards 
were  there,  and  they  wanted  to  know  if  we  were  not  to  be 
called  out  on  duty.  I  told  them  that  I  did  not  know  anything 
about  it.  Captain  Chew  was  there,  and  I  asked  him  what 
we  were  going  to  do  ;  he  said  he  expected  orders  every  minute 
to  be  ordered  out.  I  remained  there  during  the  evening  ; 
we  did  not  receive  any  orders  ;  I  went  home  that  night  and 
did   not   go   back   to  Towsontown  until  Monday.     When  I 
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came  back  I  found  the  company  still  not  ordered  out ;  the 
men  were  anxious  to  be  under  arms.  I  made  the  remark  to 
Captain  Chew  that  to  satisfy  the  men^  he  had  better  call  them 
out  and  place  them  upon  picket  duty,  which  I  believe  he  did. 

Question.  Do  you  know  how  long  they  peformed  that  duty? 

Answer.  I  believe  they  were  on  duty  a  week. 

Question,  Were  they  supplied  with  any  munitions  of  war 
during  that  time  f 

Answer.  Yes  ;  cartridges  and  ball  caps. 

Question.  What  quantity  ? 

Answer.  I  disremember  the  quantity  now.  It  was  several 
hundred. 

Question.  Where  did  they  come  from? 

Answer.  I  received  the  order  from  General  Trimble,  and 
they  were  gotten  from  Marshal  Kane's  office  on  Monday. 

Question.  Who  brought  that  ammunition  for  the  Towson 
Guards  to  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question.  Was  there  any  one  with  you  ? 

Answer."  No. 

Question.  What  was  done  with  that  ammunition  ? 

Answer.  It  was  placed  in  the  armory  under  the  care  of 
Sergeant  George.  The  company  disbanded  after  a  time,  and 
I  took  part  of  it  home  ;  I  don't  know  where  the  rest  of  it 
went. 

Question.  Did  you  understand  that  your  company,  the 
Towson  Guards,  were  acting  in  hostility  to  the  Baltimore 
County  Horse  Guards  ? 

Answer.  JSTo. 

Question.  Did  you  know  of  any  hostility  existing  between 
them  as  companies  ? 

Answer.  No :  I  knew  of  hostility  between  them  as  mem- 
bers. 

Question.  Were  you  at  any  flag-raisings  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  a  portion  of  the  Towson  Guards  board  at 
Ady's  hotel  during  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

The  examination  in  cliief  of  this  ivitness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  the  Horse  Guards  received 
any  ammunition  or  arms  ? 
Answer.  I  do  not. 

Question.  Did  you  have  any  interview  with  Kane  ? 
Answer.  No  ;  I  did  not  see  him.

Question.  Or  Trimble? 

Answer,   1  saw  Trimble,  he  wa.s  a  neighbor  of  mine. 

Question.  Did  he  give  any  instructions  as  to  the  use  of  that 
ammunition? 

Answer.   None  at  all. 

Question.   Why  was  the  ammunitiou  called  for  ? 

Answer.  1  called  tor  it  at  the  request  of  the  company  ;  we 
had  guns,  but  no  ammunitiou,  they  were  anxious  to  be  order- 
ed out  and  I  went  to  Baltimore  to  see  General  Trimble,  who 
gave  me  the  order,  he  asked  me  no  questions  about  it,  and 
gave  no  directions. 

Question.  Was  that  ammunition  distributed  to  the  com- 
pany at  all  ? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  How  much  ? 

Answer.  I  really  don't  know. 

Question.  How  extensive  was  that  aversion  or  animosity 
between  the  members  of  the  two  (2)  companies  ? 

Answer.  There  were  only  two  or  three  members  that  I 
knew. 

Questi<ni.  About  how  many  men  did  the  Towson  Guards 
number  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  have  forgotten  the  actual  number.  I  think  we 
paraded  about  thirty. 

Question.   How  many  days  were  you  there  with  them? 

Answer.  I  was  not  there  more  than  one  or  two  days,  1  was 
only  on  duty  myself  one  night,  the  officers  having  agreed  to 
go  on  duty  each  one  night. 

Question.  During  the  tiu)e  you  were  on  duty  did  you  see 
Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  I  think  I  saw  him  one  night  at  Mr.  Adys. 

Question.  How  far  were  your  headquarters  from  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Horse  Guards  ? 

Answer.  About  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  the  width  of  the 
turnpike. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  Horse  Guards  when  they  went 
to  town  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  them  when  they  left  Towsontown. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  with  thera  at  that  time? 

Answer.  I  think  he  was  :  ves. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Where  did  the  Horse  Guards 
have  their  headquarters  after  they  left  the  hall  ? 

Answer.   At  Ady's  Hotel,  I  believe. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Had  the  members  of  your  com- 
pany access  to  their  rooms  ? 

Answer.  I  was  there ;  I  don't  know  whether  many  niem- 
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bers  were  there ;  there  was  no  objection  to  my  going 
there. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  the  officers  of  both  com- 
panies on  friendly  terms  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Mingling  freely  in  social  inter- 
course ? 

Answer.  Yes;  when  not  on  duty,  I  was  at  Ady's  Hotel,  more 
than  I  was  at  my  own  headquarters,  as  much  any  how. 

Question  by  he  Committee.  How  long  did  yoii  remain  a 
member  of  that  company  after  the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.  Until  it  broke  up  ;  I  was  elected  Captain  of  the 
company  after  that,  our  Captain  resigned  sometime  after  the 
troubles  and  I  was  elected  Captain. 

The  examination  of  this  ivitness  was  here  concluded. 


Abraham  Rider,  call  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent,  be- 
ing duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Abraham  Rider,  I  am  36  years  old; 
I  live  in  Baltimore  county  ;  I  am  a  farmer. 

Question.  Did  you  belong  to  any  military  organization  in 
the  month  of  April  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  the  Towson  Guards  ;  I  was  3d  Lieutenant; 
I  was  afterwards  2nd  Lieutenant. 

Question.  Were  you  on  duty  during  any  time  of  the  trou- 
bles of  1861 ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  State  how  long  a  time? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  if  I  was  over  twice,  two  (2) 
days. 

Q,uestion.  For  how  long  a  time  was  the  company  on  duty  ? 

Answer.  About  a  week. 

Question.  What  was  the  character  of  the  duty  they  per- 
formed ? 

Answer.  To  keep  the  peace  and  perform  picket  duty. 

Question.  Were  they  picketing  the  roads? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  in  command  of  any  portion  of  them, 
at  any  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  was  in  command  of  the  whole  company 
on  Sunday  night. 

Question.   What  were  you  doing  on  Sunday  night  ? 

Answer.  Picketing. 

Question.   Did  they  make  any  arrests  ? 

Answer    Yes  ;  they  arrested  two  men  on  Sunday  night. 

Question.  Where  were  they  arrested? 

Answer.  Nearly  in  front  of  our  hall  ;    there  was  four  (4) 
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came  np,  we  stopped  thera,  and  they  started  to  run  back,  wo 
caught  two  (2)  of  them,  they  were  armed  with  breech-load- 
ing muskets,  they  came  up  the  pike  from  towards  Baltimore. 

Question.   What  was  done  with  them  ? 

Answer.  We  kept  them  in  tlie  hall  all  night,  in  the  morn- 
ing we  took  the  guns  from  them,  and  let  them  go. 

Question.  Were  they  arrested  by  your  pickets  ? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  Had  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards,  pre- 
vious to  this  time,  occupied  your  hall  as  their  headquarters? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  there  any  ill  feelings  existing  between  the 
two  (2)  companies  as  military  organizations  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  not  as  companies  ;  there  was  individuals  in 
both  companies  hostile  to  each  other  ;  I  think,  even  before 
there  was  any  companies  at  all,  they  were. 

Question.  Had  the  officers  of  the  two  (2)  companies  been 
on  amicable  and  agreeable  terms'^ 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  they  so  during  the  existence  of  these 
troubles  when  they  were  upon  duty  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  at  least  they  were  with  me. 

Question.  Did  you  consider  that  you  were  acting  in  hos- 
tility to  each  other  ? 

Answer.  No;  no. 

Question.  As  an  officer  of  the  Towson  Guards,  did  you  ad- 
vise and  consult  with  any  officers  of  the  Horse  Guards  as  to 
what  ought  to  be  done  imder  the  circumstances  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  after  the  arrest  of  these  men  I  sent  over  to 
the  headquarters  of  the  Horse  Guards,  to  ask  Captain  Ridgely 
what  he  thought  I  ought  to  do  with  them,  he  said  the 
best  thing  is  to  keep  them  all  night,  take  their  guns  from 
them,  and  in  the  morning  let  them  go ;  and  I  acted  upon  his 
advice,  and  did  so. 

Question.  Were  you  in  and  out  of  their  headquarters  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  was  there  frequently. 

Question.  Did  you  understand  that  you  were  acting  in 
concert  with  them  for  a  general  purpose? 

Answer.  I  suppose  we  were  pretty  much  there  for  the 
same  purpose  at  Towsontown. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination. 

Question.  You  have  spoken  of  hostility  between  members 
of  the  Horse  Guards  and  Towson  Guards,  what  was  the  char- 
acter of  the  hostility,  political  or  persopal  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  poUtical. 
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Question.  Can  you  name  any  jjersons,  upon  either  side,  be- 
tween whom  that  ill  feeling  existed? 

Answer.   I  don't  know  whether  I  can  or  not. 

QuestioD.   What  was  the  nature  of  the  political  difference? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  ;  I  believe  most  of  the  Towson 
G-uards  were  Union  men,  and  I  think  there  was  secessionists 
in  the  Horse  Guards. 

Question.  And  that  was  the  nature  of  the  political  differ- 
ence between  them  ? 

Answer.  As  far  as  I  know,  there  might  have  been  some- 
thing else. 

By  the  Committee. 

Questionby  the  Committee.  You  speak  of  there  having  been 
hostility  previous  to  the  formation  of  the  companies,  was  that 
personal  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  what  it  was  about. 


Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  What  other  officers  did  you  see  with  the  Horse 
Guards,  during  the  times  you  were  on  duty  there,  besides 
Capt.  Ridgely  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  Captain  Ridgely  and  two  of  the  Lieuten- 
ants ;  I  think  Mr.  Grason  was  one. 

Question.  Did  you  then,  or  at  any  other  time,  have  any- 
conversation,  or  hear  any  conversation  of  Mr.  Grason's  with 
reference  to  secession  or  Union  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  that  1  ever  heard  Mr.  Grason 
speak  of  it. 

Question.  With  reference  to  the  supporting  and  adhering 
to  the  Government? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  heai'ing  him  say  anything  about 
it. 

Question.   How  far  do  you  live  from  Towsontown? 

Answer    About  a  mile  and  a  half,  I  suppose. 

Q,uestion.  What  became  ot  those  guns  which  you  took  from 
the  disarmed  men? 

Answer.  I  left  them  in  Towsontown  with  Mr.  Longnecker. 
Question.  Had  you  any  knowledge  who  the  persons  were 
who  were  arrested  ? 

Answer.  No.  I  never  saw  them  before. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  account  did  they  give  of 
themselves  ? 
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Answer.  They  said  they  were  just  coming  out  on  a  spree, 
a  frolic  like.     I  know  they  were  pretty  well  armed. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Edwakd  8.  Peeroe,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  busine.ss 

Answer.  My  name  is  Edward  S.  Peerce,  I  reside  in  Balti- 
more county,  I  am  a  farmer. 

Question.  Were  you  a  member  of  any  military  organiza- 
tion in  1861 ? 

Answer.   Yes;  the  Towson  Guards.     I  was  2d  Lieutenant. 

Question.   Was  your  company  upon  duty  at  any  time? 

Answer.    Yes;  it  was  on  duty  for  about  a  week. 

Question.  Had  you  a  brother  a  member  of  any  military  or- 
ganization? 

Answer.  Yes;  the  Horse  Gruards.  1  belonged  to  the  Tow- 
son  Guards  and  my  brother  to  the  Horse  Guards. 

Question.  What  was  the  character  of  the  duty  that  your 
company  performed  ? 

Answer.  I  suppose  it  was  to  keep  the  peace  of  the  county. 

Question.  Did  they  perform  picket  duty? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  Did  they  make  any  arrests  during  the  time  they 
were  on  duty  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  they  made  an  arrest  on  Sunday  night,  I  was 
not  there  at  the  time  it  was  made,  we  took  it  by  turns  and 
relieved  each  other. 

Question.  During  the  time  you  were  upon  duty,  were  you 
in  and  out  of  Ady's  Hotel. 

Answer.  Yes;  frequently. 

Question.  At  the  Headquarters  of  the  Horse  Guards? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  was  in  the  room  several  times,  we  took 
our  meals  at  Mr.  Ady's  Hotel. 

Question.  Were  you  at  any  consultation  of  the  officers  of 
the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards? 

Answer.  I  frequently  conversed  with  them,  I  don't  think 
we  discussed  political  matter  much. 

Cluestion.  Was  there  any  feeling  of  antagonism  between 
the  officers  of  the  two  (2)  companies  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Not  tliat  I  am  aware  of.  1  never  heard  of  any 
ill-feelings  between  the  officers,  I  think  there  was  some  little 
between  some  of  the  members. 

Question.  Did  you  understand  that  you  were  acting  in 
hostility  to  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards? 

Answer.  No,  not  at  all. 
Question.   Were  the  members  of  your  company  deputized 
by  the  Sheriff  to  act  as  Sheriffs  posse? 
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Answer.  Yes;  they  were. 

Question.  Who  was  the  Sheriff  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Sheriff  Wheeler. 

Q-uestion.  To  which  company  did  he  belong,  if  either? 

Answer.  To  the  Horse  Guards,  I  think. 

(Question.  Mr.  Wheeler  being  a  member  of  the  Horse 
Guards,  deputized  your  company  to  act  as  Sheriffs  posse  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  he  deputized  the  Horse 
Guards  to  act  also  ? 

Answer.  Yes.  I  saw  several  printed  notices  from  the  She- 
riff to  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  loitness  loas  here  conduded. 


Cross-examination. 

Question.  Did  you  have  one  of  these  notices  to  act  as  She- 
riff's posse? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  it  received  by  you  and  your  company  after 
you  were  under  arms? 

Answer.  It  was  before  we  bad  received  that  ammunition 
from  town,  the  men  were  assembled  when  Mr.  Wheeler  issued 
these  notices. 

Question.  Did  Sheriff  Wheeler  exercise  any  control  over 
you  as  a  company  and  give  you  any  orders  what  to  do  as  his 
deputies  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  to  preserve  the  peace  of  the  county,  that  was 
our  instructions,  not  as  a  company,  but  individually. 

Q-uestion.  Then  he  deputized  you  not  as  a  company  but  as 
individuals? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  He  did  not  offer  to  control  you  as  a  company, 
did  he  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  he  continue  cognizant  of  your  actions  as  a 
company  at  all  ? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  was  aware  of. 

Question.  Were  any  other  arrests  made  by  your  company 
except  those  two  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Was  that  before  or  after  you  received  the  com- 
missions from  Sheriff  Wheeler  ? 

Answer    I  think  afterwards. 

Question.  Were  those  arrests  made  under  the  orders  is- 
sued by  Sheriff  Wheeler  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  they  were. 

Question.  When  on  picket  duty,  where  you  acting  as  mem' 
bers  of  a  military  organization,  or  as  deputy  sheriffs  ? 
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Answer.  As  a  military  organization,  1  suppose? 

Question.  Did  you  perform  any  duty  as  deputy  sheriffs  at 
all? 

Answer,  Well;  we  combined  the  two  (2),  as  both  seemed 
to  have  the  same  tendency;  we  were  merely  acting  to  preserve 
the  peace  of  the  neighborhood. 

Question.  Was  the  peace  of  the  neighborhood  disturbed  by 
anything  ? 

Answer.  No;  but  it  was  apprehended  that  it  would  be. 

Question.  Then  did  you  take  any  steps  as  deputy  sheriffs  at 
all? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  think  not. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  any  other  persons  took 
any  steps  as  deputy  sheriffs  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  am  aware  of. 

Question.  You  spoke  of  a  feeling  of  hostility  between  mem- 
bers of  the  Horse  Guards  and  the  Towson  Guards,  was  that 
feeling  personal  or  political  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  political. 

Question.   What  was  the  character  of  the  difference? 

Answer.  I  have  no  idea  of  it ;  there  was  a  difficulty  oc- 
curred there  between  Harry  Gilmor,  of  the  Horse  Guards,  and 
Nicholas  Witter,  of  the  Towson  Guards  ;  what  caused  that  dif- 
ficulty, I  have  no  idea  ;  I  was  not  present  at  the  time. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  the  political  standing  or  ten- 
dency of  those  two  individuals  was  ? 

Answer.  It  was  the  general  impression  that  they  were  op- 
posed, in  their  political  feelings  ;  Harry  Gilmor  was  a  seces- 
sionist and  Witter  was  a  Union  man. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Can  you,  of  your  own  knowl- 
edge, say  that  the  quarrel  arose  from  that  political  differ- 
ence? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  could  not  say. 

Gross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  To  how  many  persons  do  you  suppose  this  feel- 
ing of  hostility  extended? 

Answer.  To  not  more  than  two  or  three  members  of  the 
companies. 

Question.  As  far  as  it  went,  you  say  it  was  a  political  feel- 
ing ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  drew  out  of  that. 

Question.  Was  Harry  Gilmor  an  officer  of  the  Horse 
Guards  ? 

Answer.  I  think  he  W9.s  a  low  grade  officer. 
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Question.  Is  this  the  same  Harry  Grilmor  who  has  since 
been  an  officer  of  the  rebel  army  of  considerable  note  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not 
the  sheriff  gave  any  instructions  other  than  those  in  the 
printed  certificate  ? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  am  aware  of ;  the  instructions  he  gave 
me  were  contained  in  those  printed  instructions  ;  he  gave  no 
others  as  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  You  were  not  present  when  the 
arrests  were  made  on  Sunday  night,  were  you  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  Lieutenant  Rider  had  command  that  night. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Waht  roads  were  picketed  by  your  company  ? 

Answer.  The  York  and  Hillen  roads. 

Question.  In  which  direction  from  Towsontown  was  the 
York  Road  picketed  ? 

Answer.  In  the  direction  of  Baltimore. 

Question.  How  far  ? 

Answer.  About  a  quarter  of  a  mile, 

(Question.  What  is  the  distance  between  Towsontown  and 
Baltimore  by  the  pike  ? 

Answer.  Seven  (7)  miles. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  know  that  a  difficulty  existed  between 
the  members,  before  the  organization  of  the  companies  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  understood  there  was  ;  I  live  some  distance 
from  Towsontown, 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  know-uothingism 
had  anything  to  do  with  it  ? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  am  aware  of. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  How  do  you  mean  to  be  under- 
stood, as  political  difference,  was  it  as  democrats  and  whigs  ? 

Answer.  The  only  difficulty  I  heard  of,  was  between  Gril- 
mor and  Witter  ;  I  was  under  the  impression  that  their  diffi- 
culty rose  out  of  politics. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Were  they  members  of  the  same 
political  party,  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  They  were  opposed  in  politics. 
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Question  by  the  Committee,  Opposed  as  democrats  and  whigs, 
or  democrats  and  kaow-nothings  ? 

Answer.  As  democrats  and  know-nothings. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  there  or  not,  any  appre- 
hension about  that  time,  of  any  turbiilant  characters  comiog 
out  from  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  think  that  was  the  time  these  deputy  sher- 
iff's  were  appointed. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  those  notices  not  served  in 
reference  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  that  is  the  way  I  understood  it. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Had  any  of  these  people,  com- 
ing from  Baltimore,  caused  any  disturbance  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  know  of  no  other  except  those  that  were  arres- 
ted. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  you  in  Towsontown  the 
21st  of  April  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  there  any  persons  in  or  about,  creating  a 
disturbance  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  saw  some  parties  come  out  in  a  hack. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Were  you  present  when  the 
Union  flag  was  taken  down,  on  that  day  ? 

Answer.  No;  1  was  there  a  portion  of  the  day,  but  not 
when  the  flag  was  taken  down;  there  were  some  riotous  per- 
sons at  Towsontown  that  day  ;  they  talked  pretty  loud,  and 
drew  a  crowd ;  they  were  on  the  wav  to  Cockevsville. 


Cross-eocamincUion  resumed. 

Question,  What  were  the  political  parties  or  diiferences  in 
existence  at  Towsontown,  in  the  wnnter  of  1860-61  and  the 
spring  of  1861  ?  , 

Answer.  I  think  the  know-nothing  party  and  the  demo- 
cratic party. 

Question.  When  did  that  cease  to  be  the  point  of  difler- 
ence  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  about  that. 

Question.  When  did  you  first  hear  of  the  lines  being  drawn 
of  Union  and  Secession  ? 

Answer.  About  the  19th  of  April  ? 

Question.  Was  not  the  matter  discussed  until  the  19th  of 
April  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  think  after  the  candidates  for  the  Presi- 
dency came  out,  it  was  frequently  discussed. 

The  examination  of  this  ioitness  was  here  concluded.

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William  E.  Bartlett,  Jr.,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Re- 
spondent_,  being  duly  affirmed,  testified  as  follow  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence,  and  business? 

Answer.  My  name  is  William  E.  Bartlett,  Jr.,  I  reside  in 
Baltimore  city,  and  am  a  druggist. 

Question.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Mr.  Richard  Grason? 

Answer.  Yes  I  have  known  him  for  ten  years. 

Question.  State  what  knowledge  you  have  of  the  pass  given 
to  Mr.  Grason  to  go  to  the  Eastern  Shore,  and  all  the  circum- 
stances connected  with  it  ? 

Answer.  My  place  of  business  is  immediately  in  front  of 
the  Enterprise  Steamboat  Company,  there  we  are  thrown  into 
the  company  of  the  officers  who  have  charge  of  the  tickets  and 
passes  for  persons  passing  to  the  Eastern  Shore  at  that  time. 
Mr.  Bromley  who  had  charge  of  the  passes  gave  Mr.  Holliogs- 
head  twenty-five  blank  passes,  I  was  present  at  the  time,  Mr. 
Hollingshead  took  twenty  and  gave  me  five,  I  gave  Mr.  Gra- 
son one.  Col.  Jamison  one,  Captain  Kane,  of  one  of  the  Gov- 
ernment transports  one,  the  other  two  I  retained.  The  mo- 
ment this  matter  occurred  of  Mr.  Grason's  arrest,  I  sent  up 
word  to  Col.  Wolley's  office  that  if  there  was  any  charge 
made  against  Mr.  Grason^  I  was  responsible  as  I  had  given 
him  the  pass.  I  was  sent  for  by  Major  Hayner,  after  an  ex- 
amination before  him  I  was  exonerated  of  any  charge  arrising 
in  connection  therewith. 

Question.  You  stated  that  you  were  examined  by  Major 
Hayner  who  is  he  ? 

Answer.  He  was  then  acting  as  Provost  Marshal,  Colonel 
Woolley  having  left  for  some  other  business. 

Question.  Did  the  matter  come  before  Colonel  WooUey  ? 

Answer.  He  spoke  to  me  at  my  place  of  business.  I  asked 
him  if  I  was  to  bame  in  the  matter,  he  said  no  Bromley  was 
to  blame  for  he  gave  the  passes  out. 

Question.  For  what  purpose  did  Mr.  Grason  obtain  a  pass? 

Answer.  To  go  to  the  Eastern  Shore  to  his  father's  residence. 

Question.  Did  you  make  any  statement  to  Mr.  Grason  at 
the  time  you  gave  him  the  pass  ? 

Answer.  I  told  him  that  it  was  right,  that  it  was  given  to 
me  by  Bromley  who  had  charge  of  the  pass  department  ;  that 
I  had  used  them  and  given  them  to  other  parties  also,  and  I 
would  not  have  dared  to  use  them  if  I  did  not  think  it  was 
right. 

Question.  Did  Mr.  Grason  afterwards  go  upon  the  Eastern 
Shore  ? 

Answer.  He  did  not.  He  was  arrested  and  taken  up  to 
Col.  Woolley's  office. 

Question.  After  he  was  released  did  he  go? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know.     I  am  not  aware  of  that  fact. 

Question.  You  say  you  were  exonerated  from  all  blame  in 
the  matter,  do  you? 

Answer.  Yes  :  both  by  Col.  Woolly  and  Major  Hayner. 
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Question,  Was  Mr.  Grasou  exonerated  from  all  blame? 

Answer.  I  know  this,  that  Mr.  Grason  was  immediately 
afterwards  let  out  of  prison,  immediately  after  I  made  my 
statement.  I  sent  up  word  to  Col  Woolley  that  I  was  to 
blame,  and  Mr.  Grason  was  released. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  luaa  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination . 

Question.  About  what  time  was  this  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  recall  the  exact  time. 

Question.  Was  it  in  the  summer  of  1864? 

Answer.  I  believe  it  was  last  summer. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  whether  it  was  before  or  after 
the  invasion  which  was  around  Baltimore  in  July  ? 

Answer.  It  was  after  that. 

Question-   About  how  long,  should  you  suppose? 

Answer.  I  should   think  it  was  about  a  month  after    that. 

Question.  Did  1  understand  you  to  say  that  these  passes 
were  given  to  Mr.  Hollingshead  in  blank  ? 

Answer,    Yes. 

Question.  By  whom  was  this  pass  filled  up? 

Answer.  I  am  unable  to  answer. 

Question.  Do  you  remember  what  name  was  filled  up  in 
this  place  ? 

Answer.  I  heard  afterwards,  but  do  not  recollect  what 
name  it  was. 

Question.  Was  that  name  filled  when  you  gave  it  to  Mr. 
Grason  ? 

Answer.  No  :  I.  gave  it  in  blank. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  persons  obtaining  passes 
at  that  time   were  required  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  ? 

Answer.  1  believe  it  was  understood,  and  in  many  cases  it 
was  required — those  who  applied  at  the  office  had  to  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance. 

Question,  Did  you  give  it  to  Mr.  Grason  personally  ? 

Answer,  Yes. 

Question.  And  at  that  time  it  was  not  filled  up,  was  it  ? 

Answer.  No  :  It  was  a  blank  pass. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  the  remainder  of  the 
passes  which  were  in  Mr.  Hollingshead's  hands  were  with- 
drawn ? 

Answer.  Major  Hayuer  requested  me  to  return  the  balance 
I  had,  Mr,  Hollingshead  also  sent  back  the  balance  he  had. 
These  were  given  quite  freely  around  by  Mr.  Bromley, 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 
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Edward  Rider,  Jr.,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Edward  Rider,  Jr.,  I  reside  in  Balti- 
more county,  and  am  a  farmer. 

Question.  Were  you  a  member  of  any  military  organization 
in  April,  1861? 

Answer.  Yes  :   the  Towson  Guards. 

Question.  What  rank  did  you  hold  ? 

Answer.  I  was  a  private. 

Question.   Was  your  company  on  duty  at  any  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  for  about  a  week  ;  I  was  not  out  every  day; 
only  about  three  (3)  days  probably. 

Question    Was  it  performing  picket  duty  ? 

Answer.  I  believe  it  was,  part  of  the  time. 

Question.  Were  you  over  at  Ady's  hotel  during  the  time 
your  company  was  on  duty  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  I  was  there,  and  about  there.  I  was  there 
on  Sunday  and  Monday  evenings. 

Question.  Were  you  aware  of  any  feelings  of  hostility  ex- 
isting between  the  two  (2)  military  organizations? 

Answer,  No;  not  as  companies. 

Question.  Did  you  associate  freely  together  during  those 
times  of  troubles? 

Answer.  A  portion  of  them  did^  there  was  some  feelings  of 
hostility  between  the  members  of  the  two  (2)  companies,  that 
existed  even  before  we  were  organized. 

Question.  Had  you  any  knowledge  that  the  companies 
were  acting  in  hostility  to  each  other? 

Answer.  No;  I  never  heard  of  it  until  recently,  since  this 
trial  commenced. 

Question.  Was  your  company  under  arms  and  awaiting 
orders  ? 

Answer.  They  were  convened  by  the  Captain  on  Saturday, 
the  20th.  I  received  a  message  from  the  Captain;  I  called  at 
the  Union  meeting  on  my  way  home,  there  was  only  four  (4) 
there,  there  I  heard  the  Captain  was  convening  the  members, 
I  went  to  see  what  was  to  be  done,  and  I  understood  that  we 
were  awaiting  orders. 

Question.  Then  you  heard  that  the  Captain  had  ordered 
the  company  out  at  the  Union  meeting  of  which  you  speak  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  stopped  there  on  the  road  and  heard  it. 

Question.   Who  was  present  at  this  Union  meeting  ? 

Answer.  Governor  Bradford,  Dr.  Ward,  Joseph  Alberts 
and  myself. 

Question.  When  was  that? 

Answer.  On  Saturday  at  Govenstown. 

Question.  Were  you  frequently  at  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  was  there  two  (2)  or  three  (3)  times 
a  week. 
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Question.  You  felt  more  or  less  interested  in  the  raising  of 
the  Union  flag,  did  not  you  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  was  not  there  the  day  it  was  raised,  I  con- 
tributed to  the  new  flag. 

Question.   Were  you  present  when  either  flag  was  raised  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  When  did  you  first  hear  of  there  having  been 
any  difficulty  at  either  of  these  flag  raisings? 

Answer.  Not  until  the  beginning  of  this  trial. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  luitness  vms  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination . 

Question.  What  was  the  character  of  the  difficulty  between 
the  particular  members  of  these  companies  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know,  there  had  been  one  or  two  fracases 
between  them. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  it  originated  in  political 
differences  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  positive. 

Question.  Do  you  know  positively  whether  the  members, 
between  whom  this  ill-feeling  existed,  were  upon  the  same  or 
opposing  sides  in  politics? 

Answer.  I  know  some  of  them  were. 

Question.  What  side  were  they  respectively  ? 

Answer,  The  members  I  allude  to  were  Harry  Gilmor  of 
the  Horse  Guards,  on  one  side,  and  on  the  other  side,  Mr. 
Pilson_,  and  probably  Mr.  Thompson. 

Question.  What  were  the  political  proclivities  of  Harry 
gilmor  and  his  friends  in  the  Horse  Guards? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  anything  of  them  except  Mr. 
Gilmor. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Have  you  any  knowledge  that 
Mr.  Grason  was  connected  with  this  political  difference  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Have  you  any  knowledge  that 
Mr.  Grason  was  at  any  of  these  fracases  of  which  you  spoke? 

Answer.  No;  I  do  not  think  he  was. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  What   were   the   political   proclivities   of  these 
members  of  the  Towson  Guards  who  had  these  difficulties  ? 
Answer.  They  claimed  to  be  Union  mem,  our  whole  com- 
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pany  I  claimed  to  be  Union,  but  I  believe  some  of  them  were 
no  better  Union  men  than  they  ought  to  be. 

Question.  Was  that  claimed  made  in  behalf  of  the  Horse 
Guards? 

Answer.  I  don't  know,  I  did  not  visit  among  them. 

Question.  You  do  not  know  that  there  was  any  claim  at 
all  that  the  Horse  Guards  were  loyal  ? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  of  it. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  whether  any 
members  of  your  company  wore  badges  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  heard  they  wore  the  State  flag  the  coat-of- 
arms. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  regard  that  as  dis- 
loyal ? 

Answer.  I  hardly  knew  what  was  disloyal  at  that  time, 
there  was  so  much  excitement. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  In  speaking  of  the  State  flag^  do 
you  mean  that  it  was  the  Maryland  flag? 

Answer.  Yes;  the  Maryland  coat-of-arms, 

(The  Maryland  coat  of  arms  was  here  shown  to  the  witness, 
and  he  was  asked  by  the  committee,  whether  that  was  the 
flag  which  he  alluded  to.) 

Answer,  That  was  the  flag  which  I  saw. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  your  company  have  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  we  had  a  new  one  that  we  always  kept  in 
the  Hall. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  ever  see  the  Horse 
Guards  with  the  Stars  and  Stripes  ? 

Answer.  I  never  saw  them  with  any  flag  at  all  from  the 
time  they  were  organized. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded^ 


The  counsel  for  the  Respondent  here  offered  the  paper 
marked  "Exhibit  D."  ' 

The  counsel  for  the  contestant  did  not  object  to  the  filing 
of  the  paper,  but  said  that  it  was  given  subsequent  to  the 
transaction  spoken  of  by  Mr.  Bartlett,  and  in  order  to  the 
release.

Edward  H.  Ajdy,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  residence  and  business  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Edward  H.  Ady  ;  I  reside  at  Tovvson- 
town,  and  keep  a  hotel  there. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  either  of  the  flag-raisings 
spoken  of  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  was  at  home  both  times  that  they  were 
raised. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  of  any  dijQficulty  having  occur- 
red between  George  Yellott  and  other  parties  ? 

Anssver.  Yes;  that  was  at  the  last  time;  the  diflSculty 
took  place  between  Mr.  George  Yellott  and  his  nephew  Tip. 

Question.  Was  there  any  difficulty  between  any  other  par- 
ties at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  No;  not  particuiarly  ;  a  good  many  persons  came 
up  to  my  house  at  the  time  the  difficulty  occurred,  but  I  do 
not  think  there  were  any  blows  struck  between  the  parties. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  there  at  the  time? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  him  ;  I  was  in  the  house  at  the  first 
flag-raising. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  when  that  occurred  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect  the  date  exactly. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  present  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  so  much  who  were  present  that 
time. 

Question.  How  many  were  at  your  place  the  first  time? 

Answer.  Very  few  ;  five  (5)  or  six  (6)  persons. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  any  difficulty  occurring  at  that 
time? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  do  not. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  any  groaning,  hissing,  or  cheer- 
ing ? 

Answer.  The  first  time  I  ever  heard  of  it  was  since  this 
trial  commenced  ;  there  certainly  was  nothing  of  the  kind 
about  my  house  when  I  was  at  home,  or  I  would  have  stopped 
it. 

Question.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  raising  of  a 
flag  over  your  house  ? 
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Answer.  I  know  there  was  one  raised  there;  I  did  not  see 
the  parties  when  they  hoisted  it;  Harry  G-ilmor  came  to  me 
and  asked  if  I  would  let  him  raise  the  Maryland  flag  on  my 
house;  I  told  him  that  I  did  not  wish  it,  and  insisted  upon 
him  not  raising  it;  he  insisted  upon  raising  it,  and  said  it 
was  nothing  but  the  Maryland  flag;  I  then  consented. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  there  at  that  time  ? 

Answer,  I  don't  recollect  seeing  Mr.  Grason;  he  might 
have  been  there. 

Question.  Did  any  members  of  the  Towson  Guards  board 
at  your  house  while  they  were  on  duty,  about  -the  19th  of 
April  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  quite  a  number  of  them;  I  don't  recollect 
the  number  now. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  loitness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-  examination . 

Question.  During  the  week  that  followed  the  19th  of  April, 
1861,  were  you  at  home,  most  of  the  time? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  think  pretty  much  all  the  time?  on  Sun- 
day, (the  21st,)  I  was  not  home  until  the  evening. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  at  your  house  during  that 
week  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Where  was  the  Headquarters  of  the  Horse 
Guards  ? 

Answer.  At  my  house. 

Question.  Was  that  flag  of  Harry  Gilmor's  flying  over 
your  house  at  that  time? 

Answer.  I  could  not  say  what  time  it  was  raised;  it  was 
raised  some  days  after  the  19th  of  April. 

Question.  How  long  did  it  stay  there  ? 

Answer.  From  the  time  in  the  week  when  it  was  raised, 
until  the  next  Saturday  morning  afterwards;  how  it  came 
down  I  could  not  say;  I  heard  some  guns  firing  in  the  morn- 
ing; and  I  suppose  some  one  shot  the  blocks  which  were  on 
the  pole. 

Question.  At  the  first  flag  raising  were  you  in  the  house 
or  out  of  doors  ? 

Answer.  I  was  in  the  house  both  times. 

Question.  Did  you  see  what  was  going  on  out  of  doors  ? 

Answer.  At  the  time  they  were  raising  both  flags,  I  was 
sitting  at  the  window,  and  saw  them  raising  them. 

Question.  How  long  before  the  pulling  up  of  the  flag,  on 
the  first  occasion,  had  you  been  at  your  window,  and  how 
long  did  you  remain  after  it  was  up  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  how  long;  I  don't  recollect  much 
about  the  first  raising. 
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Question.  Was  there  any  cheering  there? 

Answer.  I  did  not  hear  any  cheering  about  my  house;  with 
the  exception  of  the  cheering  at  the  pole. 

Question.  Was  there  no  response  by  the  persons  at  your 
house  ? 

Answer.  None  that  I  heard  of. 

Question.  Were  you  in  a  position  to  see  any  persons  about 
your  house  ? 

Answer.  Not  outside. 

Question.  How  far  back  from  the  window  were  you  sitting 
the  first  time  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  recollect  much  about  it. 

Question.  Were  those  men  under  arms  there  at  Towson- 
town  during  the  week  that  followed  the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  For  what  purpose  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know. 

Question.  Were  yon  under  arms  yourself? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  in  hostility  to  what  power  you  were 
acting  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  don't. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  the  persons  in  command 
of  those  companies  were  upholders  of  the  Government  or  not  ? 

Answer.  I  could  not  say;  I  never  heard  them  express  any 
opinion  either  way. 

Question.  Did  you  see  any  troops  in  the  vicinity  of  Cockeys- 
ville  about  that  time  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  not  the  men  under  arms  during  that  week 
openly  and  often  denounce  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  and  its  authorities  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  I  ever  heard  them. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  of  those  persons  connected 
with  the  military  organization,  cursing  Lincoln  and  the  Black 
Republican  Government  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  that  I  did. 

Question .  Did  you  hear  them  at  any  time  when  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  Mr.  Grason  express  himself  at  all 
with  reference  to  the  Government  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  Harry  Gilmor? 

Answer,  Not  at  the  time  the  company  was  under  arms. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  You  did  not  at  that  time  or  at 
30 
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any  time  hear  Mr.  Grrason  express  any  hostility  to  the  Gov- 
ernment ? 

Answer.  No,  I  never  did. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 
The  committee  then  adjourned.

The  Committee  met,  present  all  the  members. 

William  Grason,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name  and  age  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  William  Grason,  I  am  15  jears  old. 

Question.  Are  you  the  son  of  Richard  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  go  to  the  Eastern  Shore  with  your  father 
in  the  Summer  of  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  About  what  time  did  you  go  ? 

Answer.  In  July. 

Question.  Had  you  a  sister  born  about  that  time  ? 

Answer.    Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  when  she  was  born? 

Answer.  No,  I  do  not  recollect  the  date. 

Question.  How  long  did  you  remain  on  the  Eastern  Shore? 

Answer.   About  three  (3)  weeks  I  think. 

Question.  At  your  grandfather's? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  your  grandmother  die  while  you  were  there? 

Answer.  Yes, 

Question.   How  long  after  she  was  buried  was  it  before  you 
returned  ? 

Answer.   About  a  week  I  think. 
'^  Question.    Do  you  recollect  anything  about  the  battle  of 
Bull  Run  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Where  were  you  when  that  took  place  ? 

Answer.  At  my  grandfather's. 

Question.  Was  your  father  there  with  you  ? 

Answer,  Yes. 

Question.    Do  you  recollect  hearing  any  noise  from  that 
battle  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  the  guns  I  suppose. 
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Question.  Do  you  recollect  of  a  new  flag  having  been  raised 
at  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  I  saw  it  after  we  returned  from  the  Eastern 
Shore. 

Question.  From  the  time  that  you  went  to  the  Eastern 
Shore  with  your  father  in  July,  until  you  returned  in  August, 
did  your  father  leave  there  and  go  back  to  Towsontown  at  all? 

Answer.  No.     He  was  with  me  all  the  time. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  Sunday  evening  in  the  Sum- 
mer of  1864,  when  the  rebel  scouts  came  into  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Where  were  you  at  the  time  they  came  ? 

Answer.  I  was  standing  on  Mr.  Lee's  porch  in  the  village, 
on  the  pike,  he  keeps  the  depot  house  of  the  horse  railway. 

Question.  State  what  you  saw? 

Answer.  While  I  was  standing  there  I  saw  three  (3)  rebel 
pickets  come  into  Towsontown,  they  spoke  to  me  and  asked 
the  way  to  Mr.  Lewis  Koberts,  then  they  rode  up  the  Joppa 
road.  I  told  them  Mr.  Roberts'  was  out  that  road,  I  did  not 
know  exactly  where  it  was. 

Question.  Is  that  the  road  that  leads  by  your  father's  house? 

Answer.  Yes,  in  the  rear  of  it,  I  walked  up  the  road,  they 
rode  up  and  my  brother  Johnny  got  on  behind  one  of  them. 

jGiuestion.  How  old  is  yQur  brother  ? 

Answer.  Not  quite  twelve  (12)  years  old. 

Question.  Did  you  see  him  get  on  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  he  with  you  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.   Where  did  you  go  yourself? 

Answer.  I  walked  up  to  the  house,  they  rode  up  behind  the 
house  and  stopped  back  of  our  gate,  father  was  standing  talk- 
ing to  some  gentlemen  in  front  of  the  house.  I  went  round 
there  and  told  him  they  were  there  back  of  our  gate  and  he 
walked  round  and  asked  after  uncle  Jim. 

Question.  Did  you  get  around  back  of  the  house  before  your 
father  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  a  glass  of  milk  offered  to  any  of 
them? 

Answer.  Yes,  by  our  cook. 

Question.  Where  did  she  get  the  milk  ? 

Answer.  She  had  just  been  milking  in  the  yard  when  they 
came  up. 

Question .  Was  that  before  or  after  your  father  came  around? 

Answer.  Before.  He  spoke  to  one  of  them  and  inquired  af- 
ter uncle  Jim,  he  got  hold  of  Johnny  and  pulled  him  off  the 
horse  and  sent  him  to  bed  for  riding  with  them. 

Question.  Did  anything  else  pass  between  your  father  and 
the  scouts  ? 

Answer.  No. 


Question.  Where  were  you  upon  the  Monday  evening  when 
Tie  rebels  were  in  Towsontown? 

Answer.  I  was  standing  on  the  plank  road ;  I  had  been 
walking  with  my  sister,  and  I  was  standing  on  the  plank 
road  talking  when  they  came  into  Towsontown. 

Question.  Who  else  was  with  you  ? 

Answer.  Two  (2)  young  ladies  that  were  staying  with  my 
sister,  and  Bob  Baldwin,  son  of  Mr.  Baldwin. 

Question.  How  old  was  he  ? 

Answer.  I  judge  he  was  about  seventeen. 

Question.  What  occurred ? 

Answer.  We  were  standing  there  talking  when  they  came 
by,  my  sister  and  the  young  lady  who  was  staying  with  her, 
spoke  to  some  of  them  that  ihey  new.  Father  came  down  to 
Towsontown  with  Mr.  Baldwin  and  sent  us  all  home,  and  Mr. 
Baldwin  took  his  son  home. 

Question.  Did  your  father  go  home  with  you  ? 

Answer.  No;  he  did  not  go  home  with  me. 

Question.  Which  way  did  you  go  home  ? 

Answer.  Up  the  pike  road — the  Joppa  Road  ;  the  other 
children  went  up  the  plank  road — we  all  went  home. 

Question.  What  became  of  your  father? 

Answer.  He  went  home  ;  we  all  went  home. 
^     Question.  Did  you  know  what  troops  they  were,  were  they 
near  you  when  you  were  standing  fhere  first  ? 

Answer.  No,  I  did  not;  I  stood  there  some  ten  (10)  min- 
utes, before  I  knew  who  they  were. 

Question.  After  you  returned  home  on  Monday  night,  did 
you  go  directly  into  the  house,  or  remain  standing  outside  ? 

Answer.  I  remained  out  back  of  the  house  to  see  the  con- 
federates pass. 

Question.  Did  you  go  in  ? 

Answer.  Father  came  round  there  and  made  us  go  in. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  loitness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination, 

Question.  What  time  in  the  evening  was  it,  on  Sunday, 
that  the  rebels  came  ? 

Answer.  It  was  about  4  or  5  o'clock. 

Question.  Had  you  heard  they  were  coming  before  you  saw 
them  there  ? 

Answer.    No. 

Question.  Did  you  know  either  of  those  pickets  that  you 
went  up  there  with  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  go  with  any,  I  went  after  they  had  gone; 
about  five  (5)  minutes  after  they  had  gone  up. 

Question.  Where  was  it  that  your  brother  Johnny  met 
them? 

Answer.  He  was  not  with  me  on  Mr.  Lee's  porch;  he  was 
in  Towsontown. 
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Question.  Did  you  see  him  get  on  the  horse? 

Answer.  Yes,  he  was  about  a  hundred  (100)  yards   from 
me. 

Question.  Before  you  went  up  there  did    you  see  any  other 
rebels  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  What  were  you  doing  between  the  time  that  they 
went  up  towards  your  father's  and  you  went  up? 

Answer.  I  was  talking  with  a  boy  up  the  turnpike. 

Qwestion.  Were  ther  any  other  boys,  except  your  brother, 
that  got  on  behind  the  horses  ? 

Auswer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  know  any  of  those  that  came  in  on  Mon- 
day night  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  knew  Stenie  White  and  Harry  W.  Hay- 
ward,  that's  all. 

Question.  Had  you  any  conversation  with  them  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  spoke  to  them. 

Question.  Did  your  brother  get  on  the  horse,  or  was  he 
helped  on  ? 

Answer.  He  got  up  himself. 

Question.  Did  I  understand  you  correctly  that  you  went 
around  and  told  your  father  that  they  were  there? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  What  were  they  doing  between  the  time  that 
they  got  up  to  the  house  and  the  time  you  went  around  and 
told  your  father  ? 

Answer.  They  were  talking  with  Mr.  Kuby  and  our  cook. 

Question.  What  is  the  name  of  your  cook? 

Answer.    Jane. 

Question.  Did  they  come  out  at  once  when  the  rebels  got 
there  ? 

Answer.  A  few  minutes  afterwards. 

Question.  Did  you  know  who  they  were  ;  what  troops  they 
were,  when  they  first  came  there  and  asked  for  Mr.  Robert's 
house  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  supposed  they  were  rebels. 

(oluestion.  Did  you  know  of  the  rebels  being  in  that  vicin- 
ity? 

Answer.   Yes  ;  I  had  heard  they  were. 

Question.  Did  you  say  that  you  did  not  know  who  they 
were  on  Monday  evening  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  did  not ;  I  supposed  they  were  rebels. 

Question.  Were  they  in  uniform? 

Answer.  Yes. 
Question.  What  sort? 

Answer.  One  of  them  had  on  a  gray  pants  and  black  vel- 
vet jacket  ;  another  one  had  on  a  gray  uniform  ;  another  had 
on  the  Union  uniform  ;  those  were  the  ones  I  saw  on  Sunday 
evening. 
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(Question.  Had  any  of  those  on  Monday  night  the  Union 
uniform  on  ? 

Answer.  I  could  not  distinguish  the  uniforms  very  well. 

Question.  Ahout  what  time  was  it  that  your  father  sent 
Johnnie  to  bed  ? 

Answer.  After  they  were  gone. 

Q-uestion.  Did  he  stay  out  there  until  they  went  away  ? 

Answer.  He  stayed  out  there  with  father. 

(Question.  Did  Johnnie  or  yourself  go  into  the  house^  be- 
fore they  went  away  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  stood  there  with  father. 

(Question.  Were  you  sent  into  the  house  by  your  father 
after  they  had  gone  away. 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Had  they  asked  for  anything  before  that  milk 
was  brought  out  to  them  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  the  cook  gave  it  to  them  voluntarily. 

Question.  Did  your  father  say  anything  to  her  for  giving 
it  to  them  ? 

Answer.  I  didn't  know  anything  about  it  until  they  had 
all  gone. 

Question.  Did  they  drink  the  milk  ? 

Answer.  Two  (2)  of  them  did. 

Question.  Did  they  ask  for  anything  else? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  they  go  up  towards  Mr,  Roberts  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  they  did  not .  Mr.  Roberts  was  in  Towson- 
town  ;  they  went  back  and  talked  to  him  there. 

Question.  Were  they  told  at  your  father's  that  he  was  in 
Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  ;  I  think  they  were. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Roberts? 

Answer.   Yes  ;  I  know  him  by  sight. 

Question.  How  do  you  know  that  he  was  in  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  went  back  to  Towsontywn  afterwards. 

Question.  Did  your  father  go  back  ?  ^ 

Answer.  No  ;  he  did  not. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  there  has  been  more  than 
one  battle  called  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Which  battle  do  you  speak  of? 

Answer.  The  first. 

Question.  Do  you  know  where  your  father  was  at  the  time 
of  the  second  battle  of  Bull  Run  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember. 

Question.  How  do  you  fix  this,  of  which  you  speak,  when 
you  heard  the  cannonading,  at  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run  ? 

Answer.  I  know  it  was  the  first,  because  I  know  there  had 
not  been  a  battle  of  Bull  Run  fought  before  that  ;  there  was 
one  fought  after  that ;  I  was  in  Towsontown  then  ;  I  do  not 
remember  where  father  was  ? 
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Question.  On  that  Sunday  evening,  did  yon 'see  any  other 
rebels  in  Towsontown  besides  those  three  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  they  go  up  to  your  lather's  house? 

Answer.  No  :  they  did  not. 

Question.  On  Monday  evening  at  the  time  the  rebels  were 
there  in  Towsontown,  was  your  father  there  ? 

Answer.  He  was  at  our  house. 

Question.    Was  he  down  in  the  village? 

Answer.  He  came  down  after  us. 

(Question.  Did  he  go  home  with  you  ? 

Answer.  He  did  not  go  home  with  me,  but  with  the  other 
children. 

Question.  How  long  was  he  there  with  the  rebel  troops  ? 

Answer.  He  was  not  there  five  (5)  minutes. 

(flluestion.  Had  he  any  conversation  with  them  ? 

Answer.  Not  tbat  I  know  of. 

Question.  How  long  had  you  been  home  when  your  father 
got  there  ? 

Answer.  Not  more  than  two  or  three  minutes. 

Question.  Tou  do  not  know  whether  he  had  been  among 
the  rebels  before  he  came  to  speak  to  you  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Where  were   you  when  he  first  came  to  3'-ou  ? 

Answer.  I  think  I  was  up  by  Mr.  Ady's  porch. 

Question.  Is  that  far  from  the  plank  road  ? 

Answer.  Not  far  :  about  one  hundred  yards. 

Question.  From  what  direction  did  the  rebels  come  ? 

Answer.  From  the  Joppa  road  from  the  east. 

(Question  From  what  direction  did  your  father  come  when 
he  came  up  and  spoke  to  you  there  ? 

Answer.  From  towards  the  plank  road. 

Question.   Was  that  the  same  way  the  rebels  came? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  How  many  rebels  were  gathered  around  there 
when  he  came  up  ? 

Answer.  I  suppose  (90)  ninety  or  a  (100)  hundred. 

Question.  Were  the  young  ladies  talking  with  them  at  the 
time  he  came  up  ? 

Answer.  I  think  they  were. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Louis  Bonsal,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Eespondent,  being 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Louis  Bonsai ;  I  am  47  years  old  ;  I 
reside  at  Lauraville,  Baltimore  county,  my  place  of  business 
is  on  the  corner  of  Baltimore  and  Frederick  streets. 

Question.  Were  you  summoned  here  by  the  Contestant 
Mr.  Ridgely?  ' 
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Answer.  I  was  summoned,  in  the  first  instance,  by  Mr. 
Kidgely,  but  he  did  not  use  me  ;  I  was  not  summoned  by 
Mr.  G-rason. 

Question.  Were  you  foreman  of  the  Grad  Jury  the  last 
term  of  the  court  at  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  William  J.  Thompson,  a  witness, 
who  was  in  this  cause  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Was  he  before  you  as  a  witness  in  reference  to 
charges  against  Mr.  G-rason  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Will  you  state  if  he  was  inquired  of  in  reference 
to  Mr.  Grason's  presence  at  the  time  of  the  flag-raising  by 
the  ladies  ? 

Answer.  He  was  ;  I  asked  that  question  of  Mr.  Thompson; 
it  was  alleged  there  before  the  Grand  Jury  that  Mr.  Grason 
was  present  the  last  of  July  or  the  first  of  August,  when  the 
flag  was  raised  by  the  ladies  at  Towsontown,  and  I  being 
foreman,  put  the  question  to  Mr.  Thompson  ;  I  recollect  dis- 
tinctly asking  Mr.  Thompson  if  he  was  there  at  the  time  ; 
he  said  he  was  there  ;  he  testified  that  he  did  not  see  Mr. 
Grason,  that  if  he  was  there  he  could  have  seen  him. 

Question,  Were  you  inquiring  of  the  time  Mr.  Grason  was 
alleged  to  have  hurraed  ? 

Answer-  Yes. 

(Question.  Was  there  any  other  flag-raising  spoken  of? 

Answer.  There  was  not ;  the  question  was  asked  Mr. 
Thompson,  "did  he,  at  any  time  ever  hear  Judge  Grason 
hurrah  for  Jefi"  Davis;"  his  answer  was  :  "No."  I  will  state, 
there  was  a  number  of  these  cases  which  the  Grand  Jury  had 
to  decide,  and  Judge  Grason's  case  was  among  the  number; 
there  were  certain  questions  propounded  for  us  to  ask.  The 
first  question  asked  Mr.  Thompson  was  whether  he  knew  Mr. 
Grason  ;  next,  how  long  he  had  known  him ;  he  was  then 
asked  if  he  ever  knew  Mr.  Grason  utter  any  seditious  lan- 
guage towards  the  government.  His  answer  was  "No."  He 
was  then  asked  if  he  ever  knew  him  to  do  anything;  then  his 
answer  was  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Horse  Guards,  but 
he  knew  no  act  that  he  did.  Then  he  was  asked  about  his 
presence  in  regard  to  the  raising  of  the  flag;  he  said  he  was 
present  there,  but  did  not  see  Judge  Grason  there  at  all. 
There  were  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  cases  before 
the  Grand  Jury;  I  could  not  recollect  all  of  them;  my  recol- 
lection is  not  distinct  in  regard  to  all  the  questions  that  were 
asked,,  but  those  I  do  recollect. 

Question.  Was  anything  said  about  Judge  Grason  having 
rejoiced  over  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  ? 

Answer.  I  had  never  heard  of  Judge  Grason  rejoicing  over 
any  battle.  When  I  was  down  here  before,  I  heard  Mr. 
Thompson's  evidence  before  this  committee,  and  I  said  to 
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him  :  "How  is  it  that  we  could  not  get  the  same  evidence 
before  us,  as  Grand  Jurymen,  as  you  gave  here  ?"  He  said: 
"I  could  not  recollect  them;  I  stated  to  you  all  that  I  recol- 
lected of  that  case  in  regard  to  the  flag-raising  ;  I  did  not 
recollect  seeing  Mr.  Grason  tliere,  at  the  flag-raising." 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  was  the  result  of  your 
investigation  in  regard  to  the  charges  against  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  We  dismissed  the  case  by  an  almost  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Grand  Jury.  In  trying  those  cases,  I  thought  we 
would  probably  have  some  difficulty  in  getting  the  testimony 
before  us  ;  they  were  slow  coming  up  at  first.  I  complained 
to  Judge  Grason,  that  we  could  not  get  them  up.  He  said  : 
"Let  me  know,  and  I  will  have  them  attached."  Then  the 
mind  of  the  Grand  Jury  was  not  clear  in  regard  to  the  law  of 
treason,  and  I  got  Judge  Grason  to  point  me  to  the  law  that 
was  passed.  I  knew  there  was  a  law,  passed  in  1862,  defin- 
ing treason  and  seditious  language  ;  be  pointed  out  the  law  to 
me.  I  wanted  to  know  what  effect  that  law  would  have  on 
any  cases  that  occurred  previous  to  its  passage.  I  know  the 
general  opinion  of  laws,  is  that  they  cannot  go  back  to  punish 
crimes.  Judge  Grason  refused  to  give  me  his  opinion  ;  he 
said  :  "I  would  sooner  not  give  my  opinion,  because  I  will 
have  cases  coming  before  me  of  these  kind,  and  I  will  have  to 
decide,  but  it  is  a  conceded  opinion  that  no  law  can  affect  any 
crime  committed  before  its  passage." 

Direct  examination  re&umed. 

Question.  Did  he  refer  you  to  any  one,  whom  you  might 
be  guided  by  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  to  Mr.  Ensor,  State's  Attorney  ;  he  said:  "I 
will  speak  to  Mr.  Ensor." 

Question.  Did  he  furnish  you  with  more  facility  to  obtain 
persons  attention  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question,  You  indicted  some  parties  for  perjury,  yourself, 
did  you  not  ? 

Answer,  Yes. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  ivas  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.   What  term  of  the  court  was  this? 
Answer.  December  term  of  1864. 
31 
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Question.  Who  named  you  as  foreman  of  the  Grand  Jury? 

Answer.  Mr.  Grason;  the  law  makes  it  imperative  for  the 
Judge  to  name  the  foreman. 

Question.  Did  you,  as  foreman,  take  the  ordinary  Grand 
Juror's  oath  ? 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question.  The  oath  to  keep  secret  what  passed  in  the  jury- 
room  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  long  after  the  Grand  Jury  was  in  session 
was  it  that  you  applied  to  Judge  Grason  with  reference  to  the 
treason  law  ? 

Answer.  It  was  the  first  week.  There  were  cases  submit- 
ted to  us  the  first  week  the  Grand  Jury  was  in  session  ;  we 
anticipated  a  number  of  these  cases,  and  did  not  see  fit  to  act 
on  them  without  understanding  the  law  properly. 

Question.  Were  there  many  witnesses  before  you  in  refer- 
ence to  this  thing  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  we  had  quite  a  number. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  distinctly  what  was  said  by  any 
of  these  witnesses  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  T  recollect  distinctly  what  was  testified  by 
Mr.  Thompson. 

Question.  Who  did  you  first  tell  that  Mr.  Thompson  testi- 
fied difi'erently  in  the  Grand  Jury  room  from  what  he  testified 
here  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  first  occurred  from  hearing  some  one 
ask  Mr.  Thompson  what  he  testified  in  the  Grand  Jury  room; 
it  was  an  open  conversation. 

Question.  Then  you  told  others  that  the  testimony  was 
difierent  from  that  in  the  Grand  Jury  room  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  but  I  never  told  what  it  was. 

Question.  At  the  time  that  Grand  Jury  was  sworn  in  as 
Grand  Jurors,  did  the  Judge  give  them  any  charge  or  direc- 
tion ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  he  gave  them  a  charge  to  be  particular  in 
all  cases  of  treason. 

Question.  Did  he  give  that  act  of  1862  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  he  said  we  ought  to  be  furnished  with  the 
law,  and  the  books  were  sent  in. 

Question.  How  far  do  you  live  from  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  is  about  six  (6)  miles  on  the  Harford 
road. 

Question.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Mr.   Thompson  .^ 

Answer.  I  had  seen  him  prior  to  the  grand  jury,  but  never 
had  any  acquaintance  with  him. 
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By  the  Gommitiee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  witnesses  were  examined 
in  reference  to  those  charges  against  Mr.   Grason  ? 

Answer.  George  Pilson,  Wiley  Hunt,  Wm.  J.  Thompson 
and  James  W,  Owings. 

Question  by  the  Committee.    Was  Mr.  Kone  examined  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  Mr.  McGinn  examined? 

Answer.  Yes, 

Question  by  the  Committee.   VV'as  Mr.  Sheridan  examined? 

Answer.  He  was  one  of  the  Grand  Jury,  and  asked  a  num- 
ber of  questions  himself;  he  was  there  when  we  dismissed  the 
case. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  he  concur  in  the  dismissal 
of  the  case  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  positive:  I  think  he  did;  in  fact,  I  don't 
think  there  was  a  dissenting  voice;  there  was  no  testimony 
that  amounted  to  anything. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Was  Captain  George  examined  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  don't  remember  the  names  of  the  others. 

Question.  Did  you  tell  the  jurors  what  had  been  stated  in 
reference  to  the  general  principle  that  laws  could  not  be  made 
to  operate  upon  crimes  before  they  passed  ? 

Answer.  Nothing  more  than  what  I  have  stated  that  Judge 
Grason  declined  to  give  his  opinion. 

Question.  Did  you  tell  them  that  Mr.  Grason  had  said  it 
was  a  general  principle  that  the  laws  could  not  have  effect 
before  they  were  passed  ? 

Answer.  Yes, 

Question.  Did  you  interrogate  the  the  District  Attorney 
on  that  point? 

Answer.  Yes;  he  said  there  was  an  exception  in  regard  to 
perjury  as  defined  in  the  new  constitution. 

Question.  About  treason,  did  he  make  any  exception  there, 
or  did  he  concur  in  that  statement  of  the  general  principle? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  positively  whether  he  did  or  not. 

Question.  Was  his  opinion  given  to  you  personally  or  in 
the  Jury  room  ? 

Answer.  It  was  given  in  the  Jury  room  to  all;  he  thought 
it  Avas  best  as  we'should  take  cases  up  in  there;  we  did  take 
them  up  and  we  did  try  them  fully,  because  there  was  a  good 
deal  of  feeling  displayed;  I  know  I  had  a  feeling  in  regard 
to  it;  I  was  anxious  if  we  could  find  any  bills  in  that  charac- 
ter to  do  so.  I  have  always  entertained  Union  principles, 
and  never  deviated  from  them.     As  a  Grand  Juryman,  I  had 
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no  favoritism  whatever,  and  would  as  well  find  a  bill  against 
Judge  Graeon  as  any  other  man,  although  the  Judge  and  I 
have  been  intimate  friends  for  a  long  while;  but  as  regards 
politics,  we  were  always  adverse. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Were  you  or  not  directed  by  Judge  Grason  to  be 
governed  by  Mr.  Ensor's  advice,  with  reference  to  those  ques- 
tions of  law  ? 

Answer.  He  told  us  we  ought  to  be  governed  by  Mr.  Ensor. 

The  Examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Powell  Griscom^  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  tesfied  as  follow: 

Question,  State  your  name,  age  and  residence? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Powell  Griscom;  I  am  51  years  old; 
and  I  live  at  Texas,  Baltimore  county. 

Q,uestion.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  Grand  Jury  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  county  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Wm.  J.  Thompson,  a  witness  who 
was  examined  in  this  case? 

Answer,  I  cannot  remember  him. 

Question.  Was  he  before  you  ? 

Answer.  There  was  a  gentleman  of  that  name  before  the 
Grand  Jury. 

Question.  Was  be  a  witness  in  matters  relating  to  Judge 
Grason  ? 

Answer.  He  was. 

(Question.  Was  he  questioned  in  reference  to  Judge  Gra- 
son's  presence  at  any  flag  raising  at  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  State  what  his  testimony  was  in  reference  to  that 
subject? 

Answer.  His  testimony  was,  that  he  did  not  see  Mr.  Gra- 
son there  ;  if  he  had  been  there,  be  thought  certainly  he 
would  have  seen  him. 

Question.  Was  he  questioned  in  relation  to  any  cheering 
or  hurraing  by  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  that  he  was  ;  he  would  have  been, 
if  he  had  not  have  stated  that  he  did  not  see  Judge  Grason 
there. 

Question.  Were  there  any  other  questions  put  to  him  in 
reference  to  Judge  Grason  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  all  the  questions  that  were 
asked  the  witness  at  that  session  of  the  Grand  Jury,  in  re- 
ference to  these  treason  and  perjury  cases  ;   I  know  they  were 
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questioned  very  closely,  because  we  were  determined  to  sift 
every  one  of  these  cases  as  closely  as  we  could. 

Question.  What  was  his  testimony  in  reference  to  acts  com- 
mitted by  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  That  he  never  heard  him  make  use  of  any  dis- 
loyal expressions,  or  do  any  act  against  the  Government  in 
any  way. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  any  testimony  in  relation  to 
the  battle  of  Bull  Run,  by  Mr.  Thompson? 

Answer.  I  do  not. 

Question.  Kejoicing,  or  anything? 

Answer.  I  do  not ;  I  don't  think  there  could  have  been 
any,  or  I  should  remember  it. 

Question.  Were  you  present  when  Mr.  Grason's  case  was 
disposed  of? 

Answer.  I  was  ;  I  think  it  was  unanimous ;  I  do  not  think 
there  was  a  dissenting  voice. 

[The  statement  as  to  the  action  of  the  Grand  Jury  was  ex- 
cepted to  by  the  counsel  for  the  Contestant,  as  not  falling 
within  any  ruling  of  any  court.] 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  luitness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination. 

Question.  You  took  the  Grand  Juror's  oath,  to  keep  secret 
the  transactions  before  you? 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question.  How  many  persons  have  you  told  of  what  passed 
in  that  Grand  Jury  room  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  remember  that  I  have  told  one  part  or 
particle  of  the  evidence,  or  who  gave  the  evidence,  before 
coming  on  the  stand  as  a  witness  in  this  case.  I  might  have 
mentioned  one  or  two  portions  of  the  evidence  given  there, 
but  not  the  names  of  the  parties. 

Question.  Had  you  not  told  some  one  that  Mr.  Thompson 
testified  there  differently  from  what  he  did  here  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  did  not  know  what  Mr.  Thompson  had 
testified  here. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  distinctly  the  testimony  of  all 
the  witnesses  there  ? 

Answer.  I  think  I  could  as  a  general  thing  in  regard  to 
this  treason  case. 

Q,uestion,  Were  you  acquainted  with  all  the  witnesses? 

Answer.   Not  all  of  them  ;  with  a  great  many  I  was. 

Question.  Were  you  acquainted  with  George  Pilson,  Mr. 
Kone,  and  Mr.  Hunt  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 
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Question.  Who  else  of  the  "witnesses  that  testified  in  this 
case  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Ensor. 

Question.  Were  there  any  besides  Mr.  Thompson  that  testi- 
fied, with  whom  you  were  not  acquainted? 

Answer.  I  don't  think  there  was. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Did  you  say  that  Mr.   Ensor 
testified  ? 

Answer.  I  think  so. 


Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Can  you  distinguish  what  was  said  by  Mr. 
Thompson  from  what  was  said  by  every  other  person  who 
testified  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  remember  all  the  evidence,  but  I  am 
perfectly  satisfied  that  if  there  had  been  any  evidence  that 
would  go  to  convict  a  party  I  should  remember  it. 

Question.  To  convict  a  person  under  that  treason  act  was 
the  question  ? 

Answer.  Treason  and  perjury. 

Question.  Did  you  have  repeated  conversations  with  Judge 
Grason  during  that  term  of  Court? 

Answer.  I  had  repealed  conversations  with  him  during 
that  session  of  the  grand  jury,  but  not  with  reference  to  the 
grand  jury. 

Question.  Did  you,  at  any  time,  have  a  conversation  with 
reference  to  the  charge  which  had  been  made  against  him, 
that  if  the  State  did  not  secede  he  would  ? 

Answer.  I  had  a  conversation  with  the  Judge  at  his  own 
house,  and  we  got  upon  the  subject  of  loyalty  and  disloyalty, 
and  the  Judge,  in  the  course  of  that  conversation,  said  that 
was  the  only  expression  anybody  ever  heard  him  say  ;  it  was 
that  expression  which  was  said  here  before  the  Committee^ 
that  he  made  in  the  Clerk's  room. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you,  while  a  juryman,  make 
several  calls  at  Judge  Grason's  house,  in  the  morning  before 
you  went  to  the  grand  jury  ? 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  For  what  purpose? 

Answer.  Judge  Grason  and  myself  were  always  intimate 
friends. 
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Question.  Did  you  discuss  this  particular  point— -the  charge 
against  him  ? 

Answer.   I  have  never  had  reference  to  it  to  this  day. 

Question.  There  was  certainly  some  charges  brought  against 
him  to  the  grand  jury,  did  the  Judge  know  that  ? 

Answer.  Not  that  I  know  of;  if  he  did,  T  was  not  aware 
of  it. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Had  you  any  conversation  with 
the  Judge  in  regard  to  this  matter  at  his  house  r* 

Answer.  Not  upon  that  matter  before  the  grand  jury;  our 
conversation  was  upon  general  topics  that  everybody  was 
talking  about. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  your  object  in  calling  upon 
him  to  get  any  points  out  of  the  Judge  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  It  was  not ;  that  is  a  thing  I  would  not  do 
with  any  man. 

Question.  Did  the  Judge  make  any  reference  to  that  pro- 
ceeding of  the  grand  jury  ? 

Answer.  Not  the  least. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Was  the  office  of  Judge  Grason  in  his  house  ? 
Answer.  Yes. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  Judge  Grason  keep  a  law  office  at  that 
time? 

Answer.  It  was  an  office  ;  whether  he  used  it  as  a  law  of- 
fice,, I  cannot  say;  it  was  the  office  he  used  before  he  was 
Judge. 

Question.  Was  your  conversation  in  the  office  or  house? 

Answer.  Once  in  the  office  ;  the  other  times  in  the  parlor. 

By  the  Committee 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Have  you  not  always  been  a 
Union  man  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  have  always  been  from  the  beginning ;  I 
have  never  scratched  a  name  off  the  Union  ticket. 


Cross-examination . 

Question.  Has  Judge  Grason  been  a  Union  man? 
Answer.  I  cannot  tell. 

Question.  You  have  been  very  familiar  with  him,  have  you 
not? 
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Answer.  I  have  been  on  intimate  terms  with  him,  but  I 
never  visited  him  much. 

Question.  Do  you  know  any  man  in  Baltimore  county  who 
has  not  been  a  Union  man  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  I  do  ;  a  good  many. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  Mr.  Grason  express  any  dis- 
loyal sentiments  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  him  express  any  sympathy 
with  the  rebellion,  or  any  wish  for  the  success  of  the  Con- 
federate armies? 

Answer.  I  never  did. 

Gross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  But  you  said  you  never  had  any  conversation 
with  him  on  that  subject? 

Answer.  That  is  the  very  reason  ;  I  heard  Mr.  Grason,  in 
a  speech  at  the  Court  House,  say  that  he  would  like  to  see 
the  stars  and  stripes  flying  over  every  inch  of  ground  in  this 
country. 

Question.  When  did  he  say  that? 

Answer.  In  January,  1865. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  hear  Mr.  Grason  make  any  re- 
marks sustaining  or  upholding  the  Government  or  its  policy? 

Answer.  I  think  I  heard  him  say  he  did  not  wish  to  see 
this  country  destroyed. 

Question.  When  was  that? 

Answer.  Over  a  year  ago. 

Question.  Was  it  four  (4)  years  ago  ? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  of  this  loitness  was  here  concluded. 

Leavis  H.  Wheeler,  re-called  by  the  Respondent. 

Question.  Mr.  Longnecker  has  testified  that  he  was  editor 
of  the  "Baltimore  County  American;"  was  there  upon  the 
20th  of  April  of  1861,  an  extra  issued  by  that  paper  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

[The  witness  was  here  shown  the  paper  which  was  marked 
"Exhibit  E."]

TowsoNTowN,  Maryland, 
Saturday  evening,  April  20,  1861. 

Civil  war  is  in  our  midst  ?  A  riot  has  occurred  between 
soldiers  from  the  North  and  the  citizens  of  Baltimore,  and 
unarmed  men  have  fallen  beneath  the  musket  shots  of  sol- 
diers from  another  State.  We  have  stood  long  by  the  Union 
Flag — we  have  contended  thus  far  beneath  its  folds,  but  now 
we  must  coincide  with  Governor  Hicks  and  Mayor  Brown,  as 
well  as  with  the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  the  entire  State 
in  saying  that  Northern  troops  shall  not  pass  unharmed 
through  the  State  of  Maryland,  for  the  purpose  of  subjugat- 
ing the  South.  Northern  troops  are  now,  it  is  said,  march- 
ing to  Washington,  intending  to /orce  themselves  through 
Maryland,  and  we  can  but  say  to  our  people,  respond  to  the 
call  issued  by  the  Governor,  and  defend  your  State. 

It  is  said  that  Government  troops  who  came  as  far  as  the 
Gunpowder,  on  the  Philadelphia  Rail  Road,  were  prevented 
from  proceeding  by  the  l)ridge  being  destroyed,  and  that  they 
are  now  marching  on  foot  towards  Baltimore. 

The  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards,  of  this  place,  has 
been  ordered  out,  and  manfully  are  they  responding.  They 
are  now  gathering,  and  will  march  before  the  going  down  of 
the  sun. 

The  "Towson  Guards,"  have  yetnot  received  orders,  but  are 
momentarily  expecting  them. 

All  is  excitement  here,  and,  with  a  few  exceptions,  all  ap- 
pear to  be  of  one  mind. 

On  the  N.  C.  R.  R.,  the  bridges  over  Western  Run  and 
Beaver  dams,  near  Cockeysville,  and  several  bridges  near  the 
city,  including  the  iron  bridge  at  the  Relay  House,  have  been 
destroyed,  to  prevent  the  transportation  of  government 
troops  from  the  North. 

Question.  Have  you  examined  that  paper  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  I  believe  it 
is  an  exact  duplicate  ;  the  first  time  I  saw  the  original  it  was 
nailed  on  a  tree  in  front  of  Mr.  Longnecker's  printing  oflfice  ; 
I  know  they  were  the  same  sentiments  that  he  expressed  on 
Ady's  porch  thgit  day. 

Cross-examination. 

Question.  Are  you  familiar  with  the  print  of  Mr.  Long- 
necker's paper  ?

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Answer.  I  have  read  it  quite  constantly  for  a  number  of 
years. 

Question.  Is  that  strip  from  the  types  of  his  press  ? 

Answer.  I  could  hardly  say  ;  in  some  particulars  it  does 
not  look  as  if  it  had  been,  in  others  it  does. 

Question.  Did  you  not  know  that  something  was  gotten  up 
within  the  last  year  as  an  electioneering  document,  to  circu- 
late which  was  not  the  original  extra  ? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  of  such  a  thing. 

Question.  Are  you  prepared  to  say  that  was  struck  off  at 
or  near  the  time  of  the  date  which  it  bears  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  I  could  not  say  that. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  believe  that  to  be  a 
verbatim  copy  of  the  extra  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  T  read  the  extra  very  carefully,  and  I  be- 
lieve it  to  be  a  copy. 


Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  When  did  you  first  see  this  ? 

Answer.  It  was  3  or  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  Horse  Guards  when  they  started 
to  town  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  if  Mr.  G-rason  was  with  them  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  see  him  with  them. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  in  passing  Mr.  Longneck- 
er's  office,  they  gave  three  cheers  for  those  sentiments? 

Answer.  I  could  not  tell ;  I  was  some  distance  off. 

Question.  Did  you  see  them  swing  their  hats  as  they  pass- 
ed in  front  of  Longnecker's  office? 

Answer.  No. 

The  counsel  for  the  Respondent  here  offered  the  "Balti- 
more County  American,"  John  H.  Longnecker,  Editor,  of 
January  25th,  1861,  for  impeaching  the  testimony  of  Mr. 
Longnecker. 

ANTI-COERCION  RESOLUTIONS  OF  THE  KENTUCKY 
LEG-ISLATURE. 

Louisville,  Jan.  22. 

In  the  Kentucky  Legislature  yesterday,  the  House  passed, 
by  a  vote  of  87  against  6,  a  series  of  resolutions,  declaring, 
in  view  of  the  men  and  money  tendered  by  several  of  the 
Northern  States  to  the  General  Government,  that  the  people 
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of  Kentucky,  uniting  with  their  brethren  of  the  South,  will 
resist  such  invasion  of  the  soil  of  the  South  at  all  hazards 
and  to  the  last  extremity. 

The  above  we  believe  to  be  the  position  of  Maryland  to  the 
very  letter,  and  believing,  as  we  do,  that  nine-tenths  of  the 
people  of  this  State  are  extremely  anxious  to  settle  the  con- 
troversy without  resort  to  arras,  or  in  any  way  add  to  the 
already  intense  excitement,  they  have  determined  to  exhaust 
every  means  in  their  power,  and  await  the  action  of  Congress 
to  settle  the  difficulties,  hoping  thereby  to  avert  civil  war  and 
the  entire  annihilation  of  the  Union. 

We  would  therefore,  warn  our  Northern  friends,  and  say 
to  them  that  this  matter  must  be  arranged,  and  satisfactorily 
to  the  South,  too,  now  or  never.  It  is  all  nonsense  for  the 
Eepublicans  of  the  North  and  East  to  think  for  a  moment 
that  Maryland  has  any  sympathy  with  them.  She  has  not 
been  holding  off  for  any  love  she  had  for  any  Northern  State, 
or  for  the  Republican  party,  or  any  of  its  principles,  but  sim- 
ply to  allay,  rather  than  add  to,  the  already  excited  state  of 
the  country,  whilst  Congress  has  the  matter  in  hand,  hoping 
thereby  to  avert  the  most  direful  calamities. 

But  should  all  efforts  at  compromise  fail,  then,  but  not  till 
then,  will  Maryland,  good  old  conservative  Maryland,  be 
found  standing,  side  by  side,  and  shoulder  to  shoulder,  with 
even  South  Carolina,  Mississippi,  and  other  States  that  have 
acted  (as  we  think)  rashly,  as  well  as  every  Southern  State 
now  in  the  Union.

people  of  Maryland  to  elect  delegates  to  a  State  Convention 
who  will  decide  on  the  annexation  of  the  State  to  the  South- 
ern Confederacy,

John  C.  Robinson,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question,  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  ? 
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Answer.  My  name  is  John  C.  Robinson  ;  I  reside  at  Tow- 
sontown;  I  am  a  carpenter. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  Yes.  , 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  him? 

Answer.  About  nine  (9)  or  ten  (10)  years :  ever  since  he 
came  to  Towsontown. 

Question.  Do  you  recollect  the  occurrence  of  the  raising  of 
the  Union  flag  at  Towsontown  in  1861  ? 

Answer.  The  raising  of  the  second  one  I  do  :  not  the  old 
flag;  I  was  in  Baltimore  that  day. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Henry  Kone? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Mr.  Kone  gives  your  name  as  one  of  the  parties 
that  were  present  at  the  flag-raising  of  the  29th  of  April — 
the  first  flag-raising? 

Answer.  I  was  not  there  that  day.  I  recollect  I  was  in 
Baltimore,  standing  on  the  Point,  looking  at  a  flag  that  was 
raised  on  Federal  Hill.  That  was  the  same  day  that  the  flag 
was  raised  at  Towsontown.  I  was  not  present  in  Towsontown 
on  that  occasion.  I  was  present  at  the  second  flag-raising, 
standing  on  Mr.  Ady's  porch  when  tliey  brought  that  flag 
out. 

Question.    Was  Mr.  Grason  there  that  time? 

Answer.  No  :  I  did  not  see  him. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  cheering,  groaning  or  hissing, 
on  that  occasion  ? 

Answer.  No :  the  only  cheering  was  when  that  flag  went 
up,  around  the  pole. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Gross-examination. 

Question.  Are  you  a  Union  man. 

Answer.  Yes  :  I  consider  myself  so.  I  have  taken  the 
oath  of  allegiance  five  (5)  or  six  (6)  times.  I  worked  at 
Point  Lookout  Government  Hospital,  and  used  to  have  to 
take  it  every  time  I  went  down.  I  had  to  take  the  oath  to 
Major  Belger  to  get  a  pass  to  go  down  there  ;  sometimes  we 
had  to  take  it  down  there  when  we  came  back. 

Question .  Have  you  always  been  an  upholder  of  the  Gov- 
ernment ? 

Answer.  Yes,  I  never  did  anything  to  my  knowledge 
against  it. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 
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Samuel  F.  Butler,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Eespondent, 
being  duly  sworn  testified  as  follows  : 

Q,uestiou.  State  your  name,  residence  and  business? 

Answe^.  My  name  is  Samuel  F.  Butler,  I  reside  at  Towson- 
town,  I  am  a  carpenter. 

Question.  You  were  for  a  time  Register  of  Wills,  were  you 
not? 

Answer.  Yes,  I  was  appointed  in  1862,  and  served  until  the 
following  Fall,  about  thirteen  (13)  months. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  the  raising  of  the  flag  at 
Towsontown  in  April,  1861? 

Answer.  I  think  I  was,  I  will  not  be  positive.  When  the 
new  flag  was  put  up  I  know  I  was  there,  I  think  I  was  there 
the  first  one. 

Question.  At  any  flag  raising  at  Towsontown  in  1861,  did 
you  see  Mr.  Grason  present? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  At  any  flag  raising  at  Towsontown  in  1861,  did 
you  hear  any  cheering  for  Jeff  Davis  or  the  Southern  Confede- 
racy or  any  groans  and  hissing  at  Ady's  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  No,  nor  at  any  other  time. 

Question.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  Towsontown? 

Answer.  About  nine  (9)  years. 

Question.  When  did  you  first  hear  of  any  such  cheers, 
groans  or  hissing  having  taken  place  at  any  flag  raising  ? 

Answer.  Not  until  since  this  trial. 

duestion.  Have  you  resided  in  Towsontown  all  the  time 
since  and  did  you  reside  there  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  have  never  heard  of  any  such  occurrences 
until  this  trial  ? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  conclvded. 

Question.  Were  you  about  there  the  week  following  the 
19th  of  April? 

Answer.    Yes. 

Question  There  were  troops  under  arms  at  that  time,  were 
they  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  you  one  of  them  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  You  saw  them,  did  you  not? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  them  when  they  started  for  Balti- 
more ? 

Answer.  Yes. 
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Question.  t)id  they  make  any  demonstration  of  any  kind 
as  they  went  pass  Longnecker's  ? 

Answer.  I  think  there  was  a  demonstration  made  before! 
they  left,  I  remember  that  Mr.  T.  Sturgis  Davis  stepped  out 
into  the  road  and  offered  three  cheers  for  Longnecker. 

Question.  Did  he  cheer  alone? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say,  I  remember  distinctly  hearing  him 
cheer. 

Question.  Don't  you  remember  of  hearing  anybody  else 
cheering  except  Davis  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  remember  whether  they  did  or  not. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  that  before  they  were 
mounted  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Did  you  meet  frequently  Lieuts.  Merry  man  and 
Grason  during  that  week  ? 

Answer.  I  saw  them  about  town,  I  had  no  conversation 
with  them. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  either  of  them  say  anything  by 
way  of  threatening  the  Union  men  in  the  vicinity  of  Towson- 
town  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  3'-ou  hear  either  of  them  say  anything  to  the 
effect  that  the  Union  men  had  brought  those  troops  down  to 
steal  negroes  or  any  thing  of  thing  of  that  sort? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Did  you  ever  say  anything  of  that  sort,  your- 
self? 

Answer.  Certainly  not. 

Question.  And  never  heard  either  of  them? 

Answer.    No. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  expressions  in  reference  to  the 
contest  or  any  collision  whatever  from  either  of  them  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Where  were  you  standing  at  the  time  of  the  flag 
raising  ? 

Answer.  On  Mr.  Ady's  porch. 

Question.  Were  there  many  persons  about  there? 

Answer.  Ten  (10)  or  twelve  (12)  probably. 

Question.  Was  there  any  excitement  ? 

Answer.  Some  excitement  between  the  Messrs.  Yellott's,  a 
fight,  a  rough  and  tumble  fight,  tearing  of  shirts,  &c. 
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Question.  You  are  not  certain  that  you  were  there  at  the 
first  raising  of  the  flag,  are  you  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  positively,  I  think  I  was  though. 

Question.  Were  you  there  at  the  time  of  the  taking  down  of 
the  Union  flag? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  why  it  was  taken  down  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  whether  there  was  any  order  at 
all,  I  think  it  was  an  agreement  among  the  citizens  of  Tow- 
sontown. 

Question.  Was  it  an  agreement  between  persons  represent- 
ing different  parties  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  tell  exactly  what  their  politics  were,  I 
think  Mr.  George  was  there. 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  there  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Had  Mr.  Grason  any  connection  with  the  taken 
down  of  the  flag? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  What  day  was  it  taken  down? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  whether  it  was  taken  down  Sunday 
or  Monday,  I  think  it  was  Monday;  I  will  not  be  positive,  the 
reason  why  it  was  taken  down  was  there  was  a  great  many 
rowdies  came  out  there  from  Baltimore.  I  remember  dis- 
tinctly hearing  some  of  the  people  say  that  it  should  be  taken 
down,  so  as  not  be  disgraced  as  some  of  the  flags  had  been  in 
Baltimore. 

Question.  Who  said  that  ? 

Answer.  I  think  Mr.  Longnecker  and  persons  of  Towson- 
town.  The  reason  I  think  was  that  a  hack  load  of  these  men 
came  out  with  guns  and  pieces  of  the  Union  flag  attached  to 
their  muskets. 

Question.  But  you  know  nothing  of  any  agreement  be- 
tween persons  representing  opposite  parties  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  No. 


Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Was  it  not  considered  advisable  by  the  citizens 
of  Towsontown  that  the  flag  should  be  taken  down  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  it  was  not  taken  down  through  any  disre- 
gard to  the  flag. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Who  do  you  mean  by  the  citizens  ? 
Answer.  The  people  of  Towsontown. 
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By  the  Committee. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  Was  tliere  any  parties  at  that 
time  known  as  rebels  ? 

Answer.  I  never  heard  that  name  spoken  of. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  It  was  not  taken  down  as  an  insult  to  the  flag, 
was  it  ? 

Answer.  It  was  taken  down  to  prevent  the  flag  from  being 
torn  up  by  those  parties  coming  from  Baltimore,  the  road  was 
then  full  of  them. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

The  counsel  for  the  Respondent  had  before  offered  in  evi- 
dence the  following  paper  marked  "Exhibit  F." 

EXHIBIT  "F." 

And  the  Eespondent  further  oflPered  to  prove  by  said  Enos 
Smedley,  that  he  was  in  Towsontown,  Baltimore  county,  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  summer  or  early  in  the  fall  of  1863, 
when  a  County  Convention  of  the  Union  party  was  being 
held  at  that  place,  which  convention  adopted  a  resolution 
that  no  side  issues  should  be  introduced  into  the  then  pend- 
ing political  canvass  ;  that  James  L.  Ridgely,  the  Contestant 
in  this  case  attended  said  convention,  and  after  its  adjourn- 
ment, the  witness,  Smedley,  asked  said  Ridgely  what  was 
meant  by  "side  issues,"  as  mentioned  in  said  resolution, 
when  said  Ridgely  replied,  that  the  negro  question  was  meant_, 
and  if  the  principle  of  emancipation  should  be  attempted  to 
be  carried  out  in  Maryland,  the  State  would  go  out  of  the 
Union,  and  that  there  would  be  but  one  sentiment  enter- 
tained by  the  people  of  the  State  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

George  H.  Carman,  called  as  a  witness  for  Respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name  and  residence? 

Answer.  My  name  is  George  H.  Carman  ;  and  I  reside  in 
Baltimore  county,  near  Towsontown. 

Question.  You  were  a  member  of  the  Baltimore  County 
Horse  Guards  were  you  not  ? 

Answer.  I  was  Second  Lieutenant. 

Question.  When  was  that  company  organized? 

33 
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Answer.  The  first  meeting  was  held  some  time  in  January 
1861. 

Question.  Had  it  a  Constitution  and  By-laws  ? 

Answer.  It  had. 

Question.  State  whether  or  not  that  is  the  Constitution  in 
that  book  ?  (Respondent  offers  the  Constitution  and  By- 
laws of  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards,  which  were  ex- 
amined by  the  witness.) 

Answer.  This  is  a  book  containing  the  proceedings  of  the 
Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards,  and  this  is  the  Constitution 
which  was  adopted  by  that  company,  they  are  not  all  copied 
into  the  book. 

The  counsel  for  the  Eespondent  desired  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  committee  to  section  first  of  Article  thirteen  of  the 
Constitution,  which  reads  as  follows  :  "No  member  shall 
introduce  or  discuss  any  political  subject  at  any  parade,  drill 
or  meeting,  under  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence." 

Question.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Henry  Kone,  of  Tow- 
sontown  ? 

Answer.  I  am. 

Question.  In  his  testimony  he  spoke  of  you  being  present 
at  a  flag  raising  on  the  29th  of  April,  1861,  where  you  there 
at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  think  not. 

Question.  Where  were  you  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say.  I  do  not  remember 
having  witnessed  the  raising  of  the  flag  on  the  29th  of  April  ; 
I  am  satisfied  I  was  not  present  at  the  raising  of  that  flag,  I 
did  not  see  anything  of  its  being  raised. 

Question.  You  were  present  at  the  second  flag  raising  were 
you  not  ? 

Answer.  I  was  at  Ady's  Hotel. 

Question.  Were  you  present  when  the  diflSculty  occurred 
between  Mr.  Yellott  and  his  uncle? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  this  was  at  the  second  flag  raising. 

Question.  Were  you  at  Ady's  during  all  that  time? 

Answer.  I  came  to  Ady's  from  the  court  house  or  from 
home,  my  impression  is  that  I  came  from  dinner  while  the 
speaking  was  going  on  in  the  hall,  there  were  few  persons 
about  the  hotel,  not  a  great  many.  I  recollect  Mr.  Yellott's 
uncle  ;  young  Mr.  Yellott,  Captain  Yellott  now,  came  across 
from  the  hall  and  went  into  the  bar  of  the  hotel,  after  re- 
maining there  a  few  moments,  some  words  passed  between 
him  and  his  uncle,  and  they  got  into  a  difficulty. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  cheering  for  Jeff.  Davis  on 
that  occasion  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  You  were  in  Baltimore  city  with  the  company 
on  Saturday  night  the  20th  of  April,  were  you  not? 

Answer.  I  was. 
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Cluestion,  Were  you  with  them  when  they  were  ordered  to 
quell  a  riot  or  disturbance  ? 

Answer.  I  was. 

Question.  Where  was  that  riot  ? 

Answer.  I  think  on  Eutaw  street  or  in  that  neighborhood. 

Question.  Were  you  with  them  that  Saturday  night  when 
they  went  in  the  direction  of  the  Fort  ? 

Answer.  I  was. 

(duestion.  For  what  purpose  did  you  go  the  Fort? 

Answer.  An  impression  prevailed  at  the  time  that  the 
populace  was  about  to  make  some  attack  upon  the  Fort — 
there  was  various  rumors,  and  we  directed  by  the  police  com- 
missioners to  report  at  Monument  Square,  when  we  went  there 
they  said  there  was  some  danger  of  an  attack  upon  the  Fort, 
and  of  a  difficulty  between  the  military  and  the  citizens,  and 
we  were  ordered  down  to  the  Fort  to  protect  it,  and  with  that 
view  we  went  probably  within  three  or  four  hundred  yards 
of  the  Fort,  but  we  did  not  see  any  difficulty.  There  was 
some  military  force  there  and  a  good  many  on  their  way  and 
then  we  returned. 

Question.  Did  you  find  a  military  force  stationed  between 
Baltimore  and  the  Fort  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  they  return  with  you  ? 

Answer.  I  understood  they  were  ordered  to  do  so. 

Question.  Do  you  know  of  any  individual,  or  any  associa- 
tion of  individuals,  or  any  military  organization,  that  went 
down  to  make  an  attack  upon  Fort  McHenry  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not. 

Question.  Do  you  know  when  the  bridges  were  first  burned 
out  in  the  neighborhood  of  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  On  Friday  or  Saturday  night,  my  impression  is 
it  was  Friday  night  or  early  Saturday  morning.  I  lived  then 
a  few  miles  from  the  Northern  Central  Railroad;  I  know  the 
bridges  were  burned  Sunday  morning  when  those  troops  came, 
they  were  burned  to  prevent  them  from  coming  to  Baltimore. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  On  what  day  did  the  troops 
come  to  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  On  Sunday  morning  after  the  19th — the  20th  the 
bridges  were  burned  to, prevent  the  troops  passing  over  the 
road.

The  light   corresponded    with  the  time  the 


Question.  Did  you  see  any  indication  of  a  fire? 

Answer.  I  saw  a  light  from  my  house  and  did  not  know 


bridges  were  said  to  have  b6en  burned,  and  the  direction. 
That  was  on  Friday  night. 

Question .  That  was  before  your  company  had  assembled  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Could  you  designate  those  bridges  that  were 
burned  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  that  I  can;  there  were  two  bridges. 

Question.    Were  those  upon  the  railroad  ? 

Answer.  They  were  railroad  bridges  on  the  Northern  Cen- 
tral Railroad. 

Question.  That  was  the  road  upon  which  the  troops  were 
to  have  been  transported,  was  it  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  When  did  those  troops  leave  the  neighborhood 
of  Cockeysville  to  return  ? 
'     Answer.  I  think  on  Tuesday  after  the  19th  of  April. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  ivas  here  concluded. 
Cross-examination . 

Question.  Were  any  of  the  bridges  destroyed  on  that  road 
after  that  Friday  night  ? 

Answer.  I  heard  there  were  some  bridges  destroyed  ? 

Question.  When  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  name  the  day,  but  at  some  period  after 
the  troops  had  returned  from  Cockeysville. 

Question.   Do  you  know  by  whom  they  were  destroyed  ? 

Answer.  Only  by  hear  say. 

Question.  What  troops  were  those  at  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  I  never  saw  them;  I  heard  they  were  troops  from 
Pennsylvania. 

Question.  Responding  to  the  call  of  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment ? 

Answer.  I  presume  that's  what  they  were  doing. 

Question.  How  long  were  you  with  the  Horse  Guards  at 
the  time  of  their  being  called  out  ? 

Answer.  I  suppose  off  and  on  from  a  week  to  ten  days. 

Question.  Up  until  what  time  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  exactly,  it  appears  to  me  that  the 
Horse  Guards  were  in  uniform  probably  for  a  week.  * 

Question.  Were  they  certainly  in  uniform  until  after  the 
retirement  of  these  troops  from  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Do  you,  or  do  you  not  know,  that  a  portion  of 
the  Horse  Guards  followed  them  in  their  retirement  from 
Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  Not  as  a  company  they  certainly  did  not,  it  may 
have  been  individuals.     I  heard  that  the  bridges  were  burned 
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by  individual  members  of  the  Horse  Guards,  not  as  a  compa- 
ny. If  they  followed  them  it  was  on  the  occasion  of  the 
burning  of  the  bridges. 

Question.  Do  you  not  know  whether  the  company  had  any 
orders  to  pursue  these  troops  and  destroy  the  bridge  behind 
them  ? 

Answer.  I  never  knew  they  had  any  positive  orders. 

Question.  By  whose  orders  were  they  acting? 

Answer.  By  the  orders  of  Lieutenant  Merryman. 

Question.  At  tlie  time  those  troops  were  stationed  at 
Cockeysville  did  you  or  either  of  the  Lieutenants,  or  any 
portion  of  the  company  go  out  into  the  vicinity  where  they 
were? 

Answer.  I  never  knew  particularly  the  ground  upon  which 
those  troops  were  located.  I  never  saw  the  troops  while  they 
were  located  at  Cockeysville,  I  was  within  a  few  miles  of  them. 

Question.  How  near  to  the  house  of  Peter  Cockey  were 
those  troops  stationed  ? 

Answer.  I  suppose  within  four  or  live  hundred  yards. 

Question.  Did  you,  or  did  the  company,  so  far  as  you  know, 
communicate  with  the  commander  of  those  troops,  or  have 
any  intercourse  or  communication  with  them? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  that  we  did  as  a  company. 

Question.  Did  all  the  company  go  with  you  down  to  Fort 
McHenry  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  any  that  did  not  go. 

Question.  Did  you  communicate  with  the  officers  of  the 
Fort  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  There  was  another'  military  company  accompa- 
nied us  to  the  Fort. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  that  communicated  with 
the  officers  of  the  Fort  ? 

Answer.  No  :  I  do  not. 

Question.  Do  I  understand  you  that  you  went  there  to  pro- 
tect the  Fort  against  attack  ? 

Answer.  As  I  remarked,  a  report  came  from  the  Police 
Commissioners  that  it  was  likely  that  an  attack  upon  the  Fort 
would  be  made  by  the  populace  of  Baltimore,  and  we  went  to 
the  Fort  to  see  that  there  was  no  difficulty  of  that  kind. 

Question.  Do  you  know  what  were  the  orders  and  inten- 
tions of  your  superior  officers? 

Answer.  So  far  as  I  learned  them. 

Question.  From  whom? 

Answer.  I  am  not  prepared  to  name  the  parties  who  com- 
municated the  orders  ;  it  was  not  done  in  any  regular  style. 

Question.  Can  you  state  any  one  from  whom  orders  were 
received  upon  your  arrival  in  town  after  you  reported? 

Answer.  I  learned  on  going  to  the  city  that  they  conferred 
with  the  Police  Commissioners  and  Mayor, 
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Question.  Did  you  see  any  military  commander  to  whom 
the  company  reported  ? 

Answer.  I  remember  G-eneral  Egerton,  he  was  acting  with 
Gi-eneral  Stewart. 

Question.  Did  you  see  General  Trimble  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  Did  you  know  any  thing  of  any  badges  being 
worn  by  the  company  ? 

Answer.  There  were  a  great  many  badges  worn  by  I  think 
some  men  of  our  company,  and  by  people  generally,  there  was 
nothing  regular  in  it,  it  was  no  order  of  the  company. 

Question.  What  was  the  character  of  those  badges? 

Answer.  I  think  they  were  generally  the  Coat  of  Arms  of 
the  State. 

Question.  Do  you  know  where  they  were  obtained  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not. 

Question.  Did  you  have  any  knowledge  of  the  orders  under 
which  you  went  to  town  ? 

Answer.  Nothing  more  than  that  the  Captain  said  it  was 
desired  that  we  should  go  to  the  city. 

Question.  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  deputation  of  your 
officers  having  gone  to  town  to  tender  the  services  of  the 
company  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Was  anything  of  that  sort  discussed  among  the 
officers,  do  you  know  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  do  not  remember  anything  of  the  kind.  On 
Saturday  morning  I  drove  to  town  to  transact  some  business; 
on  my  way  to  Baltimore,  I  learned  the  troops  had  been  called 
out;  when  I  got  home  I  understood  our  company  was  to  go 
out.     I  got  my  uniform  and  came  to  Towsontown. 

Question.  About  that  time,  during  that  week,  or  the  week 
following,  was  there  any  political  conversation  or  discussion 
among  the  members  of  that  company  ? 

Answer.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Harry  Gilmor  when  he  came  up  to 
Towsontown  with  a  certain  banner  which  was  subsequently 
raised  on  Ady's  Hotel  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  remember. 

Question.  Did  you  see  that  flag  before  it  was  put  over  the 
Hotel? 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Question.  Did  you  see  it  afterwards  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  speak  positively  on  that  subject. 

Question.  Did  you  then  and  since  think  those  badges 
worn  at  that  time  were  political  emblems  or  badges  ? 

Answer.  I  never  recognized  them  as  such. 

Question.  Were  they  Union  badges  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  whether  they  were  Union  badges. 

Question.  Did  you  not  know  that  they  were  emblems  of 
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State  sovereignty  and  indications  of  rebellion  and  State  seces- 
sion ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know;  I  knew  they  were  emblems  of 
State  sovereignty. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  Mr.  Grason  wear  one  of 
those  badges  ? 

Answer.  I  never  saw  him  wear  one  to  my  recollection. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  You  started  with  the  company  at  the  time  they 
went  to  Baltimore,  did  you  not?  ib 

Answer.  I  did. 

Question.  Was  there  any  demonstration  of  approval  or  dis- 
approval, or  applause,  or  the  reverse  towards  Mr.  Longnecker, 
or  the  paper  of  which  he  was  the  editor  ? 

Answer.  Tha  first  time  I  saw  Mr.  Longnecker's  extra  was 
in  the  Hotel,  somebody  came  up  and  said  Mr.  Longnecker 
had  issued  an  extra  and  somebody  handed  me  one,  but  I  re- 
marked I  supposed  it  did  not  amount  to  much. 

Question,  Was  the  extra  you  saw  a  slip  like  that  ? 

[The  witness  was  here  shown  the  paper  which  had  been 
marked  "Exhibit  E,"  and  has  been  already  filed  in  this 
record.] 

Answer.  I  think  this  is  very  much  like  the  extra  handed 
to  me  on  that  occasion;  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  whether  it 
is  or  not. 

Question.  Was  there  so  far  as  you  know,  any  danger,  or 
difliculty,  or  collision  with  anybody  anticipated? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know;  things  never  looked  to  me  as  being 
in  much  danger;  it  was  an  extraordinary  occasion. 

Question.  Was  there  any  demonstrations  or  declarations  at 
that  time  against  the  Government,  on  the  part  of  your  com- 
pany or  its  officers — declarations  or  demonstrations  to  prevent 
the  passage  of  troops  through  the  State  of  Maryland  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  remember  any  conversation  that  oc- 
curred with  a  view  that  no  troops  should  pass  through  the 
State  of  Maryland  on  the  part  of  our  company;  we  were  a 
small  company,  probably  thirty  members;  the  lowest  estimate 
I  heard  of  the  troops  at  Cockeysville  was  thirty  five  hundred, 
I  know  we  would  not  have  prevented  the  troops  from  march- 
ing anywhere. 

(Question.  You  consider  that  was  a  loyal  demonstration  ? 

Answer.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say;  there  was  no  question 
of  loyalty  at  that  time. 
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Question .  Was  it  a  demonstration  for  the  purpose  of  aiding 
and  upholding  the  Government,  or  in  opposition  to  the 
movements  of  the  Government  troops  ? 

Answer.  We  were  acting  as  a  military  company,  commis- 
sioned by  the  Governor  of  this  State. 

Question.  Did  you  receive  orders  from  any  military  officer 
of  the  State  ? 

Answer.  It  was  understood  that  we  received  orders  from 
General  Steuart. 

Question.  Did  you  know  anything  of  any  arms  and  ammu- 
nition being  received  by  the  company,  extra  from  the  ordi- 
nary cavalry  arms,  which  you  had  before  the  19th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  Our  intention  was  to  make  our  companya  thorough- 
ly mounted  company;  the  original  intention  was  for  carbines; 
the  State  furnished  us  with  sabres  and  pistols,  and  when  these 
difficulties  occurred,  we  learned  that  there  were  carbines  for 
distribution  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  ;  some  persons,  on  be- 
half of  the  comjDany,  went  to  Baltimore,  who  said  the  carbines 
could  be  gotten  ;  there  were  some  arms  sent  to  Towsontown, 
but  when  they  were  received  we  found  they  were  not  carbines 
but  rifles,  long  heavy  rifles  that  were  not  recognized  as  cavalry 
arms,  and  there  was  a  question  what  should  be  done  with 
them,  and  different  individuals  took  them  home  with  them  ; 
these  were  all  the  arms  we  received. 

Question.  Do  you  know  from  whom  they  were  received  ? 

Answer.  I  understood  they  were  received  from  the  parties 
managing  affairs  in  Baltimore. 

Question.  Did  you  see  Colonel  Kane  during  that  week  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  not  to  my  knowledge. 

Mr.  Whitney  here  dosed  the  testimony  for  the  Respondent. 


E.  R.  PETHERBRiDaE,  Called  as  a  witness  for  the  Con- 
testant, being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name  and  residence  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  E.  R.  Petherbridge,  and  I  reside  in 
Baltimore. 

Question.  Where  were  you  during  the  months  of  April 
and  May,  1861  ? 

Answer.  I  was  in  Baltimore. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  any  difficulty,  or 
disturbance  or  armed  collision  in  Baltimore,  in  the  month  of 
April,  1861? 

Answer.  Of  course. 

Question.  State  what  you  know  of  any  difficulty  at  that 
time,  the  19th  of  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Governor  Hicks  sent  for  me  at  the  Fountain 
Hotel,  and  gave  me  an  order  requesting  me  to  go  to  work 
and  seize  all  the  arms  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  belonging  to 
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the  State,  he  was  fearful  that  there  was  an  effort  that  these 
arms  should  be  put  in  the  hands  of  parties,  for  the  purpose 
of  preventing  soldiers  passing  through  the  State,  and  who 
desired  to  use  them  against  the  Government ;  according  to 
that  order,  I  went  to  work  to  ascertain  what  parties  had 
arms  belonging  to  the  State  of  Maryland,  some  of  those  arms 
I  succeeded  in  getting  from  the  parties,  others  I  was  unable 
to  get.  Mr,  Stockbridge  was  also  requested  by  Governor 
Hicks,  to  aid  and  assist  me  by  his  counsel,  and  of  course  I 
had  frequent  interviews  with  him,  I  told  him  of  the  informa- 
tion I  had  received,  and  listened  to  his  advice,  some  of  the 
parties  who  had  receipted  for  arms,  handed  those  arms  over 
when  waited  upon,  others  refused,  and  they  could  not  be 
found  ;  the  balance  of  the  arms  we  got  did  not  belong  to  the 
State  of  Maryland,  they  were  found  in  the  Marshal's  office 
in  Holiday  street^  that  was  after  Marshal  Kane  had  been 
superceded,  those  arms  were  in  cases  and  evidently  came 
from  Harper's  Ferry. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  any  arms  were  then  dis- 
tributed to  any  organizations  by  the  Governor  of  the  State, 
or  by  his  authority  ? 

Answer.  His  order  was  to  gather  in  all  the  arms,  but  I 
have  no  knowledge  that  the  Governor  himself  authorized 
any  one  to  hand  those  arras  to  any  one  ;  he  did  not  authorize 
me. 

Question.  What  was  done  with  those  arms  by  you,  as 
gathered  up  ? 

Answer.  They  were  carried  down  to  Fort  McHenry  and  a 
receipt  taken  for  them.  rj^r 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  the  Governor  had  " 
any  control  or  exercised  any  authority  over  those  arms   dur- 
ing the  month  succeeding  their  deposit  there  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  that. 

Question.  In  your  examination  at  the  Mayor's  office,  did 
you  find  any  evidence  of  there  having  been  any  considerable 
quantity  of  United  States'  arms  there  ? 

Answer.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  there  were  several 
cases.  I  remember  Mr.  Stockbridge  calling  my  attention 
to  the  marks  upon  the  boxes;  I  do  not  remember  their  num- 
ber. 

Question.   Do  you  remember  when  that  was? 

Answer.  On  the  night  of  the  18tli  of  April,  I  was  sent  out 
to  take  charge  of  the  Pikesville  arsenal  to  save  it,  as  Gover- 
nor Hicks  thought  there  was  a  mob  going  out  to  take  posses- 
sion of  the  Government  property;  I  remained  there  nntil  the 
night  of  the  19th,  when  the  Governor  sent  for  me  to  come  in; 
I.  was  then  sent  down  to  Washington  to  get  two  thousand 
stand  of  arms  for  the  General  Government;  Mr.  Partridge, 
Secretary  of  State,  went  with  me;  when  we  got  there  a  tele- 
34 
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gram  came  down  telling  us  not  to  allow  the  arms  to  come  up, 
as  it  was  feared  that  they  would  fall  into  the  hands  of  the 
mob.  On  Sunday  I  returned  to  the  arsenal  and  remained 
until  the  Monday  the  order  was  given  me  then  to  gather  in 
those  arms. 

Question.  Was  there  any  armed  bodies  of  men  in  Balti- 
more during  the  week  following  the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.  Yes;  there  was  a  good  many  armed  men. 

Question.  In  consort  with  or  in  opposition  to  the  forces  of 
the  United  States  ? 

Answer.  That's  more  than  I  am  able  to  say;  I  was  not  in 
the  city  hardly  two  hours  from  the  19th  up  to  the  23d  of 
April. 

Question.   Were  you  there  on  the  19th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  I  was  sent  for  from  the  arsenal,  and  I  went  down 
to  the  Mayor's  office  with  the  Governor  from  the  Fountain 
Hotel;  I  insisted  upon  him  going  back  to  the  Fountain  Hotel; 
I  then  received  the  order  to  go  to  Washington  and  left  in  the 
4  o'clock  train. 

Question.  Had  there  been  any  co-operation  on  the  part  of 
the  armed  men  in  the  city  with  the  troops  of  the  tJnited 
States  ? 

Answer.  Not  to  my  knowledge,  I  do  not  know  that  there 
was  any  armed  men  out  on  the  19th. 

Question.  Had  there  been  any  hostile  demonstration  against 
the  troops  of  the  United  States? 

Answer.  Nothing  more  than  what  I  heard  that  the  troops 
had  been  attacked  on  Pratt  street;  I  don't  know  anything 
from  ray  personal  knowledge;  during  the  week  following  the 
19th  I  was  busy  gathering  in  the  arms.  I  received  an  order 
from  the  Governor  to  get  back  some  of  those  arms. 

Question.  Had  they  been  distributed  very  recently  or  for 
some  time? 

Answer.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  what  day  it  was.  We 
had  received  orders  from  Governor  Hicks  to  General  Banks. 
General  Morris  had  then  control  at  Fort  McHenry.  An 
orderly  sergeant  receipted  for  the  arms  we  carried  down  there, 
and  no  arms  could  be  given  out  until  orders  came  from  Gover- 
nor Hicks,  who  gave  me  a  general  order,  that  such  arms  as  I 
might  want  should  be  given  to  me;  that  was  after  the  19th 
of  April,  just  about  three  days  before  General  Cadwallader 
gave  up  his  command  to  General  Banks.  General  Banks 
relieved  General  Cadwallader,  who  was  the  first  commander 
at  Fort  McHenry. 

Question.  Can  you  fix  the  time  that  General  Banks  relieved 
General  Cadwallader  ? 

Answer.  I  could  not;  I  have  the  papers  at  home. 

Question.  Were  any  of  those  arms  distributed  to  any  of  the 
military  companies  of  the  State  ? 
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Answer.    Not  by  me;    whether   the   Governor   gave  any 
additional  orders  I  am  not  prepared  to  say. 

The  examination  in  cliief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 


Cross-examination. 

Question.  I  think  I  understood  you  that  you  did  receive 
from  Governor  Hicks  orders  upon  General  Banks,  who  was 
then  in  command  at  Fort  McHenry,  to  allow  you  to  receive 
arms  that  you  had  deposited  there  under  your  former  orders? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  You  say  you  did  deposit  them  in  Fort  McHenry  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  And  you  afterwards  received  orders  for  those 
arms,  did  you  ? 

Answer.  I  went  down  to  the  Fort  to  know  if  I  could  get 
those  arms  by  coming  down  myself;  I  was  told  I  would  have 
to  produce  an  order  from  Governor  Hicks  to  General  Banks, 
requesting  him  to  give  me  such  arms  as  I  might  want ;  Gen- 
eral Banks  referred  me  to  General  Morris,  in  whose  custody 
they  were. 

Question.  You  stated  that  you  and  Mr.  Partridge  went  to 
Washington  in  reference  to  some  arms,  and  while  there,  you 
received  a  dispatch  from  Governor  Hicks  not  to  have  the  arms 
brought  to  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  The  despatch  was  sent  down  not  to  allow  the 
arms  to  come,  as  it  was  feared  they  would  fall  into  the  hands 
of  the  mob. 

Question.  Was  it  not  generally  apprehended  at  that  time 
that  there  was  danger  of  irresponsible  mobs  breaking  into 
banks  and  private  stores  ;  and  was  it  not  apprehended  that 
the  town  would  be  in  the  hands  of  such  a  mob  ? 

Answer.  Certainly ;  there  was  no  doubt  of  that ;  no  one 
can  deny  that. 

Question.  The  military  generally  were  out  under  arms 
that  week  of  excitement  following  the  19th  of  April,  was  it 
not  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  ;  I  know  on  the  Sunday  I  returned 
to  the  arsenal  to  take  charge  of  it,  there  was  a  company  of 
mounted  men  with  carbines  came  to  the  arsenal  and  wanted 
to  be  admitted. 

(Question.  Were  you  out  under  the  orders  of  the  Governor 
to  protect  the  arsenal  from  the  attack  of  the  mob  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.  Was  it  not  generally  understood  that  these  per- 
sons and  these  associations  who  were  under  arms,  were  co- 
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operating  with  the  troops  of  the  Uaited  States,  or  acting  in 
jt'PpositioD  to  them? 

Answer.  I  do  not  think  any  one  can  doubt  that  they  were 
opposed  to  the  Grovernment  ;  I  know  when  I  consented  to  go 
out  to  the  arsenal,  it  was  with  the  distinct  understanding  that 
I  was  to  admit  no  military  forces  of  the  State  of  Maryland  ;  I 
had  my  reasons  for  making  that  request  ;  General  Steuart  was 
the  Major  General  of  the  Maryland  militia,  and  the  command 
necessarily  fell  into  his  hands,  and  had  to  report  necessarily 
as  a  subordinate  to  him  ;  I  was  relieved  from  the  command, 
and  compelled  to  give  up  the  arsenal  ,  I  was  obliged  to  obey 
orders. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  there  any  apprehension 
that  Fort  McHenry  would  be  attacked  by  that  mob  on  the 
20th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  There  were  rumors  to  that  effect,  and  if  I  mistake 
not,  there  were  some  parties  who  attempted  to  go  part  of  the 
way  down  to  the  Fort. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  "W  as  that  night  or  day  ? 

Answer.  The  day  time  ;  if  I  mistake  not,  the  Maryland 
Guard  apprehended  something  of  the  kind,  and  they  went 
down  and  encamped  one  night  at  Locust  Point,  between  the 
city  and  the  Fort,  to  prevent  any  attempt  or  attack  ;  there 
was  no  attack  upon  the  Fort  or  upon  the  arsenal,  but  it  was 
apprehended  ;  I  know  that  the  troops  went  down  and  the  in- 
fantry stayed,  and  the  acting  officer  of  the  Fort  sent  them 
word  there  was  no  necessity  for  them  to  remain. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  "Was  it  supposed  that  an  attack 
upon  the  Fort  would  be  one  of  the  objects  of  this  mob  ? 

Answer.  I  doubt  very  much  if  there  was  a  citizen  who  did 
not  apprehend  almost  everything  at  that  time. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Question.   Was  it  not  understood  that  the  military  were  to 
prevent  the  United  States  troops  from  passing  through? 
Answer.  I  think  it  was. 


By  the  Committer. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  it  understood  that  the 
minute  men  were  to  prevent  the  troops  passing  through  ? 

Answer.  My  opinion  was,  that  was  an  act  simply  and  sole- 
ly to  prevent  the  passage  of  the  troops. 
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Question.  What  were  the  minute  men  ? 

Answer.  A  good  many  of  the  minute  men  had  armed 
themselves  and  formed  into  companies  ;  we  regarded  our- 
selves as  good  Union  men,  but  felt  at  that  time  that  it  was 
better  to  keep  them  back. 

(aluestion.  Was  the  attempt  to  prevent  the  passage  of  the 
troops  through  Baltimore,  considered  by  you  and  those  who 
acted  with  you  an  act  of  hostility  to  the  Government,  or  to 
prevent  their  being  murdered  in  the  streets  of  Baltimore  ? 

Answer.  That  I  cannot  say. 

Question.  Did  you  feel  that  they  would  be  safe  in  passing 
through  ? 

Answer.  I  never  apprehended  any  difficulty  myself ;  I 
think  a  regiment  could  have  marched  through,  though  I  am 
satisfied  they  would  have  been  attacked. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  Was  it  not  considered  better  by  the  authorities 
that  they  should  not  pass  through  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  Governor  Hicks  sent  a  telegram  down  not 
to  allow  any  more  troops  to  pass  through  Baltimore  ;  the  un- 
derstanding was  for  them  to  march  around  ;  on  the  Sunday 
after  the  lyth  of  April,  there  were  some  six  or  seven  hundred 
men  the  other  side  of  Cockeysville,  and  they  were  sent  back 
by  the  Governor. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Who  was  President  of  the 
Minute  Men  on  the  19th  of  April? 

Answer.  I  do  not  recollect,  I  think  Mr.  Parr  was. 

Question  hy  the  Committee    Was  Henry  M.  Warfield? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say,  I  know 
that  Mr.  Parr  was  a  member.  I  am  not  acquainted  with  Mr. 
Warfield,  I  did  not  belong  to  the  association,  I  do  not  know 
who  the  officers  were,  I  have  heard  Mr.  Warfield's  name 
mentioned  frequently  in  connection  with  the  affairs  of  that 
week. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  loas  here  condudect. 

Peter  Cockey,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Contestant,  being 
duly  sworn  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name  and  residence? 
Answer.    My   name    is   Peter    Cockey   and  I  reside  near 
Cockeysville. 
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Question.  Were  any  troops  encamped  near  youf  place  on 
the  20tli  and  21st  of  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes 

Question.  How  near  your  house  were  they  encamped  ? 

Answer.  I  suppose  about  five  hundred  yards. 

Question.  In  which  direction  ? 

Answer.  Northwest. 

Question.  Nearer  to  Towsontown  than  your  house  ? 

Answer.   A  little  farther  on. 

Question.  How  far  from  the  depot  at  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  Probably  a  half  a  mile. 

The  defence  having  given  in  evidence  "the  general  under- 
standing" in  Baltimore  of  the  purpose  for  which  troops  were 
called  out  and  under  arms  on  the  week  following  the  19th  of 
April,  1861,  the  Contestant  for  the  purpose  of  rebutting  the 
statement  in  the  witnesses  in  that  respect  offers  in  proof  a 
paragraph  from  the  same  columns  of  the  Argus,  in  which  is 
found  the  notice  that  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards  had 
offered  their  services,  &c. 

'        The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

The  counsel  for  the  Contestant  offered  the  following  extracts 
from  the  Baltimore  Argus  : 

'  'Baltimore  Argus,  ' ' 
Saturday,  April  20th,  1861. 

Patriotic  offer. — The  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards,  un- 
der command  of  Captain  Kidgely,  have  tendered  their  services 
to  Major  Brown  for  the  defence  of  the  city  and  they  will  be  on 
duty  at  4  o'clock  this  evening. 

This  paragraph  is  offered  as  the  article  to  which  Mr. 
Thompson  is  supposed  to  have  referred  in  his  testimony. 

This  extract  was  objected  to  by  Respondent  as  not  having 
any  reference  to  Mr.  Thompson's  testimony  and  as  re-opening 
the  case,  and  which  will  give  the  Respondent  the  right  to  go 
into  the  re-examination  of  the  whole  cause. 

Baltimore  County  Horse  Guard: — This  fine  troop,  composed 
of  the  best  citizens  of  Baltimore  county  and  the  first  out  of  the 
city  to  offer  their  services  to  the  city  authorities  for  the  defence 
of  Baltimore,  arrived  here  on  Saturday  evening  at  eight 
o'clock.  They  are  as  a  body  a  stalwart  company,  well  mount- 
ed and  armed,  and  although  but  a  short  time  organized,  are 
sufficiently  well  drilled  to  prove  a  powerful  aid  to  our  own 
military.  The  troop  is  officered  as  follows  :  Captain,  Charles 
Ridgely;  Lieutenants,  John  Merryman,  George  H.  Carman, 
Richard  Grason;  Sergeants,  George  Merryman,,  Charles  H. 
Cockey,  Thomas  B.  Gatch;  Corporals,  George  Pearce,  Harry 
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W.  Gilmor  and  Thomas  Taylor;  Ensign,  Henry  Merryman; 
Surgeons,  Doctors  Tidings  and  Ridgely;  Quartermaster, 
Thomas  R.  Crane;  Buglers,  R.  Edwin  Hook,  William  H. 
Ruby.  As  an  evidence  of  the  genuine  character  of  this  com- 
pany it  is  only  necessary  to  state  that  the  entire  number, 
rank  and  file  of  the  company  is  fifty-three,  and  that  they 
paraded  here  last  evening  forty-eight,  while  the  remaining 
members  are  expected  to  join  their  comrades  in  arms  before 
their  services  are  called  into  requisition. 

The  counsel  for  the  contestant  then  submitted  an  article 
from  the  same  column  of  the  Argus,  in  which  was  found  the 
foregoing  article  entitled,  "Patriotic  Offer,"  for  the  purpose 
of  rebutting  the  testimony  given  as  to  the  general  under- 
standing of  the  purpose  for  which  the  troops  were  under 
arms.     The  article  offered  was  in  the  following  words  : 

Freemen,  Constitutional  Men,  Southern  Rights  men. 

To  Arms !    To  Arms!! 

Organize  at  Once !!! 

"Lincoln  has  said  if  his  minions  of  Northern  and  Western 
murderers,  cannot  pass  through  Baltimore  without  opposi- 
tion, they  shall  pass  over  Maryland  soil  to  reach  Washing- 
ton. We  warn  our  country  friends  to  keep  a  vigilant  look 
out  for  these  villains,  and  at  the  first  sight  of  them  at  once 
send  express  to  Baltimore  and  elsewhere.  Arrangements 
should  at  once  be  made  by  the  city  and  county  to  give  the 
signal  of  their  approach  by  firing  of  cannon  and  by  rockets. 
There  is  nothing  to  prevent  Lincoln  from  sending  from 
Washington,  in  the  space  of  a  couple  of  hours  to  Baltimore, 
a  large  military  force  to  escort  through  and  protect  these 
Northern  hords.  Organize  at  once  and  take  every  precau- 
tion to  prevent  the  passage  of  these  murderers  over  Maryland 
soil.  Beat  your  "plow  shares  into  swords,  and  your  pruning 
hooks  into  spears,"  and  leave  the  dead  carcasses  of  your  in- 
tended murderers  as  dung  upon  your  soil,  rather  than  per- 
mit them  to  pass  over  it," 

But  the  same  was  not  admitted  by  the  committee,  being 
objected  to  by  the  counsel  for  the  Respondent. 

The  committee  then  adjourned  until  March  7th,  at  ten 
o'clock.

The  committee  met  pursuant   to  adjournment.     All   the 
members  present. 
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John  H.  Longnecker,  re-called  as  a  witness  for  the  Con- 
testant : 

Question.  Were  you  about  the  20th  of  April,  1861,  in  any- 
way connected  with  the  "Baltimore  County  American?" 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  was  proprietor. 

Question.  Here  is  a  paper  purporting  to  be  an  extra  of  the 
"Baltimore  County  American,"  of  April  20th,  1861,  was  that 
printed  by  you? 

The  paper  which  has  been  marked  "Exhibit  E,"  was  here 
shown  to  witness. 

Answer.  No  ;  it  is  not  my  type. 

Question.  Do  you  know  by  whom  it  was  printed  ? 

Answer.  No,  I  do  not ;  I  dm  inclined  to  think  it  was 
printed  at  the  other  office,  the  "Advocate"  office. 

Question.  Have  you  any  knowledge,  if  so,  state  what 
knowledge  you  have  of  that  paper  ? 

Answer.  Since  that  time,  it  never  was  used  except  two  (2) 
weeks  after  that  time,  when  I  wrote  and  published  this  por- 
tion of  it,  to  the  end  of  the  first  paragraph,  ending  ''respond 
to  the  call  immediately  by  the  Governor,  and  defend  your 
State."  I  have  never  seen  it  in  the  original  since  that  time; 
I  published  this  first  paragraph  on  the  3d  of  May,  1861,  for 
the  purpose  of  setting  myself  right  on  the  question. 

Question.  Is  that';  a  copy  of  the  paper  published  at  that 
time? 

Answer.  I  am  not  able  to  say  positively  ;  the  first  para- 
graph is.  I  cannot  say  positively  whether  it  all  is  or  not,  I 
am  inclined  to  think  it  is  ;  I  cannot  swear  positively,  not 
having  seen  the  paper  since  that  time. 

Question.  Do  you  know  about  what  time  of  day  that  extra  ^^ 
came  out? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was  about  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
between  3.30  and  4.30. 

Question.  Did  any  thing  pass  between  you  and  the  Horse 
Guards  subsequent  to  the  publication  on  that  day. 

Answer.  This  article  I  never  wrote,  but  when  it  was  pub- 
lished, it  was  published  with  my  consent  however.  I  got  out 
on  the  turnpike  about  the  time  these  Horse  Guards  were 
making  arrangements  to  go  to  Baltimore.  Three  cheers  were 
offered  for  Longnecker  by  the  company,  and  given  with  about 
as  much  will  as  I  have  heard  in  my  life.  These  cheers  were 
participated  in,  I  believe  by  all  of  the  company  who  were  there. 
The  company  was  as  full  as  I  ever  saw  it. 

Question.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Sturgis  Davis? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Are  you  sure  that  any  body  else  cheered  besides 
him? 

Answer.  Oh,  yes  :  I  have  no  doubt  of  that ;  it  was  a  gene- 
ral cheer,  such  a  one  I  had  never  heard  in  my  life. 
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The  examination  in  chief  of  -this  witness  luaa  here  concluded. 

Cross  Examination. 

Question.  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  that  that  is  not  a 
copy  of  your  Extra  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  is:  I  know  part  of  it  is. 

Question.  You  say  that  is  not  your  type — that  it  does  not 
look  like  your  type  ? 

Answer,  I  know  it  is  not  my  type. 

Question.  Can  you  tell  your  type  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  whether  I  could  tell  all  my  type. 

Question.  Can  you  identify  your  type  when  shown  to  you? 

Answer.   Pretty  generally. 

Question.  Have  you  any  original  of  that  extra  ? 

Answer.  No  :  I  did  not  keep  any  file  of  it ;  I  never  pub- 
lished it  in  my  paper. 

Question.  Look  at  that  and  see  if  this  is  your  type? 

(The  paper  marked  "Exhibit  G"  was  here  shown  to  wit- 
ness.)

Saturday  evening,  April  20,  1861. 

Civil  war  is  in  our  midst  ?  A  riot  has  occurred  between 
soldiers  from  the  North  and  the  citizens  of  Baltimore,  and 
unarmed  men  have  fallen  beneath  the  musket  shots  of  sol- 
diers from  another  State.  We  have  stood  long  by  the  Union 
Flag — we  have  contended  thus  far  beneath  its  folds,  but  now 
we  must  coincide  with  Governor  Hicks  and  Mayor  Brown,  as 
well  as  with  the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  the  entire  State 
in  saying  that  Northern  troops  shall  not  pass  unharmed 
through  the  State  of  Maryland,  for  the  purpose  of  subjugat- 
ing the  South.  Northern  troops  are  now,  it  is  said,  march- 
ing to  Washington,  intending  to  fo7'cc  themselves  through 
Maryland,  and  we  can  but  say  to  our  people,  respond  to  the 
call  issued  by  the  Governor,  and  defend  your  State. 

It  is  said  that  Government  troops  who  came  as  far  as  the 
Gunpowder,  on  the  Philadelphia  Rail  Road,  were  prevented 
from  proceeding  by  the  bridge  being  destroyed,  and  that  they 
are  now  marching  on  foot  towards  Baltimore, 

The  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards,  of  this  place,  has 
been  ordered  out,  and  manfully  are  they  responding.  They 
35 
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are  now  gathering,  and  will  march  before  the  going  down  of 
the  sun. 

The  "Towson  Guards,"  have  not  yet  received  orders,  but  are 
momentarily  expecting  them. 

All  is  excitement  hjjre,  and,  with  a  few  exceptions,  all  ap- 
pear to  be  of  one  mind. 

On  the  N.  C.  R.  R.,  the  bridges  over  Western  Run  and 
Beaver  dams,  near  Cockeysville,  and  several  bridges  near  the 
city,  including  the  iron  bridge  at  the  Relay  House,  have  been 
destroyed,  to  prevent  the  transportation  of  government 
troops  from  the  North. 

Answer.  I  think  this  is  one  of  the  originals. 

By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Why  was  it  that  you  issued 
that  Extra  ? 

Answer.  It  appears  the  matter  was  misunderstood,  when  I 
was  here  before,  I  said  it  was  through  fear—  it  was  not 
through  fear  of  bodily  injury,  so  much  as  the  fear  that  the 
little  property  I  had  was  considered  in  danger. 

Question  by  the   Committee.  Who  were  you  afraid  of  ? 

Answer.  The  mob  generally. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  it  the  day  those  person 
were  there  from  the  city  ? 

Answer.  Not  so  much  then  as  the  next  day.  There  were 
several  persons  of  that  Horse  Guards  company  that  had  the 
worst  kind  of  feeling  towards  me,  and  had  made  threats 
against  me. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Name  some  of  those  members 
of  the  Horse  Guards  that  entertained  these  feelings  ? 

Answer.  Frank  Poteet,  and  one  of  the  young  Cockeys, 
John  Robert  Cockey's  son,  are  two  of  them,  that  I  looked 
upon  as  desperate  characters,  in  this  matter  particularly; 
there  were  some  others  that  I  cannot  now  think  of. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Was  the  cheering  you  received 
on  account  of  issuing  that  extra  ? 

Answer.  I  think  it  was;  it  was  participated  in  by  the  whole 
company. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  How  is  it  that  you  can  identify 
one  half  of  that  article  and  not  the  other  ? 

Answer.  I  published  on  the  3d  of  May,  the  first  paragraph 
of  this  thing  for  the  purpose  of  commenting  upon  it ;  that, 
I  am  sure  is  right,  because  I  took  it  from  my  original  ;  I  have 
a  copy  of  it  at  the  head  of  the  paper  made  for  the  purpose  of 
commenting  upon  my  action  and  course  in  the  matter. 

Question  by  the  Committee.   Have  you  that  paper  ? 

Answer.  Yes  ;  I  have  the  whole  file. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  any  individual 
members  of  the  company  that  cheered  on  that  occasion. 
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Answer.  I  don't  know  that  I  do  ;  they  were  all  tofjether, 
officers  and  all ;  it  was  a  general  cheer,  I  believe  seriously 
that  every  one  in  the  company  cheered  me  on  that  occasion  ; 
I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  so. 

Question  by  the  Committee  You  say  that  each  member  of  the 
company  cheered? 

Answer.  There  may  have  been  one  or  two  who  did  not  ;  it 
was  in  a  moment  of  excitement. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Then  you  cannot  say  positively 
that  all  did  cheer  ? 

Answer.  It  looked  like  all  were  cheering  me  ;  I  have  no 
doubt  in  my  mind  that  they  did. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  What  circumstance  leads  you  to 
that  conclusion  ? 

Answer.  The  general  impression  made  on  me  that  day 
which  I  shall  not  forget  as  long  as  I  live. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  know  that  Mr.  Grason 
cheered  on  that  occasion  ? 

Answer.  I  think  he  did  ;  I  have  no  doubt  about  that. 

Question  by  the  Committee..  Did  you  see  Mr.  Grason? 

Answer.  Yes.  He  was  with  the  company,  as  one  of  the 
officers  ;  I  think  he  cheered. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Why  do  you  think  so  ? 

Answer.  It  was  a  general  cheer  ;  I  did  not  see  any  one 
that  did  not  cheer. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  see  him  cheer  ? 

Answer.  I  don't  know  that  I  did  ;  I  cannot  swear  positive- 
ly that  I  saw  him  cheer  ;  my  impression  is  that  I  did  see 
him  cheer. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  To  the  best  of  your  knowledge 
and  belief  you  think  he  did  cheer  ? 

Answer.  I  have  no  doubt  of  it. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Did  you  see  him  cheer  you  or 
not  ? 

Answer.  I  can  say,  that  it  is  my  impression  that  he  did 
cheer. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  But  you  cannot  swear  positively 
that  you  saw  him  cheering  ? 

Answer.  I  have  told  you  that  I  did  not  have  any  doubt  at 
all  but  that  he  did  cheer  with  the  others. 


Cross-examination  resumed. 

Question.  You  say  this  was  when  they  were  on  their  way 
to  town  ? 

Answer.  Before  they  mounted  their  horses  to  go  to 
town. 

Question.  What  caused  those  ill-feelings  towards  you  on 
the  part  of  any  of  the  Horse  Guards  ? 
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Answer.  I  was  editor  of  a  political  paper  ;  I  presume  that 
was  it. 

Question.  Was  it  on  account  of  the  Union  side  which  you 
had  taken  prior  to  the  19th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  That  has  always  been  my  impression. 


By  the  Committee. 

Questio7i  hy  the  Committee.  Will  you  explain  why  you  were 
not  regarded  as  very  loyal  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  On  account  of  the  issue  of  that  e^ra. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  What  opinions  aid  you  express 
at  that  time  by  which  you  were  regarded  as  disloyal  ? 

Answer.  Nothing  but  the  issuing  of  that  extra. 

The  examinaiiQn  of  this  loitness  ivas  here  concluded. 

Wm.  J.  TnoMPSON/Ve-called  by  the  Contestant. 

Question.  Will  you  state  briefly  yet  fully,  omitting  noth- 
ing, all  that  passed  between  you  and  the  Grand  Jury  at  the 
time  you  were  before  them  last  term  of  the  court  of  Balti- 
more county. 

Answer.  I  don't  remember  the  day  I  was  summoned  there 
exactly.  When  I  got  in  there  they  asked  me  if  I  knew  of 
any  overt  act  of  Mr.  Grason  against  the  Government,  I  told 
them  that  I  did  not;  they  then  asked  me  if  I  ever  saw  him  do 
anything,  I  told  them  "no,  I  did  not." 

Question.  Did  they  ask  you  anything  in  reference  to  the 
transaction  at  the  time  of  the  flag-raising? 

Answer.  No, 

Question.  Did  they  ask  you  anything  in  reference  to  hav- 
ing heard  Mr,  Grason  cheer  for  Jeff".  Davis,  or  groan  the  flag, 
or  anything  of  that  sort  ?       , 

Answer,  No. 

Question,  Is  there  any4;hing  in  the  testimony  given  by  you 
at  your  former  examination,  that  after  mature  recollection 
you  modify  ? 

Answer.  No. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  loitness  was  here  concluded. 


. Cross-exam,ination. 

Question.  When  were  you  examined  before,  I  asked  you  if 
you  were  a  detective  under  the  Government,  you  said  you 
were  a  special  officers  state  your  duties  as  such  ? 

Answer.  To  serve  notices  on  drafted  men  and  bring  them 
up  when  they  fail  to  report;  I  am  acting  under  Provost  Mar-

shal  Cathcart,  of  the  2d  District.     A  part  of  my  duty  is  to 
arrest  deserters. 


By  the  Committee. 

Question  by  the  Committee.  Do  you  recollect  the  oath  you 
took  upon  that  occasion  of  being  summoned  before  the  Grand 
Jury  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  to  testify  to  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and 
nothing  but  the  truth. 

Questionhy  the  Committee.  You  say  that  you  were  not  asked 
by  the  Grand  Jury  in  reference  to  the  flag-raising,  or  cheers 
that  took  place,  did  not  you  feel  it  your  duty  to  disclose  those 
acts — didn't  you  regard  them  as  acts? 

Answer.  I  did  not  volunteer  any  testimony;  I  answered 
the  questions  that  were  asked  me. 

Question  hy  the  Committee.  You  did  not  feel  obliged  to  tes- 
tify in  regard  to  those  acts  ? 

Answer.  No;  from  the  simple  fact  that  one  of  the  Grand 
Jurymen  had  told  me  the  conclusions  they  had  come  to  about 
taking  testimony. 

The  examination  of  this  loitness  loas   here  concluded. 

Samuel  N.  Whittle,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Contest- 
ant, being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follow: 

Question.  State  your  name,  age  and  occupation  ? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Samuel  N.  Whittle;  I  am  23  years 
old;  I  am  first  Lieutenant_,  Co.  F,  Seventh  Maryland  Volun- 
teers; I  reside  at  Towsontown  when  I  am  at  home. 

Question.  Were  you  at  Towsontown  the  last  week  of  April 
and  the  first  week  of  May  1861  ? 

Answer.  I  was  there  until  August,  1862;  I  have  been  there 
all  the  time;  I  was  born  there. 

Question.  Were  you  there  at  the  raising  of  the  flag  after  its 
suppression  in  the  latter  part  of  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  saw  the  flag  raised;  I  did  service  there;  I 
had  my  gun;  I  belonged  to  the  Towson  Guards  at  that  time. 

Question.  Are  you  now  a  member  of  the  Seventh  Regiment, 
if  so,  when  did  you  return  ? 

Answer.  I  came  home  on  leave  of  absence  last  Monday 
morning. 

Question.  State  whether  at  that  flag-raising  you  saw  Henry 
Kone,  if  you  know  him? 

Answer.   Yes. 

Question.  Will  you  state  whether  there,  or  about  there  at 
that  flag-raising  you  saw  Mr.  Grason  ? 

The  counsel  Tor  the  Respondent  objected  to  this  evidence, 
because  it  was  affirmative  evidence,  and  would  reopen  the 
whole  case  again. 
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The  Contestant  offered  to  prove  by  Lieutenant  Samuel  K. 
Whittle  and  Captain  James  H.  Wilson,  that  they  were  pres- 
ent at  the  flag  raising  at  Towsontown^  on  the  29th  of  April, 
1861;  that  they  saw  Kichard  Grason,  the  defendant,  with 
several  others  upon  or  near  to  Ady's  porch,  and  that  the  persons 
so  gathered  and  with  whom  said  Grason  was  acting,  groaned, 
and  jeered  the  flag  of  the  United  States  as  it  was  hauled  up 
to  its  place,  said  Grason  participating  in  said  conduct;  and 
further  by  said  Whittle,  that  shortly  after  the  19th  of  April, 
1861,  he  heard  said  Grason  say  that  "it  was  a  shame  that 
Baltimore  would  allow  the  troops  to  go  through  there  to 
Washington,  that  they  ought  to  have  been  stopped"  and 
other  words  to  the  same  effect. 

The  Contestant  asked  that  this  evidence  be  received  as  re- 
butting testimony,  and  because  that  at  the  time  when  he 
closed  his  case,  these  witnesses  were  not  procurable;  said 
Whittle  being  then  with  his  regiment  in  the  5th  corps,  be- 
yond Petersburg,  and  said  Wilson,  a  prisoner  of  war  in  the 
Libby  prison,  at  Richmond,  from  which  places  they  have  just 
returned. 

It  was  decided  by  the  committee  that  if  it  be  accorded  to 
one  side  to  introduce  new  testimony  for  the  purpose,  even  of 
substantiating  what  has  been  said  by  other  witnesses,  the 
same  privilege  must  be  accorded  to  the  other  side,  and  this 
case  would  be  reopened,  and  we  do  not  know  when  it  would 
be  closed  under  this  circumstances;  the  testimony  is  therefore 
rejected. 

Henry  Sheely,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Contestant,  being 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Question.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  Ever  since  he  has  been  in  Towsontown. 

Question.  Were  you  in  Towsontown  on  the  19th  of  April, 
and  during  the  week  or  two  subsequent  to  that  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Did  you  see  the  Horse  Guards  about  there  at 
that  time? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Can  you  name  any  officer  yon  saw  with  them  at 
that  time? 

Answer.  Charles  Ridgely,  Captain,  and  Mr,  Grason,  Lieu- 
tenant, I  think,  but  cannot  say  what  office  he  had  at  that 
time. 

Question.  Were  they  at  that  time  under  arms  in  uni- 
form ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  long? 

Answer.  Two  or  three  weeks  I  judge. 

(Question.  Do  you  know  what  they  did  when  under  arms  ? 

Answer.  On  Sunday  or  Saturday  I  believe  they  got  orders 
to  take  Fort  McHenry,  they  proceeded  at  once,  one  of  the 
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members  coming  to  town  asked  Captain  Chew  to  get  out  his 
company  to  go  along  with  them  ;  Captain  Chew  said  he 
only  wished  we  had  orders,  this  is  the  remark  he  made. 
They  went  to  town  and  came  back  that  night  or  Sunday 
morning.  That  Sunday  they  came  to  mother's  to  grind  their 
arms. 

Question.  At  the  time  they  started  towards  town,  was 
there  any  demonstration  against  Mr.  Longnecker  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  Mr.  Longnecker,  he  immediately  went  and 
published  a  paper  he  said  he  copied  it  from  another  paper,  he 
published  an  extra  and  Harry  Gilmor  said,  three  cheers 
should  be  given  for  Mr.  Longnecker,  which  they  did. 

(Question.  Did  you  hear  any  "of  them  say  what  they  were 
under  arms  for,  what  their  purpose  was  ? 

Answer.  I  heard  one  of  the  members  after  they  were  dis- 
armed and  disbanded. 

Q,uestion.  You  say  you  did  hear  some  make  a  statement  as 
to  what  their  object  and  purpose  was? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.   Can  you  fix  the  time  when  that  was  ? 

Answer.  About  two  months  afterwards. 

Question.  Was  there  at  that  time  any  enemy  or  force  in 
the  vicinity  of  Towsontown  ? 

Answer.  Yes;  there  were  some  Pennsylvania  troops  sta- 
tioned at  Cockeysville. 

Question.  Any  other  forces  aside  from  those  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  this  company  or  any  por- 
tion of  them  moved  up  towards  Cockeysville? 

Answer.  Yes;  they  did. 

Question.  You  say  after  that  you  heard  some  one  of  the 
company  say  what  they  went  there  for  ? 

Answer    Yes. 

Question.  Who  was  that  person? 

Answer.   William  Paine. 

Question.  Was  he  an  officer  of  the  company  ? 

Answer.  No;  I  think  not. 

Question.  Where  is  this  William  Paine  ? 

Answer.  He  is  living  with  his  father  in  Towsontown. 

Question.  Have  you  any  personal  knowledge  of  what  the 
object  of  the  Horse  Guards  was  in  going  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  At  the  time  they  were  grinding  their  arms  and 
making  their  preparations  did  you  hear  any  declarations  of 
what  they  were  about  ? 

Answer.  No;  it  was  talked  of  by  them  that  they  were 
going  up  to  defend  their  State  and  drive  the  Pennsylvania 
troops  from  the  Maryland  soil. 

Question.  Were  you  present  at  any  time  when  the  flag  was 
raised  .^ 
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Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  More  than  once? 
Answer.    Yes. 

Question.  Will  you  state  as  briefly  as  you  remember  the 
circumstances  attending  the  raising  of  that  flag  ? 

Answer.  At  the  time  of  the  first  flag  raising  the  ladies  had 
charge  of  it,  and  as  it  was  going  up  the  flag  got  caught  half 
way.  Mr.  Harvey  Carman,  George  Yellott,  Ady  and  Gra- 
son  were  present  when  that  flag  was  caught,  there  was  some 
cheering  and  waving  of  hats  over  there  at  Ady's  porch.  Mr. 
Thompson  went  forward  and  immediately  refixed  the  flag 
and  hoisted  it,  after  that  the  ladies  cheered. 

Question.  These  persons  that  made  this  demonstration 
where  were  they  standing  when  the  flag  was  caught  ? 

Answer.   On  Ady's  porch. 

Q,uestion.  Where  was  Mr.  Grason  at  that  time  ? 

Answer.  There  amongst  the  crowd. 

Question.  Did  any  of  those  men  at  any  time  during  the 
raising  give  any  cheers  for  the  flag  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  they  did;  they  hurraed  and  waved  their  hats 
when  it  was  caught. 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  conducted. 

Cross-examination . 

Question.  Where  were  you  standing  when  the  flag  was 
caught? 

Answer.  About  ten  yards  from  the  pole  ? 

Question.  How  far  from  Ady's  ? 

Answer.  About  thirty  or  forty  yards,  I  reckon. 

Q-uestion.   Were  you  standing  by  yourself  or  in  a  crowd  ? 

Answer.  I  was  in  a  crowd. 

Question.   Was  it  outside  or  in  the  centre  of  the  crowd  ? 

Answer.   Outside,  leaning  against  the  railing. 

Question.  Between  the  crowd  and  Ady's? 

Answer.  Not  directly  between  the  crowd? 

Question.  Was  your  face  towards  the  flag-pole  ? 

Answer.  At  one  time  it  was,  and  at  another  time  it  was  in 
the  other  direction. 

Question.  There  was  no  difficulty  in  you  hearing  what 
occurred  at  Ady's,  was  there  ? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  You  did  hear  what  occurred  at  Ady's  clearly 
and  distinctly,  did  you  ? 

Answer.  Yes  :  I  did, 

Q-uestion.  You  do  not  know  whether  it  was  Saturday  or 
Sunday  that  they  started  for  Baltimore  city,  do  you  ? 

Answer.  It  was  either  Saturday  or  Sunday  ;  it  was  Sunday 
afternoon  they  came  and  ground  their  sabres. 
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Question.  You  say  when  the  flag  caught  there  waving  of 
hats,  there  was  no  cheering,  was  there  ? 

Answer.  No  :  there  was  no  cheering  of  any  sort  at  Ady's 
hotel. 

(Question.  You  say  you  had  no  difficulty  in  hearing  all  that 
occurred  at  Ady's  hotel,  so  that  if  there  had  been  any  cheer- 
ing you  would  have  heard  it  ? 

Answer.  Yes, 

Question.  You  are  positive  about  that? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  You  are  equally  positive  that  there  was  no  cheer- 
ing of  any  kind  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  There  was  nothing  like  a  cheer  for  Jeff  Davis  or 
the  Southern  Confederacy,  was  there  ? 

Answer.  Not  as  far  as  I  recollect. 

(Question.   Where  was  Mr.  Grason  ? 

Answer.  On  the  porch. 

Question.  Standing  or  sitting? 

Answer.  Standing  I  suppose,  I  did'nt  take  no  notice  of 
the  positions  of  the  persons. 

Question.  Was  he  in  front  of  the  porch  ? 

Answer.  He  was  on  the  platform  porch,  leaning  against 
the  railing,  between  the  pavement  and  the  porch;  the  railing 
goes  out  to  the  outer  end  of  the  porch  ;  he  was  on  the  front 
side  of  the  porch. 

(Question.  There  were  no  persons  between  you  and  the 
porch — he  was  leaning  on  the  railing,  was'nt  he? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  There  were  no  persons  between  him  and  the 
crowd  about  the  pole,  was  there? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.    You  had  a  full  view  of  him,  had  you  not  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  How  was  he  dressed  ? 

Answer.  I  could  not  describe  his  dress. 

Question.  You  can  state  whether  he  was  standing  or  sit- 
ting, can  you  not? 

Answer.  No  :  I  cannot. 

Question.  Had  he  hat  or  a  cap  on  ? 

Answer.  I  could  not  describe  that. 

Question.   Was  he  in  uniform  or  in  citizens  dress? 

Answer .  I  think  probably  he  was  in  citizens  dress  at  the 
time— I  do  not  recollect — I  think  probably  he  must  have  been 
in  citizen's  dress,  for  I  saw  him  when  he  came  up  the  road 
which  leads  to  Mr.  Ady's.  I  saw  him  when  he  came  up  on 
the  porch. 

Question.  Will  you  swear  whether  he  was  in  uniform  or  in 
citizen's  dress  ?

Answer.  I  will  swear  that  he  had  no  uniform  on  at  that 
time. 

Question.  Did  you  hear  any  singing  ? 

Answer.  No,  I  did  not  hear  any  singing. 

Question.  There  was  no  singing  at  Ady's  or  the  flag  pole, 
was  there  ? 

Answer.  I  did  not  hear  any  singing  at  the  flag  pole,  hut 
there  was  some  cheering  for  the  flag. 

Question.  Were  there  any  speeches  made? 

Answer.  Yes,  Mr.  Ensor  was  one  of  the  parties  and  I  think 
Mr.  Ware  was  another. 

Question.  Had  there  heen  any  speeches  made  in  the  hall? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Who  spoke  there  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say,  I  think  probably  Mr.  Ensor  was  one 
of  the  parties  who  spoke  in  the  halL 

Question.  How  many  Mr.  Yellotts  were  there  at  Ady's 
Hotel  ? 

Answer.  Two,  Tip  Yellott  and  Mr.  George  Yellott. 

Question.  Had  they  any  difficulty  ? 

Answer.  At  the  second  flag  raising  not  at  the  first. 

Question.  You  say  that  it  was  either  Saturday  or  Sunday 
that  the  Baltimore  County  Horse  Guards  received  orders  to 
go  and  take  Fort  McHenry  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Q,uestion.  Do  you  know  whose  orders  they  were? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  From  whom  did  you  get  your  information  that 
they  were  ordered  to  take  Fort  McHenry  ? 

Answer.  It  was  the  general  talk  around  the  neighborhood 
of  Towsontown  that  they  had  received  orders  to  go  and  take 
Fort  McHenry. 

Question.  Can  you  name  the  persons  who  made  this  state- 
ment? 

Answer.  No. 

Question.  Could  you  name  any  one  of  them? 

Answer.  No,  I  do  not  think  I  could. 

Question.  Captain  Chew  said  he  was  anxious  to  have  orders, 
did  he  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  he  was  Captain  of  the  Towson  Guards. 

Q,uestion.  The  only  enemy  you  knew  of  then  were  the  troops 
at  Cockeysville  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  that  what  I  considered  the  enemy. 

The  examination  of  this  loitness  was  here  concluded. 


James  Pennington,  Jr.,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  Contest- 
ant, being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence?

Answer.  My  name  is  James  Pennington,  Jr.,  I  am  eigh- 
teen years  old  and  reside  at  Towsontown. 

Question.  Were  you  there  during  the  week  subsequent  to 
the  19th  of  April,  1861  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  Were  there  any  troops  there  about  that  time? 

Answer.  Yes,  the  Horse  Guards  and  Towson  Guards. 

Question.  Were  those  troops  under  arms,  if  so,  how  long? 

Answer.  I  do  not  just  remember  how  long  they  were  under 
arms,  but  they  were  under  arms. 

Question.  Name  any  officers  of  the  Horse  Guards  that  you 
remember  ? 

Answer.  Mr.  Ridgely  was  one,  I  do  not  remember  many 
officers,  I  did  not  take  much  account  of  them  at  all. 

Question.  Did  you  remember  anything  of  their  going  down 
the  pike  towards  Baltimore  on  Saturday  or  Sunday  after  the 
19th  of  April  ? 

Answer.  No,  I  don't  know  anything  about  that. 

Q,uestion.  Were  you  there  some  week  or  ten  days  after  the 
19th,  when  the  flag  was  raised  ? 

Answer.  Yes. 

Question.  State  what  you  saw  at  the  time  of  the  flag  rais- 
ing? 

Answer.  I  saw  a  crowd  on  Mr.  Ady's  porch  and  Mr.  Gra- 
son  among  them,  I  heard  them  groan  more  than  hiss.  Mr. 
Ware  after  the  flag  was  brought  out  made  a  speech,  and  Mr. 
Ensor. 

Question.  How  many  persons  were  about  the  porch  when 
the  hissing  and  groaning  took  place  ? 

Answer.  They  were  a  right  smart  bunch  there.  ' 

Question.  Was  Mr.  Grason  there? 

Answer.  Yes;  he  was  about  the  centre  of  the  crowd.    •* 

The  examination  in  chief  of  this  witness  was  here  concluded. 

Cross-examination . 

Question.  Where  were  yoU  standing  at  the  time  you  heard 
the  groans  ? 

Answer.  At  Sheely's  pump. 

(Question.  How  far  is  that  from  the  flag  pole  ? 

Answer.  Just  about  the  same  distance  that  Henry  Sheely 
was. 

Q-uestion.  How  far  is  that? 

Answer.  About  ten  yards  I  guess. 

Question.  Was  he  between  you  and  the  flag  pole  ? 

Answer.  No  ;  he  was  behind  me,  I  was  in  between  the  flag 
pole  and  him. 

Question.  Have  you  stated  all  that  you  saw  take  place  at 
Ady's  porch  ? 

Aiiswer.  Yes. 
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
